HE old is more cherished than 

the new in the high country that 
lifts itself up from where the River 
Forth runs. The old tales, the way 
of life and even the dogs of this 
rugged country date back to the 
land’s beginnings, and it seems as 
though each century brings a deep- 
ening of the tradition which holds 
them so dear. Long ago, the ran- 
som of a lord hinged on the ex- 
change of a brace of Scottish Deer- 
hounds, and today with war close 
to the Highlands, breeders part 
with their Deerhounds last of all. 


The Scot's Prized Possession 

During the days when the clans 
ruled upper Scotland, when the 
deer ranged wide in the crags and 
cairns, the Deerhound was_ the 
prized possession of every Scottish 
chieftain. Then as now, he was a 
beautifully meving, fast going, 
fearless animal,.of great courage, 
capable of hunting either alone or 
as part of a pair. With the chase 
over, the Deerhound was the clans- 
man’s devoted and loyal compan- 


ion. A trusted dog was needed here, 


and the Deerhound fitted well the 
requirements for intelligence and 
endurance. So highly was he re- 
garded that it was practically im- 
possible to barter or buy a Scottish 
Deerhound. He was a Highlander’s 
most valued friend. 

For a time, the breed disap- 
peared almost entirely from the 
towns south of the Forth and from 
other corners of the world as well. 
With the breaking up of the clans 
and with deer hunting at an ebb, 
the Deerhound became practically 
extinct—even in the upper country. 
He was, however, the guard and 
faithful attendant about a few of 
the larger estates in Scotland, and 
his owners, unwilling to let English 
fanciers introduce him to show 
audiences below the border, still 
clung to the tradition that he was 
for the Scottish country only. 

His fame and former greatness 
were kept alive, though, by his ap- 
pearance now and again in the 
stories of Scott and in the paintings 
of Sir Edwin Landseer, the great 
animal artist, Noble, Reinagle and 
others. The statue of Scott in Edin-

burgh’s Princess Street shows 
his favorite Deerhound, Maida, 
stretched out close to the poet’s 
feet. In his diary, Scott rather amus- 
ingly notes that Maida, in his old 
age, was becoming so wary of por- 
trait sitting that “he gets up and 
walks off with signs of loathing 
whenever he sees an artist unfurl 
his papers and handle his brushes.”

Royal Dog of Scotland

did reach the British

Resemblance to Greyhounds 
In appearance, the Scottish Deer- 
hound resembles a shaggy, rough- 
coated Greyhound, more substan- 
tially put together, and of a larger 
size and heavier bone.

He stands about 32” or more, 
with stress on symmetry without 
coarseness. The female is slightly 
smaller—from 28” upwards. 

A Deerhound’s coat is rough and 
hard with softer beard and brows, 
and the dark blue-gray is a pre- 
ferred color. Darker and lighter 
grays or brindles, yellow and sandy 
red or red fawn, with black ears 
and muzzles, are also excellent.

OUSE BEAUTIFUL’S Thirteenth Annual Small House Competition is over. You 

will find the winners of the Class I and Sectional prizes on the next fourteen 
pages. Not only was this the biggest competition we have held to date, but it was 
also the best. The houses were better in plan, detail and structure; they were more 
attractive, both architecturally and decoratively; they had more new ideas. 

The competition started before the Twelfth Competition closed. Even then we and 
a good many architects were making plans for this year. Came summer, and we sent 
out to thousands of architects all over the country the required entry blanks. A month 
or six weeks before the competition deadline, on October 7, letters began to pour 
in asking for more blanks so that the architects could submit more than one house. 
And soon the big sheets of cardboard covered with pictures and plans began to 
arrive. First in driblets; then, on the last few days, by hundreds. String, wrapping 
paper and heavy board backings piled high on the floor; and in the opposite corner 
were stacked the mounts themselves, each one numbered and classified according to 
the size of the house (under 20,000 cubic feet for Class I; from 20,001 to 35,000 
cubic feet for Class II) and the section from which it came. 

On the day of the judging, October 15, the judges trooped into our offices. Miss 
Raymond, one of the leading women architects in the country. Mr. Walker, eminent 
New York architect who has contributed so much to the New York skyline and 
suburbs. Mr. Kelly, winner of so many prizes in previous competitions, in from 
California. Mr. Evans, senior partner of Evans, Moore & Woodbridge. And four mem- 
bers of House BeautiFut’s staff—Editor Kenneth K. Stowell, A.I.A., Managing 
Editor Ralph Bailey, Associate Editors Frances Taylor Heard and Stanley C. Schuler. 

In order to pick the winners, it was necessary for every judge to study the mounts 
as they were arranged in tiers on specially built racks. The basis of the awards was 
the general excellence of the design, including the consideration of planning for 
convenience and economy in the use of space; adaptation to site and orientation; 
skill in use of materials, attractiveness of form and detail. (Continued on page 63)

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HIS house, designed by architect Richard Rowe for his 

wife, received more votes than any other house in the com- 
petition. The judges considered it that good. Yet the funny 
thing is this: its style is hard to define. It is partly English, 
partly Early American, with now and then a touch of Modern 
and French Provincial. Of course, there’s a reason for the 
design. “The land is hilly, wooded and rocky,” explains 
Mrs. Rowe. “We also had two tremendous oaks and a hickory 
which we wanted to enjoy. And we wanted a bathing pool 
which could be seen from the living room. So we located the 
house on the shelving slope overlooking our brook, hidden 
from the public road. The profile of the land at this point 
seemed to call for this particular type of architecture. It suits 
the Connecticut landscape, yet it isn’t the usual Colonial or 
Karly American sort of thing.” 

The Rowes’ problem was to keep the house small, yet at 
the same time to have a living room comfortably large for 
entertaining, plus a small separate room with privacy enough 
to be used as a study (or in case of emergency, as a guest 
room). This indicated the elimination of the dining room, the 
lengthening of the living room. The scheme works out very 
well. The living room can be made one room or two merely 
by rearranging the furniture which divides it. 

Best features of the house as far as Mrs. Rowe is concerned 
are the bay windows, one facing west from the study, the 


)ther east from the living room. The partition of fluted, trans- 
lucent glass, between living room and study, provides much 
light for both rooms at all times of the day.

HE house like a yacht. That’s how one of Mrs. Hay’s 

friends describes this unusual Modern house; and we find 
it a very apt description. Because, like a yacht, its every inch 
of space is put to use, it is neat and shipshape, as bright and 
cheerful as a salt-sprayed deck, and from its rooms you enjoy 
a view equaling that from a crow’s nest. 

The house was built after the death of her husband and the 
marriage of her three children had left Mrs. Hay the sole 
occupant of an eleven-room house. Mrs. Hay wanted, as she 
puts it, an anchor—a small, compact house with sufficient 
storage space to hold all her belongings in addition to those 
of whatever of her children happened to be traveling. “I hap- 
pened to have this Hollywood hillside lot with a beautiful 
view,” she says. “So it seemed wise to use it as the site of a 
home which would fill my needs now and would be modern 
enough to be desirable for one of my sons later on.” 

The limitations imposed on the building project were exact- 
ing. The house could cost only about $6,000. Because the lot 
was adjacent to a public playground, privacy from the street 
and neighbors was essential. There had to be direct access to 
the garden from the living and guest rooms. The guest room, 
also used as a study, had to be accessible from both inside 
and outside. 

That’s exactly how Mr. Ain designed the house. Only two 
of the rooms look out on the adjoining property. Two walls 
set at 45° angles to the southeast end of the huge living room 
tend to keep out neighboring eyes, yet open up the view from 
every corner of the room. The glass wall which encompasses 
this view, at the same time making the terrace and garden 























Although the lot is very narrow, 
privacy for all the rooms in Mrs. 
Hay's house is assured. Still, there 
is plenty of light and the marvel- 
ous view is always enjoyed. All the 
rooms are of exceedingly com- 
fortable proportions and good size 
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part of the living room, consists of a 12’-wide plate-glass window flanked 
by 4’ glass doors. The guest room on the lower floor has its own private 
patio. The front door leads into a small entry lighted by windows at the 
ceiling. To the right are the stairs leading to the main floor; straight ahead 
and then to the right are the stairs to the guest room and bath. The difficult 
problem of storage space in a house without basement or attic is solved by 
the numerous closets and cupboards, plus two bedroom closets about the 
size of the average large bathroom. One of the most ingenious features is 


a folding door in the living room alcove. Opened out, it encloses the alcove, 
forming an emergency guest room. Otherwise it folds back against the 
wall, out of the way.

It would be possible to go on for a long 
time pointing out features about this house. 
Light and air pour in from almost every side 
—through continuous strips of windows under 
the eaves, through great wide strips of win- 
dows from foundation to roof in the bedroom 
wing (see picture at top of page), and 
through the miraculous glass wall on the 
southeast end of the living room (left). The 
fireplace is tremendous. At one end of it, 
and in the railing at the head of the stairs, 
there are built-in flower boxes, profuse with 
ivy (above). The living room ceiling follows 
the line of the hipped roof. To take full 
advantage of the acoustic qualities of this 
ceiling, the radio loudspeaker is set into a 
panel over the door to the kitchen. The radio 
is built into a cupboard-like arrangement by

HEN you consider its location, its 

architect and its owners, it becomes 
obvious why this house is so faithful 
to the New England tradition—not only 
in appearance and detail, but also in 
plan. It stands not far from some of 
Massachusetts’ oldest and finest homes. 
Mr. Foster is one of our most capable 
exponents of the New England Colonial 
style. Mr. and Mrs. Smith felt that this 
type of house combined economy of 
space with good possibilities for Early American design and 
decoration. The judges found this faithfulness refreshing. They 
liked its sturdy character, the combination of vertical boarding 
below and narrow clapboards above. They liked the livability 
of the simple, convenient and comfortable plan. And they 
thought the combination coat closet-telephone room a fine idea 
worthy of widespread adoption. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith, who decided to build because they 
coudn’t rent a small house with individuality, have taken pains 
to make the house exactly right. They searched for weeks be- 
fore they finally discovered the post lamp, hammered out of 
pewter, that was most in keeping with the house. They went out 
of their way to repaint the sash and front door (1) when Mr. 
Smith found the original paint job defied his ability to get a 
good photograph of the facade and (2) when the original paint 
job provoked an argument between an egg man and his daugh- 
ter as to whether the house was a house or a barn. In fact, the 
Smiths like their home so well that if they built again they 
would make few changes. 




















Since the facade of Mr. and Mrs. Smith's nice 
house is broken by only a few windows and might 
therefore seem monotonous with row after row of 
clapboards, vertical boarding is used on the first 
story. The front door is in keeping with the sim- 
plicity of the house. Right now Mr. Smith is hav- 
ing a new screen door made to Mr. Foster's 
design. He thinks screen doors are too often ugly, 
spoiling the appearance of the main door. At 
left is shown the front hall as seen from living 
room, The door in corner leads to the kitchen 


| Mr. and Mrs. Smith have done much to make 
| this house truly their own, an expression of

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OME houses take their style from their surroundings; 

some take their style from the prejudices and desires of 
their owners and architects. But this one takes its style from 
“a piece of rusted iron. 

It happened that Mr. Trofast-Gillette, the architect, was in 
the market for a few cast-iron grilles. While traveling through 
some small towns of New York state he came upon a dilapi- 
dated farmhouse whose owner had taken down all the grilles 
and thrown them, rusted and broken, into a junk pile. Out of 
the lot, only one, priced at a dollar, was worth saving. When 
Mr. Hession, who had commissioned Mr. Trofast-Gillette to 
build a house for him because he was tired of renting, chanced 
to see the grille, he became intensely interested. Mr. Hession 
felt that the Colonial farmhouses so prevalent in Connecticut 
had been overdone. He wanted some other style of house. 
Here, in the graceful grapevine pattern of the grille, he found 
what he was looking for. Mr. Trofast-Gillette saw it, too. So_ 
was born this small Greek-Revival house. (The grilles used in | 
the second-story windows are copies of the original.) 

Although the house was more expensive to build than one 
of Colonial design, it has already proved its worth. Three 
offers to buy at a price higher than the original cost have 
been turned down. Besides, the house is less expensive to | 
operate and maintain than the last—and much smaller—house | 
that Mr. Hession rented. 

The plan is as neat and logical as the design is attractive. 
The rooms are accessible each to the other, and with the ex- 
ception of the guest room, all first-floor rooms open outside. | 
The colonnade, which nresses the individuality of the 


house, comes in handy on rainy days because it provides |

he landscaping, by Alban Young, of Wilton, Conn., was

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This little alcove at the front of the living room was built specially to hold a desk (not 
yet moved into house) too large to go elsewhere. It will then take the place of a study 
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Architects Fred J. MacKie, Jr. (right) and Karl Kamrath 
joined forces in Houston in 1937 under the firm name, 
MacKie & Kamrath. Both graduated from the University 
of Texas, though in different years; both worked in 
Chicago as architectural designers, though with different 
firms; both did industrial designing in Chicago before they 
finally returned to Texas to build houses and buildings for 
a rapidly expanding population. 


House of Mr. and Mrs. Herbert E. Williams, Houston 


DDITIONS to your family necessitate revisions in your way of living. When 

their first child—now a young man of two—was born, Mr. and Mrs. Williams 
realized that they needed a new place to live. A big, comfortable, informal house, 
flooded with air and sunshine and providing a sheltered place for the youngster to 
play. So they turned the job over to architects MacKie and Kamrath, who had been 
recommended by friends, and this prize-winning house was built. 

Living in Houston, where the summer is six or seven months long, the Williams 
required, above all else, a large screened living porch which would be accessible to 
all main rooms, the center of all family activities. They are more than delighted 
with the way things turned out. The porch overlooks the garden in the rear of the 
house, it is hidden from the street, it catches the prevailing breezes. “We practically 
lived on it from April until November,” Mr. Williams reports. 

The Williams’ other requirements were less exacting, but nonetheless important. 
They wanted lots of big windows and doors. An air of informality. Privacy for the 
garden side of the house. Preservation of the many beautiful trees on the lot. Isola- 
tion of the servants’ wing. A central stair hall leading to every room. 

The house is large, though not quite so large as it appears. Its plan is decidedly 
unusual. If anything, however, these points add to the attractiveness of the place. 
The style, arrived at by the architects after they had absorbed Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liams’ admittedly vague ideas, is that of Monterey—with a dash of Modern. It is 
perfectly suited to Houston, largely because the second-story balcony shelters the 
master bedroom and living room from the hot sun and at the same time lends a 
gracious plantation-house air to the house. 

There are so many excellent features in the house that it is difficult to set them 
all down. The bedrooms are widely separated so that young Mr. Williams can make 
all the noise. he wants. Off the dining room is a pleasant patio. On wintery mornings, 
when it is too cold to use the porch, there is warmth and sun galore in the break- 
fast, or morning, room. All the rooms have cross-ventilation. 
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The front door is unobtrusive. Note open construction of balcony floor 


irst-floor walls are of brick; second-floor walls, boards and battens 
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oe x All the important trees on the 


triangular lot were retained, 
necessitating the irregular plan 
of the house. The house is 
so oriented that it is broad- 
side to the prevailing winds.

House of Robert H. Bennett, Contra Costra Co., Calif. 


Fk ALL the many different styles of houses spread across the land, none is more 

truly American than the western ranch house. It sprang from the soil, by ihe 
hands of sturdy pioneers. It was made usually of whatever lumber happened to be 
available—wide rough boards whose joints were sealed with battens. It was low 
and sprawling, because the country was open and there was no premium on the 
land you might own. It had big windows and lots of them to let in the breezes which) 
sweep over the hills. And it had patios and verandas to protect its owners from the! 


warm, bright sun. The western ranch house was the home of most of our pioneer} 





fathers, because it was so indigenous, so well adapted to its setting and it proved 
that it could be comfortable in all seasons. 

It is not surprising then that, when Mr. and Mrs. Bennett decided to build their} 
own home in the country, where their children could be healthy and happy, they} 
chose the style that was typically western, typically American. It was natural that) 
they should call in Mr. Anderson to design the house because “his feelings for the 
simple, rambling ranch house appealed to us... .” And following this course of 
events through to its logical conclusion—it was natural that the competition judges) 
shou'd award the Bennetts’ house the special prize for the eleven Western states. 

Of course, the setting in the yellow-brown, live-oak studded hills is superb. But 
by comparison with the country, the house suffers not a whit. It’s the home of iwo 
American parents, two young sons and a maid—and it looks, and is, homey in 
every sense of the word. The rooms are large and gracious, but by no means osten- 
tatious. They are truly cheerful, well lighted—the kind of rooms everyone likes. The 
servants’ quarters are far removed from the owners’ wing. Narrow covered walks 
lead from the garage to both front and rear doors. The landscape plan, by Ned 5S. 
Rucker, is in keeping with the simplicity of the house. The entrance court, shaded] 
by a big oak tree, gives a cordial welcome to visitors. The service court is an ideal 
place for the youngsters to play. 

But best of all is the living court off the rear of the living room. It bakes in ihe 
warm southern sun, is protected from the prevailing western wind by the owners 
wing. “Here we have complete privacy and one of the most gorgeous views in ihe 
whole country,” says Mr. Bennett. 


The Bennetts’ grounds have been as carefully planned as the house itself, It =— 


is as if the lot had been divided into rooms, for there are four distinct courts, 
each one attractive, each one serving a purpose. This makes for a high degree 
of indoor-outdoor living. Note on the plan the provisions for protecting vis- 
itors and family from bad weather the instant they drive up in their cars. 
You step into a covered breezeway between house and garage, follow the 
covered veranda to the front door. The walk to the back door is also covered 
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The living room faces courts on both sides. Part of the living court is 
roofed against the sun. The prevailing winds are shut off by the bed- 
room wing. The ground slopes away from the court and beyond is a 
view which Mr. Bennett calls one of the best in the country. The 
owners admit that if they were to build again, they would make 
changes. "Another bedroom in the bedroom wing would be desirable," 
Mr. Bennett says. "While the children are young, there is a great deal 
of traffic through the living room, but of course this will gradually be 
lessened as they get older. We would substitute double-hung windows 
for the few wood casements we have. We should prefer a separate 
breakfast nook instead of an eating place in the kitchen." In time, 
he expects to have a woodworking shop under the bedrooms. It would 
be well lighted since the ground slopes steeply on that side also 
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Designer Lawrence H. Haase won an architectural award 
with the first house he built. This is the house. Wilson 
Connell, Jr., was consultant. Mr. Haase studied industrial 
design in Chicago and abroad; worked as a designer 
for two automobile manufacturers and a large mer- 
chandising organization; employs his talents in Newburgh, 
Ind., on plastic and metal products. 


House of Lawrence H. Haase, Hinsdale, Ill. 


HE advantages and disadvantages of owning an attractive house just about bai- 

ance each other. At least that is what Mr. and Mrs. Haase discovered. In telling 
of their experiences, Mr. Haase isn’t quite sure whether he is happy or otherwise. 
He bemoans the strangers who found his house so appealing that they rarely let 
him and his wife finish their Sunday dinners in peace. He seems a trifle wearied by 
friends who dropped in for a minute and then took hours to leave, so comfortable 
were they in the big living room. But he is distinctly pleased to report that after 
he moved to Indiana to take up a new job (he himself was so fond of the house 
that he had trouble making up his mind whether to refuse or accept the job), he 
received a good half dozen offers to buy the house, had no trouble in renting it 
immediately. All of which goes to prove exactly this: the Haases’ house is a distinct 
hit with everyone—including the competition judges. 

The Haases made up their minds to build after they failed to find a ready-built 
house in a wooded setting which was completely satisfactory in every respect. When 
they then discovered this site, “our desire for a house which would include the sur- 
rounding natural beauty led us to settle on this plan and consequently on this style 
of architecture.” It was a wise decision. For some reason which it is hard to put 
your finger on, the house seems a definite, permanent part of the wooded hillside. 
It nestles low to the ground (this was accomplished by setting the joists down into 
the foundations), complementing the height of the trees. Its lines are Modern, but 
not freakish or extreme. 

Inside, the house is the height of convenience and efficiency, requires the minimum 
of upkeep and housework. Note the dining end of the kitchen. Waterproof-glue con- 
struction was used for all interior plywood walls. These are flush and smooth, and 
the trim around the door and window openings was eliminated and the baseboard 
recessed for easy cleaning. The plywood in the living room is oak, transparent 
lacquered; in the bedrooms, mahogany. 

According to the Haases and their guests, the prize feature of the house is the 
great sweep of glass in the living room. It opens up the view down the hill to the 
brook, lets in copious amounts of light and air, is generally restful 
relax—either at night or during the day. :

French Provincial reflects the style of the courts of the 
Louis. It is most familiar in the version which appeared and 
was influenced by Louis XV. Here is the flowing line, the 
curving ornamentation of panel and silhouette which was de- 
manded by the fashionable arbiters of the court. But with 
a difference. Instead of peing made by sophisticated original 


craftsmen for people of vast wealth, it was a translation, made 
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rom books, and even hearsay, by the small craftsmen of the 
all communities working, more often than not, in their 
seal woods, fruit woods, some walnut and even a little ma- 
gany. If refinement is less in the furniture of the provinces 
an in the furniture of Paris, there is a greater sturdiness, 
more direct approach to the simple problems of life than 
found in the more aristocratic forms. Briefly, the provincial 
rniture (and accessories) of France are to the court furni- 
re what early American furniture was to English furniture. 
his again is a reason why we love French Provincial. It has 
e honest simplicity of our own early furniture and it goes 
ell with it. It also, with its suggestion of rococo grace, con- 
ibutes a light note which we like. It is elegant in its own 
ay. If you doubt that, look at the enchanting picture which 
refaces this article. In Boucher’s portrait of his wife, which 
angs now in the Frick Collection in New York, is the essence 
f French Provincialism. The furnishings of the boudoir are 
elightful without being finnicking, graceful but not fragile. 
ny one of the pieces he has painted, from the chaise to the 
anging shelf, would grace a modern room suitably and 
leasantly.

Each 
detail is vital to the picture as a whole: the flower carving, 
the rippling feet and legs, the charming detail of lyres, bow- 
knots, shell and hardware. The line which is seldom straight, 
always curving. 

From the standpoint of utility the most characteristic and 
important piece was the chest, or armoire, in which were kept 
all manner of household necessities. One was for clothing. 
One for linen. Another held food and so on and on. That good 
American institution, the closet, was unheard of. We revive 
the armoire, now, in a spirit only partially utilitarian. It is 
certainly handy for china, linen, glass and other adjuncts of 
dining, in dining room or dining alcove. But it is also exceed- 
ingly decorative and pleasing to live with. The chest with 
drawers, which evolved later than the armoire, is for most of 
us, more purely utilitarian. Both sorts, thanks to modern Amer- 
ican manufacturers, are now available in reproductions and 
adaptations. 

In fact the photographs on these four pages and on page 69 
are all of French Provincial furniture and accessories being 
made now. So faithfully have they recaptured the spirit of the 
originals that the documentary drawings of the frame set off 
their fine points. American craftsmen understand this design. 








It is to them natural and familiar. Perhaps because of its kin- 
ship to our own native furniture. 

The fabrics and wallpapers are as concisely a part of the pic- 
ture as the chairs and chests. Here are the familiar outlines of 
Toile de Jouy, here the neat small flowers and the plaids which 
-mean France to all of us. The colors are clear and clean, a little 
stronger, often, than pastels, but deriving from the same key. 
They are indeed, Boucher and Watteau colors. 

To French Provincial we owe tole, that painted tin which we 
all like (examples of which you will find among the accessories 
further on in this magazine); and a vital, colorful school of 
ceramics, most familiar to us as Quimper, some fine pewter, and 
some delightful small wood objects. All of these have as true a 
place in American interiors as ever they had in French, and so 
_we take them over and make them with the same sureness with 
which we adapt the larger pieces. 

In brief, to add a French accent to your home: Look for 
pieces designed primarily for use, made largely of solid wood, 
for chairs with rush bottoms with graceful wood cross slats, 
posts and legs. For cushions tied to seats, well padded arms. For 
low buffets with marble tops, high buffets with open shelves. For 
apple, pear, cherry, walnut and oak. For old fashioned chintzes 
with small nosegays or single flowers, for quilting and Toiles.

WO months in Hawaii left Mr. William Berchtold an addict. He took his=

HE grimmer the weather, the more we appreciate the heartening 

and sustaining virtues of the great big soup. These are the veterans 
of the soup world, hoary with tradition, the beautiful soups that have 
survived changing tastes and habits simply on the strength of sheer 
heart-warming goodness. If you are skiing or skating, they are the 
perfect beginning to the incredible meals you stow away when you 
finally give up and come in. But even if you are Alice-Sit-by-the-Fire, 
they are a very fine thing to meet of a bitter night. 

Some of the best are fish chowders. After you’ve eaten your fill of 
Bouillabaisse and the New England chowders, try the Italian version. 


Zuppa di Baccala 

_ Soak overnight, 2 lbs. of salt codfish in cold water and milk 
to cover. Then in 3 tablespoons of olive oil cook until they 
color, the white part of 2 leeks cut fine, two small cloves of garlic 
and 3 small onions sliced. Add 1 qt. of cold water, 1 pt. of 
white wine, 6 peppercorns, a bouquet garni of parsley, thyme 
and bay, a pinch of ground saffron and bring to a boil. Mean- 
time peel and slice thick 4 medium sized potatoes, and cut the 
codfish in small bits. When the pot boils put them in with 4 more 
tablespoons of olive oil. Let them simmer till the potatoes are 
done which should take about VY hour. While this goes on, make 
thin dry toast in the oven and rub lightly with cut garlie while it 
is still hot. You can now either put your soup through the purée 
steve and reheat before garnishing, or simply sprinkle it with 1 
tablespoon of freshly minced parsley and serve with the garlic 
toast on the side. 


Mussel Soup 

If you let them know in advance, any seaboard fish market can 
get you that delight of the Continental, mussels. They are very in- 
expensive, delicate in flavor and a great treat to those who are not 
familiar with them. Wash 3 pts. of mussels carefully in several 
lukewarm waters and set over a gentle fire in a broad-bottomed cov- 
ered kettle with 1 onion, a little celery and parsley and 1 glass 
of white wine. When they open—a matter of twenty minutes or 
so—lift them from their shells, discard the shells and strain the 
broth through a fine cloth to remove any lingering traces of sand.

Unorthodox Bean Soup | 
Our entire family seems to have a weakness for soups made from 
the dried bean-pea-lentil family. As a result I not only have high 
standards in such matters but plenty of opportunity to practice. By 
now, I think I have found an answer to what has always bothered 
me about bean soup—maybe you've had the same trouble. It tastes 
fine—it looks fine when it’s freshly stirred or just poured into the 
dish. But let it stand a minute and all the bean goes to the bottom 
while all the soup comes to the top. Here’s the trick—add a knuckl 
of veal to your ham bone, or the liquor in which your ha 
was boiled.

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America Is Color Minded and the Designers of the 
Cars It Drives Select Car Colors with Infinite 
Precision. This Is the Way that They Proceed 


NCE upon a time the height of elegance and chic in a car body was a 

contraption shaped like a tool shed and painted a mournful black. 
You don’t need to be told that the survivors of this era draw a crowd at 
any curb where they stop today. Streamlining has changed the whole con- 
cept of the car and along with streamlining has arrived an entirely new 
approach to car color. 

We live in an age of color, indoors and out. Even flowers have had to 
be redesigned to meet the trend. The car not only reflects its time but also 
frequently pioneers. Today’s cars are awash with color, inside and out. 
Colors taken from the arts, nature, the spectrum. 

Obviously the color preferences of any single designer or group of de- 
signers are personal. So the selection of color for cars is not left to the 
whim or caprice of any small group. Colors are given the same scientific 
study which is lavished on such purely technical things as engines. 

Different manufacturers operate in different fashions. But here, in brief, 
is the general scheme. A new car is developed over a period of about a 
year and a half. That means that the designers have ample time both to 
determine color ranges and also to check them with a cross section of 
people. While the design is evolving from drafting board to “mock-up” 
(a full sized car model in wood or clay), the color experts are surveying 
their world. Naturally they study what colors were the hits of the season 
gone by. Color evolution, while continuous, is gradual and acceptance in 
sales points out many a truth. These facts are tabulated, in at least one 
design room which we have visited, visually, on a big map of the United 
States which has chips of color affixed to each section to indicate the 
specific colors which go best in specific locales. With infinite pains the 
subject is studied and the color range for the coming season is determined. 

But it’s all very well to dream up a car in a mad, beautiful shade. Just 
thinking of it doesn’t get it made that way. Once you're clear about what 
color direction you’re moving in, and before you’re too deeply committed, 
you have to know what you can produce. So the gentlemen who prepare 
car body colors, upholstery and floor covering fabrics have to be given an 
advance idea of what you’re going to want in order that they not only can 
supply it, but also supply it at a reasonable figure so as not to run up the 
cost of the car. 

A third element enters into the color picture constantly. That is the 
reactions of you, the ladies and gentlemen who are going to buy the cars. 
As no car maker can sit down and talk to all of you, there are two courses 
open. Both are used and they serve in many cases as checks against each 
other. The first is the guinea pig method. It is undertaken before making 
the car and afterwards as an extra check and lead for the year to come. 
This department, rather nervous, was once followed all through the Auto- 
mobile Show by a lady with a notebook who took down in shorthand all 
the comments we had to make. So, perhaps, we too have contributed to car 
design. The second method is valuable in that it reaches a wider public. 
It is the poll. Americans are exceedingly cooperative when manufacturers 
ask them to state their tastes. They know that the purpose is to give them 
better merchandise and so they respond concisely and intelligently. Such 
information is invaluable. 

The paintings opposite cannot begin to cover the range of colors offered 
for 1941. But they do give you an idea of the brilliant, glowing colors 
which are offered to all of us, at no extra cost, and which represent study, 
planning and vision.

| 7 | aati what your living room would look like without a floor covering. You can do it easily 
IL by remembering the barren days during your last moving period before your carpets and rugs 
came from the store or the cleaner’s. Nothing you could do to the room alleviated the aching 
barrenness of it. You were possessed of a feeling of impermanence. The same feeling exactly has 
obsessed people for centuries and for centuries men and women have been sitting, cross legged in 
tents and houses, or squatting by their firesides weaving fabrics to lay on floors. 

Today very few weavers thrust the shuttle across the strands of a rug by hand. We weave not, 
neither do we spin, yet our floor coverings are so luxurious and so inexpensive that we all have 
them. For in the nineteenth century men invented machines to do this work with an extraordinary 
precision. Do not be nostalgic for the old days of crafts and guilds. The modern version means 
better and more carpeting for all of us, within our budgets. It is also a very beautiful thing to see. 
The clean perfection of the machines, the intricacies of the processes are somehow tremendously 
exciting and satisfying. 

Just after the Civil War, a Scot with a historic beard and a great ambition began to build a 
factory for the weaving of rugs, to replace one which had burned at West Farms. He chose as his 
site Yonkers where it lies, a rolly-coaster town upon the ridges which suggest vestiginal remains 
of palisades. Alexander Smith is dead now, and so are the “and Sons” which follow his name on 
the giant smoke stacks in the center of his mammoth factory. But descendants still hold the reins 
and among the thousands of men and women employed in this largest carpet factory in the world 
are sons, and grandsons, too, of the first workmen. They were mostly Scotch and English then. 
Now these are outnumbered by steep cheek-boned Slavs and placid-faced central Europeans or 
their descendants, but everywhere you go you see men and women above middle-age who have 
served their trade for decades and will continue on for as long as they want to work. 

The mill is not one but a succession of buildings, seeming almost to fill the whole valley. 
Through the center runs a tiny stream between stone copings and again and again you cross it and 
as you sit in various offices you see little waves of light which it throws on walls and ceilings as 
it passes by. This is the Saw Mill River. Its water is soft and that is one of the reasons why the 
factory is where it is. However, of recent years, a huge water softening plant has been installed. 
It further softens 6500 gallons per minute. For the fleece of many millions of sheep must be 
washed absolutely clean before a proper sort of carpet is made. You meet the Saw Mill River 
in great vats as you go through the plant. 

But let us start, in orderly fashion, at the beginning and make an excursion through the mill. 
So vast are the battleship gray rooms of the design department that they have been subdivided by 
movable screen partitions into a series of small ateliers which run along the outer wall to take ad- 
vantage of the north light. Little yellow curtains remind you of the first act of “Bohéme” and there 
are plaster casts of classic sculptures in the best studio manner. But when you walk around one 
of the screens you find a difference. You are not so much surprised at the immense size of the 
easels on which a whole corps of artists work (everything is big in this plant) but that the men 
are of normal stature. 

The designing of carpet, has, like all industrial design, its special problems. You may sit down 
and dream up a rug and paint it in clear fine colors. Indeed that is just the way you do start. 
But immediately thereafter the special problems come into play. Sales executives consider, analyze, 
suggest. The rug must be saleable so this is wise procedure. Next you must reduce your approved 
design to one which can be manufactured efficiently. You switch drawing paper at this time and 
begin to scale your pattern up using squared paper. Each square equals one tuft. Then the design 
is broken into its component manufacturing parts. As a final step, this (Continued on page 66)

10 LONG as a piece of furniture is pleasant to look at and strong 
enough to stand on its own legs, it should find a place in your 
me. Scratches and blemishes should not deceive you into throw- 
: it away. For as long as you have perseverance and elbow 
Wease, it is possible to refinish the wood surfaces of a chair or 
ble or whatever you wish so that it radiates newness. The rules 
Wir doing a successful job are simple: 

)1. Determine what wood or woods the furniture is made of, how 
vu want the refinished piece to look. If all exposed parts are of 
je same wood, you will probably aim for an over-all 

en finish. But if several different woods are used, 
bu will have to decide whether the finish should be 
jniform—all walnut, for instance—or whether each 
pod should express its own individuality. When uni- 
irmity is the goal—it usually is—the important sur- 
ces can be given a natural finish while the other 
rfaces are stained to match. 

2. Determine whether the present finish is varnish 
lacquer, wax or oil, shellac or paint. Generally 
»eaking, pieces more than ten years old have a varnish 
nish. If you’re not certain, however, take a flier on 
‘ur favorite guess and try that remover first. If you guess wrong 
id that remover fails, you simply use another one. Since the idea 
) to remove the finish, no harm can be done by using the wrong 
/mover. 

|The recommended removers are these: For varnish, a varnish 
‘mover purchased from your local paint or hardware store. For 
yequer, a lacquer thinner. For wax, naphtha (it will also remove 
1e wax that is in the varnish remover). For oil, turpentine. For 
rellac, denatured alcohol. For paint, a paint remover. When 
)ou’re very much in doubt about the finish and don’t want to spend 
ye money for the most expensive removers, start with the cheapest 
nd work up to the one that finally does the work. 

3. Having taken off all the old finish, clean the work well with 
eel wool and sand paper, dry thoroughly and put on the new 












These are the general steps in putting new life into old furniture. 
hey apply to every kind of finish (in the instructions that follow, 
owever, particular attention is paid to the most popular finishes 
‘-varnish and lacquer). In executing them, select a suitable work 
jlace, spread plenty of newspapers on the floor under and around 
‘ne furniture and go to work. 


Xefinishing. Remove all knobs, pulls and in-the-way hardware and 
ut them where you won't forget them. Brush the remover over a 
jomparatively large surface, such as a dresser top. Let it set for a 
*w minutes before making another application. With an ordinary 
1expensive scraper, like those the paper hangers use, you can then 
ush off the old finish in wide strips. When practically all of this 
; removed, and while it is still damp from the remover, clean the 
2mainder with waste or wadded newspapers. Continue to the next 
rea until all exposed parts are cleaned. Turned and carved legs 
re somewhat more difficult to handle than flat surfaces, but a little 
-eel wool will do wonders. 
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HUW TO REFINISH 
YUUR FURNITURE 


You need perseverance, elbow grease and a knowl- 
edge of the rules which we list for you here 


Next, clean the entire piece with naphtha and fine steel wool. 
Finally, sand—always with the grain—or use fine steel wool to 
insure an absolutely smooth surface. Now you're ready to apply 
the new finish. 


Choosing the Finish. Consider carefully the type of finish you 
wish to apply. In-the-wood finishes are generally open-pore finishes 
made of materials, such as oil, that penetrate rapidly and deeply 
into the wood. The better ones actually penetrate the surface layers 
of the wood, thus giving a very durable and tough 
finish. Most of these finishes appear a bit oily as con- 
trasted to the very light, clear finishes that can be 
had with varnish and lacquer. 

On-the-wood finishes include varnishes, lacquers and 
shellacs. They range from very thin coats that you can 
scarcely see to heavy-bodied layers like the old “piano 
finish.” Those mostly in use today are varnish finishes 
and lacquer finishes. There are fine products of both 
types available. The varnish dries more slowly than 
the lacquer, is therefore a little more easily brushed 
on. But recently brought out brushing lacquers of fine 
quality also dry quite rapidly. Two coats of most finishes will 
normally give a fairly good surface. If a heavy body is desired 
apply a third or even a fourth coat. ; 


? 


Gloss or Dull. With either lacquer or varnish it is possible to 
have a high gloss finish or a dull, soft, satin finish. This choice is 
made in two ways. Either specify dull or glossy lacquer or varnish 
when you buy; or if the material you have happens to leave a 
glossy finish, rub the final coat to a soft satin or dull finish with 
very fine steel gauze, or with pumice or rotten stone and oil or water. 

Those who like to wax their furniture or to achieve the appear- 
ance of a wax finish should apply any of the good furniture or 
floor waxes sparingly and get a lot of exercise in the rubbing 
process. After a few weeks, more wax and much more rubbing will 
add to the effect. Most waxes are inclined to spot where water, for 
example, is left on the surface; but these spots can usually be 
rubbed out. 


Filled or Open Pores. In wood such as birch, maple and gum, 
the pores are so small that no filler is used. In walnut, butternut 
(white walnut), mahogany and especially oak, fillers are optional. 
Just as you have decided whether you 
want a dull or glossy finish, so you 
must decide whether you want a 
smooth filled finish or one in which 
the grain of the wood is allowed to 
show. 

Filled finishes, which are a bit more 
common, make one extra step in the 
finishing process, enable you to add 
some color to the wood. However, they

DECOUPAGE: 


the art of cut-out 


ECOUPAGE is the elegant name of an art which may be 

as intricate and elegant, or as simple as you please. 
Anyone can do, it and well done it may add great beauty 
to your home at no cost beyond the cost of sharp scis- 
sors, ordinary, tenacious glue and a clear lacquer to use 
as protective finish after the work is done. It is the art 
of cutting, arranging, pasting. Of discovering in the 
valentines of yesterday, the magazine files in the attic, the 
old flower prints you never got round to framing, the 
little pictures in second-hand shops, elements of a picture 
which you yourself will assemble to grace a chest, a table, 
a tray, a box. 

It all started in the eighteenth century with the Dutch 
doing it in characteristically downright fashion, the Italians 
mixing in painting (don’t be afraid to tint black and white 
pictures to fit your découpage picture), the French dis- 
playing their usual subtlety and ingenuity and using fine 
steel engravings. 

One of its most ardent practitioners today, Miss Caroline 
Duer, brings découpage back to its former status of art. 
Jones and Erwin recently exhibited her latest pieces and 
the pictures on this page attest their beauty. 

You and I have not the patience or the skill of Miss 
Duer, in all probability. But still we may be cutters out 
who, though not great artists, succeed in prettying up our 
possessions and having a grand time doing it. There never 
was a child who didn’t love to cut and paste nor a grownup 
who had outgrown that desire. We suspect it would cure 
us if ever we had a nervous breakdown, and we know 
that it would breathe new life imto our home.

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Even a Simple Simon is forced to stop and 
think as a New Year begins. Not vague 
philosophical musings, but specific thoughts 
as to the lessons to be learned from the pat- 
tern of work of the immediate past and 
nearer present. So today as January swings 
into its course I have been studying the 
plants most closely at hand, those of the 
indoor garden. With the same conclusion, 
that it is not what you grow in the house, 
but how it is arranged. Satisfaction comes 
indoors as outdoors if the place for the 
plants is prepared before they themselves 
are acquired. Casual window sills or occa- 
sional tables do not fill the bill. A definite 
stable background is needed. [See “Plant 
Shelves,” page 86, December 1940 issue. ] 
My favorite window is of the bay type, the 
large panes made into small divisions by 
narrow molding fastened on the inside, and 
the sides and top, lattice trimmed with bam- 
boo poles, most inexpensive and picturesque. 
On these last the vines are trained easily and 
securely.

In spite of all the cold excluding schemes 
for weather stripping windows some may 
still be found which are not tight against 
the winds of a zero night. I have a plant 
shelf at the intersection of two window 
sashes in an unoccupied room, which is 
used for the final forcing of bulbs before 
they are brought downstairs for bloom. 
Often a skim of near ice is around the bot- 
tom of the pots, and this sudden checking 
of a steady forcing basal warmth has a 
bad effect on the bulbs. In the spring when 
they are maturing outdoors under natural 
conditions, changes of temperature come 
from the top and not the bottom. Taking a 
suggestion from the memories of an un- 
heated farmhouse, I made some sand bags 
of cretonne about 6” wide and the length 
of the window. The strip was sewed into a 
long narrow bag filled with sand, and laid 
over the joining of the sashes. The first ones 
were made whole, experience taught that it 
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is better to make two sections to fit around 
the window catch. Of course the best thing 
is to have the windows tight, but if that is 
not the case here is a simple remedy, and 
in the country at the week-end house is 
not despised for use at the base of the doors.

One reason that the interest in gardens has 
never waned since the days of the one of 
Eden, is that no two seasons are alike nor 
their labors. A new phase of the game was 
provided by a heavy fall of sticky clinging 
snow which bent every branch to the ground. 
A rising temperature only increased the 
menace, it mushed the white envelope the 
closer with the danger of the inevitable 
subsequent freeze. The snow had to come 
off, the great Shadbush was bent double. 
The only way to reach the sufferers was with 
skis or snowshoes, the latter being more in 
proportion to the size of the garden! So I 
shuffled around the garden on the shoes 
with a broom, knocking each bush and ever- 
green free from its devastating load and pro- 
viding a spectacle for the onlooking neigh- 
bors, but thoroughly enjoying myself. The 
snowshoes are hung up in the garden room, 
and have been used several times since the 
emergency that brought them from the store- 
room, for just a walk in the garden!

A thorn tree grows very near to the house, 
which is cleared of its red berries long be- 
fore now. Usually a flock of starlings or 
juncos make a one day raid on this food 
supply, no rationing for them. But it still 
continues to be a bird larder, for the long

time between Philadelphia and Boston and hardly more than the 
variation in any one locality from season to season. Variety 
names on this plan include, I believe, few proprietary monopolies, 
but merely denote types common to all seedsmen. Distances 
between rows are reduced pretty much to the minimum practical. 

The other plan, of course, belongs to Harry Longmeadow, who 
is moderately well fixed as to this world’s goods, has a com- 
fortable place well out beyond the city limits, can spare plenty 
of space for a vegetable patch and can even afford to hire a little 
help to keep the weeds down.

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beauty. Do not place where cold draughts may 
strike it or strong sun beat down upon it. 
But avoid also a close atmosphere. Indeed, 
all house plants are the better for daily fresh 
air, admitted indirectly, of course, in cold 
weather. If you will slip a pebble filled saucer 
with a constant supply of water in its lower 
depths or a moist fibre water mat under the 
plant the increase in humidity will do won- 
ders. Soil needs to be kept moist, sometimes 
requiring two waterings a day. Syringing of 
the green foliage, but without marring the 
scarlet bracts, is also advisable. Toward the 
end of February gradually reduce the water 
supply until the plant is quite dry. Then if 
you plan to save the Poinsettia for future ap- 
pearances at your window, let it rest in a 
cool, dry dark cellar until spring. It can then 
be pruned and repotted and, after frost time 
is past, be sunk in its pot in a somewhat 
shaded spot in the garden for the summer. 
CYCLAMEN—Select a plant with 3 or 4 
open blossoms and 30 or more large and 
small buds. The florist grows it at 52° so 
do the coolest you can by it. I find that by 
keeping it very wet, with water in the saucer 
at all times, it will endure much warmer tem- 
peratures by day if kept cool at night. Don't 
select the Cyclamen, however, for an apart- 
ment house dweller. (The succulent Kalan- 
choe or shrubby Ardisia will do far better.) 
By all means avoid letting it dry out since 
a single morning of drought may ruin it for- 
ever. A watering with liquified plant food, 
about a cupful every other week, keeps blooms 
coming along. Remove with a sharp knife any 
imperfectly formed blooms or yellowed leaves 
and sprinkle camphor flakes in the saucer 
under the pot to check the mites which may be 
causing the trouble. A location with 2 hours 
of direct sun is ideal. Spray the foliage week- 
ly, laying the plant on its side and avoiding 
the blossoms. Keep the Cyclamen then in a 
light place but out of the bright sun until the 
foliage dries.

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N A CERTAIN village upstate every front 

yard breaks out at the appointed time in 
an airy fluff of brown. Not a plot but what 
has a Smoke Tree, and if you inquire the 
reason for this uniform decoration, you will 
be told that once upon a time a plant agent 
went through these streets, and his principal 
item of stock was Rhus cotinus. Such itinerant 
nurserymen and the tin peddlers were the 
forerunners of a commercial system which 
has penetrated into every corner of the land— 
the mail order catalogue. When lists of goods 
became so long that the individual could not 
pack them, they were set down in print, for 
the mail to carry the alluring booklets to pros- 
pective purchasers. That the scheme has en- 
dured in face of changing centers of popu- 
lation shows that it is based on a sound 
principle of trade, and for gardeners the in- 
terest is vital, as being the way the the grower 
and distributor has of bringing materials for 
our gardens within reach. 

Plants and seeds differ in every way from 
other stocks in trade.. They cannot be stacked 
on shelves to await the twelve month inspec- 
tion of the purchaser. The times of both pro- 
duction and need are short, distribution in 
the main must be made from the growing 
centers, and not via chain store methods, the 
length and breadth of the country. There are 
of course wholesale seed houses which dispose 
of their wares to some extent through the 
middleman, but the varieties offered are per 
force limited. Still hardly a day passes that 
the plaint does not come to House BEAUTI- 
FUL: “I saw so and so mentioned and the local 
store knows nothing about it.” It is not fair 
to expect such information, any more than it 
would be to ask at some little thread and 
needle shop for the latest gown model. It is 
in the catalogues of either plant specialists or 
general purveyors of a wide range of materials 
that the thing sought for is to be found, which 
fact makes their lists of vast importance to 
the gardener. 

Right here is where your magazine plays 
a part, in that it is really a mail order tutor 
for the reader, putting him in touch with the 
sources of supply. Firm names cannot be 
sprinkled through the text, although they are 
usually given in the novelty lists, but the ad- 
vertising columns supply the missing links if 
the reader but turns to them. Roses, Chrysan- 
themums, Dahlias, bulbs are mentioned; send 
for the lists featuring these groups, and the 
chances are that you will find the particular 
variety that has caught your attention. It is 
the invariable policy of the Practical Gardener 
never to mention a plant that is not commer- 
cially available.

choices. 

The forethought that goes into the cata- 
logues by the compilers takes care of every 
query of the prospective purchaser and garden 
planner, and while the description of prob- 
able floral results may veer towards romance, 
the informative statements concerning type, 
habits of growth, expectation of performance 
in favorable conditions, size and purpose 
mean exactly what the words say, as do the 
cultural directions given. There is nothing 
mysterious about any of the symbols or letters 
the seedsmen employ to show the nature of a 
plant, whether it is an annual, perennial, bi- 
ennial, a rock specimen, suitable for shade or 
thriving best in sun. The explanations are 
clearly given if you will read them. The only 
bit of annotating which might help, concerns 
some of the qualifying adjectives or specific 
endings, and running over a few of these may 
clarify the matter for many readers. 

The letter “ii” (or “i”) to the name of a 
plant indicates its discoverer or introducer, as 
for example Aconitum Wilsonii or Narcissus 
Leedsii. The suffix “ana” or “ense” denotes 
the country or locality in which the species is 
indigenous: Delphinium chinense (China) and 
Linaria maroccana (Morocco). Two local 





endings have arisen in this country in the 
use of the term florida to designate a plant 
suited to warm zones, and of canadense mean- 
ing one hardy anywhere. Special character- 
istics and usages are indicated by such terms 





as: muralis—wall; montana—mountain; mar- 
itima—seashore; officinalis—used in arts or 
medicine; alpina—from

Large Flowered Varieties 
LYNN FONTANNE (Lee-Parrella). This tre- 


mendous semi-cactus, which shows tendencies to

in form to Jimmy Foxx. Here, however, the sim- 
ilarity ceases for the new variety is peach to 
spectrum red. Blooms are immense (13” x 9” is 
not unusual) and are great keepers. Some kept 10 
days at the Fair. A good strong, 5’ plant with in- 
sect resistant foliage makes this Dahlia, which has 
already won a seedling and largest bloom award, 
a most promising introduction. 

CONFUCIUS (Ballay). The achievement medal 
winner at San Francisco, this huge oriental red 
semi-cactus is completely different from any variety 
to date. A good grower, free flowering, with strong 
stems and nice placement of bloom. This variety 
also won the prize as best flower in the show at 
the San Mateo Garden Fiesta, and the introducer, 
in addition, boasts of the fact that it is not a 
seedling of Satan. 

MARY LYN DUDLEY (Dudley-Ruschmohr). 
Here is a true carmine semi-cactus whose outer 
petals have a rich velvety texture. It is bordeaux 
red at the center with lighter veining on the face 
of the almost black center petais. Immature flowers 
are informal decorative but as they ripen, they are 
distinctly semi-cactus. Here is a variety that is not 
only a splendid keeper but, in addition, grows in 
water.

Chestnut Lore. Nearly twenty years ago 
the blight removed most of the Chestnut 
trees from the woods, and speculation has 
been rife whether the nuts of this variety 
would be available again in this generation. 
Some of the seedling trees springing up from 
the old roots appeared to be without infec- 
tion as if they had become immune by the 
ravages of the disease. The most construc- 
tive work on the matter has been done by 
the Department of Agriculture. Seeds of a 
resistant species were imported from China 
and planted in this country. The nut fruits 
from these trees were adequate, but lacked 
the sweetness of our own erstwhile variety. 
So these American grown Chinese trees were 
crossed with other species, and a satisfactory 
hybrid resulted. It is claimed that such hy- 
brids have begun to bear when the seedlings 
were only 18” tall, and the work is still 
going on, with the more than probable as- 
surance that the Chestnut is not a lost speci- 
men for our forests. 


Dormant Spraying. This is the treatment 
necessary to remove scale insects, and is 
done while the shrub or tree is asleep be- 
cause any spray strong enough to kill the 
soft insects or eggs beneath the scale would 
kill leaves or flower buds during the active 
growing period. Moreover while trees and 
shrubs are bare of foliage the insects are 
more easily reached. The best time for the 
use of a dormant spray is from a month to 
two weeks before new growth starts. For the 
process to be most efficient, note the follow- 
ing pointers: Spray on a clear bright day 
when snow or rain is not in prospect. Be 
sure the temperature is above freezing, pref- 
erably around 45° and not likely to go be- 
low freezing for at least 12 hours. Oil sprays 
applied during severe cold or on cloudy 
days may prove more harmful than benefi- 
cial. Use spray exactly according to the 
manufacturer’s direction, not as recom- 
mended by some other gardener. See that all 
infested areas are thoroughly covered, with 
every portion of shrub or vine wet from the 





top to base. Many scale insects are nearly 
invisible to the eye, but they must all be 
killed to avoid damage. Plants liable to be 
infested with oyster scale are Lilac, Dog- 
wood, Ash, Poplar and Willow. Among the 
evergreens Arborvitae, Pines, especially the 
Mugho, Juniper and Spruce. Great care 
must be used in spraying this group to avoid 
injury. Follow directions. ° 


Baneful Sap. If it is from the Maples, the 
result may be delectable syrup, if from Elms 
there is a possibility of self harm for the 
tree. Any sap leaking from the Elms is likely 
to become host material for certain fungi 
and bacteria which turn the life juice of the 
tree into a substance very harmful and poi- 
sonous to its growing tissue. In the case of 
any leaking fissures or branch crotches ooz- 
ing sap from an Elm tree, the experts advise 
drilling a little hole into the tree at the bot- 
tom of the crack for the insertion of a quar- 
ter-inch iron pipe long enough for the sap 





running through its conduit to drip clear of 
the tree trunk or any exposed roots at the 
base. 


House Plant Pointers. For sun in a cool 
room choose the flowering types. For sun in 
a hot room get the succulents. For shade or 
semi-shade in a warm room use plants of 
decorative foliage, natives of tropical cor- 
ners such as Pothos, Maranta, Coleus. For 
shade in a cool room, fern types. Do not 
set potted plants on top of radiators, even 
when these have covers. The average house 
is far too warm for most plants even away 
from the heat supply. 60° at night and 70° 
in the daytime. Do not set plants out in a 
“warm” rain during the winter. The chances 
are that it is not warm and they will get 
fatally chilled. Do not give plants dope, such 
as tea, coffee, dish water, ammonia, glue, 
match ends, raw beef. Above all no castor 
oil. It makes the soil useless by rendering 
it impervious to water. Do not use olive oil, 
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milk or other greasy substances on the foli- 
age to make it shiny. They clog the pores of 
the leaves. After spraying let plants dry off 
in the shade. Feed regularly. The most con- 
venient form is a complete food in tablet 
shape. 


Three Specifics. Azaleas, Cinerarias and 
Primulas in the house must never be allowed 
to get dry, and on the other hand can bear 
no soaking or standing water. Often perfect 
specimens are lost within a week of the time 
they come into the house, whereas if they 
are given understanding care they should 
last for a couple of months in bloom. Secure 
them at the florist’s when the buds first begin 
to open, and never let the earth in the pot 
get the least dry, one failure on this point 
will probably cost all the blossoms for that 
year. It makes no difference what the method 
of applying or conserving moisture may be, 
a watchful eye, water mat or quick tub im- 
mersion, the secret for success lies in never 
allowing that fatal dry twenty-four hours to 
occur, as these three plants rarely are able 
to make a come back from one day of neg- 
lect. 


Non-Fruiting Apple Trees. It happens 
occasionally that Apple trees have the habit 
of only bearing fruit once in two years. This 
may be due to several factors, two of the 
most important being lack of food and mois- 
ture. A shortage of rain will reduce terminal 
growth and result in relatively few new spurs 
being formed. The individual spurs bear 
only every other year, so if the tree as a | 
whole is to have a crop each season then a 
good number of new spurs must begin de- 
velopment at the same time others are fruit- 
ing. But in a dry season new spurs do not 
grow and form blossom buds for the next 
year. This is the explanation given by the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station, Madison, 
Wis. Other experiments with Apples have 
been carried on by the Washington Experi- 
ment Station, Wenatchee, Wash. and accord- 
ing to their findings it requires from 40 to 
950 well formed leaves to develop one mature 
Apple, and at the same time provide a re- | 
serve of food for the growth of the tree. |

The rumbling noise is caused by the 
boiling water slapping against the sides 
and top of the water chamber. Usually 
this noise can be eliminated by setting 
the burner to throw a bit less heat, so 
that the boiling is less intense. Of course, 
the system won’t heat up quite as rapid- 
ly, but no doubt a slightly increased 
lag is a well worth while price to pay 
for peace and quiet. Sometimes it 1s 
not the burner that needs adjusting, but 
the quantity of water in the boiler. If 
the boiler water level is too low, you 
get the same sort of over-enthusiastic 
boiling as when the burner throws too 
much heat. Also, if the boiler water level 
the surface of the water 
comes so close to the top of the water 


is too high, 


chamber that even normal boiling makes 
a noise. The correct level for any boiler 
depends upon its make and model, and 
can be read on the gauge with which 
the boiler is equipped. Occasionally, 
however, because of some unusual in- 
stallation conditions, a higher or lower 
level than that marked is desirable for 
a particular boiler. Your best course 
will be to have an expert heating man 
check the burner and the boiler water 
level.

ANSWERS BY EUGENE RASKIN, A. 


In all probability, what you refer to as 
posts are not posts at all, but tension 
rods; they do not support the rafters— 
they hang from the rafters. The balcony, 
in turn, hangs on the rods. If such is 
the case, the rods are most certainly 
strong enough, particularly if you bear 
in mind their long successful record. 
Assuming that our guess (based on your 
description) as to the actual structural 
situation is correct, you need have no 
fears with regard to the strength of the 
members. To make absolutely sure, 
though, would require a personal in- 
spection by an architect or builder.

We are about to buy and remodel a 
certain farm house whose water is now 
drawn from a well. What type of pump 
and attic tank will we need? 


While you'll have to install a pump 
(unless the well is an artesian one with 
plenty of natural pressure), there’s no 
need for a tank in the attic. Instead, the 
water may be stored in a “pressure” 
tank at ground or basement level. The 
same pump that brings water to the tank 
creates within the tank an air pressure 
sufficient to raise the water to the fixtures 
without any help from gravity such as 
you would get with an overhead tank. A 
pressure tank is more suitable in your 
case, moreover, since the house was not 
built to take the load of an overhead 
tank and may not be able to do so with- 
out excessive sagging of the beams or 
rafters. As to the pump—there are sev- 
eral types of pump, whose relative efh- 
ciency varies with the amount of water 
lift required. Your pump salesman will 
figure the right type for you. If electricity 
is available, and not too costly, the pump 
may be electrically powered, in which 
case the modern types are quiet enough 
for installation in your cellar. If a gaso- 
line engine is used, place the pump 
away from the house where its periodic 
operation won’t disturb you. Shelter it 
in a small pump shed, well locked and 
protected from tampering.

Rather than strive for authenticity, try 
to suggest the form and character of a 
boat interior. You might, for instance, 
get a curved ceiling by bending a sheet 
of plywood or other flexible building 
board and fastening it to shelf strips on 
the walls. Batten boards, 1’”’ wide, cross- 
ing the ceiling and extending down the 
walls will give the effect of a boat’s 
structural ribbing. The walls themselves 
may be covered with beaded tongue-and- 
groove boarding, laid horizontally in the 
manner of boat planking and painted 
white. Against this, thin mahogany trim, 
brightly varnished, will look well. A 
good carpenter can simulate portholes, 
too, if the exterior of the house will not 
be marred by a round window or two. 
As a finishing touch, an old ship’s lan- 
tern, converted into a ceiling fixture, will 
help achieve the proper atmosphere.

A large closet has been converted into 
an extra bathroom, but we overlooked 
the question of ventilation. How should 
this be done? 


Best of all, of course, would be a win- 
dow. But if a window is impossible, use 
an exhaust fan like the ones that clear 
kitchens of cooking fumes. From a grille 
set high on the bathroom wall lead a 
duct to the exterior wall of the house. 
It is at this point that the fan is placed. 
The fan operates by suction, pulling the 
air out of the bathroom. For this reason 
it is necessary to provide for the replace- 
ment of the air withdrawn. Have louvers 
set in the lower panel of the door, or 
have the bottom of the door cut so that 
it clears the saddle by about an inch. 
Thus air can enter from the corridor or 
adjoining rooms.

style. In fact, of all the houses 
submitted, 23 per cent were Mod- 
ern. Then came a nebulous group, 
another 23 per cent, made up of 
“other styles’—English, Spanish 
and just plain nondescript. New 
England Colonial and California- 
style tied for third place with 17 
per cent each. Another uncertain 
group, Colonial in feeling but not 
definitely New England or South- 
ern, came fourth—16 per cent. And 
last of all was Southern Colonial— 
4 per cent. 

Dining rooms are not so rapidly 
on the wane as you might think 
after visiting your neighborhood 
new-house development. Of all the 
houses in the competition, 66.9 per 
cent had dining rooms. Dining 
alcoves accounted for 20.1 per cent. 
And 13 per cent had no particular 
dining space—in other words, the 
owners ate in breakfast nooks off 
the kitchen or in the living room. 

We are especially proud of this 
next figure, because it represents 
almost the culmination of our 
preachments.

Kitchen Ventilator (1). A remote 
control device makes it possible to 
install the Autovent ventilator 
(Autovent Fan & Blower Co., 1625 
N. Kostner Ave., Chicago) in inac- 
cessible places—even over the 
range. All cords and chains are 
eliminated. All you do to operate 
the fan is push an electric switch 
located wherever you want it. The 
inside and outside doors of the 
ventilator then open and the fan 
goes to work. When the fan is shut 
off, the doors close. The device fits 
any normal wall thickness. 


Packaged Boiler-Burner (2). The 
Conservoil Heating Unit (Crane 
Co., 836 S. Michigan Ave., Chi- 
cago) is a complete, compact, jack- 
eted heating plant, combining a 
boiler, coil-type water heater and 
oil burner. It is equipped with con- 
trols—room thermostat, boiler limit 
control and flame control or stack 
switch—which give fully automatic 
heating. 


Gypsum Lath Clip (3). This spring 
wire clip holds gypsum lath se- 
curely to wood studs, is said to 
make for a resilient, floating wall 
construction which reduces plaster 
eracks (Olsen Products, Inc., Bing- 
hamton, N. Y.). The clips are in- 
stalled between all horizontal 
joints, the pronged ends _ being 
driven into studs.

Air Conditioner (4). Combined 
in the No. 2320-12 Comfortrol 
(Waterman-Waterbury Co., Minne- 
apolis) are facilities for filtering 
dirt and pollen out of the air, pro- 
viding adequate humidity and forc- 
ing warmed air throughout your 
house. The picture shows the route 
of the air: drawn from the rooms 
by the blower, down through the 
filters, into the heating chamber, 
over the humidifier and then back 
again into the rooms. 


Ventilating Brick (5). This extra 
large Vent-Brick No. 488 (Majes- 
tic Co., Huntington, Ind.) admits 
air into unexcavated parts of the 
basement and other enclosed areas. 
thus helping to prevent mold, ter- 
mite damage, etc. Made of semi- 
steel, with louvers to deflect. the 
weather, it is one ordinary brick 
wide, four bricks high.

Metal Trim (6). Designed for 
mounting flat-rimmed sinks into 
kitchen-cabinet tops, Chromedge

wide metal trim, the advantages of 
a water-tight fit. Since the sink is 
hung from the trim flange, it may 
be drawn up tight to the trim. The 
small grooves in the flange allow 
for cement and caulking. 


Fire Alarm (7). This automatic 
alarm, no larger than the hand, is 
complete in itself. Hang it on a 
wall in a danger zone, and if fire 
breaks out nearby, a tiny mercury 
switch is activated by the heat, sets 
off a loud gong. (Specialties Div., 
Chicago Venetian Blind Co., 39th 
& Michigan Ave., Chicago.) 


Down-Draft Boiler (8). This com- 
pact, self-contained, oil heating 
unit is adapted for hot-water, 
vapor or steam radiation, or as a 
water heater at full capacity. Ac- 
cording to York Oil Burner Co. 
(York, Pa.), the down-draft prin- 
ciple, in which the combustion 
chamber is completely covered and 
the fire directed downward, _in- 
creases combustion efficiency by 
maintaining a more intense flame. 
The tankless coil which provides 
domestic hot water is located so it 
is not affected by stratification of 
the water. 


Insulating Blanket. Continuous in- 
sulation without heat-leaking joints 
can be had with Celotex Corp.’s 
(919 N. Michigan Ave., Chicago) 
new rock wool blanket.

be re-drawn entirely and does have 
to be re-coded entirely for each 
version to be made. 

While all this is going on, stolid 
sheep in Tibet and Argentina, New 
Zealand and Arabia and Africa, in 
fact nearly all over the world (al- 
though not in the United States 
where no carpet wool is raised) are 
growing fine long fleecy coats. 
Their shepherds are shearing them 
and many men of strange lands are 
packing the wooly stuff into bales, 
painstakingly lettering Yonkers, 
and loading them onto lonely tramp 
steamers for the long voyage home. 
It is happening all the time, every- 
where, the sun never setting on 
the herds. 

Let us go to the laboratory. The 
name of this department has been 
thoughtfully selected, Research and 
Quality Control. Here are all the 
trappings of science—the test tube, 
the microscope, the special lights, 
the meters inking red lines slowly 
on turning graphs, the wheels 
which spin. Here is part of your 
assurance that the carpet you buy 
will be true and sturdy and long 
lived. 

Now to the making of the prod- 
uct itself. Through a great central 
lot you go. Railroad tracks swing 
up ina Y in the center. On one an 
engine puffs with determination. 
Back of it two great yellow stacks 
jut into the air (the mill makes 
its own power). Before you the 
river runs tidily, looking for an 
instant like a Bruges canal, far 
from home. You

Inside it is cool and 
dusky and a wide aisle stretches 
out before you for what seems like 
miles. The space to your left is 
divided off and in each part of it 
are stacked bales looking like the 
cotton bales of the south. East and 
west, north and south are met to- 
gether here. The labels proclaim 
the geography of each, the shapes 
and sizes and way of packing pro-

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claim their origins, too. The aisle 
is peopled by your imagination 
with dark lascars on Indian docks, 
quiet-footed Chinese coolies in 
faded blue, the tough solitary shep- 
herds of high mesas. They have 
sent not only their wool to Yonkers 
but also a faint whiff of smell. It 
hangs in the air, the musk of un- 
washed wool. 

Further on, the bales give place 
to ceiling-high masses of wool 
which has been dyed in stock form, 
not skeins. One lovely and extrava- 
gant shade follows another, and in 
such masses that the eye is filled 
and the mind saturated with pure 
color. 

Wool as it is stuffed into its bales 
in foreign countries carries with 
it nearly a third of extraneous mat- 
ter. You pause to pick a bur from 
a Scottish fleece (the technician at 
your side can identify the national- 
ity of many a piece of wool for 
you). You are now in the room 
where the bales are opened with 
the aid of instruments like nothing 
so much as sledge hammers. There 
is a great deal of oil in wool too, 
and it will presently be washed 
away with the chemically softened 
waters of the Saw Mill River, 
other added chemicals and soap 
that is made on the premises from 
the natural oil which comes from 
raw wool. But first the wool must 
be reduced to some manageable 
shape and that is done by the pick- 
ing machines. These start upstairs 
where the newly opened wool is 
fed into hoppers. You take to stairs 
and come out below to see it being 
finished off. It’s given a good shak- 
ing and is pulled out of its fleece 
formations into separate bits and 
combed. Next comes the scouring. 

Each machine is long and _nar- 
row, a tank divided into four parts, 
two soapings, two rinsings. Over 
each section of the tank is oper- 
ating a big oblong platform, spiked 
on the underside like the iron 
maiden. This moves in the meas- 
ured rhythm of a minuet, in an arc 
above the vat, dips into it, moves 
the wool along underwater, emerges 
again to repeat the performance. 
Between vats are rollers and the 
wool passes through these, like 
clothes being rung out. 1000 to 
2000 pounds an hour. Then the 
wool is dried, water first spun out 
of it, as in a washing machine. 

After scouring, carding of the 
white or stock dyed wools is done. 
This organizes the tangled fibres, 
combs them out so they all lie 
parallel and come out in recogniz- 
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able, though wuntwisted, threads. 
The wool is fed into a hopper. Like 
a sand toy, when this gets enough 
weight in it, it opens and spills its 
contents into the machine. In this 
way the amount the machine can 
manage at one time is automatical- 
ly offered it. It itself is a series of 
rollers, bristly as porcupines, with 
fine wire bristles. From one roller 
to another goes the wool, being 
combed neat, till it finally emerges 
onto spools. 

The twisting and combining of 
the delicate threads which come 
from the carding machine is the 
strength of the wool. So, through 
air kept at a constant humidity by 
having little jets of vapor blown 
into it, you go to see the spinning 
machines. Like a long row of teeth, 
the spindles stand, delivering the 
wherewithal for yarn into the spin- 
ning machine. And these spools 
spin, too, round and round at a 
speed so great that you would not 
know they were revolving except by 
the vibration of them and the les- 
sening of the fibre each one car- 
ries. Sharp-eyed men and women 
watch to see that each bobbin is 
full, that no strand breaks. They 
splice and replace speedily. 

At other long machines close 
by, women are winding the white 
yarn into skeins for the later ap- 
plication of those colors which will 
be “skein dyed” thereon. Fingers 
fly. Dozens of skeins are made at 
a time, then slipped off the length 
of the wooden slats which hold 
them. You think of the knitting 
you left behind you. 

The wool is dyed in one of three 
ways, depending on how it is to be 


woven into the carpet. Two proces- 


ses are attended to in one section 
of the plant, the third elsewhere. 
The first two are the dyeing of the 
skeins you’ve just seen made and 
the dyeing of the uncarded wool. 
Vats called kettles, round and 
square, are steaming full of dye. 
For skein dyeing the skeins are 
hung, like Spanish moss, from the 
underside of the kettle lid, the lid 
lowered to submerge the skeins. 
For stock dyeing the men load up 
the kettle, a job reminiscent of 
trying to get the feathers into a 
pillow (but all very scientific, mind 
you, for they know how much dye 
will take care of how many pounds 
of wool). Next door is a small 
laboratory and the dyer checks 
back with the color experts to see 
that the batch comes out just right. 
Meanwhile, for the third process, 
the skeins are being mounted on a 
big drum of a wheel in another 
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‘section of the plant. They have to 
be rewound onto the drum, lying 
perfectly, thread by thread, flat 
around its surface. The dyer has 
‘a diagram, complete with code 
numbers, of the rug. This he fol- 
lows, row by row, applying color 
where color is to be. The color 
goes on from another little sand toy 
arrangement, a small cart, under 
the wheel, with an open top. A 
woman fills this with one after 
another of the colors required, as 
called out by the dyer. The little 
cart scuttles across under the 
wheel, leaving a line of the color 
with which it’s loaded. Each time 
‘the drum is turned a little. When 
‘the skeins are finally all dyed up 
and the drum looks as though it 
jwere bound round with a Mexican 
jserape, the skeins, wet with dye 
and thoroughly impregnated, are 
slid off and sent to have the color 
steamed permanently into them. 

If your idea of a cottage is a 
small white building with a steep- 
pitched roof, you have a very good 
idea of how a cottage steamer, 
where the color on the skeins is 
steamed fast, looks. The skeins are 
aid out on wire-meshed racks, 
Joaded onto pushcarts. The door of 
the cottage, and there are numbers 
f them, is opened, and in goes 
he wool.

1). What are the characteristics of 
‘ach type? 

A. Chenille is the aristocrat of 
jhe carpet world.-It is the only one 
nade on two looms. A woolen or 
‘vorsted blanket is woven first, long 
oops are cut and tied and are then 
voven upon a heavy woolen back.

-arpet its name—French for “‘cat- 
\prpillar.” A very durable carpet

gredients of that hard strong back 
of a carpet which contributes’ so 
much to its longevity. 

Onto great loom spools the yarns 
of various colors are wound, in 
the order which the final pattern 
of the rug demands. Women work 
with endless numbers of small 
spools, each of a solid color, set- 
ting them on a sloped, spiked table 
from which they are rolled onto 
the loom spools. The small spools 
having been arranged, the large 
loom spool begins to turn. The 
small spools are overtaken with St. 
Vitus dance as they go into action. 
At other tables women are arrang- 
ing the drum dyed yarns so that 
they will work out just right to 
make a perfect pattern. We leave 
them and go into another building 
to see floor coverings woven, for 
this is the crux of our trip. 

The wool wrapped loom spools 
of the Axminster rug or carpet are 
overhead, drop into place as they 
are needed. The jute is fed in from 
the side, the cotton from the back. 
The noise is very great, a clacking 
and a roar. On velvet and jacquard 
looms the shuttle bobs across, and 
as it does a strip of metal slips 
across the threads to give the 
proper depth to the loops of wool. 
Too intricate and too complex for 
the lay mind, all this. All that we 
grasp, with mounting excitement, 
is that all the preparation, all the 
washing, dyeing, carding, design- 
ing, sorting and spinning, culmin- 
ates in this moment, for carpet is 
coming out of this machine. Un- 
winding out of all the elements 


cial order” carpet: Hence it is usu- 
ally stocked only in plain shades 
and not in regular patterns. 
Wilton, named for a town in 
England where it was first made, is 
a patterned carpet woven upon the 
Jacquard loom. Its backing con- 
tains no sizing and very little jute, 
a combination which makes it par- 
ticularly suitable for use in damp 
regions where ordinary backing 
might be subject to mildew. Wilton 
is made in two types, worsted and 
woolen. The worsted, considered 
the sturdier of the two, is tougher, 
springier and has greater design 
possibilities because patterns may 
be brought out with greater deli- 
cacy and in the 
deeper-piled, more luxurious wool-

en type. The soft pile of the woolen 
Wilton may be 34” to 54” deep. 
Since the Jacquard loom permits 
the use of only five or six different 
colors, the color range in any one 
Wilton pattern is fairly I:mited. 
Axminster, which like Wilton de-

The colored yarns are fed into 
the jacquard looms by a different 
method. About five shades of wool 
are being fed-dancingly into the 
machine from the rear. Above are 
perforated cards, like pieces of a 
player piano roll.

From here on everything else is 
finishing and perfecting. The back 
must be sized and the carpeting 
comes up through a slit in the floor,

The 
method used in weaving the Ax- 
minster achieves an effect similar 
to hand-knotted carpet. Tufts of 
wool are inserted mechanically and 
then bound down in the weft by a 
kind of draw-string process which 
holds the tufts firm and as though 
knotted. Axminsters may be woven 
in a wide variety of colors and pat- 
terns, and come in many grades, 
from the finest weaves down to the 
low-priced weaves.--To determine 
the value look at the quality of the 
yarn used, the depth of the pile 
and the number of rows per inch, 
on the back. A high grade Axmin- 
ster may have as many as eleven 
rows per inch, an _ inexpensive 
grade as few as five.

WALL SHELVES for books, for 
hobby collections, for plants, too. 
What nots made of pine—plain 
and good natured. And easy to 
build: Here are a few examples— 
of colonial origin. Even if your 
self respect rates zero in the pres- 
ence of a carpenter, you can still 
choose a simple design and find 
yourself oozing with craftsman- 
ship. But do the job right. 

First you buy your lumber, and 
right here you should specify that 
you want good straight, kiln dried 
white pine. There may be a board 
down at the bottom of the pile 
that has especially interesting 
graining. 

Start by making the sides. When 
they are cut to size, mark the de- 
sign, from a pattern, on each 
piece. Details 1 and 2 demon- 
strate how this is performed. 
Next, mark square lines across 
each side piece to indicate the 
position of the shelves. Hold the 
two sides together for the marking 
so that the shelves will definitely 
line up. You are now ready to 
cut the side dados into which the 
shelves fit. Follow detail 4, hold- 
ing the two sides edge to edge 
for this tricky operation. Notice 
the saw is guided with a straight 
edged board which is clamped 
directly over the dado marking. 
After the walls of the dados have 
been sawed, the inside portion is 
removed with a sharp chisel. Try 
to cut the dados as accurately as 
possible so that the ends of the 
shelves will fit into them snugly. 

Now your coping saw. Detail 5 
shows how the sides are held to- 
gether for sawing. You may prefer 
to saw them one at a time. It will 
take less energy and you are apt 


to get the edges sawed more accu- 


rately on a single thickness. Hold 
the saw so that the blade drives 
in and out in a perpendicular po- 
sition to the surface of the board. 
At all times keep just outside of 
the lines. Trim the edges to shape 
with a wood file and sandpaper. 
Some prefer a sharp chisel for 
the job but this tool is rather risky 
in the hands of a novice. All

Because of its surface character- 
istics, white pine is a “tricky” 
wood to stain. Some areas are 
highly porous while others are) 
pitchy and repel stain. Moreover, 
some areas are “grainy” while 
others are practically devoid of 
grain. Oil stains mixed to a fairly 
heavy consistency seem to work 
best. A very satisfactory pine 
stain is obtained by mixing three 
parts raw sienna to two parts 
burnt umber and one part burnt) 
sienna. These oil colors are mixed 
in turpentine. If you like a lighter 
color increase the quantity of raw 
sienna. Brush the stain on the 
work allowing it to remain on for 
a minute or two before rubbing 
with a cloth, A little artistry in 
rubbing will produce interesting 
tone contrasts. When the stain | 
dries, apply two or three coats of | 
shellac. Let each coat become 
thoroughly dry and then rub with 
fine steel wool. Finish the job 
with a coat of furniture wax. | 

With age, white pine takes on a) 
lovely mellow tone and for this” 
reason many people prefer not to 
use stain. For a natural finish, 
mix orange and white shellac in 
50-50 proportions, adding about 
1/3 alcohol to the mixture. Brush 
evenly over the entire article. 
While brushing beware of drips. 
Be careful not to over-brush or the | 
shellac will “build up” with ugly 
results. Three coats of shellac are. 
sufficient. Let each coat get 
thoroughly dry and rub with fine— 
steel wool. The job is completed | 
with furniture wax. |

A. Brussels carpet, once ex-

| Q. What is Tapestry carpet? 
A. Tapestry is woven on the 
same loom as Velvet, only with un- 


| cut loop construction. 


Q. What is Broadloom? 


A. Broadloom, contrary to popu- 


| lar belief, is not a type of weave 
| or fabric. It is a generic term, ap- 
| plied to any carpet woven on a 


broad loom, seamless, and 54” or 


1 more in width. Thus you may have 
broadloom Chenille, Wilton, Ax- 
| minster, Velvet. Available widths 


are usually in multiples of 3 feet 
| —generally 6’, 9’, 12’, 15’, 18’, al- 
_ though some carpets may be loomed 
| as wide as 50’. 


—Q. What is Hardtwist carpet? 

A. Hardtwist carpet is woven 
' with yarn which has been tightly 
| twisted under pressure before it is 
used on the loom. This twisting 
H process produces a very hard, often 
_nubbly yarn, which, when the sur- 
| face loops are cut, unwinds slightly, 
i giving the finished carpet a two- 
toned appearance. 








Q. What is Textured carpet? 

A. According to the trade, the 
| name is not necessarily related to 
_ the texture of the fabric itself, but 
is given to carpets in which two 
colors are woven together or in 
_ which high and low piles are inter- 
mixed in the same color. 


Q. What is a Sculptured rug? 

| A. A sculptured or embossed 
rug is made by shearing the sur- 
face of a high pile rug into a de- 
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sign. This is generally done by a 
hand process, which makes such 
rugs expensive. Machine sculptur- 
ing is also used, but the embossing 
is not as deep as in hand work. 


Q. What is Lustre carpeting? 

A. Lustre carpet is woolen or 
worsted carpet which has _ been 
given a chemical bath and brushed 
so that the surface yarn assumes a 
sheen similar to the silky lustre of 
oriental rugs. 


Q. What is Patented Back carpet? 

A. A patented back is a coat of 
waterproof cement applied to the 
back of a carpet, binding warp and 
weft tufts to prevent unraveling. 
Carpets so treated lie flat to the 
floor, require no edge binding and 
may be cut out and filled in with 
design inserts. 


Q. What is the purpose of under- 
carpeting? 

A. An undercarpet provides a 
pad which increases the durability 
and long life of a rug or carpet by 
absorbing the shocks of the many 
steps which give a floor covering 
its chief Usually moth- 
proof, they muffle footstep sounds 


wear. 


and give a certain amount of insu- 
lation against heat and cold. There 
are also pads designed to prevent 
small rugs from slipping on _ pol- 
ished floors. 


Q. How does broadloom run in 
price? 

A. Broadloom is usually sold by 
the square yard. Market prices 
vary according to locality and of 
course according to quality. In 
general the price range is approxi- 
mately as follows: 


Chenille—from $9 to $50 per sq. yd. 
Wilton—from $4 to $13 per sq. yd. 
Axminster—from $3 to $12 per 
sq. yd. 


Velvet—from $3 to $13 per sq. yd. 


Q. What size should floor cover- 
ing be? 

A. An all-over, wall to wall car- 
pet is always right. It gives a room 
greater breadth and luxuriousness, 
and if the floor is not in good con- 
dition it is the perfect solution to 
the problem of covering it. If it is 
desirable to leave part of the floor 
showing, choose the size best suited 
to the proportions of the room, 
leaving an even, narrow border of 
floor on all sides. This strip may 
vary from 6.to 12 inches, depend- 
ing upon the proportion of the 


room. In any case, beware of hav- 
ing too wide a border of floor 
about the rug. 


Q. Should 


rooms and hallways match? 


rugs for adjoining 

A. If matching carpet is used in 
all rooms and halls which open on 
to each other a feeling of spacious- 
ness is created. Sameness in color 
or pattern may become monoto- 
nous, however, and detract from 
the interest of the rooms. To avoid 
this, provide floor coverings which 
are different for each room and yet 
harmonious in color. If, for in- 
stance, the hall opens into the liy- 
ing room, a patterned carpet might 
be used in the hall and a solid 
color taken from its pattern might 
be used in the living room. Hall 
and stairway are usually carpeted 
alike but two different carpets may 
be used if closely related in color 
and feeling. 


In all cases avoid 


clashing patterns. 


Q. May scatter rugs be used over 
broadloom? 

A. Scatter rugs may be used 
very effectively on broadloom but 
don’t clutter up the room with too 
many of them. Bear in mind the 
rules for scatter rugs whether they 
are laid directly on the floor or 
over carpet. Small rugs should be 
placed parallel to walls and furni- 
ture, not at angles, and arranged 
to bear a direct relationship to the 
eroups of furniture they comple- 
ment—before a fireplace, before a 
sofa, before a dresser, beside a 
bed. Remember that aside from 
adding decorative value to a room, 
they serve the additional purpose 
of lessening wear on frequently 
used parts of the main carpet. 


Q. Which is preferable, a light or 
dark carpet? 

A. The shade of carpet you 
choose is best determined by the 
use it will get. Naturally, delicate 
colors are not for areas where the 
traffic is constant and heavy, but 
it does not follow that the darkest 
carpets are the most practical. A 
solid black or dark blue carpet 
shows footprints and dust marks 
more readily than many pastels.

Same ingredients, the milk cold instead of hot. Shake well, strain 
into tall glass and sprinkle with nutmeg. 

Another version is based on Drambuie, the Scotch liqueur with 
the glamorous history of being given a loyal laird by the Bonniest 
of Princes, 

Drambuie Egg-Nog. (For 12). Beat the yolks of 12 eggs and 4 
tablespoons sugar to consistency of cream. Add 1 teaspoon nutmeg. 
Stir in. Add 14% pts. Drambuie. Mix in well. Fold the stiffly beaten 
whites of the eggs into the bowl. Add 2 qts. milk and pour into 
chilled punch bowl.

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° How can you prevent new car- 
pets from shedding? 

A. There is nothing you can do

imes threads will work through 
he rug. Don’t attempt to pull them 
put. Simply clip these off. 


. What is the proper care of 
arpets? 

A. Since cleanliness preserves 
rugs, careful and regular cleaning 
is the first rule of carpet care. 
Rugs and carpets should be swept 
daily, either with a carpet sweeper 
or soft broom, never a corn broom. 
Work with the nap. At least once

|}garden. More likely the kind avail-

| the tender Indicas like Mme. Pet- 
rick or Simon Mardner, which 
enjoy summers in the garden but 
require indoor life in the winter 
with several months of cold but 
frost-free growing in the fall. Just 
“now when plants are in full bloom, 
a light window is best. If just com- 
ing into flower, they prefer full sun 
until all the buds open. Strive for 
an under 70° temperature (with 
nights at 45°) and water freely. 
Usually twice a day suffices. Once 
_weekly, to insure thorough satura- 
tion of those shrubby roots or to 
check leaf dropping, set the plant 
in a pail of water to within 1” of 
the pot rim. Let it remain until 
enough moisture has been absorbed 
to make the top soil feel damp. 
Syringe tops at the same time. 
After flowers fade, place Azaleas 
again in a sunny window and 
“syringe tops daily.

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a week use a vacuum cleaner. 
Grease spots and minor stains may 
be removed with a solution of equal 
parts of naphtha and carbon tetra- 
chloride, but all serious or wide- 
spread stains deserve the immedi- 
ate attention of an expert cleaner.

Q. How much does professional 
carpet cleanimg cost?

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JERUSALEM OR CHRISTMAS 
CHERRY—Please don’t select this 
one if the recipient doesn’t have a 
really cool sunroom or vestibule 
in’ which to grow it. Its disposition 
toward heat is absolutely unamen- 
able. In temperatures above 50°, 
berries and leaves too, drop off 
without the courteous delay of a 
day’s farewell. Yet it is a jolly 
looking red and green plant for 
the season and ideal to adorn a 
partially heated porch where tem- 
peratures do not fall below freez- 
ing. Atmospheric gas, drought and 
draught must also be avoided. Un- 
der ideally cool conditions fruit is 
held until late February or March. 
Then growth is pruned back to 3” 
or 4” of the main stem and after 
being kept on the dry side, the 
plant is repotted in May and 
plunged into a sheltered garden 
bed. 

CORAL ARDISIA — Unusual 
and exquisite, this red-berried little 
shrub seems to me the prettiest 
Christmas plant of them all. Be- 
cause it is slow growing and a bit 
tedious to raise, it is rather expen- 
sive and hence not generally car- 
ried by florists. Select it for the 
gardener with the “green thumb” 
who will appreciate the prize he 
has received. The Ardisia thrives 
at 60° to 65° but endures 70° with 
equanimity. Well-watered and kept 
at a sunny window it retains its 
berries and its full beauty until 
Spring. Indeed, I have had Ardisia 
plants which in early summer still

Here the 
flowers last for weeks, even months 
and after a summer outdoors, 
easily produce blooms the next 
year under average house condi- 
tions.

When found in the 
catalogues these specifications are 
descriptively correct, and pigeon- 
holing them in the memory makes 
subsequent choosing more intelli- 
gent. 

The next step is to determine 
what use and effect each plant is 
intended to fulfill, and here if there 
is any doubt the experienced nurs- 
eryman or seedsman is waiting to 
help you. If you will write to him, 
telling the purpose and locality of 
your garden aspirations and ap- 
proximately the budget limit, he 
will advise you how to make your 
plans eminently successful. Where 
such collaboration is sought, the 
earlier in the year it is asked, the 
better, for the adviser can give 
more time to the problem—and 
greater is the chance of carrying 
out the suggestions in leisure. It 
is poor policy to wait until plant- 
ing time to decide what to order. 

If the gardener is going it alone, 
probably height and size are the 
two indications which should be 
most carefully noted. Witness the 
despair of the purchaser of blue 
Anchusa, to the name 
implied flower stalks several feet 
tall: she planted them as a back- 
ground, only to find that the va-

riety was the 10” type, fat, low and 
cushiony. Another grower planted 
Zinnias for a colorful carpet, tak- 
ing for granted their dwarf growth, 
only to have them rise in billowing 
masses 3’ high. Reputable cata- 
logues state heights at the maturity 
of the plant in unmistakable terms.

quality is good. This guarantee 
is always given by a reputable 
house, and little satisfaction comes 
in trying to economize in procuring 
anything but the best. If there is 
spare land, a plant nursery will 
more than pay for its scant care 
needful. This is especially true in 
regard to the evergreen types, 
which may be bought in well 
rooted lots, young, sturdy treelets, 
to grow in peaceful progression of 
and merit, until they are 
needed for some particular pur- 


size 


pose. Such procedure is just oppo- 
site to the usual “B & B” method 
designed for immediate permanent 
placement, when the nurseryman 
sends the specimen with a compact 
ball of soil confined in burlap 
(balled and burlapped) ready to 
adapt itself to new surroundings. 
Other types of plants which it is 
advantageous to buy in the rooted 
stage are the 
covers, especially Pachysandra, as 
this into mature action 
after only one season. A general 
tenet might be that anything with 
a good root will grow, no matter 
what its size, that asset can be 
waited for, A magnificent collec- 
tion of Iris is possible to obtain by

In fact all perennials may be 
looked at in this light.

Whether the 
twenty dollars shall go for four 
clumps of Delphinium at five dol- 
lars per, or eighty plants at a quar- 
ter apiece. However never expect a 
child to do the same work as a 
grown-up, and a young seedling 
must be petted and cared for until 
it reaches the age of perfect pro- 
duction.

many of them can be raised by this 
method as easily as any biennia 
or annual with a slight amount o 
patience. As for the annuals the 
selves, usually associated alone ir 
the garden mind at the mention o 
seed, I have yet to see the garder 
where as many of this type of plan’ 
were used as might have bee 
They are quick to come and quick 
to go, or in their persistency o 
glory in the face of frost, massed, 
tucked in among other growths, 
sparsely placed. There is no limit 
to their uses, even though it does 
take some skill and experience to 
make the best of their peculiar 
advantages. However the gardene 
who would add the pleasure and 
beauty of the annuals to his gar 
den must not expect to do it by 
any hit or miss method, or look for 
magic from the mixed packet of 
30 varieties for a nickel. Rather 
let him decide what he wants as 
to color, bloom, type, moment of 
bloom and purpose, and procure 
his packets accordingly.

Dear H. B. 

I am no end set up that the 
somewhat gloomy conclusion to my 
first letter, instead of discouraging 
you altogether with this garden 
project, has led you to ask for 
more. Any amateur vegetable grow- 
er will agree that there is no praise 
more sincere than a plate that 
comes back for a second helping. 

Since you insist, then, here is the 
time table. It aims to be simple— 
just a running commentary on the 
appropriate work to be done in the 
vegetable garden during successive 
fortnights throughout the season. 

I have not tried to assign defi- 
nite dates for planting or harvest 
because your readers will be scat- 
tered and also because it has 
pleased the Almighty to fill our 
garden calendar, in these northeast- 
ern states at least, with very mov- 
able feasts indeed. Two years ago 
in my own bit of New England 
ploughland I lost all my corn, bush 
beans, peppers, summer 
squash, and cucumbers to a hard 
frost as late as the 31st of May. 
This year my tenderest vegetables 
were blackened by a single night 
of freezing temperatures between 
the 24th and 25th of August. Yet 
I have seldom lacked green peas 
for the 17th of June, and last year 


tomatoes, 


I was still pulling cabbage, cauli- 
flower, Brussels sprouts, beets, and 
carrots from the open ground a 
fortnight before Thanksgiving. By 
and large, the indications on the 
time table are useful in regions 
comparable to that between Penn- 
sylvania and New Hampshire, but 
even here they should be followed 
with discretion. 

We ought not to print our table 
either, without a word about the 
work that should have been done 
before the first of April. Gardens 
grow between April and October, 
but are not on that account to be

duce. It will be a capital notion, 
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too, if he hacks in a crop of winter 
rye on the freshly turned soil. Rye 
imay go from late 
August until the Ist of November. 
It will make a good growth be- 
fore Thanksgiving, will survive 
forty below zero without the loss 
of a blade, and will start growing 
again in the spring before the snow 
is off. It can be ploughed or spaded 
under a week or less before plant- 
ing, adding appreciably to the 
available humus. Its roots run deep 
and break up the clods; it prevents 
sloping ground from washing; it 
smothers late weeds in autumn and 
_ promotes early growth in the crops 
which follow it. 

If Tom’s little piece of ground 
has not been manured recently and 
is not under a cover crop of rye 
(or, farther South, of crimson 
clover), then he should manure it 
as he turns it over in spring. The 
'Longmeadow garden, which will 
| presumably be ploughed, may bet- 
ter be manured after ploughing 
-and before harrowing. Either gar- 
den, since both are to be kept un- 
der intensive cultivation, should 
be smoothed off with a hand culti- 
yator or coarse garden rake _ be- 
fore planting. And both gardens 
will benefit from the liberal use of 
a complete chemical fertilizer—at 
planting time, when it should be 
worked thoroughly into the row be- 
three or four

fore sowing, and 
weeks later, as a side dressing for 
all crops. which have a short grow- 
ing season. Harry Longmeadow’s 
garden will require the equivalent 
of 150 Ibs. of a high analysis 
| fertilizer or about twice as much 
of a standard balancéd type. Tom 
Little’s garden will call for only 
20 Ibs. of the high analysis mix- 
‘ture in addition to manure and 
green soiling.

1. April 1 - 15.

If the ground is cold, don’t bury peas 
too deep—say 2”. may be 
planted at the bottom of a shallow 
furrow and filled in gradually with 
the first cultivations as the ground 
warms up. Peas do well if planted in 
double drills about 6” apart. Tall 
sorts will need support, preferably 
henwire, which should be tied to 
stakes between these drills. 

Don’t waste a row on _ radishes 
alone; them thinly in the 
row with parsnips or salsify. They 
will sprout within a few days, mark- 
ing the row and making e&rly culti- 
vation practicable, The parsnips won’t 
be visible for 2 or 3 weeks. 

Lettuce and endive seed may be

sown now and, if the season is for- 
ward, lettuce transplants may: be set 
out after being hardened off in a cold 
frame. The “Boston” type of lettuce 
brings a heartier flavor to the salad 
bowl than do the “Iceberg” sorts and 
requires less forcing. 

Start parsley now; it is the slowest 
of all things in the garden. And pop 
in a row of onion sets; they will yield 
weeks sooner than seed and are less 
exacting. Onion-growing from seed is 
a job for a professional. 

If you live in the Northeast, your 
choice for an early potato will prob- 
ably be Irish Cobbler; west of New 
York State it may fall on Early Ohio. 
Whatever the variety, it can go in 
as soon as the ground begins to warm 
up. 

The home gardener will find the 
everbearing strawberries least trouble. 
They are perennial, reproducing by 
runners, but are best handled as if 
they were annuals. Get them in early; 
fertilize and mulch them well. They 
will begin blooming at once. Pick off 
all blossoms for the first 6 or 8 
weeks, and they will then bear over 
a long season. 

You should have dug the last hills 
of your Jerusalem artichokes just be- 
fore ploughing. The tubers from the 
most prolific hills may be replanted 
now to yield a new crop in the late 
fall or early next spring.

Set out a few if your local 
nurseryman can supply them or if you 
have had the foresight to grow a few 
plants yourself from seed. 

Cucumbers and summer squashes go 
in now. Straight 8 among the former 
and Connecticut Straightneck among 
the latter are good choices at home. 
If your family is tired of the too pro- 
lific summer squash, vary their diet 
by planting a few hills of Italian zuce- 
chini.

Summer comes with a rush this fort- 
night. Weeds will claim your first at- 
tention, but don’t neglect succession 
plantings wherever there is a chance 
for them. Broccoli for fall harvest 
must be sowed now. 

Winter squash should go in at once. 
There has been a great increase in 
recent years in the popularity of the 
baking varieties, Des Moines and But- 
tercup. Delicious is to a large extent 
replacing the older Hubbard types in 
the market and at home. 

Watch for bean beetles and striped 
cucumber beetles. Use plenty of ro- 
tenone dust. Spray tomatoes with Bor- 
deaux for blight and to discourage 
flea beetles. Spray potatoes with the 
same mixture, adding calcium arsenate 
as soon as the Colorado beetle appears. 


6. June 15 - 30. 

The end of this month brings the 
last call to plant bush beans, endive 
and rutabaga. Stop cutting rhubarb 
and asparagus now; strawberries may 
be allowed to produce fruit after the 
middle of this month. 


7. July 1 - 15. 

Last call to plant carrots for winter, 
lettuce for fall. A weekly spray 
schedule for potatoes should avert late 
blight. Do not neglect to dust beans 
and squashes, 


8. July 16 - 31. 
Winter beets must be in the ground 
by the last of this month; also fall 
turnips. 


9. August 1 — 15. 
There is still time to plant kohlrabi. 
Parsley may be sown now to winter 
over for next year. 


10. August 16 — 31. 

A final planting of spinach brings 
the planting season to a close. From 
now on you should pull all vegetables 
which are through bearing, burning 
those which may carry disease and 


turning the others into the compost | 


heap. Where the ground is bare, 
spread manure (if you can get it) 


and spade it in, sowing down at once 


with winter rye. It will be sufficient | 
to scratch the seed in with a three-— 
pronged cultivator or a hoe, covering — 


most of it an inch or two. Watch out 
for late weeds. Chickweed is especially 
troublesome now. Keep the squashes 
well dusted with rotenone.

As in the past, they are not all 
here, for no one human being can 
keep track of all the importations 
at port of entry.

11” x 744”. Maser Amos (Aus- 
tralia) a dainty mauve rose pom 
of perfect form as all those from 
“Down Under” seem to be. MOLLIE 
(England), an attractive informal 
decorative clear pink on yellow; 
sturdy growth and free flowering. 
LirtLe Bue Star (Australia), a 
new color in this informal dec- 
orative miniature lavender shading 
toward blue; large plant, small 
foliage and the ability to produce 
flowers. Moonsia (Australia) a 
peach semi-cactus with fine car- 
tiage and deep flowers that run

to prepare seed flats in the sim- 
plest manner to prevent damping- 
off of future seedlings. Take the 
4” deep regulation flats and put 
21%” rich. potting soil in the bot- 
tom, and then 14” of good fresh 
sifted loam on top of this, leaving 
the extra inch for working and 
growing space. One of the annoy- 
ances of box or pot plant growing 
comes from filling the receptacle 
too full, my invariable rule is to 
have that extra empty top inch. 
For the limited number of flats to 
be filled by the average indoor 
planter, with or without a cold- 
frame, it is expedient to secure 
the needed soil and loam from a 


greenhouse. The filled flats are at 
present piled away dry in the un- 
heated garage. In February they 
will come into the warm garden 
room and be soaked with boiling 
hot water. 

The soil will be in the proper 
state of moisture after two or three 
days, all weed seeds killed and the 
sterilized.

The chairs left in the garden room

Hair pins were manufactured re- 
cently for the spring supply.

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to make them of copper wire, now 
equally successful ones are devised 
from the wire coat hangers which 
come from the tailors via the 
pressed suits, and which never 
seem to fulfil any purpose but that 
of falling and becoming a tangle 
on the closet floor.

There has been much discussion re- 
cently of Indian Summer. When 
does it come and why is it so 
called? As far as I can find fac- 
tual information, the name comes 
from the early days in this country 
when the discouraged invaders, the 
Puritans, were comforted by the 
Indians, as the first wintry blasts 
on the Atlantic coast struck them, 
by the statement that if they would 
just control their shiverings, they 
would rejoice a little later in a 
season of fair warm weather. It 
might last from one to three weeks 
and even could occur three or four 
times in one season. It does not 
require much imagination to see 
how eagerly the owner of frigid 
fingers and numb ears watched for 
this truce in strange climatic con- 
ditions, the Indian Summer. As for 
the exact moment, no unanimous 
conclusion can be reached, other 
than the recognition that it is a 
mild period in late autumn or early 
winter when the weather is calm 
and dry and a haziness pervades 
the atmosphere. In Europe there is 
a corresponding season called St. 
Martin’s Summer, “Old Woman’s 
Summer” and “All Hallow Sum- 
mer,” and still under the influence 
of early years in France, I like to 
make our Indian Summer coincide 


with Martinmas, which is Novem- 
ber 11—and it usually does. Then 
I remémber a December first in 
Iowa, warm and hazy with a golden 
dust. in the air. David Grayson 
likens the moment to “an old man 
resting after labor.”

The last day of this first month 
has been given to the construction 
of a planting plan for a gardener 
who can give only an hour a day 
to the care of her border and that 
period must include cultivating, 
weeding, planting, fertilizing, etc. 
for the yard boy does nothing but 
cut the grass. The list provides for 
the continuous bloom so demanded 
by most flower growers, there is 
nothing unusual about it. The va- 
Tieties suggested are tried and 
proven and represent the minimum 
of care. It begins with Narcissus, 
Tulips and Phlox divaricata in the 
spring, continues with Iris, Orien- 
tal Poppies, Peonies, Sweet Wil- 
liam Newport Pink, Phlox Miss 
Lingard, Delphinium and Madonna 
Lilies in May and June. For the 
sparse days of July until the an- 
nuals bloom, I rely on Phlox, Eliz- 
abeth Campbell, Hollyhocks and 
Hemerocallis. These tie mid-sum- 
mer to fall when the Dahlias and 
Asters arrive. Purple Autumn Cro- 
cus ends the season as it began. 
The owner of the garden seldom 
has an uninterrupted hour to spend 
on it, but takes advantage of an 
extra ten minutes, morning, noon 
or night. This last phrase suggests 
an excellent New Year’s resolution 
for all of us gardeners. It is amaz- 
ing how much real gardening can 
be done in even the smallest doses.

American walnut has its color 
grown into it and the modern fin- 
ishes that are applied seldom call 
for any Mahogany is 
much lighter in its natural state 
than most people assume, because 
it is frequently stained with a 
slightly reddish cast and because 
the wood, even though finished, 
darkens with exposure to light. 


staining. 


Oak, cherry, maple, birch, pine 
and like woods may be finished in 
their natural colors, although they 
are normally stained slightly be- 
fore the other coats, lacquer or 
varnish, are applied. 

The most common way of get- 
ting color into those woods which 
do not have an attractive natural 
color or in cases where you wish 
to change the natural color of a 


wood is through stains. There are 
several types and any of them may 
be used, but water-oil stain offers 
a number of advantages. 

Stains should be used sparingly 
and with consideration. They are 
often necessary where the struct- 
ural parts of a piece of furniture 
differ from the flat surface (where, 
for instance, the table top is of 
mahogany, the legs of birch). The 
stain must be applied to these sub- 
stitute woods in order to obtain 
an over-all Like- 
wise, the edges of plywood tops 
frequently have several woods ex- 
posed, and these must be stained 
to match the rest of the piece. A 
still further use of stain is to tone 
up sapwood where an absolutely 
uniform effect is desired. A com-

* color. The whole piece may be 


stained lightly, with second and 
third coats on the lighter areas. 

Another way to get color into 
open-pored woods is through the 
filler. This should always be either 
darker or lighter than the wood 
itself. Thus the pores and the grain 
of the wood are emphasized. On 
walnut, pine and oak you can ob- 
tain. “pickled”—mellowed—effects 
with gray fillers wiped unevenly 
across the grain. 

All of this information applies 
equally to new and old furniture. 
In the case of old pieces, however, 
a certain mellowness generally re- 
sults from age and a part of the 
filler remaining in the pores of 
the wood. This fact enables you 
simply to remove the old finish and 
apply a new one without further 
staining, or filling. 

In recent years, a desire for un- 
usually light finishes has led to the 
development of wood bleaches 
which, though just a bit tricky to 
handle, are now very practical. 
When applying them, use rubber 
gloves. Very light applications are 
preferred. Heavier bleaching re- 
quires the use of stain to restore 
warm tones.

job of applying the fillers, stains — | 
and final finishes—in that order— — 
quite simple. Certainly the work is 
interesting, the results desirable. 
But a final word of warning: Even’ 
though you are sure that the effect 
you will achieve is the one you 
want, it’s the better part of cau- 
tion to try out the refinishing proc- 
ess either on a small sample of the. 
wood you are working with or on 
some part of the furniture. 


Trouble Savers. Be sure to clean 
your brushes well and immediately 
after each use, and keep the 
brushes for each type of finish in 
separate containers. Clean lacquer 
brushes with lacquer thinner and 
leave a little thinner in the con- 
tainer. Clean varnish and paint 
brushes with turpentine, naphtha | 
or varnish remover and cover the 
bristles with water. Clean shellac 
brushes with alcohol and soften 
with alcohol before using. 

Take the time necessary to clean 
up your work thoroughly with fine 
steel wool or sand paper before 
applying the first coat of finish. 

Avoid stirring up dirt and dust 
around work that is left to dry. 

Permit your work to dry thor- 
oughly before applying subsequent 
coats, regardless of the drying time 
stated on the can. 

Purchase high-grade materials, 
including brushes, and you will 
save time and get better results.

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ND still they come, one prize-winning house after another. Last month you saw 

the houses which were awarded the Class I and special sectional prizes. This 
month we present the three winners in Class II (the group for larger houses, from 
20,001 to 35,000 cubic feet in size) and four Honorable Mentions. 

Class IT was a particularly crowded field. The competition was keen. But never 
was there doubt about which house merited first prize. The one on these pages meets 
all its owners’ requirements—the prime requisite of a house—and is also chock full 
of original ideas which you will want to adopt for your own. 

The plan, for example, is unique. In most houses the bedrooms are grouped to- 
gether. But Mr. and Mrs. Hudson were anxious to avoid friction between the activi- 
ties of different ages, so they isolated the bedrooms. They put themselves in the 
north wing, where they would not be disturbed by the morning sun. They put their 
two children and nurse in the east wing, where sun and warmth are plentiful. They 
put their guests behind the study in the west wing. Thus they have a house somewhat 
resembling an airport in shape, and like an airport in that everyone migrates toward 
the terminal—in this case the huge central living room. 

The style of the house is as Modern as the plan. There seems to be no limit to 
the number of windows which admit light, air and view to the corners of every room. 
The lines are long, uninterrupted and horizontal because the house is only one story 
high and is surrounded by acres of open country. The roof is flat because it suits 
the shape of the house and was inexpensive to build, and because it affords a wide 
visor which keeps out the glare of the high sun. The interior treatment is simplified 
in order to emphasize the gardens instead of the furnishings. All in all, this is an 
ideal house for a family that loves the country. Construction data on last page.

Architect Gardner A. Dailey has 
been practicing architecture in 
San Francisco since 1928.

The dining alcove at the east end is cut off by white © 
curtains running in a ceiling track. The dining table is 
lighted by a flush ceiling spotlight. The study, below, 
leads to the guest bedroom. The door between rooms 
slides back into wall. The walls are paneled in Duali. 





The plan of the Hudson house permits great flexibility of living, 
both indoors and out. Each bedroom has a private bath; in the 
children's wing every room has a wash stand, the central bath has 
a tub and water closet. The master bedroom has two dressing 
rooms.

Right now, of course, the 
house suits the Hudsons perfectly. When the chil- 
dren grow up, their bright playroom will become 
a sitting porch and the nurse’s room (nearest the 
kitchen) will be cut through to the laundry and 
become a maid's room.

HENEVER you come upon a person who obviously

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O MANY New England Colonial houses have been 

awarded architectural prizes that you might think that 
competition juries would shudder at the thought of award- 
ing a prize to another of them. But such is not the truth. 
There is something about the simplicity, severity and logical 
arrangement of a New England Colonial house which com- 
pels jurors to say, “We've seen it before, but it deserves a 
prize.” 

That’s exactly what the judges of Housr BEauTIFUL’s 
Thirteenth Annual Competition said when they saw this 
house. There was no hesitation or grudging in their voices. 
They knew that, come what may in architectural styles, New 
England Colonial will never die. They knew that the Jen- 
nisons’ house was an excellent example of this style. So 
they voted accordingly—third prize to architect Dean. 

Occupying a narrow corner lot, the house presents a 
clean be-windowed face to traffic on the main street, empties 
its owners’ automobiles into the side street. From the 
kitchen, it is possible to keep an eye on the Jennisons’ 
youngster, to conceal drying clothes in the fenced-in service 
yard.

Petunia Violet Gem 
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Eprror’s Note: Once again House BEAuTIFUL’s Jury of Plantsmen 
has met and once again we present, in this first of a series of three 
reports by J. W. Johnston, the roster of new flowers “most likely to 
succeed” in America’s 1941 gardens. This month we consider, in 
text, in black and white photographs and in full color on this and 
the five following pages, the annuals which seedsmen will offer in 
their new catalogues. In the next two issues Roses and Perennials 


will be assayed. 


UST what the average gardener would do without annuals is 

difficult to contemplate and thanks be, no one need contemplate 
such a situation. For in addition to all the accepted varieties, each 
year there comes a flock of new arrivals. 

This year the list covers the main families with improved varieties 
coming up for the approval of American gardeners. It is you who 
decide whether a novelty shall take its place with those longer estab- 
lished or whether it shall be thrown in the discard. All-America trials 
or House BEAUTIFUL selections to the contrary, if a new plant can’t 
take it in most of our gardens, it shall be heard from no more. 

In company with the editors of House BEAUTIFUL, this writer is 
a bit proud of the fact that each year we manage to present several 
novelties that are not grown in a public trial, may win no advance 
awards, yet manage to take their places in the list of those plants 
that stick in seed catalogues and become “musts” in many gardens. 
We feel that this year will be no exception, and that when another 
year rolls around, it will find plants now practically unknown side 
by side with those that have been launched with a medal or other 
award. Such is the fascination of new plants. 

Of course, you will grow annuals but of more importance is to 
select a few from this list of new ones for they have been carefully 
chosen and in the minds of a large group of experts have a real 
chance of making good. There is little fun in waiting until a new 
plant becomes established before trying it in your garden. Novelties 
are the spice of gardening, and for this writer at least, it would be 
a rather flat season without new plants. 

For your convenience, they are listed alphabetically: 

ANTIRRHINUM NANUM GRANDIFLORUM GyPsy GIRL (several seeds- 
men). Here is a rust resistant Snapdragon whose plants are base 
branching, each producing from 12 to 15 spikes. The florets are a 
rich carmine with a splotch of golden yellow on the nose. The white 
tube seems to provide a white pedestal on which to display a beau- 
tiful color combination of rich carmine and golden yellow. 

The annual ASTER family announces the addition, this year, of 
three members of the new wilt resistant Princess type which will be 
listed by several seedsmen. They are PRINCESS ANNE, a peach blos- 
som shade opening delicate pink and turning rose pink as the flower 
matures; PrRINCEss BONNIE, a soft salmon rose shade with center 
rich gold while opening; Princess MarsHA, a strong, vibrant cin- 
nabar scarlet, boldly contrasted with rich gold center of the young 
flowers. As the flowers open and mature, the golden center turns a 
silvery cinnabar. The flowers of all these varieties are of good sub- 
stance and are of the heavy type which keep well and provide splen- 
did material for flower arrangement. 

CALENDULA YELLOW SuHaccy (W. Atlee Burpee Co.). This new 
variety has the deepest flower heads of any Calendula to date. 
Flowers are so deep as to be almost globular, 3” across and almost 
as thick. Petals are quilled and deeply cut on the ends giving the 
flowers a shaggy artistic appearance. Color is a bright clear yellow 
with a lighter yellow center. Stems are long and plants grow 114’ 
tall. Valuable for beds, borders and cutting. 

EscHscHoLziA Harvest Gotp (W. Atlee Burpee Co.). This Cali- 
fornia Poppy is an erect grower with very large single flowers that 
run up to 4” across. The color is pure (Continued on page 39)

Maricotp Spry (W. Atlee Burpee Co. and other seedsmen). 

Vinner of silver medal in the All-America Trials, this new variety

Flowers are 114” across and have a bright, clear yellow crested 
center surrounded by several rows of mahogany-red guard petals. 

iFine for borders, edgings and pot culture. A real find. 

} Maricotp GoLpsmitH (Many seedsmen). This bronze medal 
winner in the All-America trials is an enlarged golden orange Dixie 
Sunshine and is the first of the giant chrysanthemum-flowered class. 
It branches from the base, grows 2’ to 4’, blooms early and freely. 
A grand tall Marigold. 

MarIcoLtp ScarLeTt GLtow (W. Atlee Burpee Seed Co. and other 
seedsmen). Winner of an honorable mention in the All-America 
Trials, it is the brightest red of all the dwarf French double Mari- 
golds. Flowers open deep scarlet and as they age, turn to a rich 
Jtangerine color. Flowers are fully double, 134” to 2” across, borne 
Jon plants 10” tall with a spread of about 18”. Starts to bloom in 10 
\weeks from seed and continues to frost. 
| Nasturtium CHerry Rose (W. Atlee Burpee Co.). A lovely 
cherry rose, semi-double flower produced in great profusion on 
dwarf bushy plants 1’ tall. Flowers grow up to 3” across. It is the 
Jearliest and freest flowering of the Nasturtiums. 

1 Perunta Biue Brocape (Most Seedsmen). This silver medal win- 
mer heads the list of the All-America trials. The flowers are all- 
double, large and heavily fringed. They are true violet blue. The 
habit of growth is moderately dwarf and very uniform. Highly 
recommended for bedding and cutting. 

Petunia RapIANcE (Most Seedsmen). Right behind Blue Brocade 
in the voting at the All-America Trials comes this Petunia which 
also was awarded a silver medal. A rich cerise rose color which is 
enlivened by a golden-yellow throat. 2” to 3” single flowers are 
borne profusely throughout the season. The plants branch freely, 
‘are of uniform habit, rather dwarf and stocky and furnish a brilliant 
‘show for the garden, in addition to marvelous cut flowers for bowl 
arrangements. 

Perunta First Lapy (Many Seedsmen). Another silver medal 
winner in the All-America Trials. It is of the nana compacta type. 
An exceptionally uniform dwarf plant bearing a profusion of lovely 
‘light pink flowers on perfectly formed plants 12” high. Individual 
‘flowers are 2” or better across. 

Petunia VioLet Gem (Several Seedsmen). Awarded an honor- 
‘able mention in the All-America Trials, this is a true miniature in 
‘every respect. Plants are neat, compact and dwarf. Color is a rich, 
violet-blue. 

_ PuHtox GicaAntEA Rosy Morn (Several seedsmen). This variety 

‘barely missed a silver medal in the All-America Trials, being 
awarded a bronze, although it is a richer color than Salmon Glory 

\which won such an award in 1939, Large sized blooms, free flower-

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ing habits, and if properly grown, the individual blooms will be the 
size of a half dollar on big showy trusses. It is a brilliant rose, with 
a large creamy-white eye. Grows about 1’ tall. 

SALVIA WELWyN Manocany Rep (Max Schling). A new color in 
this popular annual rich red overlaid mahogany. Grows 3’; a free 
and long season bloomer, does well in the shade. A real addition to 
this family of useful plants. 

SALPIGLOSsIS DWARF GIANT FLOWERING (Peter Henderson & Co.). 
A new strain whose plants are bushy and compact in growth. Height 
is 30” to 33”. No vigor has been lost in the shortening of the plants 
over older varieties. The flowers are formed in a group or cluster 
at the head of each plant and surpass other sorts in size and color. 
They are excellent for both bedding and cutting purposes. The three 
varieties for this year are VELVETY VIOLET which are solid deep 
violet right to the base of the throat and which have such a fine 
texture that they show a velvet sheen; BLUE AND SILVER, an entirely 
new color. Instead of the usual gold marking, this fine novelty sets 
off its deep mid-blue color with silver veins. Every flower is glisten- 
ing gold at the base of its throat which seems to enhance the shim- 
mering markings of the open face; RED STaR has wide red stripes 
spread star-like from a golden yellow throat. The ground color is 
light chamois. This is an entirely new color combination in Salpig- 
lossis. 

Scasiosa Peace (W. Atlee Burpee Co.). Here is a companion to 
the variety Heavenly Blue. Flowers are 114” to 2” across, of perfect 
form, almost spherical in shape, pure white without any tinging of 
pink or mauve. The sturdy plants grow 2’ tall and are free flowering. 
Incidentally, it received an honorable mention in the All-America 
Trials. 

Stocks EarLy CoLoniaAL Brancuinc (Peter Henderson & Co.). 
Here, for the first time, is a tall and really exclusively branching 
type of stock. They bloom 2 weeks earlier than the perpetual branch- 
ing class and grow to a height of 30” to 36”. Unlike many older 
strains, this one does not produce a center spike and thus does not 
require pinching back to make it branch. From the base of each 
plant, 8 to 10 heavy 30” branches spread out and produce a plant 
20” in diameter. The four varieties for this year are: ROSE STANDISH, 
a magnificent large flowered bright rose; MAYFLOWER, a red rose; 
PRISCILLA, a silvery lavender; and PURITAN, a pure white. Some- 
thing new and something worth trying. 

Sweet Peas are always something of a puzzle to this writer due 
to the fact that we have not grown as many as we possibly should. 
This year, there are several new ones that not only are boosted by 
their introducers, but by Sweet Pea fans as well. They are from W. 
Atlee Burpee Seed Company. HELEN HAYEs, a new color in Sweet 
Peas, being a bright coral or salmon cerise, with an orange suffu- 
sion with large nicely formed frilled flowers on long stems; OsA 
JOHNSON, an early flowering light salmon orange, clear and luminous 
with flowers large and well waved; QUEEN WILHELMINA, a giant 
summer Sweet Pea which is outstanding for its extreme vigor. Plants 
are very strong growing and produce (Continued on page 88)

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MARE YOUR HOME 


F ALL the UNsafe places in 
the world, your home is, 

statistically, about the worst. as 
Figures of the National Safety 
Council prove this point and are 
startling, frightening. Home acci- 
dents represent the eighth most 
important cause of death; every 
year they are responsible for 32,- 
000 deaths and 4,700,000 dis- 
abling injuries in the United 
States alone. 

This record is not only dread- 
ful—it is disgraceful. It should 
be pared down to a fraction of its size. And it can be pared down 
if every home owner will exercise reasonable care, caution and far- 
sightedness. The list of things you should and should not do is long, 
but the items are rudimentary. 





Keep things picked up 


Falls account for more deaths (about 16,100) and more injuries 
than any other type of home accident. They can be prevented if 
you will stop taking silly chances, if you will adopt a few simple 
habits, if you will install better lighting. 

Light is not the only solution, but its effects are important. See 
that all rooms are well and easily lighted. In halls and on stairways, 
install dual-control switches so that you can turn the light on and 
off from both ends. Provide a lamp or a light switch on each side 
of single or double beds and in between or on the outside of twin 
beds. 

Tripping. Pick things up. Teach your children to put away play- 
things when finished with them. Keep garden tools, velocipedes, 
sticks and stones off the lawn—and especially off the front walk. 
String lamp cords along the baseboards. Eliminate long extensions 
by installing enough convenience outlets. Turn down the edges of 
large rugs, and if they won't stay put, tack them down. Replace torn 
linoleum. Nail down loose floor boards. 

Slipping. Remove every last speck of soft wax from polished 
floors. Never apply too high a polish. Anchor small rugs with a 
non-skid material. Tack down hall carpet. Mop up all spills from 
the kitchen floor immediately; don’t “do it later.” Keep bathroom 
and kitchen floors dry. Don’t climb into the tub or shower until 
you have thrown a rubber mat on the bottom. Build into the wall a 
strong metal bar to hang on to. Clean up slippery grease in the 
garage. Either scrape up every last trace of snow and ice on the front 
steps and walk, or sprinkle on coarse ashes or sand. 

Collision. Provide a clear passageway between all doors and all 
important furniture. When you leave a room, push back the chairs 
and tables in their proper positions. Keep closet doors shut. If your 
bedroom doors swing 
into the hall, either 
make a habit of closing 
them every night or 
hang them so that they 
swing into the room 
against the wall where 
they don’t stand ajar.

support. 

Leaning. Make certain window screens are secure against childre 
who want to see what’s happening outside. Avoid garden pools | 
your children are small: they may lean over and fall in, strikin 
their heads on the stone or concrete sides. Cover wells and cistert 
with a lid too heavy for a youngster to lift. Build a sturdy railif 
about your porch and keep your children off it. 

Breakage. Keep outside steps in good repair: wooden steps r 
quickly from constant exposure to moisture; the cement in briel 
stone or concrete steps tends to chip and crack in cold weathe 
Banish rickety chairs until they have been strengthened. 

Children often roll out of bed. Keep them in a crib until they hay 
learned to lie still. Pin the outside edge of the covers. Or enclose th 
open sides of the bed with chairs. 

Stairs account for roughly 22 per cent of all injuries resultir 
from falls. Structurally speaking, a straight flight is safer than 
winding flight. The slope should be under 38°; the risers 7” or TY 
high and the treads 11” or 10” wide respectively. Doors at the t¢ 
or bottom should be glass paneled, and the landing on the sta 
side should be at least 30” wide. Strengthen stair railings when thf) 
begin to wobble. 

Nail down wobbly treads. Replace badly cracked or broki 
treads. Install handrails on every flight, regardless of whether thi 
are enclosed by walls. Paint the treads of cellar and attic stailf 
white. If the headroom on these same stairs is low, call attenti¢ 
to the fact by painting a bright red stripe on the ceiling. Don’t u 
stairs for storage purposes: build shelves and hang hooks along o 
side. Don’t let children slide down the banisters or play on stail 
where they are likey to leave their toys. When your children 4 
small, put gates at the top and bottom of every open flight. C 
peted are safer than uncarpeted stairs, but be sure the runners 1 
securely tacked. 





























‘Burns, Fire and Explosions each year cause 5,600 deaths and 
untold thousands of injuries. There is only one way to reduce their 
idanger: Beware of anything that is hot or that can generate heat. 
Burns. Turn toward the wall the handles of all pots and pans that 
can be pulled or brushed off the range. Dry vegetables thoroughly 
\before frying in deep fat. Open roaster tops far side first to allow 
lithe steam to escape away from your face. Turn off electric heat-pads 
lbefore going to sleep. Take your children out of the tub before 
janswering the phone: they may turn a faucet and unleash a stream 
jof scalding water. 

Fire. If you use wood or coal for cooking, insulate the surround- 
ng walls and floor, avoid overheating the range, hang drying clothes 
at a distance. Replace all frayed electric cords. Set the electric iron 
jdown on a rest made of metal or other fire-proof material. Turn 
it off when you leave the room. As soon as a fuse blows, put in a 
new one. Never substitute a coin or a piece of metal for a fuse. 
Equip radio antennae with grounded lightning arrestors. Provide 
one big, deep ashtray for every smoker, on every table. Use a built-in 
firescreen or one which fits tight against the mantel as well as the 
jsides of the fireplace. Don’t smoke in bed. Turn off radiant heaters 
before retiring. 

Cover the walls and ceiling about 
the furnace with fire-resistant mate- 
rial. Clean the flues and repair defec- 
tive parts of the furnace before start- 
ing the fire in the fall. Keep ashes 





Lock up unloaded guns 


n metal containers only. Don’t 
build a bonfire on a windy day 
unless -it is enclosed in a wire 
basket. Never allow piles of 
dirty rags, papers and other 





use a flashlight instead. If you’re building a new house, avoid cen- 
ral stairs, install fire-stops between studs and joists, use fire-resistant 
inaterials wherever possible. 

| Explosions. Never start a fire with gasoline or kerosene. Keep 
sans of these fluids outside the house, and identify each can with 
“a prominent label. Never attempt to dry-clean clothes at home. Let 
‘a tailor do the work. For removing spots, use non-flammable (not 
erely non-explosive) fluid. 

In case of fire. Know how to call your fire department. But 
don’t call it until you have got everyone out of the house. Should 
}ou be awakened at night by the smell of smoke, open the door of 
your room only if it feels cool—and then open it slowly. Otherwise, 
the fire and smoke may burst in and knock you out. When there 
'js dense smoke but no fire, tie a wet handkerchief around your face 
and crawl out on hands and knees, closing all doors behind you. 
Jon’t jump out a window; make a rope of sheets or blankets. If 
our clothing catches fire, roll up in a rug or over and over on the 
loor, beating the flames with your hands. 


‘ oisoning takes 1400 lives a year. Poisoning from bad food can 
e prevented if you buy only pure foods, wash all dried fruits, 
'lon’t keep left-overs too long. 

Poisoning from drugs and known toxic elements is inexcusable. 
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Remove all poisonous fluids, 
powders and pills to a locked 
box. If you must keep them 
handy, set them on the top shelf 
of the medicine cabinet, mark 
them with a big skull and cross- 
bones, stick pins in the cork, 
hang a little bell around the 
neck of the bottle. 





Firearms must never be brought 
into the house until they have 
been cleaned and unloaded. Then 
put them away immediately in a locked cupboard or closet. The old 
excuse, “I didn’t know it was loaded,” can never be justified. It is 
equally hard to justify the man who sets his gun in a corner with 
the warning, “Don’t touch it.” Any slight jar may make it slide to 
the floor and go off. 


Keep a first-aid kit handy 


Mechanical Suffocation is probably the most tragic of all home 
accidents, because it strikes almost exclusively at children under 
four. They roll over in their beds, burrow under the covers and 
strangle. 

Fasten babies into their cribs so that they cannot twist under the 
covers. Don’t use such heavy covers that a child can smother under 
them. Before a child goes to sleep, remove the decorative pillow 
above his head: it may fall over on his face. 


Poisonous Gas, despite all warnings, continues to snuff out about 
900 lives. Never, never under any circumstances run the engine of 
your automobile while the garage doors are closed. If you have 
children, equip the gas petcocks on the range with safety cocks. 
Whenever there is the faint- 
est suspicion of escaping 
gas, have your dealer adjust 
the gas flow. Ventilate the 
kitchen while cooking. Bank 
your coal furnace so that

there is a small spot of burning coals 
just inside the door. Open the windows 
when you go to bed. wa 





Don't carry heavy objects 
Electricity is a marvelous servant but 
must be treated respectfully. Throughout the house, tear out switches 
and light cords within reach of tubs, lavatories, basins and laundry 
tubs and install them in some less dangerous location. Tie a piece 
of string to chain pull-cords so that you can’t make an electrical 
contact. Plug up old-fashioned, open outlets into which children 
can stick their fingers. 

In the bathroom, never use electrical appliances, such as curling 
irons. The only safe type of electric heater is the built-into-the-wall 
type controlled by a light switch. 

In the laundry, if you can’t help getting the floor wet, wear rub- 
bers. Or lay down a skid-proof rubber mat which will insulate you 
against shock.

INDOWS and doors cannot be taken for granted. I discovered 

that to my sorrow when the house was painted and I began to 
have difficulty in opening the windows. Even then I didn’t become 
fully aware of them. It was late fall and only a few windows needed 
to be opened. So I managed to unstick the important ones, and 
promptly forgot the whole matter. 

With the return of warm weather, the difficulties again became 
apparent. Something of a drastic nature obviously had to be done. 
Kither I should have to dig in and do a complete job myself, or 
else it would be necessary to hire a carpenter to do the work for 
me. By this time, however, I was beginning to get my back up. 
Like a good many home owners the world over, I wanted to prove 
to myself that I could lick a little thing like a sticky window—and 
I didn’t want a carpenter’s bill just then. So I went to work on the 





windows, and pretty soon I turned to the doors, and in no time at 
all I had discovered that it is a very simple job to get windows 
and doors in first-class running order. 

Anyone can do the work. You need a screw driver. plane, ham- 
mer, jackknife and sharp chisel. You must be willing to study the 
problem confronting you; to have patience while experimenting to 
find the proper combination. You must always remember that wood 
swells in warm, wet weather and contracts in cold, dry weather. 


And then you can go ahead and apply the following easy remedies: 
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WINDOWS ANI 


1. The picture shows how double-hung windows are put togethelf 
When the sash are held immovable by hardened paint, run the poi 
of a knife between the sash and the stop beads. Be careful not 
gouge your fingers or the wood. Should this fail to improve 
movement of the sash, rub the stop beads, parting strip and pul 
stile with beeswax. This will probably do the trick. But in case yf 
still have trouble with the bottom sash, remove the inside stop bea 
If this is screwed in place, take it off and plane the window-sil 
edge; if it is nailed in place, move it slightly roomward. To fix if} 
upper sash, either pull out the parting strip and plane it, or remajjj 
the sash entirely and pare the outside stop bead (which usually calf 
not be removed) with the chisel. When sticking is caused by 
sash’s swelling sideways, so that it binds on the pulley stiles, mf 
move the sash, plane the vertical edges, coat with linseed oil 
apply wax after the oil has dried. Never plane too much; othef 
wise the windows may rattle or admit a gale of icy air. | 

Sash cords, especially those on the bottom sash, may break 
stretch. Take out the sash, open the pocket cover and retrieve 
cord and weight. The new cord should be the same length as 
old one was originally. Run it over the pulley, double-knot it 
the weight and tie it into the mortise in the top of the sash. 


2. Replacing broken window panes requires but little skill. B 
since panes are removed from the outside, it is best to dismot 
the sash when you’re working out of reach of the ground: you mi 
fall out the window. First dispose of the broken glass, chip #if 
old putty loose, pull out the little metal triangles called glazie 
points, scrape the wood where the new glass is to rest and app 
linseed oil to act as a filler so that the oil in the putty will not 
absorbed. Measure all four sides of the opening and deduct 4 4” 
allow for expansion and unevenness of the wood, and get yop 
hardware dealer to cut a piece of glass of the right size. T 
spread a thin coat of putty on the groove in the sash, insert the mij} 
pane and drive in the glazier’s points. Roll the putty into stri 
the size of a pencil and press it into place. Smooth with a pul 
knife and remove all stains. Paint the putty when it has driff 
thoroughly. , Hk 


3. Fixing a door so it will open and close easily requires patienf} 
plus a certain amount of experimentation.

HE canopied four-poster bed is as American as George Washington, that 

inveterate sleeper in many beds, and we’re willing to wager many of the 
beds where he slept had canopies. Actually the canopy is far older, as old 
as the draughty mediaeval castles of France. The Louises tucked themselves 
into monumental beds each night, and safely in, pulled the curtains close 
round them so that no ill-humored night air might reach the royal lungs 
In England, too, damp airs were kept at bay by yards and yards of hand- 
some crewel work and Italian velvets and other exotic fabrics. But America 
made the tester bed peculiarly her own, and so we think of it today. €

With a great many Americans right now cherishing Colonial decoration 
as never before, the four poster with tester top is enormously in demand 
Because we love night air, hangings are pure decoration made of light fab 
rics, more often than not sheer. If there are side curtains they are vestigial 
reminders of an earlier day, designed to be kept looped back. Bright chintzes 
are repeated for hangings and spreads and often show up again at windows 
The effect is excellent. Or thin white testers are used over patchwork quilts) 
You may suit your fancy. Among the nicest canopies are the ones which are 
“netted.” The technique for making these is not hard to come by if you’ve a 
hand for fanciwork and the equipment required is only netting needles, upor 
which the thread is wound, mesh sticks to regulate the size of the meshes 
and knitting cotton, size 6 or 8. The tassels along the edge, sometimes called 
dancing girls, add great style. The finished whole is both light in appear 
ance and elegant. 

A woman we know rigged up a charming canopy for a four poster by 
the simple expedient of using a crocheted lace tablecloth on it. There is no 
limit to variations you can make and the prettiest are not necessarily expen 
sive. You can run the gamut from net to muslin, organdie, toile. Be sure -ofly 
that your material is washable, in key with the type of your bed and not over 
heavy for the proportions of the bedrom where it is to be.

MATTRESSE 


We watched them make 
the wherewithal for 
deep and sweet sleep 
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ERHAPS the thing you do most of, in 
your home, is sleep, and sleep, what- 
ever poets may say, is better on a well- 
sprung mattress than on a grassy bank. 
The twentieth century has, with character- 
istic scientific fervor, developed mat- 
tress making amazingly. No engineer ever 
studied possible stresses and strains on a 
bridge more thoroughly than bedding en- 
gineers have studied the problems of 
proper sleeping arrangements. 

After years of bewilderment as to the 
exact makeup of mattresses, we decided 
to see them made, to follow from process 
A to process Z. The two trips this in- 
volved were both clarifying and entertain- 
ing. The first took us, bright and early, 
down to the periphery of Elizabeth, New 
Jersey, to where Simmons assembles its 
mattresses.

Innerspring mattresses are built very

F A fifth of the “virtues healing” ascribed 

to the cabbage family since the reign of 
the Pharaohs could be authenticated, I’m 
sure we would eat nothing else and the 
medical profession would languish woefully. 
Practically since the dawn of history it has 
been considered specific against drunkenness, 
headache, deafness, ulcers, sleeplessness, sore 
throat and practically every other ill this 
flesh is heir to. Rome grew mighty on a diet 
of cabbage and even in Seventeenth Century 
England, the “good hus-wife” is advised to 
have cabbages in her garden at all times “for 
the relief of her familie; for besides food, 
she may comfort her people with them in 
times of sickness.” 

Instinct being what it is, that probably 
means that cabbage is still good for us. Cer- 
tainly it has other virtues. From October to 
April, this large and versatile family pro- 
vides us with our most plentiful and depend- 
able green vegetables. There is cabbage 
proper, in all its variations, red, Savoy, 
Chinese as well as green. There is kale, kohl- 
rabi, cauliflower and Brussels sprouts, not 
to mention broccoli, And each responds to a 
wide variety of treatments. 

Next to slaw, probably the most interna- 
tionally famous cabbage dish is Bortsch. I 
cannot give you the original Polish wonder 
—my only authenticated recipe makes just 
enough for forty people, and I haven't so 
far succeeded in reducing the quantity with- 
out altering the flavor. This recipe is simply 
a convenient domestic approximation which 
will neither call for a washboiler nor reduce 
your family to hunger striking. But I really

There are many reasons for luring birds to 
the garden during the winter months, my 
principal one is to bring motion into an 
area stilled in immobility. Having been 
forced to abandon the porch roof as a feed- 
ing station, besides a liberal planting of 
berried shrubs, canteens have been set up 
for the bird’s use in more out of the way 
places. One of the small trees had a tin 
guard put around the trunk, a flaring cap 
about 18” wide to keep marauders—even 
squirrels—from climbing up, and in the 
branches I fastened one of the Audubon 
reed and willow feeders, the last word in 
bird comfort, no cold wires for them to hit 
against. Then for the squirrels whose quick 
movements are always a pleasure to watch, 
orange boxes painted dark green are 
fastened endwise on poles and put out by 
the garage, as it is in the cupola of this 
erstwhile stable that they make their nests. 
The birds like these shelters too as the open- 
ings are wide enough to suit their rapid 
winging. The orange box idea came from a 
country place where many of the units were 
put around in the midst of white pines. Also 
from there I learned about stirring bread 
crumbs into the hot fat of bacon for bird 
rations.

For many years I have soaked Pine cones 
in chemicals to throw on the fire to make 
colored flames, and while they have been 
satisfactory they were much work to pre- 
pare. Recently a new scheme came to notice. 
To a bushel basket of sawdust, which I pro- 
cured at the lumber yard, 4 Ibs. of copper 
chloride were added and mixed thoroughly. 
A handful put on a briskly burning fire 
makes a nice blue flame which endures the 
length of time it takes to drink a cup of tea. 
The chemicals used for the Pine cones may 
be used on the sawdust: copper sulphate, 
greenish-blue; strontium nitrate, red; ba- 
rium nitrate, blue; calcium chloride, orange. 
From the same sawdust lady came the news

Whenever a certain group get together, one 
of the first questions is: How are your Beech 
leaves? These particular gardeners all read 
in an English garden book that autumn 
leaves could be kept at the height of their 
color by putting them in-.a solution of 
glycerine and water. (I think I have men- 
tioned the process in this column.) Results 
have been satisfactory over a period of 
weeks but not months or all winter. Now 
from another English source come more de- 
tailed directions which have been copied 
into notebooks. The leaves must be picked 
before turning brown, just as they begin to 
show yellow. Get pure glycerine from the 
chemist and not the commercial variety from 
the druggist. Only use enough water to 
make the glycerine less thick and sticky, 
about 1 part of water to 4 of glycerine. Split 
the stems of the branches a few inches up 
and put them in the solution immediately 
after picking. This authority says that the 
secret of success is the quick transference 
from tree to glycerine. Leave them there for 
a fortnight then plage them in any receptacle 
without water. The writer says they will 
remain in natural perfection for years. 
There is no guarantee on my part for this. 
But a few details are different. The imme- 


diate immersion after cutting the yellowing 
branches: and the small amount of water in 
the crude glycerine.

The pictures shown here were taken in mid-August, with Rose o |

pink Verbena still holding their own in borders. This Verbena ma 
be set out about the middle of May, potted and already starting ¢ 
season of bloom. Forget-Me-Nots were in blossom and even Phlo 
and Cosmos, despite the waning summer. 

There were annuals, too, of course—several varieties of Marigold; 
at their height and Zinnias adding their many hues to the color pat 
tern. There is probably no more dependable and satisfactory flowe 
in the garden. Masses of Chrysanthemums were preparing to add t¢ 
the display and to extend its beauty well into the autumn. The 
early Narcissus and Daffodils, Delphinium, Iris, Peonies and othe 
flowers which had long since passed were scarcely missed. 

Outside the formal beds were more flowers, equally colorful, an¢ 
shrubs and evergreens. The Dahlias beside the front entrance wer¢ 
filled with blossoms, grown unusually tall to reach toward the su 
on the southeasterly exposure. At their roots were the deep blues 
and purples of Pansies. Nasturtiums trailed from a garden wall ance 
Polyantha Roses flowered beside the steps leading down from the 
terrace. Myrtle spread a shiny green carpet at the roots of Junipers 
Mugho Pine, Arborvitae and Hemlock, keeping them moist with n¢ 
bare expanse of ground in evidence. , 

Mr. Thompson believes that a garden is not merely to be looke¢ 
at but lived in, that it should provide either cool retreats from the 
midsummer sun, or a glowing warmth against chill breezes, ol 
weather dictates. One of the shadowy places is beneath the Wis 
teria arbor, where a trencher table and benches are ready for outdoo 
meals or refreshment. Another is under the four Linden trees i 
the graveled court around the arbor, which will form a real canopy 
with another few seasons’ growth. 

White climbing Roses cover the retaining wall at this end of th 
garden. White and deep pink climbing Roses at either end of th 
pergola itself are in rich contrast with the purples of the Wisteria 
during early summer.

Dear H. B.: 

Writing you on December first a letter which 
you will not read until January (and then only 
under a February date-line) is a bit difficult.

TRY NUT TREES THIS YEAR 


BY HELEN VAN PELT WILSON AND H. GLEASON MATTOON 


UT trees are an inevitable en- 

thusiasm for gardeners gen- 
erally interested in trees and with 
space for selective plantings. Too 
often in the past the possession of 
a fine specimen has been acciden- 
tal, a stray seedling from a care- 


‘lessly dropped nut. This the owner 


has prized without knowing much 
about it and, surprisingly enough, 
without spraying or feeding a quan- 
tity of nuts has often appeared reg- 
ularly. 

So it was with a species English 
Walnut tree, a graceful lawn speci- 
men growing beside the open porch 
of my old home in New Jersey. I 
suppose it is now close to half a 
century old, yet I am sure it has 
never been sprayed or fed. Even so, 
for years it has produced quantities 
of nuts which have to be gathered 
fast to beat the alert squirrels, who 
also like them for winter eating. 
Only in the zero years of 733 and 
*34 was there trouble. Then deep 
frost cracks developed, but in time, 
miraculously enough, the tree cured 
itself. In this case both the pos- 
session of this English Walnut and 
its survival were a matter of luck. 

Today the interested gardener 
pursues a far more intelligent plan, 
since there are now available many 
varieties of nut trees to take the 
place of unreliable species. These 
varieties in most cases are note- 
worthy for landscape value as well 
as yield, which begins at 4 or 5 
yrs. and by the first decade is up 
to one-half to one full bushel. Fur- 
thermore, greater hardiness has 
been bred into them. In the case 
of the English or, more properly, 
Persian Walnut species, Juglans 
regia, for example, survival around 
Philadelphia is precarious, but the 
variety, Wiltz Mayette, budded or 
grafted on hardy Black Walnut 
stock, easily endures winters here 
and gives promises of holding its 
own much farther north; in fact; 
wherever the Sweet Cherry has 
proved reliable. Wiltz Mayette is a 
self-pollinator. An extremely beau- 
tiful lawn tree with handsome, 
frond-like foliage, it bears early 
while attaining its 50’ to 70’ height. 
To increase yield, a 50’ growing 
area is allowed each tree. Two 
yearly sprayings are, unfortunately, 
still necessary as a control for leaf 
blight. For one tree mix 1 lb. Bor- 
deaux mixture in 10 gals. water, 
add 2 tbsp. of nicotine sulphate. 
Apply just as the leaves reach their 
full size and repeat 3 weeks later. 

Such spraying, required by the 
English, is not necessary for the

Oil-Fired Boiler (5). Available 
in five sizes for houses of up to 
eight rooms is a new line of Pre- 
mier steel boilers (National Radi- 
ator Co., 221 Central Ave., Johns- 
town, Pa.). The boilers can be 
connected with any oil burner or 
delivered as a complete unit. 
Twisted steel spinners in the hori- 
zontal tubes through which the 
gases pass cause the gases to 
scrub against the tube walls, thus 
assuring maximum use of the 
heat. A submerged domestic hot- 
water coil is standard equipment. 


Overhead Garage Door (6). Effi- 
cient, inexpensive and light-weight 
are the best descriptive words for 
the Uni-rol garage door (Farley 
& Loetscher Mfg. Co., Dubuque, 
Iowa). The balance is so good 
that no strength is required to 
open or close the door. When you 
lift, it automatically swings up 
and over, powered by two strong 
springs, and rests overhead com- 
pletely inside the garage out of 
the weather. It can be operated 
and locked or unlocked from in- 
side or out. It is shipped pre-fit, 
requires only a few inches of 
headroom and sideroom. 


Air Conditioner (7). This large 
machine is a complete coal-fired 
winter air conditioning plant (An- 
chor Stove & Range Co., New 
Albany, Ind.). In the middle is 
the furnace, with a_ brick-lined 
fire pot and a built-in clinker pan. 
In the foreground is the under- 
feed coal stoker; in the _ back- 
ground, the blower-filter compart- 
ment. To permit more flexible 
installation, the blower-filter com- 





partment can be attached to either 
side. Standard equipment includes 
a full set of controls, an auto- 
matic humidifier and three Fiber- 
glas filters. 


Copper-Covered Building Paper 
is the answer to many home build- 
ing problems. It can be used as 
a termite barrier, for flashing, 
damp coursing, etc. The material 
is known as Copper Armored 
Sisalkraft (Sisalkraft Co., 205 W. 
Wacker Dr., Chicago) and it con- 
sists of a continuous sheet of pure 
hole-free copper glued to the 
familiar Sisalkraft paper. It comes 
in rolls 120’ long, from 10” to 
60” wide and in three weights. 


Stainless-Steel Roof Drainage— 
gutters, leaders and flashing—is 
just beginning to gain wide ac- 
ceptance. According to the maker 
(American Rolling Mill Co., Mid- 
dletown, Ohio), it should last in- 
definitely, is decidedly economical 
in cost-per-year service. Since it 
is rustless and stainless, there is 
no patina to wash off and discolor 
adjacent building areas. Being of 
a soft, neutral tone, it will blend 
with any color scheme. It may, 
however, be painted, because it 
makes an excellent base for paint 
and there is no danger of under- 
coat corrosion. It is exceptionally 
strong, resists sagging under 
weights, cracking under expan- 
sion or contraction. 


Underwater Paint. Even though 
your basement walls are dripping 
wet, Paint-Point Corp. (275 Pas- 
saic St., Newark, N. J.) claims 
that this new paint will cover 
them. There is no need of drying 
the surface; just brush on the 
paint, which will not mix with 
either water or oil, and you have 
a good, firm job. The paint may 
be applied to brick, concrete, cin- 
der block or wall boards.

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TRY NUT TREES THIS YEAR

smaller landscape tree is wanted. 
It grows to 30’ and produces nuts 
shaped more like a heart than a 
Walnut. The foliage has a lush, 
tropical appearance, the complete 
leaf measuring 30% and the leaflets 
8” to 10” each. An ornamental 
specimen, the Heartnut is also an 
excellent bearer with 10 to 15 nuts 
in a cluster. An extremely rapid 
grower, it produces at 8 to 10 yrs. 
a bushel of rich, Butternut-flavored 
nuts. A little harder to propagate 
than other nut trees, it is neces- 
sarily more expensive. 

The particular prize among nut 
trees is, of course, the Northern 
Pecan, since Pecans until recently 
proved far too tender for planting 
in New York and Philadelphia gar- 
dens. Not so thin shelled as the 
Southern Pecans, these newer va- 
rieties of Carya will produce a 
half bushel at 10 yrs. and 8 to 10 
bushels at 25 yrs. A growing sea- 
son of nearly 7 months is, however, 
essential. Where frost occurs before 
October 15, even the Northern 
Pecan varieties are risky, since the 
fruit will not mature. 

Pecans reach up to 100’ high and 
produce better when allowed a 50’ 
to 70’ area each. The variety But- 
terick produces the thinnest shelled 
as well as one of the largest nuts 
of the northern kinds. Since the 
Pecans are self-pollinating, only 
this one variety need be planted, 
but where more are wanted, Green- 
river, Indiana, and Posey are all 
fine. 

The Hicans, natural crosses of 
Hickory and Pecan, developed 
about 20 yrs. ago for the purpose 
of combining in one nut the flavor 
and hardiness of the Hickory with 
the thin shell of the Pecan, grow 
90’ to 100’ and are now available 
in a number of good varieties. 
These are particularly recom- 
mended for planting in southern 
New England. Of great ornamental 
value, the Burlington, sometimes 
labeled Marquardt, is a_ rapid 
grower, prettier than the Hickory, 
and with nuts every bit as good as 
the Pecan. The variety Pleas, really 
a Hickory and Bitternut (Carya 
cordiformis) cross, might also be 
included for glossy foliage and 
large nuts. 

The Filberts or Hazels (Corylus) 
are shrubs rather than trees, and 
hence have a special value for those 
who want nutbearers, but lack the 
space for trees. They may, however, 
be pruned to a single stem, and 
will then grow to 18’. Their par- 
ticular use is in the wide shrubbery 
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border, where they are 
apart, or in a row where, p |

The blurring to which you refer is a 
result of excessive reverberation. This 
means that the sound waves striking 
the walls, ceiling and floor keep bounc- 
ing back and forth, remaining “alive” 
and audible for so long a time that 
they overlap succeeding sounds. The 
remedy is to introduce into the room 
surface materials that will absorb the 
sound, rather than reflect it. This must 
not be overdone—a certain amount of 
reverberation is desirable, giving tone 
and fullness to sounds. All the mate- 
rials you describe are hard-surfaced and 
dense, so that they reflect a large per- 
centage of the sound striking them and 
absorb very little. Good sound absorb- 
ing materials are porous, and usually 


_ soft. Sound enters the tiny air passages, 
is converted into heat energy by friction 


and loses its identity as sound. Rugs, 
draperies, upholstery fabrics and peo- 
ple (bodies, clothes, hair) are splendid 
sound absorbers. Also there are a great 
variety of fiber boards, cork boards, 
plaster boards, plasters and tiles made 
expressly for such acoustic correction. 
Among them you will be sure to find 
something that will suit your decora- 
tive scheme. In applying these mate- 
rials, see that the more fragile ones are 
used on the ceiling, rather than on 
the walls where damage from contact 
is more likely. In most cases, ceiling 
treatment alone is adequate, since al- 
most every sound wave reaches the 
ceiling on its second or third bounce 
at most. Besides, the ceiling is the 
largest unobstructed reflecting surface.

Some 4” and 6” cast-iron soil and drain 
pipe has been delivered for use in our 
new home. The pipe is coated with rust. 
Is this all right? 


ANSWERS BY EUGENE RASKIN, A. 


Yes. These pipes have so large an open- 
ing that the tiny reduction caused by 
the rust coating makes no difference in 
efficiency. The rust itself protects the 
pipe against further rusting, just as a 
layer of oxide paint would. If the rust 
is merely a thin surface coating, you 
need have no fears about accepting it. 
Of course, if the rust is deep and flaky, 
reject the pipe immediately.

Is it possible to alter our steam-heating 
system in such a way as to permit us to 
close one wing of the house? If so, how 
is it done?

You could, of course, merely close each 
radiator in the wing by hand. This 
would mean, however, a certain fuel 
waste, because steam would still travel 
into the supply pipes leading to the 
radiators. Also there would be a real 
danger of freezing in any water lines 
that may happen to run through the 
wing, unless that entire portion of the 
plumbing system could be shut off and 
drained. This is not always practicable. 
Another way would be to put a shut- 
off valve into the steam supply line lead- 
ing to the wing to be closed. This 
method solves the question of steam 
waste, but leaves the problem of freezing 
untouched. Neither of the methods, for 
that matter takes account of the heat- 
loss condition that would exist between 
the cold wing and the balance of the 
house. Since the separating walls are 
interior ones, they are not likely to be 
insulated, and the resulting effect may 
be more than unpleasant. The best 
course for you would be a compromise 


one that uses some fuel, but may prove’ 


to be the most economical in that you 
won't have to alter the plumbing system 
or insulate the separating wall. Where 
the steam supply line enters the wing in 
question, install a zone valve. This reg- 
ulates the flow of steam into the wing 
independently of the balance of the 


house, and is controlled by its own 
thermostat located in the shut-down 
wing. If this thermostat is set at 40° 
to 50° F. there will be neither a freez- 
ing nor an insulating problem. The ad- 
ditional fuel cost will be slight, since 
the heating load is negligible.

We want to stain some white pine to a 
sort of maple shade, but when we try 
the stain on a sample piece of the wood, 
the grain comes out much too strongly. 
How can this be avoided? 


Any liquid application will tend to ac- 
centuate the grain, because it settles in 
the spaces between the fibers. A friend 
of ours solved just this problem quite 
successfully by putting the stain not on 
the wood, but into some clear wax in 
paste form. The result was colored wax, 
which went on smoothly and gave the 
desired effect.

In the first place, the wall separating 
the garage from the house proper should 
be of fire-resisting construction: brick, 
hollow tile, cinder block, gypsum block 
or the like. If it must be of wood studs, 
cover the studs with asbestos board or 
plaster on metal lath. Your local build- 
ing code, by the way, may contain spe- 
cific requirements in this respect, with 
which your compliance is mandatory. 
The ceiling of the garage should be 
similarly protected—-cement plaster on 
metal lath is recommended. If there is 
a connecting door to the house proper, 
it should be equipped with a self-closing 
spring or other device and should be 
covered with metal, at least on the 
garage side.

Freighters from Liberia sail up 
the deep bite of water which forms 
Fall River’s harbor and deposit 
their cargoes at a dock swept with 
salty winds from the sea. They 
have brought across the seas latex, 
the milk of the rubber tree, to the 
factory which Firestone calls its 
Airtex division. Milk is a poor 
name for the lovely stuff. It’s more 
like whipped cream. 

Immensely vital in this new 
enterprise are the _ laboratories. 
There’s a whole line of them, their 
tall old windows commanding a 
sweeping view of water lashed to 
white caps by the wind. The inside 
of the factory is tranquil by com- 
parison. Latex is poured into tanks 
where agents for making it “jell” 
and for keeping it white, are added 
and mixed in. You notice the clean 
smell of ammonia, but none of 
rubber, and are told that what you 
always thought was rubber smell 
is something added in certain manu- 
facturing processes, but never for 
mattresses or upholstery. 

The secret of this new kind of 
mattress is that it is a combination 
of latex and myriad, infinitely tiny 
air bubbles. The whipped cream is 
therefore aerated before it is

amount is poured into a shining 
metal bowl, perhaps 3 feet in di- 
ameter at the top. At the bottom 
it tapers down, and when empty 
you can see that at the base there 
is a round of pin holes. A tube, 
running into the underside, forces 
compressed air through these, the 
air which will make .the latex 
foamy. To distribute it and bring 
the mixture to frothing point, the 
biggest egg beater you ever saw, 
power driven, of course, is plunged 
into the top. The air shoots in, the 
beater whips merrily. The workman 
knows that his meringue is just 
right when it reaches a specified 
height in the container. 

Now comes a tense minute. This 
marshmallow whip must be poured 
instantly or it will start to jell and 
all will be wasted. Big aluminum 
molds lie ready for the baking, and 
like baking pans, they are well 
greased, so the mattress you’re 
about to see cooked won't stick 
when it comes time to lift it out. 
The top of the mold, with knobs 
sticking out of it in geometric ar- 
rangement to make the _honey- 
combed side of the mattress which 
will later be underneath, hangs by 
overhead. The workman 
swings it into position over the 
mold as soon as he’s finished filling 
it exactly to the top, and after even- 
ing off the surface with a sort of 
dust pan, lowers it to form a lid. 
Then he releases the chains with

The 
mattress is laid out on a flat, un- 
yielding surface and a disc is 
forced down on it which is hooked 
up with a dial on which a hand 
registers the density. Every single 
piece of latex molded in the mill 
is tested this way, must meet a 
specific requirement. Like the cake 
you bake, latex may fall in the 
cooking, but, unlike a cake, will 
generally fall in a small area only. 
This can be cut out and a small 
perfect piece patched in. This, too, 
is done in the inspection depart. 
ment, and by hand, using a special 
adhesive to make it stick. An emery 
buffs the edges and girls attach ad- 
hesive tape all around. In the case— 
of ordinary mattresses these serve 
both to bind edges and attach them 
to the cover. For hospital and like 
mattresses, where the cover must 
be frequently removed for disin- 
fecting, the tape is merely an edge

Salade de Chou Rouge 

Cut the ribs and heavy stems 
from 1 small head of red ecab- 
bage and shred the leaves fine. 
Melt 4 tablespoons of butter and 
in it sauté for a moment % clove 
of garlic. Remove the garlic, add 
two tablespoons of red wine vine- 
gar and salt and pepper to taste. 
When this is hot, put in the red 
cabbage and let it simmer slowly 
till tender. Cool slightly, stir in 
the yolks of 2 eggs, return to a 
gentle fire while the eggs thicken 
and serve either hot or cold. 

Also for the hors d’oeuvre tray,

Western Slaw 

Shred 1 small head of cabbage, 
chop 2 tart apples and mince 1 
onion and 2 pimientos. Mix them 
all together. Make a cream dress- 
ing for them by rubbing 3 hard- 
boiled egg yolks to a smooth paste 
with %4 teaspoon of salt, 1 tea- 
spoon of dry mustard, 1 table- 
spoon of melted butter and 
eup of vinegar. Then fold in % 
eup of cream whipped stiff. Gar- 
nish with the chopped whites of 
eggs and fine-chopped parsley. 


Dutch Cabbage 

Mince fine 1 small red cabbage, 
4 tart apples and 2 onions. Sea- 
son with nutmeg, pepper, salt, 1 
tablespoon of sugar and 1 table- 
spoon of minced parsley. Heat a 
couple of tablespoons of butter 
in a heavy covered frying pan and 
put the vegetables in, covered, for 
10 mins. or so to “sweat”. Then 
add 2 cups of dry red wine and 
let it cook gently over a low fire 
till the cabbage is tender. Before 
serving sprinkle with 1 tablespoon 
of lemon juice and stir in 2 table- 
spoons of fresh butter. 

The Chinese or celery cabbage 
is an odd-looking long head. 
blanched and ruffled of teaf. In 
flavor, as its name suggests, it 1s 
a mid-point between celery and 
cabbage.

Melt 4 tablespoons of but- 
ter, roll the cauliflower around in 
it and then let it cook gently, cov- 
ered, for 15 to 20 minutes, turn- 
ing occasionally. It should get 
delicately golden, but not cooked 


sufficiently to darken or dry out. 

Or swipe the cauliflower from an 
Italian Fritto Misto—parboil it, dip 
it floret by floret in a thin batter 
and fry it in deep fat. This is de- 
licious as a main vegetable with- 


out any sauce.

Lay in sprigs of cauli- 
flower, add more sauce and go on 
this way till the mold is filled. 
Stand it in a pan half filled with 
boiling water, cover with well- 
buttered paper and bake in a 
moderate oven for 1 hr. Unmold 
onto a hot dish and serve. 
Brussels sprouts, the doll-size 
cabbage, can obviously be treated 
in all the same way you found sue- 
cessful for its coarser elder sister, 
or the Cinderella of the family, the 
cauliflower. There are just two 
dishes I know for which it holds 
a clear-cut majority, practically a 
mandate.

F THIS is your first skiing winter and you are still rather nervously

The snowshoes came into use again 
today for two purposes: to refasten 
one of the climbing Roses that had 
been torn loose from its lattice dur- 
ing the night, and to gather for 
forcing a few branches of the ever- 
green Honeysuckle, Lonicera fra- 
grantissima.

This query came the other day: 
Is it true that it is harmful to use 
flower pots over again and is their 
usefulness over after one year? 
The answer is that a flower pot 
may be used for many years but 
that it must always be cleaned well 
between each employment. There 
are definite reasons for this. Pos- 
sible soil infection may have been 
left over in clinging particles; ten- 
der roots do not circulate freely 
around the pot if they have to con- 
tend with remnants of soil left over 
by a previous occupant. Also a 
plant will stick to a dirty pot and 
not slip easily out of its mooring. 
This point is especially to be taken 
into account in watching the root 
growths of forced bulbs, when the 
pot is gently inverted and the mass 
eased out of the container. If the 
green scum that forms on the out- 
side of the pot is objected to, scrub 
it off with water into which a table- 
spoon or so of ammonia, the house- 
hold variety, has been poured, plus 
a few drops of carbonate of cop- 
per. All such chemicals are to be 
procured at either drug or paint 
stores. New flower pots need soak- 
ing and drying before use, other- 
wise they will absorb all the mois- 
ture from the soil and the plant 
suffers in consequence. Pots that 
have been washed or soaked should 
never be used while wet for the 
same reason. That does not mean 
when scrubbing the outside, but 
even then I always wipe the clay 
as dry as possible.

In my eagerness to bring in some- 
thing from the garden each month 
of the year, I cut long sprays of 
Vinca which has come out from 
under the snow, green and in good 
condition.

Squash, Yankee Hybrid Straight- 
neck: <A first-generation hybrid 
raised at the Connecticut State 
Agricultural Experiment Station;

ties which it resembles; comes into 
full bearing more quickly. 

Tomato, Victor: A cross be- 
tween Redskin or Allred and 
Break O’Day, developed at Mich- 
igan State College, vigorous, ex- 
tra early, uniform scarlet color, 
running to rather small vines 
which may be planted closer than 
other sorts.

So much for medals. These five 
vegetables will probably be fea- 
tured in most of the seedsmen’s 
lists. But not to the exclusion of 
proprietary specialties or local in- 
‘novations. Individuality remains in 
the seed business. A letter from 
‘Burpee’s in Philadelphia, for ex- 
ample, mentions the Tender Pod 
bean, introduced by them, as well 
as the Fordhook pepper which 
on a bronze medal last season, 
but goes on to tell proudly about 
other desirable items not entered 
in the All-America trials. These 
linclude the squash Royal Acorn 
(a family-size version of the ex- 
tremely popular Des Moines or 
able Queen, about twice as large 
as the familiar type) and some- 
thing called Rhubarb Chard. This 
last, to judge by advance descrip- 
tion, sounds like a new variant of 
he old Burbank Rainbow chard, 
hich I personally have always 
felt to be the sweetest and most 
flavorsome of its species.

The house of Joseph Harris, in 
Coldwater, N. Y., plans to feature 
especially two of the All-America 
novelties, the Victor tomato and 
the Yankee Hybrid squash, but 
links with these a new hybrid corn, 
North Star, developed on the Har- 
ris farms, and a new Brussels 
sprouts, Catskill, which produces 
sprouts in firm, regular abundance. 

And going west of the Alle- 
ghanies, I quote a final batch 
of selections from L. L. Olds in 
Madison, Wis. Despite the fact 
that much discussion and a good 
deal of publicity will be devoted 
to the All-America trials, Olds will 
not list any 1941 choices among 
their new vegetables. They have 
found from past experience, they 
report, that some items may not 
be adapted to their mid-western 
growing season, and they make it 
a practice to check all such intro- 
ductions a second year _ before 
cataloguing them. Their new list 
will pay special attention to Plen- 
tiful snap beans (a 1939 cross 
between Bountiful and Surecrop 
Wax which is becoming firmly es- 
tablished); Deepheart Fringed 
endive, which is deeply cut, curly, 
and has a natural heading ten- 
dency; Pontiac hybrid corn, a 
white hybrid adapted to mid-west- 
ern growing conditions; and the 
Dickinson pumpkin. This _ last- 
named was developed at Purdue 
University for heavy yield and ab- 
solutely uniform color and texture. 
It is notably resistant to insect 
pests. Olds will also stress the ad- 
vantages of the edible soy bean 
Bansei, a second-early, maturing 
well in the north, of medium 
height, and very prolific. 

Which brings us right back to 
the soy bean, an oriental visitor 
who knows no quotas and has set- 
tled down to stay. I had hoped 
there would be space to introduce 
him with proper ceremony this 
month, but he will have to wait 
on the doorstep for another issue.

SHRUB FORCING INDOORS 


BY MRS. JAY CLARK, JR. 


HEN ice and frozen 

ground and biting winds are 
out of doors, it is possible to start 
spring in the house by producing 
conditions which have as results 
the appearance of soft green leaves 
and delicate blossoms. Such assets 
are within the reach of all who 
have access to any of the early 
blooming shrubs and are willing to 
follow a few varying methods for 
the different varieties obtainable. 
A quick start now is advisable, for 
there is little sense in delaying the 
matter until the blooms in the 
house are only a repetition of what 


snow, 


is appearing outdoors. The end of 
January and the first of February 
are the approved times and if the 
task is continuous, bloom will 
spread over the weeks that must 
elapse before the garden springs 
into life. The first branches cut 
will take the longest for visible 
results, as the nearer the restless 
days of returning life the quicker 
the appearance of leaf and blossom, 
and the same maturing character- 
istics will be observed indoors as 
out—the early varieties being the 
first to come into flower. Thus to 
secure a succession of bloom it is 


necessary only to cut the twigs. 


Procedure. Take sprays that have 
an abundance of flower buds, a 
simple matter with any of the 
the Quinces or 
Azaleas, or the Pussy Willows; for 


fruiting trees, 
the others, a guess and the aver- 
ages of chance will usually pro- 
vide hoped-for conditions. Cut the 
shoots to lengths of from 18” to 3’, 
according to the habits of growth 
of the specimen. There should be 
no ruthless slashing of canes, but 
rather a thinning out, a mid-winter 
pruning, if well 
budded are quite as satisfactory as 
the larger ones. In fact look for 
fallen branches, wind torn or snow

for an inch or two from the bottom 
of each stalk or cut the end on a 
sharp slant to give extra chance for 
water absorption. Put the branches 
in a receptacle deep enough to 
cover a good proportion of the 
stem and if the vase or bowl is 
glass, to admit the light and sun 
rays, the process is shortened. Let 
them now have light until the buds 
begin to swell, and then place in 
a bright sunny place. Charcoal in 
the water keeps it clear, and in re- 
filling the receptacle use water of 
the same tepidity rather than cold. 


Special Needs. Pussy Willows are 
easy to force, either the Salix dis- 
color, the one found in cultivation 
with large buds and pink and white 
tinges, or the wild species grow- 
ing in swampy places. Remove the 
husk which covers each bud to 
hasten the process, and when the 
gray velvet Pussies are fully de- 
veloped they will last better if 
taken from the water and put in 
dry vases. However if left in mois- 
ture the roots develop and Pussy 
Willows thus treated may be 
planted outdoors when they will 
often, not always, grow readily. 
Forsythia is probably the most used 
as no 
other variety seems to carry such 
its 


of any shrub for forcing, 
a mass of flowers all over 
branches for so long a period. Cut 
from the bush with long slanting 
sweeps, give plenty of water in not 
too warm a place, and if possible 
spray several times daily with tepid 
water until the flowers begin to 
open. The same effect may be 
gained by daily immersions in the 
tub. Various types of Forsythia 
respond differently. F. suspensa, as 
in the garden is in long drooping 
sprays with scattered flowers; F. 
bunches the blooms 
along the stems in compact man- 
ner, and the F. viridissima holds 
golden bells erect on stiffiish stems.

The Rules for Growing the Boy- 
senberry. Two years or so ago a 
new berry appeared in the lists, 
said to be a cross between the 
blackberry, the red raspberry and 
the loganberry, resembling in ap- 
pearance the first, tasting like the 
second, with the added sharp tang 
in flavor of the third. Named for 
its originator Mr. Rudolph Boysen 
of Anaheim, Cal., this tantalizing 
shrub has been a problem for grow- 
ers in cold climates. Now success- 
ful gardeners in Michigan and New 
York with zero memories to aid 
them, give the suggestions around 
which they have built their success. 
Plant only genuine Boysenberry 
plants, not the Youngberry some- 
times offered under the wrong 
name, in April, May and June. Pre- 
pare the soil with plenty of humus, 
the earth may be either heavy or 
light provided it is not alkaline. 
Have the hole sufficiently large to 
take care of the root system with- 
out crowding. Do not plant deeply 
as these bushes are shallow rooted. 
Give one feeding of a complete 
plant food the first season, six 
weeks after putting them in the 
ground. Let the canes lie on the 
ground the first season, and mulch 
well for winter. Remove this mulch 
layer by layer in the spring, feed 
the plants and train up on a trellis, 
weaving the vine-like canes in and 
out. No deep cultivation to disturb 
roots near the surface. As the plant 
matures it is advisable to spray 
when dormant with a miscible oil 
or a lime sulphur material. 


American Iris Society Findings. 
One of the pleasant myths or ex- 
ploded theories concerns the long 
prevalent idea that the proper way 
to plant Iris is to place them in the 
ground as “a duck would swim”. 
That is to have the back of the 
rhizome out of the earth. The Iris 
Society has issued a pronounce- 
ment, gained from the opinions of 
expert growers of the Iris in vari- 
ous sections of the country. The 
section of the country from which 
the advices came tempers the opin- 
ions. Where summers are hot and 
dry in the middle-West, the duck 
method is especially condemned. 
As to the exact depth to plant, the 
soil character makes a difference, 
clay demands shallower planting, 
but even then the rhizomes should 
be completely covered. In percent- 
ages the growers lined up as fol- 
lows: 20 per cent favored setting 
the tops of the rhizomes level with 
the surface of the soil, 40 per cent 
for covering with %4”, and 27 per 
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cent preferred 4%” cover. The other 
13 per cent advocated 1” or more 
deep for the roots. The time for 
planting did not allow of much con- 
troversy—June, July, August and 
September, not earlier or later for 
uniformly good results.

yer yourself, of course, have no idea of collecting masterpieces—or have you? I never can 

tell. A few weeks ago our daughter Barbara, aged thirteen, took up painting in an en- 
thusiastic way. But she ran into technical difficulties, difficulties of composition, of color ar- 
rangement, of brush technique and all that. Since I haven’t worked in oils for years, I was 
not much help. So Barbara thought it would be a good idea to go to the Metropolitan Museum 
to see if we could learn how the old masters solved these same problems.

As we were 
going down the steps, she turned to me and said, “Dad I’m going to collect masterpieces too!” 
I pointed out that the old masterpieces were so rare that very few could afford to buy them 
and even good contemporary paintings were way beyond her allowance. But she was not de- 
terred. “I know,” she said, “but I feel as though I own some of those we saw today, even 
if I can’t take them home to hang up. I can see what they look like in my mind, and if I 
forget, I can come back and next time [ll remember more to take home in my head. I guess 
I'll collect masterpieces that way.” 

So she is collecting that way, developing an appreciation of the beautiful, storing up a fund 
of beauty which will always be hers to enjoy, come what may. And, through her own attempts 
at actual painting, she knows from experience the limitations, the problems, the joys, and 
the disappointments common to all creative work. By both obsérvation and experiment she is 
enriching her iife with an intimate understanding of line and form, pattern and color, pro- 
portion and balance. Such a deep-rooted appreciation will be a source of untold personal joy 
to her. She is in the truest sense “collecting masterpieces” and doing it simply, naturally and 
just for the fun of it. It is the true amateur spirit at its best. It is the same spirit that imbued 
the greatest collectors and connoisseurs. 

It is never too late for us to begin to “collect masterpieces” for the joy of it ourselves— 
it requires only an eager mind and a sensitive and sincere spirit. It is not then difficult to 
develop our capacity for the enjoyment of beauty in masterpieces or in the simple utensils

I Hemodeled Mi Hous

HERE comes a time when you feel you have to move. You want

We solved the prob- 
by repairing the dam and running a flume to a small wheel- 
use which we built down stream. There we installed a water wheel 
nnected by a drive belt to a 3 kilowatt generator. The cost was 
vall, but the electricity generated was enough to run the house 
hts, refrigerator, water pump and power saw. 
‘After we had installed a bathroom on the first floor of the house, 
mning water in the kitchen (it is now the dining room) and hose 
nnections in the garden, we put in a septic tank.

| The old house was in bad repair, 
faced a road. The Forsters gave 
it a new roof, clapboards as 
needed, paint and nicer grounds 
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Several years after they bought this 
Connecticut farmhouse, the Forsters 
built a lake in a nearby valley. This 
became such a favorite haunt that 
they eventually moved the main block 
and kitchen wing of the house a half 
mile across country to the lake 
shore. They then added the covered 
porch and garage-bedroom wing 


water supply, this was located on sloping ground about 100’ from 
the well, and at a lower level. 

The foundation walls and chimney base had been well constructed. 
To put them in first-class condition, we needed only to point up the 
joints between the stones with cement mortar. With the chimney, 
however, we took special care, sealing it with cement in order to 
prevent sparks from leaking through. I knew of too many old houses 
which had burned down because the owners had failed to notice 
that settlement had caused cracks through which fire might leak, 
or that wood framing members had been built into the chimney, 
or that there was no flue lining and the rough bricks or stones had 
become encrusted with carbon. 

Two sections of the house sills were in a state of decay—tech- 
nically “dry rot”, which results from constant-alternate soaking and 
drying, or in some cases (though not in this), from contact with 
the ground. These were replaced with new sills which had been 
given a good coat of creosote preservative. (Luckily, my poking 
into the timbers with a knife failed to disclose the soft powdery

One of the first things the Forsters did was to install the bathroom on the first 
floor.

wood which would have indicated termites. Nor did I discover any rottei 
timbers in the attic, where leaks may occur because of inadequate flashing. 

Some of the clapboards on the south side of the house were cracked anc 
loose. We replaced them. The holes which squirrels had gnawed in the cor 
nice were plugged, the window sash were adjusted so they would slide easil 
yet fit tightly enough to keep out the weather, storm windows were mad 
for the downstairs windows, new roof shingles were substituted for thos 
which were loose or warped. Finally, the whole exterior was given a coa 
of first-grade white paint. 

The work shop we started in the barn quickly grew in importance as th 
days went by, and soon the power saw was working overtime. One of th 
first things it helped to accomplish was the restoration of the nondescrip 
living room. 

Wandering through the countryside one day, I happened upon a smal 
country church which was being dismantled. It was an opportunity not t 
be missed: old buildings produce a wealth of fine building materials whic 
can be bought for a song and used to give atmosphere, besides the necessar 
structural strength, to new or remodeled houses. So I bought up the chure 
doors, wide pine boards and sound oak timbers. 

We then removed the plaster on the walls and ceilings of the living rool 
and went to work. Insulating board was applied on the inside of the thil 
exterior walls. The ceiling, which had a 4” sag, was reinforced with thr 


of the oak timbers and replastered. The walls were covered with the sand 


and waxed pine boards in which we cut a feather edge. Old oak floor board 
were laid over the original floor. New stairs—made of the church lumbe 
—were built to the second floor. And winter evenings we spent in carv in 
and painting a delicate cornice mold. 

By this time—1932—we were fed up with the kitchen, which was a mak 
shift at best. So we designed and built an entire new wing out of the o 
and new lumber we had gradually accumulated. This had plenty of a 
boards and storage closets, a chimney with a proper flue for a wood-burnin 
range and sufficient space for an auxiliary electric range. 

The house was now livable, but by no means perfect. The dining rooj 
and bedrooms cried for attention. Again an old building—a house coi 
demned to make way for a reservoir and sold to us for $200—came to 
rescue. It was replete with interesting paneling, which we altered and fitt 
into the dining room. The bedrooms we insulated, papered and painted. 

Still later, as protection against fire, we oebeaeee the wood-shingled ro¢ 
with slate shingles. And we built a graceful “eyebrow” over the frol 
entrance. 

As the date of the kitchen building indicates, all this work had take 
time. Five years of it. We had been far from idle outside the house. 

The high plateau behind the house ran 600’ south, then terminate 
abruptly in a steep fifty-foot drop. One moonlight night as I stood on 
bluff, it seemed to me that the heavy mist which had settled in the mars 
meadow was a large body of water. The thought flashed through my min 
Why not dam the stream where it enters the woods at the foot of the mead 





and make a lake? 

A survey proved that the lake, if built, would be a mile long by so 
500’ wide—plenty large enough for sailing, and deep enough for swimmi 
and diving. An engineer reported that the dake would never run dry becat 


meadow was alive with springs and had 9 square miles of watershed. 
ere was, therefore, nothing more to worry about. The dam was built and 
> lake became a fact. 
The experience proved to be a thrilling one. And the lake was enchant- 
x. As the years went by and the new highway encroached upon our privacy, 
inspired us to move our house nearer the water. 
The site we selected on the east shore atop a fairly steep bank commanded 
sweeping view of the lake. We excavated and built a foundation and two 
imney bases the exact size of the foundation of the house (including the 
chen wing but not the unwanted woodshed). We then cut holes in the old 
ndation walls and through them slipped large timbers, the tops of which 
re caught directly under the sills at the narrow side of the house. Under 
d at right angles to these timbers, we inserted another row of timbers 
full length of the house. With jacks we then raised the house off its 
indation, cribbed it up and laid a track of timbers. A winch installed on 
ruck began to pull, and the house moved slowly toward its new location. 
Moving a house is not a difficult job. Nor is it expensive. Our house moy- 
x was probably more tedious than the average, because we couldn’t even 
low a road. Instead we went a half mile across country, frequently cutting 
x way through the woods. In spite of this, the job did not cost a great 
al. The only damage was a few plaster cracks in the kitchen ceiling; noth- 
» else was broken—neither the dishes which we left in the cabinets, nor 
pictures and small breakables which we stacked on the floor. And most 
portant of all—when we reached our journey’s end, the house slid per- 
tly into place over the new foundation and chimney bases. 
ar from stunting the growth of the house, the move to the lakeside con- 
buted further to its development. We now found that we needed a two-car 
age, preferably one which was attached to the house. So we extended the 
hen wing. Since the ground falls away in this direction, the garage is 
a level with and connected to the basement (in which, incidentally, we 
talled an oil-fired winter air conditioning system). Above it and accessible 
the kitchen via a covered porch is a large and well-closeted bedroom. 
On the second floor, the original and impractical arrangement of the rooms 
S growing more and more irritating. There just weren't enough bedrooms.

OU may say, “That’s like asking when the 8:15 leaves Union 
Station. It costs $10,000. Of course. . . .” 

Well, maybe it does and maybe it doesn’t. Some people—a lucky 
few—are smart. They set out to build a home—house and lot— 
costing $10,000; when they move in and examine their bank ac- 
count, they find they have actually spent only $10,000. And as the 
years roll by, they realize that they own a home which is giving 
them $10,000 worth of excellent service. 

Other people—the great majority—are less fortunate. They set out 
with firm intentions not to spend more than $10,000 on their home; 
they wind up in debt to the tune of $100 or even $10,000. Their 
budget wasn’t complete or accurate, and they have exceeded it. And 
from the very start, their house is expensive to keep up. 

If you will study this business of home building carefully, you 
will soon see that it entails two considerations: You must think of 
the cost of building your home. You must think of the yearly cost 
of living in your home over a period of years. Obviously, you want 
to be one of the lucky few who stays within his building budget 
and spends the least possible money on operation and maintenance. 
This isn’t difficult to do if you will keep your eyes open and play 
your hand cautiously. 

First, you must remember to include in your original estimates 
of first cost the extra expenses which are neither mentioned in the 
specifications nor covered by the general building contract. Second, 
you must build with an eye to the future; you must make up your 
mind to spend money in order to save money in the years to come. 
Let’s look into these problems more fully: 


Remember the Extra Expenses. On moving into your new home, 
if you find that your books show a deficit, that your home cost 
more to build that you expected, blame it on those extra expenses 
you forgot to account for. They have an insidious way of adding 
up and up until a $10,000 home turns into a $12,000 home. 

It is hard to understand where these extras suddenly appear from. 
You thought, when your architect told you your house would cost 


$10,000 to build, that that was that. There was nothing more to 
worry about. You would stay within your budget. And now you 
discover that this was all a pipe dream. “Where,” you ask your- 
self, “did my money go?”

Land. It’s hardly likely that you will fail to include the cost of

Building permit. You can’t start building until you have the a 
government’s permission.

Insurance. The building contractor carries compensation insulff 
ance to protect you, himself and his workmen against injury to thf 
workmen. To be on the safe side, you should take out liability i 
surance to protect yourself against injury to other people who maf 
wander on to your place. Even though he has no business to s 
foot on your grounds, a little boy may sue you if he hurts himse ff 
in a fall from the scaffolding he is climbing on.

The cost of home building varies according to the region in which 
you live, the type of house you build. The figures listed below— 
in percentages—are averages for several $10,000 houses built out- 
side New York. These houses are of wood-frame construction, with 
cement-block foundations, warm-air heat, attached garages, brass 
piping, slate roofs, plastered cellar ceilings and insulated second- 
floor ceilings. The figures include the contractor’s profit. In ap- 
plying them to your own building project, make allowances for a 
variation of a few cents either up or down. And remember those 
last-minute changes which cost extra.

Almost all general contractors re- 
move the mess they have made in building a house. But it is never 
so satisfactory a cleaning as you want. You will be particularly 
irked to find that every pane of glass has a paper sticker firmly at- 
tached. Of course you can make things ship-shape yourself; but it 
is a thankless task. The cleaner-woman you hire 
cosis money. 

Extras. After the general contract has been let, 
every change you make in the plans is an extra. 
As an extra, it costs more than if it had been in- 
cluded in the specifications in the first place. Either 
deny yourself last-minute changes, or make up your 
mind to pay for them. 

New furnishings. Thousands of attractive new 
homes are spoiled because the owners never stopped 
to think that their old furnishings would look out 
of place in their new surroundings. Other thousands 
are spoiled because the owners failed to buy enough 
new furniture to fill up the extra space in their 
new homes. It is not fair to your self-respect to 

mix old shabby furnishings with the beauty of your 
new home. You will certainly want to buy new

HY is it that the night air grows chilly, forcing you indoors, just as the stars are 
their brightest and the conversation most interesting? We have puzzled over that 





question for a long time, and we can’t answer it. We can only suggest a remedy—an 
outdoor fireplace. 

Though there again we run into trouble. Because perhaps there is no place for you 
to build such a fireplace. Or perhaps you are feeling a little broke and can’t afford to 
build it. . . . If either of these unfortunate circumstances is the case, take a leaf from 
the idea-crammed notebook of architect Richard J. Neutra, of Los Angeles. Mr. Neu- 
tra, together with his collaborator, P. Pfisterer, has come up with a new and excellent 
solution to the night-air problem by building an outdoor-indoor fireplace in the North 
Hollywood home of Mr. and Mrs. James Ward. 

This isn’t an altogether exact description of the fireplace, because in reality it is in- 
doors, an important feature of the living room. But when you slide open the long glass 
wall to the west of it, it is, to all intents and purposes, outdoors as well. You can sit

PERFECT COLUNIAL BALANCE 


F YOU understand the difference between the two terms, you will see why it is wise to strive 

balance—not necessarily for symmetry—when you build. A house is balanced when its vai 
parts are equal and harmonious; it is symmetrical when its various parts, on opposite sides 
dividing line, correspond in size, shape and relative position. 





We are not so rash as to claim that a symmetrical house is invariably unattractive. But we do 
that, once you have looked at a symmetrical house, you have seen all 
there is to see. If you look again, you will probably find yourself weary 
of the sameness of lines. A balanced house, however, is always new, 
always fresh. It is exciting no matter how many times you look at it. 

This house in Melrose, Mass., designed by architect Kenneth L. 
Peterson, of Melrose, illustrates our point. If Mr. Peterson had followed 
custom and aimed at symmetry, he would have centered the chimney 
and door, hung four equal-sized windows across the front and put the 
garage in back. The house would then have resembled a thousand other 
houses. Instead he created something out of the ordinary and forever 
attractive by placing the door off center and making the chimney and 
double-hung windows balance the bay window and garage.

disposition-preserving equipment unless you have a good place to use them. Whe 
this is the basement, the kitchen or, best of all, the separate laundry room makes 
difference. Every laundry should incorporate several features. 

It should be clean and readily cleanable. If it is near the furnace or any of 
dust-producing equipment, close it off. Make the walls as smooth as possible 
painting them with bright, cheerful, washable paint. Cover the rafters overhead ¥ 

yallboard and paint the ceiling white to reflect light. Give a cement floor sevé 
coats of waterproof, cement floor paint. Better still, cover the floor—regardless 
what it is made of—with an extra-heavy grade of linoleum. 













The laundry should be well lighted and ventilated. If you are building a house, 
install at least one good-sized window. Otherwise, keep the window clean, and don’t 
let light-blocking shrubs grow up in front of it. In the center of the ceiling, put a 
strong, indirect light. And lest you be tempted to turn it on and off with wet hands, 
locate the light switch near the door. 

The laundry should be sized to hold all necessary equipment. It shouldn’t be so 

small that you can’t turn around in it; neither should it be so large that you will 
ear yourself out trotting from washer to ironer. Of course, “necessary equipment” 
eans more than just these two appliances. You will need a metal-topped table or 
abinet large enough to hold a mound of tumbling clothes. You will need some sort 
of cupboard in which to store soaps, powders, etc. The ironing board should fold 
p into the wall. And of course there are laundry tubs—or tub. 

Other points to bear in mind are these: Laundry tub rims hit you in exactly the 
rong place; lean over them for long and your back will howl from fatigue. Get 
our plumber to raise them by putting wood blocks under the legs. Install a radiator 
or warm-air outlet to keep you warm and, if you don’t have an, automatic drier, to 
dry the clothes on rainy days. Put a drain in the floor so that you can sweep out 
»xcess water. Near the ironing board and on a level with it there should be a con- 
venience outlet: then you won’t require an extra-long cord for the flat iron. Give the 
oom an outside entrance so you can walk directly to the drying yard. And be sure 
lo build a drying yard—a small, sunny space enclosed by a high fence or hedge—so 
that your home will never be marred by clothes flapping in the wind.

In the little windows roar flame jets to heat the oil 


backdrops, each a shining red. These are scrims, sheets of white cot- 
ton, woven strong and reinforced to support weight, and hung up. 
Over each a jet of the boiled linseed oil is poured each day suf- 
ficient to run down both front and back and coat the whole and 
fringe the edges decoratively. So the oil is spread and exposed to 
air, mostly heated air at that. This is oxidation and this is the heart 
of the answer to what is linoleum. This is oil turned to a sort of 
skin, the sort that forms on the top of the open can of oil paint. Oxi- 
dize, from oxygen, (exposure to). We feel very ashamed and ignorant. 
For some three months the scrims hang and are baked and coated 
again and again. When at last they are taken down they are familiarly 
called skins and they look, with a coating of whiting sprinkled on 
them as though it were powdered sugar, like so much Turkish de- 
light. Half an inch thick and very rich. It seems a pity to grind 
them up, but linoleum is made that way. 

Quicker, and equally suitable for certain types of linoleum, is 
mechanical oxidation. The interiors of these sheds are fascinating. 
Dominant colors, battleship gray, red, white, black. This one is white 
and has a series of big cylindrical machines standing on stilts in 
little lakes of the sulphur yellow linseed oil. They pass air through 
the oil while it is heated, until it solidifies. In the next room you 
see it as it cools off. Here in white brick walled bins, it is spilled 
out in a great mass, colored and veined like marble with streaks of 
rosy pink, yellow, red running through it. 

Where the river skirts the plant, the freighters anchor and unload 
bales of cork from Mediterranean ports. This is stacked high under 
roofs and tarpaulins, waiting to become a final ingredient. Cork for 
resiliency, cork patiently arrived at. The trees must be stripped only 
once in a decade. For pastel-colored linoleums, wood flour must be 
used in its stead. A whole shed is reserved to the grinding of cork, 
unending streams of it being chopped finer (Continued on page 72)

I have started March with the most trivial 
task on the docket, and the garden room 
is festooned tonight with a dozen or more 
Potato Hawks, laughable to look at, still 
more amusing in the way they will later fool 
the gullible birds. Half a dozen big turkey 
feathers stuck into a potato with a piece of 
string tied around the middle of the potato 
makes the hawks, and when these are put 
on poles either near a bush to preserve the 





berries, or in a tree for protection of the 
fruit, the slightest breeze moves them and 
roving birds give the “hawks” a wide berth. 
It’s early still, but the drier the potato 
gets, the wider it swings with the wind.

While I was engaged in this moronic occu- 
pation of making holes in a potato with the 
icepick and inserting feathers, the rosarian 
arrived to talk over her yearly dread of this 
season, what would be the percentage of 
losses among the Roses of her predilection, 
the precious hybrid teas? We went over her 
usual procedures step by step and decided 
that there was nothing to change in method. 
As her Rose area is wind swept, beside 
hilling the plants well up to their tops, 
manure is spread in the hollows. This is 
removed in late March or early April (usual- 
ly only the coarse and strawy part remains) 
to let the sun reach the soil and dry it out. 
Then gradually on cloudy, windless days, 
the soil hilled around the plants is leveled. 
This slow uncovering is to prevent sudden 
exposure to sun and wind, of plump and 
soft bark which has been protected for 
months in moist earth and darkness. Yet 
with such care, each year sees a few casual- 
ities. I persuaded her that dealing in miracles 
as we gardeners do, we have to have many 
reverses to keep us properly humble. 


os, 


Another topic of discussion concerned Del- 
phinium seed of rare varieties, including 
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White Summer Cloud and the low type 
D. taitsiense which range in color from in- 
digo to powder blue. These had come last 
summer during a time of drought and heat, 
when it had not been thought wise to plant 
them outdoors in available conditions. In- 
stead the seeds had been put in bottles and 
wintered in the refrigerator, as low tempera- 
tures and sealed containers will keep Del- 
phinium seed viable for years. It is heat 
which exhausts the moisture of the seed and 
destroys its life. Now they had been sown 
in flats containing equal parts of loam, sand 
and peat after having been soaked over night 
in | oz. of formaldehyde to 3 parts of water, 
and dried between blotting paper before 
planting. The earth under the seeds is well 
firmed, but not the soil over them, as if this 
hardens, many seedlings will be unable to 
push their way through. Much of her Del- 
phinium knowledge, she said, had come 
from the booklet: How to Grow Delphin- 
iums by Leon H. Leonian, whose name is 
almost synonymous. with Delphiniums.

AKING care of what is already in the garden is excellent prep- 

aration for plants to come later. Placement of stock from the 
nurseryman is a party all its own, and if first needs of the old timers 
are aitended to, the new inmates on their arrival will stand more of 
a chance of proper attention than if they have to share in a gen- 
eral consideration. Nor is it wisdom to delay the start of outdoor 
tasks longer than weather conditions impose, but when warmish 
days are at hand, and the ground is dry enough to work, there 
should be no lagging in putting through each day whatever those 
particular hours call for. It is not necessary to wait until the whole 
area is approachable, but begin on the sun trap of the sheltered. cor- 
ner where impatient plants are already commencing their 1941 
careers. In most gardens, even those of limited size, owing to the 
contours or surrounding elements, there will be a difference of a 
couple of weeks in the moment of possible work. On one side the 
protective cover is still needed, in all probability frozen down, while 
in the opposite bed blankets are being kicked off by impatient 
shootlets. 

In this first garden housecleaning which deals with the perennials, 
results will be more to your liking if it can be made a personal 
matter, and the area is not too large for you to attend to your- 
self. Send the gardener or helper to care for the lawn or some 
spot where there is not the chance for irreparable damage. A too 
drastic clean-up will destroy or injure more stock than any other 
garden work. Planting nowadays is an intensive affair, bulbs are 
under perennial clumps, there is little waste space, and many 
species are notoriously late in making their appearance. Any vigor- 
ous stirring or digging is more than likely to injure new growths 
yet invisible, cut into bulbs pushing up to the surface, and do more 
harm than good. Such plants as Japanese Anemones, Platycodons,

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TERRACES HELP SOLVE A’ HILLSIOE PROBLEM 


HE drawings shown herewith illustrate a situation frequently 

encountered in suburban developments—the lot that slopes 
eeply up from the street. Plan # 1 shows the property as it is now 
sveloped. Often such lots can be bought more reasonably than level 
aes, because fewer people see the possibilities they hold for de- 
slopment. You can afford to spend what you save in the cost of 
e lot to fix it up. Eventually you have a place that is individual 
id much more enjoyable than the average. 
To provide a site for the house a sort of shelf has been scooped 
it of the bank, dividing the lot into two parts; a steeply sloping 
ont part, including the house site, and a flatter, smaller area at 
ie rear, cut off from the rest by the bank, invisible except from 
ie second story windows, and reached only by means of a narrow 
eep flight of steps. No other accessible site for the garage exists 
ccept the front yard. 
The circulation is badly arranged, largely because in planning 



















e house no thought for convenient entrances and exits, or its re- 
ion to the lot was given. Planting is casual and provides little 
clusion, no particular compositions whatever, and no place to 
ow flowers.

ples. Resultant colors are checked by a color chart and the recom- 
mended amounts of deficient lime or plant foods, nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, and potash, ordered and applied. 

Usually the need for lime is puzzling. In the average gardens 
the aim must be to maintain a soil condition which will test neutral, 
that is, about pH 7. To obtain this, lime, as indicated by test, may 
be broadcast once yearly or once in three years, or perhaps not at all, 
if the garden derives from a limestone deposit. It is important to 
keep lime supplied as needed, however, because while not in itself 
a food, it contains bacteria which release foods otherwise locked 
away from plant use. For this reason lime must be applied 10 to 14 
days ahead of fertilizing and not at the same time or it will free food 
elements faster than the plants can assimilate them. This results in 
undue waste. 

Next, the humus content of the soil must be considered. Lots of 
people think that a garden is made by scratching the soil and apply- 
ing plant food. Such foods are most important, but they are at their 
best only when their medium of operation is a soil rich in humus. 
Humus is partially decomposed organic or once living matter. It 
improves a clay soil by opening it up and a sandy one by giving 
it bulk and some capacity for holding (Continued on page 111)

Houses Birds Like. There is no use in buying or making bird 
houses unless the requirements of the particular birds to be found 
in the locality are considered. Size, entrance and placement are the 
things to watch. Wrens like their domain 4-414” square inside, 
with a 1” opening, 4”-6” above the floor. These may be placed 
on a building, trellis or arbor. If 
there are bluebirds on hand attract 
them with structures 5” square in- 
side, with a 114” opening, about 
6” above the floor. Put the bird 
house on top of a fence post or in 
an orchard, not close to the house. 
Chickadees prefer to be 10’ to 20’ 
above ground on an old dead stump 
or the side of a tree. Four and a 
half inches square, with a 114,” open- 
ing 5” above floor. Always have some means of cleaning the houses 
after use, and see that a perch of some kind is on the outside under 
the entrance hole for the birds to light on. The first of March is 
not too early to take bird houses out of winter storage, as they will 
be looked for in the first days after the birds begin to return. 





Coal and Charcoal. Wood ashes, coal ashes, and charcoal all 
have a place in the practice of horticulture, but they cannot be 
used interchangeably.’Contrary to the method of many gardeners, 
coal ashes have no place in the soil of a garden. Their general use 
has been to lighten a clayey earth but sand is far better. Chemi- 
cally, coal ashes are useless, but they are more or less antiseptic, 
hence have value as material in which to sink potted plants for the 
summer as they discourage worms. Wood ashes from the fireplace 
furnish a quick acting, soluble form of potash, containing from 
4%-6% of it. They may be used scattered on the surface of the 
soil at the rate of about 4 ozs. per sq. yard. Charcoal absorbs odors. 
Put a 4-5” potful of finely ground charcoal in the container hold- 
ing liquid manure, or scatter it on the compost heap. It is not a 
plant food but should be used in potting soils as it collects and con- 
serves ammonia gas. A few lumps in the flower vases or the recep- 
tacles where water growing plants live, keeps the water clean and 
pure. 


Iris Thrips. Not satisfied with making life miserable for the Gladio- 
lus growers, the thrips have now jumped in some localities to be a 
scourge of the Japanese Iris. For established plantings where the 
nuisance has appeared the Brooklyn 
Botanic Garden recommends the fol- 
lowing: a program of 8 sprays, 4 
to be put on at weekly intervals be- 
fore flowering, and 4 at similar pe- 
riods after flowering. The formula 
to be used is 3 pts. of Blackleaf 40, 
and 4 lbs. of soap flakes in 100 


gals. of water. (Smaller amounts

Dear H. B.: 

In my last letter we left the edible soybean 
hanging, so to speak, in mid air. We mustn't forge 
it again, because the soybean is here to stay— 
and I don't mean just as a source of raw material 
for plastics and automobile paint. Eighteen 
edible varieties formed the subject of a mono- 
graph published by the Illinois Agricultural 
Experiment Station a few months ago. Eight of 
these are listed in the current catalogue of one 
of the largest wholesale seed houses. Almost eve 
retail seedsman will mention at least one or two 
varieties in his 1941 announcement. 

I ought to admit right away that I haven't 
grown any soybeans—yet. But they are on my 
planting list for next May and, pending the time 
when I shall be eating my own, I have been ex- 
perimenting with soybeans grown by others. We 
have eaten them green and we have eaten them 
dry. We have tried them from cans, au naturel and 
with tomato sauce. At the moment we have a | 
second batch of them sprouting in a big colander | 
near the kitchen radiator. When the sprouts ha 
reached a length of 2'' or 3'', we shall pop 
them in the refrigerator, from which they will 
emerge during the next week or So as makings for 
an alarming variety of dishes. So far we have 
utilized home-sprouted soybeans only in green 
salads and omelettes. I cheerfully recommend 
both, but the list of possible uses for sprouts 
is much longer. Meat stews, souffles, fricassees 
chop suey are only a few. 

Green—which is the way we shall probably eat 
our own crop next autumn—soybeans fall in tex-=| 
ture Somewhere between green peas and lima 
beans. They have a characteristic, somewhat 
nutty flavor; they are rich in protein and fat, 
though low in starch; they are fairly bulging 
with vitamins A, B, and G. I must admit that this 
last point impresses me less than the first. 

Unfortunately, green soybeans are hard to shell 
In fact, they must be boiled in the pods for 3 
to 5 minutes and then drained before they can 
be successfully extracted from their fuzzy 
husks. Then they are once more boiled or steamed 
in salted water. Fortunately our household is 
blessed with the sort of cook who doesn't mind 
cluttering her kitchen up with jobs of this 
sort, provided that a judicious word of appro- 
bation comes back once in a while from the 
dining room! 

If what I have said suggests that the soybean 
is a versatile comestible, I have not misled 
you. Indeed, I have only hinted at a few of the 
myriad ways in which this staple of the Orient 
may be ingested. If you'd like to try soybean 
casseroles and chili con carne, soybeans deep- 
fat fried and salted (crunchy with cocktails), 
soybean macaroons and soybean curd and soybean 
muffins—not to mention soybean milk (especial 
for those allergic to cow's milk)—then you 
should apply to your nearest experiment station | 
or to the Government Printing Office for a copy” 
of "Soybeans for the Table" (U. S. Department 
of Agriculture Leaflet No. 166). Reading it 
is as much fun as an amateur gardener-gourmet 
has the right to expect for a nickel.

Men and blueprints and hammers 
make a pattern of industry. Metal 
cylinders, rather like the blocks 
of wallpaper but infi- 
nitely larger, are having design 
outlines affixed to them in the form 
of raised metal strips.

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Should roof insulation be placed in the rafters 
above the attic or in the attic floor? Which 
location is the more efficient? 


Insulation should enclose the spaces that 
are used. Thus, if there are bedrooms or 
dens in your attic, insulate the roof. Hf the 
attic is not used (except, perhaps as supple- 
mentary storage) put the insulation in the 
attic floor—which is also the ceiling of the 
rooms below. The question of relative efhi- 
ciency is complex. An uninsulated attic is 
not as cold as the outdoors, because it re- 
tains some of the heat lost to it by the bal-

ance of the house. Insulation in the attic 
floor, therefore, doesn’t have as hard a job 
to do as insulation in the roof, where an 
extreme temperature difference is encoun- 
tered. For this reason, you don’t usually 
need quite as much insulation in an attic 
floor as you would in the roof. However, 
the more effective the floor insulation, the 
less heat that escapes to the attic and the 
greater the temperature difference the in- 
sulation is called upon to maintain. Looked 
at this way, it becomes clear that insulating 
efficiency is not a result of location, but 
rather of the quality of the material and 
installation method. 


G: 


Our wooden kitchen counter-tops are badly 
over age, and we’d like to cover them with 
linoleum. How would you advise doing this? 


First of all, the wood counter-tops must be 
made absolutely smooth, so that they will 
furnish a firm base for the linoleum. Sand- 
paper them down, filling all cracks and 
gouges with plastic wood beforehand; if 
the tops are in a really bad state they may 
have to be planed, or, in the worst case, 
covered with 14” plywood. Next apply the 
linoleum in a bed of linoleum cement. Be 
sure that the latter is not just some ordinary 
glue, but a special preparation approved by 
the manufacturer of the linoleum—and that 
it is waterproof. This is most important, 
since counter-tops have to withstand a good 
leal of wetting. As to the linoleum itself, 
there are so many good makes that you 
hardly need any guidance. Pick one of the 
inlay type—that is, of the same color all

wear; perhaps, also, a marbleized or jaspé 
design will prove practical, in that it won’t 
show tiny nicks or scratches as readily as 
a plain color. The edges of the linoleum 
should be protected by folding strips, which 
can be had in wood or metal in almost any 
desired shape.

The walls of our house are built of concrete 
blocks covered with stucco. At one point there 
is a erack in the blocks which won’t stay re- 
paired; neither will the stucco over it. What 


should be done? 


It is more than likely that the crack is an 
expansion crack rather than a_ settlement 
one. A settlement crack would stay patched, 
but an expansion crack keeps opening and 
closing with temperature changes. The best 
filling for the crack would be some resilient 
material, such as a mastic, or pitch applied 
hot, that will come and go and still keep 
the wall watertight. The stucco covering 
should not depend upon the wall at that 
point for support, but have its own reen- 
forcing backing. Metal lath (chicken wire 
serves excellently, too) should be stretched 
over the crack, extending beyond it at least 
a foot in either direction and securely fast- 
ened to the wall. Steel cut nails may be used 
as fasteners. The stucco is then applied over 
the metal in the usual way.

We have two large closets with windows. They 
are impossibly cold all winter. Short of put- 
ting in radiators, how can they be kept warm? 


Your problem will be solved if you can suc- 
cessfully accomplish two things: first, allow 
heat from the adjoining rooms to enter the 
closets, and second, keep that heat from es- 
caping to the outdoors. The first part of this 
dual remedy can be achieved by equipping

Oil Burner (1). Economy of oper- 
ation is the big talking point for 
the Fluid Heat oil burner, model 
P-3C. According to the manufac- 
turer (Heating Div., Anchor Post 
Fence Co., Baltimore), a slotted 
screw at the rear of the burner 
makes it possible to adjust air 
volume to hair-line exactness and 
to meter the air to the combustion 
chamber in just the right propor- 
tion. This arrangement, it is said, 
insures constant combustion efh- 
ciency and very economical opera- 
tion. The unit is fully enclosed in 
a steel shell. Even when the motor 
is running at top speed, there is 
no vibration, no noise. Screw legs 
permit easy adjustment for height. 


Odor Adsorber (2). Perhaps your 
kitchen is difficult to ventilate. 
Perhaps you wish there was some 
way to get the thick smoke out 
of your game room, or to make 
the atmosphere of a sick room 
more refreshing. The Dorex Odor- 
sorber (Dorex Div., W. B. Connor 
Engineering Corp, 114 E, 32nd 
St., N. Y. C.) will solve all such 
problems. The device is a cylin- 
drical cage in the center of which 
is a fan and on the outside of 
which are closely spaced, perfo- 
rated, carbon-filled metal tubes. 
The fan draws contaminated air 
through the carbon, which adsorbs 
all odors; then the pure air is re- 
circulated through the room. Op- 
eration is simple, economical: you 
merely plug into an electric out- 
let. The unit may be fastened to 
the floor, wall or ceiling, or 
moved from room to room. 


Incinerator (3). Large quantities 
of wet or dry garbage and all 





kinds of ftefuse can be burned at 
one time in the No. 30 Majestic 
Incinerator (Majestic Co., Hunt- 
ington, Ind.). A slotted cast-iron 
lining in the fire chamber allows 
heat and flames to circulate freely, 
drying wet garbage and burning it 
completely. A draft opening at the 
top acts as a hot blast, thus re- 
ducing waste material to ashes. 
The ash bin is so large that it 
needs only one cleaning per month. 
The unit connects to any furnace 
flue. 


Water Heater (4). Automatic hot 
water is a must in every house- 
hold. This heater, Type 60B, will 
supply all the hot water necessary 
without any fuss or worry on your 
part. The unit, made by Carrier 
Corp. (Syracuse, N. Y.), burns 
low-cost No. 2 grade oil, 1 gal. 
of which will heat 126 gals. of 
water. Three sizes of heaters, 
capable of heating 40, 50 and 65 
gals. of water per hour through a 
100° rise, are available. 


Space Heater (5). This circulat- 
ing gas-fired heater was developed 
especially to take care of that re- 
mote room which never seems to 
be quite warm enough. It is made 
by Palmer Mfg: Corp. (Phoenix, 
Ariz.) and it may be recessed 
flush with the wall or semi-re- 
cessed in very thin partitions. The 
cabinet is made of steel and comes 
with a prime coat or baked crinkle 
finish. Operation is thermostatical- 
ly controlled. 


Case-Hardened Concrete (6). 
These concrete blocks illustrate 
one of the most important ad- 


vances yet made in the use of con-

crete. As you probably know. 
concrete that is poured in wooden 
forms is not so impervious to wa- 
ter as it might be; nor is it so 
smooth as you might like it. By 
lining forms with a new absorptive 
insulating board (Fir-Tex Insula- 
ting Board Co., Porter Bldg., Port- 
land, Ore.), however, it is now 
possible to correct these faults. 
The use of this absorptive lining 
“case hardens” the surface of the 
concrete by removing trapped air 
and excess water. Thus eliminated 
are unsightly holes; and the con- 
crete’s resistance to — abrasion, 
weathering and chemical attack is 
increased. Concrete poured by this 
process may be used on interior 
or exterior walls or floors to pro- 
vide a fine textured surface which 
will not need to be ground, stoned 
or plastered. It is especially use- 
ful in basement walls, where you 
want to stop. leakage. 


Floor Furnace (7). If you are 
thinking of building a very small 
basementless. house, you are, of 
course, anxious to make use of 
every inch of available space. It 
is therefore essential that your 
heating plant be just as compact 
as possible. And that’s exactly 
what the Model 55-F Fan Floor 
Furnace is (Bryant Heater  Co., 
17825 St. Clair~ Ave.,. Cleveland). 
It is installed beneath the floor in 
the middle of the: house. The cold 
air which is carried back to the 
furnace from the various rooms via 
ducts is heated by the gas-fired 
element. The warmed air is then 
circulated through the house by 
the fan in the bottom of the unit.

ample that wise choice pays for 
itself. One of the characteristics 
to watch for in nursery description 
of Wisteria is: “All our Wisterias 
have flowered in the nursery before 
they are sold.” This obviates the 
disappointment of lack of bloom. 
As one dealer puts it succinctly: 
“All our stock is grafted and grown 
to induce early bloom rather than 
a lot of useless wood. Seedlings 
may go 8-10 years without ever 
producing a flower. We maintain 
that if wood is the main thing 
wanted, it is more economical to 
patronize a lumber yard than a 
nursery. Besides getting fine 
stock, plant Wisteria in good loam 
enriched with manure and _ light- 
ened with sand, then train the 
tops to bend and curve horizon- 
tally instead of soaring in a 
straight line, as this checks the 
flow of sap and encourages flower- 
ing. A pointer for the treatment 
of any climbing thing: let it leap 
upward for foliage, keep its growth 
under subjection for bloom.

Before you start this cutting be 
sure to note where the largest 
branches are placed. If they. are 
relatively far apart—8” or more— 
and placed so they point in differ- 
ent directions, all you need do is 
to cut off the small ones entirely 
and shorten the three best placed 
more or less. But do not cut the 
main stem at all; it is needed to 
form the main trunk of the full 
grown tree. Thus each branch will 
have a good chance to develop and 
to form a symmetrical tree. 

Should several branches be grow- 
ing from approximately one point 
on the trunk, cut out the poorest 
altogether and leave only the two 
farthest apart. Cut these back; the 
stronger one lightly, the weaker 
one considerably, so as to give the 
former leadership and make the 
latter subordinate.

Except for a very thin la 
of young wood just beneath 
bark the great bulk of the tr 
branches and roots serves p 
tically no other purpose than 
stiffen and strengthen the tree 
withstand wind, and weight of 
snow and fruit.

larger wound is more nearly in the 
flow of plant food. 

When a large branch is to be 
removed never cut at first close to 
the trunk because the weight of 
the branch would tear a strip from 
the trunk. Always make a cut on 
the under side of the branch at 
least a foot from the trunk. When 
the saw sticks, make a second cut 
from the upper side above the first 
cut. The branch will then drop off 
without splitting the trunk. Finally 
cut the stub as just indicated, close 
to the trunk, And make the cut 
parallel to the trunk also. 

Pruning of this kind may be 
done at any time of year; however, 
best healing occurs if done shortly 
before spring opens because growth 
forces are then most active. Of 
course, no healing can occur dur- 
ing winter or when the trees are 
practically dormant as in very dry 
summers. The wood is then likely 
to dry out more than at the pre- 
ferred time. 

No dressings are needed on 
wounds less than two inches in 
diameter because they heal so 
rapidly that decay germs can get 
no foothold. For larger wounds a 
good dressing is made by melting 
one pound of resin with one ounce 
of beef tallow and diluting it with 
eight ounces of wood alcohol. Keep 
this tightly corked in a large- 
mouthed bottle and apply with a 
brush. Dilute with alcohol if it gets 
thick. This dressing will check 
evaporation and prevent the en- 


trance of decay. Extra large 


wounds may need to be swabbed 
each year until healed. Do not use 
paints because they form deceptive 
crusts over wounds and may hide 
decay.

A thorough job of insulating 
our house with top-quality mate- 
| als costs about $100 more than a 
jalf-baked job. But the money you 
vill save on fuel amounts to from 
13 to $8 per month. 

Installation of quality piping, 
ee from flaws, requires an initial 
tlay of about $80 more than that 


for inferior piping, which will rust 
and corrode and cause no end of 
maintenance trouble. But you will 
be wise to use the best pipe avail- 
able and save money in the long 
run. 

Paint is one of the easiest items 
to scrimp on. Countless different 
grades are on the market. If you 
ignore your architect’s advice and 
reduce the quality of the paint to 
be used on your house, you may 
save about $50 in first cost. But 
your penny-pinching is certain to 
catch up with you, because inex- 
pensive paint constantly needs to 
be renewed, touched up. And it 
won't be long before you will have 
to do an over-all repainting. In 
fact, over a period of years it may 
cost you from $20 to $50 annually 
to keep your house in respectable 
condition. 

The point to remember is this: 
Don’t try to save money by reduc- 
ing the quality of the materials go- 
ing into your house. Let your archi- 
tect save money for you by elimi- 
nating non-essential luxuries and 
by rearranging the plan of your 
house. Only in this way can you 
really save money—by thus keep- 
ing down the cost of living in your 
home.

SLEER COLUNIAL TOUCHES 


T IS amazing how much well arranged and useful space a 

resourceful architect can enclose in a small house when he 
sets his mind to it. Here is a case very much in point—the 
house of Mr. and Mrs. R. P. Selder at San Marino, California. 
The architect, H. Roy Kelley of Los Angeles, has achieved this 
spaciousness in small compass in two important ways. One is 
by extremely thoughtful planning of rooms to take fullest 
advantage of every inch of floor area. The other is by providing, 
chiefly on the outside, architectural details which are at once 
simple and readily recognizable as aspects of familiar small 
house design.

provided in front, and a wall at the 
back. (A wall takes up less space 
than a bank, is easier to maintain, 
leoks better.) Hedges at the sides 
give this area enclosure and pro- 
vide a background against which 
flowers can be effectively displayed. 

The wide flight of steps to the 
rear area connect it more inti- 
mately with the house terrace. This 
rear area has been developed as a 
shrub and tree enclosed lawn for 
outdoor living. Chairs and tables 
around an outdoor fireplace would 
make it an attractive spot, or it 
might be a vegetable garden. 

The driveway problem has been 
solved by arranging to back the car 
around within the property. A well 
kept gravel or bluestone drive and 
turning space would not be objec- 
tionable here since it is quite a way 
from the house. 

From this Y turn, a flag walk 
leads directly to the front door. To 
give it a feeling of breadth where 


this walk mounts the terrace, the 





steps have been widened by means 
of grass extensions on each side. 
These grass steps would rarely be 
walked on, but would make the 
whole approach to the house seem 
more ample and gracious. These 
are made by inserting thin steel 
strips (driveway curbing) in the 
bank and filling in behind them 
with sod. Incidentally all the con- 
crete walks shown on the first plan 
have been taken up and flagstone 
substituted. This gives a softer, 
more restful effect and is just as 
practical. 

At first glance such a develop- 
ment looks costly.

manure—still perhaps the finest 
soil conditioner there is though of 
slight fertilizing value—and, of 
course, leaf mold. In time the self- 
sufficing produces a large quantity 
of its own humus through the con- 
servation of its leaves, ete., which 
are collected and rotted down via 
the compost heap. Personally, I 
could not manage a garden with- 
out at least one, and better, two. 
My compost pits are dug 2’ by 
4’ by 6’ and the sides lined with 
old porch floor boards. Into their 
roomy depths go in the course of 
summer and fall most of the gar- 
den debris, grass clippings, leaves, 
vegetable tops (but not 
stalks), and faded bouquets. A 
thin layer of soil, sods or sand is 
cast over each foot of refuse until 
the top of the pit is reached. This 
is not flattened off, but hollowed a 
little to catch the rain 
which hastens decomposition. In 
addition, the pit is frequently 
soaked through the summer from 
the hose. With some 2 or 3 turn- 
ings in the course of the year on

UPPOSE we put the compass point on the geographical center of 
Central America and inscribe a great circle with a radius of 200 
miles. The sights, history and adventure thus encompassed are infinite! 
All of Nicaragua would be included because the focal point would 
fall close to her capital city of Managua. This brings to mind the fan- 
tastic story of the rise and fall of William Walker who was the first 
and only North American ever to become President of a Central Amer- 
ican Republic. 

It was back in the days of the California gold rush—and precisely 
because of this, Walker was one day to find himself facing a firing 
squad. Reason? The inland waterways of Nicaragua were being ex- 
ploited by New York capitalists to move frantic parties of gold diggers 
from the Eastern seaboard to California in many days less than the trip 
around Cape Horn. This system of lakes and rivers is the same that 
today figures so importantly in international affairs as a supplement to 
the Panama Canal. 

There were two groups seeking control of the Transit Company, and 
the adventurous Walker, who had managed to seize the reins of govern- 
ment by an astonishing program of guerrilla warfare, picked the wrong 
group of capitalists. He took over the ships and properties from one 
group and delivered them to the other.

feet of compost. Thus a 2’ x 4’ 
x 6’ pit would take about 12 Ibs. 
of chemicals. 

Gardeners who work on a small 
scale will find that even the be- 
hind-a-shrub compost heap, small 
though it be, has value. With a 
spreading Spirea as a screen, per- 
haps, scoop out a wide circle of 
soil, 6” to 12” deep. Around this 
stake a retentive 10’ to 12’ strip 
of heavy woven wire and into the 
area throw the garden refuse, ex- 
cept, of course, seeding weeds and 
infected pest-carrying stalks, 
etc. Here, too, time will produce 
humus.

Fertility. To keep a garden richly 
supplied with basic plant nutrients 
it is necessary to know something 
of what the requirements are. In 
this field chemistry is important 
and its findings have been much 
fortified recently by intensive ex- 
periments in hydroponics, where 
plants growing in solution plainly 
indicated by change in color, mot- 
tling, or checking of growth just 
what happened to them when 
certain essentials were lacking in 
their diets. 

Nitrogen, it is agreed, all plants 
must have to promote leaf and 
stimulate 
growth generally. When there is 
too little plants often 
appear stunted. When there is too 
much, they grow prodigiously, but

tion. With too little phosphorus, 
foliage lacks color. With too much, 
it is sappy, lacking fibre, and 
plants require a lot of staking. 
Potash, the third essential ele- 
ment, is the antitoxin among plant 
foods. It wards off disease, stabi- 
lizes growth, multiplies fruit, and 
intensifies color. Commercial fruit 
growers depend a lot on potash. 
A plant suffering from a lack of 
it is dull and sickly looking. If it 
has too much, it may make false 


growth, however, and __ shortly 
thereafter become a flop. 
The amounts of these three 


basic elements are plainly marked 
on the bags and cartons of the

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AMERICAN APRIL 


N APRIL the crocus will be thrusting up its head. We look for it beside 
the path, a sign that spring is really here. In April the earth breaks its 

chrysalis of snow and blossoms forth in green. April is nature’s New Year 
and we celebrate it with joy and hope and a sense of relief from the rigors 
of winter. The life-giving sun comes back to our side of the hemisphere with 
the vernal equinox. For fifteen hundred years this also marked the beginning 
of the calendar year. I’ve always felt that this was the one advantage of the 
old Julian calendar over our present Gregorian reckoning—that its New 
Year began with the renewed life around us. April rather than January 
is the season of new aspirations and activity, the recurrent promise of 
abundance. 

This April we feel more keenly than ever the need of renewed hope and 
high endeavor. For this year the season brings with it the greatest challenge 
we have ever had to face. The cause of justice and of freedom seems hanging 
in the balance—events imminent that will have a profound effect on the lives 
of us all, the homes we shall have, what we shall do and say and think. 

In April, by coincidence, other decisive events have transpired in the 
progress of freedom in our country. 

In April 1775 a handful of farmers stood before their square white homes _ 
on the green at Lexington and “fired the shot heard round the world-” 

In April 1861 Fort Sumter fell and the struggle to preserve the Union 
and to abolish negro slavery began. In April four years later at Appomattox 
the devastating war was finished, and that form of slavery disappeared 
forever from the United States. 

In April 1917 President Wilson declared that “the world must be made 
safe for democracy” and war was declared. 

In April ten years later two statesmen, one French, one American, wrote 
a pact “outlawing war as an instrument of national policy” and agreeing 
to find pacific means “for settling all disputes of whatever nature.” In April 
a year later this pact was sent to Great Britain, Germany, Italy and Japan, 
and all accepted it. There were high hopes that April that justice and free- 
dom were firmly established and that the folly of mutual destruction would 
not occur again. 

This April finds the world once more aflame; pledges have been broken 
one by one. And nations, by concentrating all their energies and resources 
on destruction, are seeking justice and freedom. We in America have taken 
our freedom for granted, have almost forgotten that it must be guarded with 
eternal vigilance. We are now called upon to protect this freedom, freedom 
to work and play and worship as we will, to educate our children to think 
for themselves, not just to train them to produce and drill as part of a 
mechanistic, materialistic machine. What would America be without the 
freedom to read what we will, to discuss, to debate both sides of every 
question, to make our own decisions and act upon them? In our hours of 
decision may we have the wisdom and the strength to choose aright the 
paths that lead toward justice and freedom for all.

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N THE hearts of you and me and everyone is the dream of a house. Not a very 
big house, but an infinitely sweet one, pretty and inviting, running like clockwork. 
ouse Beautiful magazine has dreamed of such a house, has gone farther and made 
house come true for you on the pages of this magazine. We call it our Bride’s 


ouse. Under that same name we have created, over a span of years, a number of 
ouses, but none of these was complete as this house is complete. Here are the plans, 
ot only of the house but also of the lot on which it might well stand.

And you can take 
e house apart and use whatever bit of it appeals to you, a color scheme, a planting 
geestion, an architectural detail. Thus it will serve you whether you plan to build, 

remodel, decorate, redecorate or overhaul your garden. It has ideas and we give 
em to you gladly. Whether you are a bride or not. It would be nice if every bride 
ould build a house, but most of us are content to get a house when we can. This 
ouse, though, we can guarantee, will put you in a very bridal frame of mind for 
is full of promise. 

We hope that from this presentation you will get hints as to how to proceed in 
lanning the place where you are going to live. First step, to consider your needs. List 
em while they’re clear so they won't get forgotten. Then visualize with your mind’s 
/é-"Then visualize on paper. Here you will need expert assistance. We did. Architect, 
ecorator, landscape architect. Someone you can talk freely to, who will understand 
hat you’re driving at and believes in the importance of your design for living. It’s 
ke consulting a doctor. He’s got to know all about you or he’s no help. Tell about 
our hobbies and your phobias. Don’t be in a rush. Your house will probably be 
e only one you'll ever have.

OME into the New England Colonial Bride’s House, through the 
front door above. But pause before you enter to see what sort of a 
house this is which architects Wells and Merrill have designed and 
Nelson Wells, L.A., has landscaped. It is New England in its references 
to New England’s great architectural past. These you will find in the 
captain’s walk railing on its roof, such as the walks from which the 
people of Salem watched for ships two centuries ago. In the restrained 
yet graceful doorway of a type which you will find in hundreds of 
Samuel Chamberlain pictures. In the general economy of detail. This 
is a foursquare, simple design, with a fineness of detail which was the 
tradition of New England, and an economy of line indicated by good 
taste and good sense. But otherwise it is not limited to New England. It 
would be as right in a western or southern setting as on its native heath. 
Wherever a house with an eighteenth century spirit would be suitable, 
this house would be. 

The lot selected is a generous one, but many New England houses 
were set close to the road or street. So this house could be used on a 
smaller piece of property, brought toward its front line. In order that 
this might be practical, the back of the house, seen opposite, is where 
summertime’s outdoor living is concentrated. It is less formal than the 
front, more intimate. Through French doors you step out onto a terrace 
which gives onto a wide strip of lawn, shaded by a large tree and 
bordered with flowers. A specially nice part of all this is the carriage- 
shed porch at the right, which should be cool and pleasant on dog 


days, an ideal spot for eating and reading and resting out of the sun. 
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This, as you will discover in studying the plans and the decoration off 
the house, is one of the many features which take into account the 
demands of modern life. For though the house is soaked in tradition, 
it is very modern in its approach to the facts of day-by-day existence 
The segregation of service space, for instance, is a must in the well 
planned contemporary house. The fact that there is access from garage 
to living sections without going through the kitchen is another good 
point, often difficult to realize. The three exposures of the living room 
make of it a room of continuous light and the best possible ventilation 
The fact that all three master bedrooms have cross-ventilation is an 
other splendid feature. Closets are generous on both floors. The curv- 
ing staircase adds materially to the grace and beauty of the whole 
interior. 

We have practiced what we preach in presenting in this section of 
the magazine our First Complete Bride’s House for 1941. 

We have gone through all the steps that you would take in building 
your own house. We first decided the number of rooms and how we 
would live in the rooms. We determined the general style and type of 
house that would suit our way of living. Then, to insure a completely 
integrated house, we called together our architects, our interior decoras 
tors and our landscape architect so that their work would be coordi 
nated from the outset, and each part of the house and grounds would 
be properly related to all other parts. Starting with rough sketch plans 
of the house and its landscaping and garden, we determined the loca 
tion of the rooms for sunlight, air and view. Before making any precisé

wings, every piece of furniture which we required was located on 

plans. Changes were made in the sizes and arrangements of the 
ms to conform with the necessity of their uses. Sketches were made 
each and every room to show entirely the decorative scheme of the 
m and to show the location of the furniture so that it would be 
perly related to the architecture. Thus, in the preliminary stages, 
r decisions were made and we obviated the costly mistakes that so 
en occur when plans are drawn without reference to either the 
corative and furnishing scheme or to the landscaping. All three parts 
the house should be considered together from the outset to make 
integrated home.

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SPECIFICATION 


O BUILD any house and to make estimates 

of cost, contractors must know what mate- 
rials and equipment are to be used and how 
they are to be installed. So the architect pre- 
pares specifications which tell just that, while 
his working drawings show where materials 
are to be installed. The two supplement each 
other as instruments of the architect’s service. 
Here are summarized the specifications for the 


first Bride’s House of 1941. 


Exeavation shall be to the levels shown on the 
drawings. Backfill and finish grading up to levels 
indicated. 

Masonry. Footings shall be of poured concrete. 
Foundation walls of concrete block laid up with 
Medusa waterproof cement mortar, damp-proof 
parging coat on the exterior face. Terrace shall 
have 114”-thick bluestone flagging laid on a 3’- 
thick concrete slab. Chimneys to be of hard 
burned common brick with terra cotta flue lining. 
Exposed chimneys shall be painted with Medusa 
white cement paint. Basement and garage floors 
to be 4” concrete slab on porous fill. 

Framing. “Braced frame” construction using 
well seasoned Weyerhaeuser 4-Square lumber. 
Sheathing to be applied diagonally. All framing 
to be kept 2” clear of chimney masonry. Floor 
joists to be bridged. Studs to be doubled around 
all door and window openings and heads well 
braced. 

Exterior Finish. Clapboards to be of cedar or 
cypress. Cornice, railings on roof, pilasters and 
all trim to be of white pine. All exterior wood- 


work shall receive a priming coat and two finish 
coats of Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co. paint. Gar- 
age doors shall be Stanley Roll-up.

Roofing shall be Johns-Manville’s Salem as- 
bestos-cement shingles.

Plastering. All surfaces receiving plaster to 
be J-M plaster board. Metal cornerites and 
beads shall be used at all interior and exterior 
angles. Scratch and brown plaster coats shall 
be applied in one portion, and a third finish 
white coat added.

NTO the decoration of all the rooms of this, 

the New England Bride’s House, Irby and Mears 
introduce fine architectural feeling, nowhere more 
apparent than in the living room. Wallpaper col- 
umns are set against soft tanagra pink walls, 
achieving, through their vertical lines, a sense of 
height. The highly glazed chintz has a well de- 
fined repeat. These and the details of the hearth 
end a sense of balance and rhythm which is 
reminiscent of the best eighteenth century decora- 
tion. In fact the house as a whole earns its de- 
scription as New England solely from its strong 
traditional flavor.

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HE ingredients of this bedroom have been put

REALLY unified modern interior cannot be achieved by simply tossing 
modern furniture into rooms, willy-nilly. A fact which designer Joseph 
Aronson understands and which his clients Mr. and Mrs. S. F. Seadler appre- 
ciated when they asked him to design this apartment. Not only were ar- 
chitectural changes made, but great emphasis was laid on built-in lights. 
Ceilings were in some cases furred down so that recessed lights might be 
installed. Note the treatment of the corner at the right, where bookcases are 
installed in a corner, the adjoining walls draped with fabrics, one navy blue, 
one white and textured. Only when such care is taken over the backgrounds, 
can contemporary furniture achieve its happiest and most complete effects. 
As much of it is built-in, integrally related to the walls behind it, it is 
essential that the walls bear a sympathetic relation to it. The rewards, as you 
can see here, are ample, for a good modern interior is practical, satisfyingly 
balanced and aesthetically pleasing.

| F YOU had enough knowledge and a sharp knife, 
EE you would practically never have to buy greens. 
Almost everything you find growing by the wayside 
has been served under that name at one time or 
another, including pokeberry, purslane and the pre- 
ferred fodder of Nebuchadnezzar. Just to come the 
full circle, science has now proved that Nebuchadnez- 
zar was no fool. We 
haven’t yet come to boil- 
ing up the grass clippings 








chard are esteemed above asparagus in some parts 
of the world. Novelties, delicacies or just plain vita- 
mins, you need never get bored with your dish of 
greens. 

All this greenery is susceptible of very much the 
same treatment, and all of it is subject to one 
besetting sin—grit. You can’t wash it too much—in 
fact there is grave question whether you can wash 
it enough. It always seems to need just one more 
water. One shortcut is to make the first water or 
two tepid—not hot enough to actually wilt the 
greens, just warm enough to relax them. The dirt 
seems to come out of the crinkles easier when they 
are not quite crisp. The subsequent cold waters not 
only finish the cleaning job but freshen the leaves 
again. 

Then you boil them. How you go about it depends 
on what your final aim is. 
For a simple dish of greens, 
they go into the pot with 


but we do eat sorrel, tur- 
nip tops, kale, spinach,

Cover 
with cream sauce in which you have dis- 
solved about 1% lb. of cheese per cup of 
sauce. Top with grated cheese. Then bring 
2 cups of milk for the Spoon Bread to the 
boiling: point. Stir in 3 cup of cornmeal 
and boil, stirring, to mush, Add a teaspoon 
of salt, remove from fire and stir in 3 
beaten’ egg yolks. Cook 1 minute more 
while yolks thicken, then add the stiffly 
beaten whites and turn into an unbuttered 
baking dish.

The 
best known version is probably sorrel, but water- 
cress and the entire lettuce tribe—romaine, endive, 
chicory and escarole as well as lettuce—make just 
as fine and delicious eating.

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In a Grove of Georgia Pines 


F THE various traditional American architectural styles, Southern Colonial is the hardest 
to adapt successfully in a small house of today. The answer lies probably in the fact 
that most people think of Southern Colonial in terms of ante bellum mansions; when they 
build a small*house, they get bogged down in massive pediments, obtrusive pilasters and too 
heavy columns. The result is that, while you will find many faithful new California Ranch 
and New England Colonial houses, you generally have to look twice to find a really good, 
small Southern Colonial house. But they can be, and are, built. Witness the home of Mrs. Earl 
kK. Lokey, of. Thomson, Ga., designed by architects Scroggs & Ewing, of Augusta. 

Its setting in a grove of pines is, of course, beautiful and adds much to the house. But 
even if it were stripped of the trees, you would find the lines and details delicate and charm- 
ing. None of them assumes an unjustified prominence; instead they complement and supple- 
ment one another, so that the whole is more important than any of its parts. This point is 
well illustrated by the porch columns. Columns are difficult to handle. If they are too large or 
ornate, they overshadow the building; if they are too small, they make the building look in- 


secure. In Mrs. Lokey’s house, however, they are of exactly the right proportions, and in their - 


squareness and simple capitals they are severe to a degree. They do not steal the scene; 
rather they do their job of holding up the porch roof, and that is all. (Continued on page 116)

There were probably other occupations more 
vital, but the month was begun by attending 
to the labels. First going over the garden and 
seeing that those which had done duty dur- 
ing the winter were in place, and if they have 
become loosened, firming them without dis- 
placing the location. It is so easy to pick up 
a label and stick it back a few inches from 
the thing it is supposed to mark, but by so 
doing a Queen of Spain Narcissus may be 
turned into a Thalia! The winter labels are 
usually little glass bottles, corked, holding 
securely the card slip with the name, fastened 
on stout sticks. Summer favorites are nar- 
row strips of galvanized iron obtained as 
scrap from the tinsmith. The name is written 
on these with a blunt-pointed soft lead pencil, 
and via a punched hole they too are fastened 
on sticks. One firm rule—I will not stoop to 
read a label. 


c. 


Because we are told that bulbs are self con- 
tained in the matter of food, we forget that 
their larders are not stocked in perpetuity, 
but need to be renewed yearly if there is to 
be continued bloom. Unless the original 
planting area is so thoroughly enriched and 
conditioned that the goodness remains in- 





definitely. Not usually the case. During the 
Narcissus bloom they need plenty of water, 
and after the flowers fade is the time for 
feeding, as then the bulb goes into the period 
of recuperation when the bloom of the next 
season is created. Dig the fertilizer well 
around the bulbs, or use an apple corer as 
I do, to make holes through the section into 
which to pour the food. Sub soil feeding 
seems quicker than surface application. Soft 
coal ashes are used by some enthusiasts, but 
I usually confine myself to regular complete 
plant food for a bulb fertilizer. If this par- 
ticular container is empty, the forcing food 
kept on hand for reluctant growers works 
well. Sift together a spadeful of sand, 2 of 
humus or wood soil, a handful of bonemeal 
or wood ashes and the same of some dry

animal fertilizer on the order of shredded 
sheep manure. This mixture will find many 
uses, too, as the season progresses. 


A: 


There is nothing scientific about the setting 
of the sundial on the 15th of April, but that 
is one of the four dates of the year when 
apparent time and mean time coincide, so 
dial owners may verify the position on this 
date by seeing that the gnomen—the part 





whose shadow indicates the hour—falls on 
the twelve o’clock mark at noon. In daylight 
saving localities we cannot cement our dials 
down, not if they are to-be changed with the 
juggling of time, as I do. If you would have 
Thymes planted around the dial base, make 
it a ceremony of the 15th as you do the plant- 
ing of peas on March 17th. The Mountain 
Thymes, Thymus serpyllum, are the best for 
the purpose in any and all varieties of the 
group, silver Thyme, gold Thyme, white 
flowered and red flowered, all are suitable. 
So is the wooly Thyme, 7. lanuginosus, if 
it can be given a place where it is not smoth- 
ered, small but independent, the tiny soft 
grav leaflets will not stand being encroached 
upon. Like all plants the Thymes grow better 
for feeding, which is most simply done by 
scattering some fertilizer that will not burn 
the leaves, hence no chemicals, over the re- 
cumbent plants. (See suggestions in Par. 17, 
A Good Meal.) The roots are so shallow that 
it seems impossible to dig food into the soil 
without injuring the mats. A liquid applica- 
tion is also potent for good health. 


A. 


When a workman comes here, he never 
knows what may be asked of him, but after 
one experience he expects anything.

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OMEWHERE between flatfooted A and timorous B lies the truth. 

The quickest way to find it is to examine the reasons for prun- | 
ing at the outset. Then the task can be approached with certain 
clear purposes in mind. Such purposes are indicated by the nature 
of the plants themselves and there is no use in going into specific 
directions for differing types without defining first the fundamental 
principles of the matter. 

All right, then. Why do you prune? There are six good reasons, 
each of which suggests its correlated technique or procedure. With A 
and B sitting in, let’s examine them. (Numerals in the text refer to 
drawings at left. Heavy black lines show what is pruned.) 


1. Prune for Cleanliness. Obviously, to remove dead or broken 
stems and branches, which can be done any time, anywhere. The 
one proviso is to make a clean cut, going back to the main branch 
or to the ground, and leaving no unsightly ends. This is simple but 
should come first. 


2. Prune for Shapeliness. Developing the natural habits of the 
specimen can only follow through understanding the particular be- 
havior and growth of each plant to be pruned. Here is where the 
most frequent mistakes occur both in seasonal time of action—of 
which I shall speak later—and usual procedure. It is fatal to en- 
deavor to restrict size by disturbing or going against the plant’s 
innate characteristics. Shearing off the tops of tall shrubs to shorten 
them invariably results in ugliness, severe hacking of upper growths 
makes the specimen leggy with bare stems and bushy dust-mop 
tops. If it is too tall or too thick, thin out the oldest and biggest 
canes right down to the ground, giving attention all the while to 
retain the attractive shape of the shrub. When the shrub has gotten 
completely out of hand, move it to some location where it can 
stretch up and out to its heart’s content, and plant in its place what 
should have been there from the beginning, something smaller by 
nature. Don’t bob! Sometimes a certain amount of tipping back) 
of the tops may be desirable, as a few enterprising branches like 
to grow in ungainliness. In this case snip the twigs at sufficiently 
different heights to preserve the informal proper outline, but don’? 
bob. It is a horticultural crime to turn a graceful thing into an arti+ 
ficial balloon or ball. If such shape is a requisite for the gardener’s 
happiness, let him buy one that grows that way. (We are not speak- 
ing of topiary work, a topic beyond a limited pruning discussion.) 


3. Prune for Rejuvenation. Removal of ancient wood does away 
with that look of uncared-for old age, and success in keeping plants 
from showing their years comes from the maintenance of live 
healthy, young growth which has no chance when it is being choked 
out by imperious oldsters. 


| 
4. Prune for Bloom. You prune to induce more flowers or fruit 
by increasing the proportion of flowering over vegetative growth! 
Root pruning of any plant lessens the green growths and increases 
flower production, while severe top pruning only encourages mort 
twigs and abundant foliage. Left unpruned, a mass of bloom 0 
diminishing quality results. Reduce the flowering canes and mort 


strength goes to what is left.

5. Prune for Stability. Removal of suckers or wild shoots, 
“thieves”, that may come up from below the graft, bud or knob if 
the plant has been grafted or budded upon something different from 
itself. Specimens not on their own roots are apt to make sucker 
growth, and if such shoots are allowed to predominate, the whole 
will in time revert to the basic stock, and your French Lilac go 
back to first principles of mediocrity. 


6. Prune Hedgewise. Boundary plants such as hedge materials 
are legitimately kept in specific shape by going against the dictates 
of natural growth. The admissible practice of training plants to 
specified outlines comes under this division of pruning. 


Pruning Tools. Before beginning any task it is the part of wisdom 
to be sure the proper tools are at hand, and in no instance is this 
more true than with pruning. Although cutting implements are all 
designed for the same end there is a choice of types. Live wood is 
delicate, no matter how rugged its appearance, and must not be 
bruised, and a smashed dead end is open haven for pests and 
disease. Three designs are current in pruning shears to be found 
in all supply stores. The single cut with one blade nearly straight, 
the other curved; the double cut, which resembles a parrot’s beak, 
both blades curved; and the anvil or guillotine type, both blades 
straight. With the first, if the cutting blade is kept to the side of 
the root, it’s impossible to bruise that part of the plant expected 
to grow again. What is removed would be the only section that 
could be injured. With parrot beak pruners the stem of the plant 
is likely to be squeezed until it is finally severed, which may crush 
both sides of the cut. Their advantage is that little attention is 
needed. as to how they are held and used. The anvil shape is good 
for general work. Another aid is an adequate step ladder to reach 
the heights of tall shrubs. I have found a home-made affair more 
adequate than the regular type. Three stout poles fastened together 
at the top, either wigwam fashion or terminating in a small seat, 
with ladder rungs nailed at convenient intervals on the poles, form 
a structure light to move around, easy to introduce among any 
growths, affording every vantage point of manipulation. It doesn’t 
fold up in the disconcerting manner of the ordinary stepladder. 


When to Prune and How. The time depends upon two things, 
the habits of the plant’s growth, and what the pruning is done for. 
For instance: 

The flowering shrubs of spring produce their bloom on wood 
that has grown the previous season. The hidden buds are carried 
through the winter, ready to appear at the appointed time in spring 
or early summer. To cut bud-bearing branches off before they have 
bloomed is to limit the quantity of flowers. Prune these just after 
they have finished blossoming, to encourage new strong shoots which 
will prepare the bloom of next year. 

The flowering shrubs of late summer and fall make their crops 
on the growth of the present season. They are best shaped or 
thinned as early in the spring as possible to start them on the 
way to make strong and sturdy new summer wood which will 
carry abundant bloom a few months hence.

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Now is the time... 


to sow those indispensable annuals 
BY DOROTHY H. JENKINS 


HERE is no getting away from it—we must have annuals 

in the garden. They’re the plants whose life is but one 
garden year, following the cycle from seeds trustingly planted 
in April or May, through bloom during summer, to seed 
forming before “black” frost. Admittedly we all plant annuals 
for color and masses of bloom, keeping our fingers crossed 
that they will begin early and stay late. 

How early can we have a decent showing of annual flowers? 
Well, June 10 or thereabouts. I am writing from Long Island, 
so it might be a few days earlier or later for you. But there 
is a respectable group of annuals that maintain a crest of 
bloom from about June 10 to July 10, even from seed sown 
in the open ground. If you had had in your garden last year 
some of the hardy annuals that self-sow freely, Cornflowers 
and Calliopsis might be flowering by Memorial Day. Sweet 
Alyssum, Candytuft, Baby’s Breath, Larkspur, Nigella and 
Pansies are others prone to self-sow and consequently early 
to flower. 

The snowbabies—Poppies, Cornflower, Larkspur and Cape 
Marigold (Dimorphotheca)—start from scratch in 1941. In 
other words, if you know where you want them to flower, the 
areas could be marked out and seeds scattered on top of 
March snow. As it melts, seed will be carried into the soil to 
germinate as soon as it warms up. Regular seed planting of 
the hardiest annuals begins in mid-April. If we choose the 
right ones to plant then, that early June mass of bloom will 
not remain a fantasy. We can plant any of those already men- 
tioned, for they grow more quickly before hot summer weather 
is upon us. If June tends to be a skimpy flower month in 
your garden, add Phlox Drummondi in delightful selected 
colors, Gaillardia, Linaria and Swan River Daisy. 

If you have greenhouse facilities, still more pressure can be 
brought to bear for June bloom from annuals. Mere advance 
planting in the house or coldframe is not practical. A green- 
house where seedlings may be carried along from flats to 
individual pots for sizeable growth would make available al- 
most mature plants of early Stock, Snapdragon, Alonsoa and 
Pansy for a brief appearance. 

Whereas common, thrifty annuals are the mainstay of a 
novice, the experienced gardener selects varieties from his 
favorites and reliables. Some may be chosen solely on the 
basis of color or form; many because of their time of flower- 
ing. The forethought to compare varieties in the seed cata- 
logues, weighing heights and shades for arrangement, rate 
of growth and flowering time for ever-present bloom, means 
the gardener will manage his annuals instead of letting them 
go their own way, possibly balking at flowering in July or 
refusing to flower at all because they need a longer season 
than the garden extends and should have been started indoors. 

Management is based on handling and nice timing. For 
example, that set of early flowering ones can be made to 
repeat their bloom and practically reach another zenith about 
a month later if blossoms are cut with stern regularity for en- 
joyment indoors, too. Low ones such as Sweet Alyssum and 
Candytuft, if sheared rigorously at the first signs of extrava- 
gant seeding in early summer, will concentrate their strength 
into producing new flowers, hopeful of being allowed to set 
seed this time. After all, that is the (Continued on page 111) 


all about HEDGES... 


HEDGE in the landscape is inevitably conspicuous. There should ° 
therefore be a compelling reason for choosing it instead of some- 
thing else, say a shrub border or a fence. 

There are two reasons for planting hedges—practical and artistic. 
On the practical side, if you need enclosure or want to achieve privacy 
for the whole grounds, or a part of them, and have only a limited 
space in which to do it, a hedge is indicated. If you have only a 
limited amount of money to spend, a hedge is also a wise choice, for 
it is usually cheaper than a wall, fence or shrub border. Those are 
about the only practical reasons, since a hedge is more trouble to 
maintain than a shrub border, fence or wall. Of course this is not an 
infallible rule, for hedges can be expensive, and some are not much 
trouble. 

On the artistic side there are more angles to consider. First, formal 
vs. informal. Hedges can be either. Choose the material according to 
what the hedge is intended to look like later on. If the situation calls 
for a definite line and mass, choose something that can be clipped to 
the desired shape and kept that way. Few plants stand such treatment.

If you can use something less compact, the range of choice is 
wider. Many plants that will not stand repeated close shearings can 
be considerably restrained by clipping. If the situation is informal 
or naturalistic, you can use almost any sort of shrub or small tree, 
planted in a line and with much closer spacing, of course, but other- 
wise allowed to grow quite naturally. 

Do not, however, use in a hedge that is to be clipped flowering 
shrubs like Forsythia, Japanese Quince or Spirea whose flowers are 
borne close to the branches. All their grace and charm is lost when 
they are subjected to such restraint. Shrubs whose flowers are borne 
in terminal clusters, like the Viburnums, can be clipped. The flowers 
are lost, of course, but the shrub does not look badly. 

Most people, when you say hedge, think California Privet or 
Japanese Barberry. These are both good, within limits, but they have 
been used too often. Suburban landscapes would improve if an em- 
bargo on these were declared for a decade or two. Instead of Cali- 
fornia Privet, which is not hardy north of New York anyhow, try 
Ibota, Common, or Amur River Privet for (Continued on page 102)

What Humming Birds Like. There is a definite relationship be- 
tween some flowers and certain birds because of the structure of the 
bloom. Tricky flowers such as the Columbine that hang their heads 
downward and have their honey in the curved horns of the bloom, 
offer a field day for the little humming birds with their long bills 
and hollow tongues. Their long flex- 
ible tongues can sweep around the 
curve of the Columbine’s horns and 
sip the nectar as through a straw, 
sweets which are quite inaccessible 
to their rivals, the bees and butter- 
flies. The following plants are among 
those attracting the tiny birds. All 
things being equal, bright colors in- 
trigue them, but added lure is pro- 
vided by honey sacks made to their 
particular design. They like Trumpet creepers; Honeysuckles; Aqui- 
legia; Thermopsis, the yellow Lupine like flower; Tiger Lilies (here 
the honey is in a groove at the base of the sepals), Delphin?um; 

Jewel Weed, Impatiens biflora; Mullein Pink, Lychnis; Cardinal 
Flower; Nasturtiums; gay Hollyhocks. Red and yellows are their 


predilections. 





Early Planting of Lilacs. When it seems desirable to plant Lilacs 
in the spring, they should be secured as young, own-root plants and 
set out early, in well drained soil which is not sour. Time will be 
saved if small specimens are chosen, they make a quicker start, as 
full grown shrubs often lose much top growth in the course of mov- 
ing and are slow to recover. In the change of favor from the old type 
of Syringa vulgaris to the various hybrids of the French strains, sev- 
eral desirable Lilacs are overlooked which are easily grown and 
should rate high in the gardener’s estimation. Among those which 
add to any garden’s beauty are the S. chinense, sometimes listed as 
S. rothomagensis, 8’-9’ tall with slender growth and violet flowers in 
May. There is a deeper purple variety, Chinense saugeana. The Jap- 
anese Tree Lilac may be kept as a 10’-12’ heavy wooded shrub and 
has loose bunches of creamy white flowers in June and July. The 
Hungarian Lilac, S. josikaea shows violet bloom in June, and the 
latest of all to flower is S. villosa, a smaller shrub of 7’-8’ with pale 
pinkish Lilac flowers, very fragrant.

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THE MAN BEHIND THE HOE 


27 January 1941 
Dear H. B.: 

Our first English seed catalogue for 1941 reached 
us on Saturday. All the family have taken turns 
reading it, and tonight at dinner we talked of 
little else. 

We bought our first seeds from England some years 
ago when we were planting our herb garden and when 
the choice of herb varieties offered by American 
seed dealers was more limited than now. Each year 
Since then we have sent a small order across the At- 
lantic—sometimes so small as hardly to justify our 
friends' in Ipswich keeping us on their mailing 
list. First it was herbs for the kitchen—the sallet-= 
herbs traditional in English gardens from the time 
of Evelyn and Gerard. Then it was seeds of American 
native plants for naturalizing along the path 
through the hickory grove. Strangely enough, those 
American seeds were eaSier come by across the water 
than hereabouts. Still another year our order was 
foravariety of night-scented blooms to plant under 
the big west windows. This season my wife has drawn 
up a list of seeds we shall import for a seedbed 
she has already decided I must allot to her use in my 
vegetable patch—a bed where she can raise plants 
for the new rock wall we are laying at the foot of 
the terrace. 

As for myself, my eye is ever for root crops and 
greens. My wife says I have a vegetable soul. I 
skipped briskly through the 3,200 neatly numbered 
items in the flower section of the new catalogue, 
over which she had pored for hours, and turned at 
once to the pages in the back where, in sober 
British prose, are extolled the simple virtues of 
broad beans and borecole, mustard, cress, and 
marrows. The vegetable list, though not as long as 
in better years, is Still comprehensive, and I 
shall make a few selections from it—if only to re- 
mind me, as I hoe my garden rows next summer, that 
it were well for me to be thankful and more than a 
little humble because I am fortunate enough to till 
a corner of the world where I may be reasonably 
sure of reaping what I sow and of raising more to 
eat than I shall know what to do with. 

I haven't decided yet just what my English pur- 
chases will be. None of them will be Staples, of 
course, Since I shall depend upon tested, northern-= 
grown, and thoroughly acclimatized American seed 
for those. Rather they will be two or three of the 
unusual trifles which I am careful to include in 
my garden each year lest I succumb to mere routine. 
At the moment I have my eye on a Six-penny packet 
of lilywhite seakale, a delicacy I have not tasted 
since I last walked over the Westmoreland fells 
seventeen springs ago. If I can't persuade it to 
produce well for me under rigorous New England 
conditions, I should at least be able to add it to 
the list of things which I take into the cellar in 
the late fall to force for winter use. 

I think I shall have me some skirrets, too. 
Parkinson thought them infinitely superior to the 
carrots of his day, though I never heard of anyone 
who cultivated them in America this last hundred 
years. And I'm sure I'll have to adda package of 
variegated kale to the English order. I recall 
a horticultural show where it made a magnificent 
display of exotic color among the autumn cauli- 
flower and pumpkins, and I've been keeping an eye 
out for it ever since.

If wall B is made to seem closer, the room 
looks shorter—hence, not so narrow for its 
length. You can apply either a decorative 
or structural treatment to wall B, and carry 
the treatment round the corner and part way 
along wall A. Wall A thus seems shorter to 
the eye, and wall B correspondingly nearer. 
Your choice of treatment depends on what 
the room is used for. In a library or living 
room, you might build bookshelves, as in the 
sketch. In a dining room, china cabinets and 
paneling would work out nicely.

Another way to achieve an apparent 
change in proportion is to break up the 
long lines of the ceiling and long wall. Beams 
will take care of the former, while full-length 
draperies, a door or paneling will take care 
of the latter.

appear, not nearer, but wider. This makes 


the whole room appear wider and does away 
with any need to make wall A look shorter. 
Large mirrors on wall A, for instance, would 
do the trick very nicely. And, of course, a

cious placing of draperies, curtains and 
valances, as well as by clever furniture ar- 
rangement such as a desk or table placed out 
from the long wall to break its apparent 
length. 


It seems to me that our heating 
§ system is using too much oil. Is 
there any way of determining 
what the proper amount of fuel 
consumption should be? 


Yes. You must burn enough oil to create 
enough heat to replace the heat lost from 
your house to the outdoors, plus the amount 
required for hot water. That sounds simple 
enough, but the calculation becomes rather 
complex. The amount of heat lost from the 
house depends upon the size of the house, 
the amount of window area, the materials of 
construction, the type and quantity of insula- 
tion, the average outdoor temperature and 
the desired indoor temperature, the prevail- 
ing winds, the amount of infiltration (air 
leakage) and the quantity of hot water you 
use. Despite these involved elements, a heat- 
ing engineer can arrive at a quite depend- 
able figure. 

This figure, in terms of B.t.u.’s (heat 
units), must then be obtained by burning 
fuel. However, neither the burner, the boiler, 
nor the piping system is 100 per cent efficient. 
There is some loss or waste of heat inherent 
in each. The heating engineer makes a care- 
ful inspection and tries one or more com- 
bustion tests to see what proportion of the 
potential heat in the particular type of oil 
used is actually converted into usable heat. 
Having determined this, he is ready to state 
what the average rate of fuel consumption 
should be. It will, of course, vary from 
month to month as the weather and other 
factors change, but over a substantial period 
of time his figure will be surprisingly accu- 
rate. As you readily see, this computation 
is not for the layman. Only an experienced 
specialist can handle it accurately. 


We want to run steam from our 

3 house to the garage (separate ). 
How can the pipe be put through 
the basement wall without causing 
a leak? 


It’s easy enough to make a leak-proof joint 
at this point. What is more important is to 
keep the heat of the steam from being dissi- 
pated in the cold masonry of the cellar wall. 
The standard method is to line the hole 
through which the pipe passes with a sleeve 
—a cast-iron pipe section 2” larger than the

steam pipe. The steam pipe will thus be sur- 
rounded by an air space 1” wide. This air 
space is a splendid insulator, but you may 
go further and fill it with rock wool or as- 
bestos. The ends of the sleeve are sealed, first 
with oakum caulking, then with lead. This 
provides structural support for the pipe as 
well as moisture protection.

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Insulating Blanket (1). It is called 
Cell-U-Blanket, because the core is 
made of Cellufoam, a wood-fiber 
insulation which has been used for 
some time in automobiles and re- 
frigerators. It comes in huge rolls, 
sufficient to cover 125 sq. ft. of 
wall, ceiling or floor area. In thick- 
ness, it is either 1” or 14”; yet the 
manufacturer (Masonite Corp., 111 
W. Washington St., Chicago) claims 
that it has an unusually low heat 
conductivity. It will also prevent 
the passage of vapor through the 
wall, because the Cellufoam is covy- 
ered on both sides with asphalt- 
impregnated kraft paper. (Another 
kind of Cell-U-Blanket has kraft 
paper on one side, non-metallic re- 
flective paper on the other.) Both 
blankets are said to be termite 
treated, mould and rot proofed; 
they do not shrink or settle; 
they can be cut with shears and 
quickly installed. 


Extra-Thick Tile Board (2). Far- 
fetched as it may seem, the picture 
illustrates the most important fea- 
ture of the Dubl-Thik fiber-tile 
board put out by Upson Co. 
(Lockport, N. Y.). Because it is 
more than 14” thick, a sheet of this 
board is strong enough to support 
the weight of four men. Yet it is 
not excessively heavy. Made of 
wood fibers, the board is said to 
provide a barrier against sound, 
heat and cold. It will not warp 
when splashed with water. The sur- 
face is smooth as glass, requires 
only a single under-coat and one 
or two coats of enamel. Boards up 
to 4’ x 16’ are available. 


Electric Plug (3). All of us at 
some time or other have mildly 
cursed electric plugs which persist 
in falling out of their convenience 
outlets. This new plug (General 
Electric Co., Bridgeport, Conn.) is

designed to eliminate that annoy- 
ance. Secret of its success is the 
contact prongs—made in the form 
of flattened loops and_ therefore 
called “anchor loops.” These prongs 
will hold tight in both new and 
old convenience outlets without dis- 
tortion of outlet contacts and with- 
out spoiling the outlets for use 
with standard solid prongs. 


Attic Louver (4). As we have told 
you many times before, attics 
should have ventilation. Of course 
you can use windows, but they 
must be opened and closed. Louvers 
provide plenty of ventilation and 
need no attention, This new louver 
(Donley Bros. Co., 13902 Miles 
Ave., Cleveland) is made of steel. 
It is simple and inexpensive to in- 
stall in either frame or brick con- 
struction, since it requires no wood 
trim and only a little labor. A 
bronze fly screen is fastened to the 
inside of the louver. 


Portable Convection Heater (5). 
Half-heated rooms are the bane of 
almost all old houses. This small 
heater will make them comfortable. 
You can carry it into any room, 
plug it into any convenience outlet 
—either a.c. or d.c-—and it will 
warm the room in no time. It works 





on the convection principle; that 
is, the heating element heats a 
series of perpendicular metal fins 
which in turn heat the air as it 
passes between them, up and out 
into the room. The element is her- 
metically sealed; there are no ex- 
posed glowing wires; the whole 
device, made by Noma Electric 
Corp, (Go We 13th St5N-Y-G>)pais 
approved by Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories.

Probably the 
best way to do this is to insert in 
the masonry or place under the 
sills a metal shield which projects 
2” from the face of the wall and 
bends downward another 2” at a 
45° angle. The new Teco termite 
shields (Timber Engineering Co., 
1337 Connecticut Ave., Washing- 
ton), are made in just that way. 
They come in long strips, in short 
strips, in squares, etc., which are 
designed to fit any size or shape 
foundation. They are made of cor- 
rosion-resistant, zinc-coated steel. 
A special connecting device seals 
the joints between shields so that 
they, too, are impregnable to the 
onslaught of termites.

Set them 
all on to stew with some salt, and 
a bit of butter the size of a wat- 
nut: shake the pan when it begins 
to grow warm, and let it be closely 
covered over a slow stove till done 
enough. It is served with slices of 
broiled calves’ liver, small rashers 
of bacon, and eggs fried; the lat- 
ter on the herbs, the other in a 
separate dish.” We omit the liver 
and the separate dish. Otherwise 
the quantities work out nicely for 
2 lbs. of spinach. 

There are times when a simple 
dish of greens won't do, yet greens 
is just what the menu calls for. 
Here are devices for ennobling 
them to suit the occasion. They all 
respond amiably to sauces, Bech- 
amel, Vinaigrette, Maitre d’Hotel, 
Hollandaise. A simple and unusual 


sauce that suits them all is made 


by blending smooth 1 oz. of soft- 
ened butter and a hardboiled egg 
yolk for each portion. They are 
all good au gratin. All except kale 
and collards make excellent souf- 
flés or timbales. One of the pret- 
tiest devices is the ring trick— 
making a ring of the greens to sur- 
round another vegetable. Spinach 
and creamed or sautéd mush- 
rooms is one excellent combina- 
tion; lettuce or any of its relatives 
with peas is another; dandelion

Put 2 tbsps. of butter into a fry- 
ing pan, add the greens and stir 
over a good flame until the last 
trace of wetness leaves the bottom 
of the pan. Then season, sprinkle 
with 1 tbsp. of flour, mix and add 
%4 cup of broth. Keep stirring 
until it boils, then cover and let 
it simmer very gently for perhaps 
1% hour. Just before serving stir in 
another teaspoon or so of butter 
cut in small bits. Watercress 
cooked this way is delectable 
enough for any gathering. 

Then there are the dishes dedi- 
cated to one of the greens. Time- 
honored favorites, they are fine ad- 
ditions to your party fare. 


Braised Chicory 

Quarter and wash carefully a 
couple of big heads of chicory, 
picking off the damaged outside 
leaves and cutting off the heel. 
Parboil them 15 mins. in boiling 
salted water, keeping them under 
if you can since they discolor in 
air. When they are limp, plunge 
them in cold water, drain them 
thoroughly and chop them up. 
Melt a couple of tablespoons of 
butter in the bottom of a casserole, 
add the chopped vegetables and 
seasoning, moisten with 4 cup of 
strong broth, stir them and let 
them simmer over a low flame or 
in a moderate oven till the broth 
is absorbed.

are about to build. “We want it to be large,” you explain, “but not too 
large. It must be conveniently located, and arranged so that it is easy to 
work in and step-saving.

The living area 
takes advantage of both orchard and ravine views, the latter lovely 
through the plant window. 

The bedroom has built-in drawers, closets and dressing table. A 
utility room, back by the 2-car garage, is for laundry, heating, water 
pump, etc., since the house has no basement.

out and first draw it accurately, 
over and over again till it is judged 
near right. Then they start over on 
it and begin to organize it into a 
weaving project. This is done on 
graph, or point paper by which 
the pattern is separated out -into 
its component parts. Now it looks 
like a sampler and the colors are 
confusing in that they do not indi- 
cate the final coloring to be used, 
but are laid on as a chart of where 
and how weaves change. Red may 
indicate cut pile. Yellow an em- 
bossed effect, and so on. A master 
craftsman writes, in a large copper- 
plate hand in ink on the paper, in- 
structions which, as far as we are 
concerned, might just as well be 
in code. We recognize the words, 
but their connotation escapes any- 
one but a well versed weaver. To 
him they explain all that he is to 
do. The design, approved (though 
later it may be arbitrarily rejected) , 
is sent forth from the design de- 
partment to embark on a series of 
tryouts, probable alterations and 
possible final jettison. All this is 
infinitely expensive, much experi- 
enced labor will be used in the 
course of the trial run and maybe 


nothing at all will come out of it 
except a yard of fabric to be sold, 
six months later, but it 
is the surest way to make beautiful 
and acceptable fabrics, so the proc- 
ess is cheerfully indulged in.

cally like the lotus columns of old 
Egypt, flaring toward the top to sup- 
port the enormous weight of hun- 


dreds of power looms. In one corner 
of the room is a man with a small 
neat machine over which his fin- 
gers play as though he were run- 
ning a typewriter. The machine, 
punches holes at his behest in a 
series of brown cardboard cards, 





long and narrow. His guide as to 
where to punch the holes is a sheet 
of the point paper prepared down- 
stairs. He reads it as though it were 
a book. Each tiny line speaks to 
his fingers. He works in a strangely 
isolated quiet and you have the feel- 
ing that you are watching a blind 
man read Braille through his fin- 
gers’ ends. Certainly the skill is 
comparable. These cards set the de- 
sign of the fabric. They are the ac- 
tual realization of the Jacquard 
principle. For as they are ultimately 
integrated with the loom, they are 
pressed against a panel solid with 
projecting steel hooks. The idea, in 
its roughest form, is that where a 
hole appears, a hook is released, 
hauls up a part of a harness and 
makes the variation in weave which 
affects coloring and pattern. Simple 
as pie, you'd say, but by the time 
our kind and disastrously knowl- 
edgable has tried quite 
clearly to explain the actual tech- 
nique, we are tangled in a snarl of 
warp and filling or weft which 
makes us paw the air. He sees that 


guide 


we are about to go under for the 
third time and starts over, using 
hands, which helps, Lace the fin- 
gers of your right hand through 
the fingers of your left the way you 
did as a child for “this is the church 
and this is the steeple.” The fingers 
of each hand are at right angles to 
the fingers of the other. This is ex- 
actly the way the warp of a fabric 
works. This action is called shed- 
ding. The shuttle whips through the 
cleft or shed. Then the cleft is re- 
and the shuttle whisks 
through again. Variations in ar- 
rangement of the clefts controlled 
by the Jacquard cards alter the 
number of warp threads which the

That’s too simple and not too 
accurate, but something we cling to 
a little desperately.

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his wife get tangled up in her knit- 
ting when he comes home at night, 
These men have “hands” in the 
sense that pianists and wonderful 
horsemen have hands. They are not 
young hands, for there are decades 
of experience in them, nor are they 
beautiful hands in the pretty-pretty 
sense, though they are beautiful in 
their capability, Actually, weaves 
are «affected, though only a very 
little, by the difference in tech- 
nique between one worker and 
another. 

To revert to the preparation of 
the warp cylinder (nicely known 
as beaming the warp), the threads, 
myriad of them, are all arranged in 
a specified order, number one, let 
us say, brown, number two, tan, 
number three, white, and so on and 
on. And these are threads as fine 
as you'd use for an ordinary piece 
of sewing. Once ordered they are 
rolled onto the cylinder or beam, 
600 yards of each thread. This must 
be done meticulously and weights 
hold a constant stress on the threads 
so that they will be rolled at all 
points at the same tension. Tension 
is a very vital part of weaving. 
Evenness of tension makes for per- 
fection of the fabric and through 
controlling and lessening tension 
certain weaves of types called mate- 
lassé achieve quilted effects which 
are very exciting. From the rain- 
bow of colored threads with little 
metal figs of weights hanging here 
and there, you come to a man at 
the end of the room who is, with 
utter lack of resentment, tackling 
a problem which would drive us 
to madness in ten minutes. He has 
a hank of string-colored threads 
piled on protecting 
floor. For winding in a_ special 
beam, 230 threads, or ends, are 
needed, let us suppose. His chore 
is to separate out the 230, as the 
dyer delivers the warp yarns in 
tremendous length and in ropes of 
some 800 threads. He has counted 
them and started rolling them onto 
a spindle. But the threads as they 
have come to him, cross and mean- 
der among themselves, so that, each 
foot, he must pause and straighten 
them out and see that they don’t 
snarl or break.

As we leave this room two things 
happen at just the same moment. 
Off outside, somewhere, a whistle 
cuts the air, and as it does the ma- 
chines stop turning. Silence, thick 
as dust in an old house, settles over 
rooms and passages. Your ears ache 
for listening to the quiet, then grad- 
ually relax. Workers haye almost 
disappeared before your eyes, slip- 
ping covers over their machines as 
they went (fireproof, for there is 
much oil used on the machines). 
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Then you see that they are still 
here but not at their machines.

You stop to pick up a knotted 
‘strand of thread like horsehair, 


clean feeling, strong, colorless. This 





is the best Irish flax, used for the 
‘so-called harness on the looms. 
Stacked in one corner are slim 
black metal rods like fasces, called 
lingoes, tied in bunches with laven- 
der and yellow ribbons. These are 
weights which will be attached to 
the ends of the flax harness at the 
bottom of the loom. Tension again. 
Beyond are bins rather like wine 
cellar bins, filled with the colored 


yarns to be used for weft, or fill- 
ing, as it is more generally called. 
All sorts; glossy, golden rayon, che- 
nille, furry as a bunny coat, flake 
yarns which have random_ bulges, 
a white yarn spiralled by a black 
thread. Across the aisle another 
set of bins holds the shuttles which 
send these lovely yarns flying across 
the warp of the cloth. Your guide 
shows you how the yarn is rolled, 
not haphazard, but to fit into the 
shuttle. Each shuttle, shaped like 
a tiny torpedo with a metal nose, 
is made of wood (dogwood because 
it is hard and almost grainless, will 
not rough up or develop flaws to 
tear threads), hollowed out in the 
center, with a metal tine there to 
hold the yarn and a spring to hold 
it at the proper tension. A little 
rabbit’s fur has been glued in along 
the side to make the yarn roll off 
smoothly and retard it, just a frac- 
tion. Tension, again. Everywhere, 
tension. 

The next chapter is written after 
we have succumbed to the implica- 
tions of that noon whistle ourself 
and by the time we get back to the 
mill the machines have tuned up 
again and are going great guns. We 
ride our freight elevator up to the 
top floor now and step out of its 
yawning doorway into the bedlam 
of weaving. The noise and the smell

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of hot machinery engulf you to the 
exclusion of everything else. Then 
your eyes begin to take in the pic- 
ture. There are looms beyond the 
counting and endless motion. You 
begin to sort things out and to see 
individual machines for what they 
are. Right up to the ceiling they 
go, and near each one stands a 
small ladder used for climbing top- 
side for any necessary repair, and 
to change the sets of Jacquard 
cards as other patterns are re- 
quired. Way up there is a_box- 
shaped frame and out of it flow 
what look to be a thousand-thou- 


sand flax threads. Drawn taut, some 


diagonal, some straight up and 
down, quivering constantly like 


water thrown in a jet in the air, 
they form a singular and beautiful 
pattern. Beside them, also high up, 
are the Jacquard cards. They have 
been laced together into series by 
white cords near outer edges. There 
is no break in the series, the ends 
have been joined. They hang and 
move, for each time the shuttle 
crosses the loom one goes down at 
one end, one gocs up at the other, 
setting the machine over and over 
for each row. Below the warp beam 
is being unrolled into the back of 
the loom, fabric is coming out of 
the front of it and between the two 
the shuttles fly. Literally they do 
fly. At either side of the weaving 
is an openwork metal box with four 
compartments to it, one above the 
other. In the eight compartments of 
the two boxes there are from four 
to seven shuttles, depending on the 
number of colors required for the 
pattern. One compartment is always 
free to receive the flying shuttle 
when it lands. This is called a four- 
by-four box loom and these boxes 
explain the meaning. A wood han- 
dle, standing up from the floor 
whacks the shuttle which is re- 
quired to travel across the loom and 
is the motivating power which sends 
it in-its course. The lever is con- 
trolled by a chain looped around 
an end of the machine. The boxes 
rise and lower so the proper shut- 
tle will be sent in its turn. And 
slowly, magically, cloth is created 
with pattern taking shape row by 
row before your eyes. 

Further along is another kind of 


loom, named the shaft loom. It

being changed from beige to blue. 
It is being done by hand. Do you 
know what that means? We couldn't) 
believe it and we saw it. He sit ‘| 
with the machine at his left, thes 
new beam wrapped with blue yar 
at his right. With a little wedge} 
shaped two-bladed knife he cuts off} 
beige yarn and blue yarn and he 
knots them together. His finger 
move so quickly that you literall 
cannot see the knotting done. He 
only pauses long enough to toue 
his finger tips to the top of a small 
pail of glue so that he can pick the’ 
threads up the quicker. Hundreds 
of threads. Thousands of threads. 
And every thread, beige, has its 
numbered position and_ every 
thread, blue has its, and 99 beige) 
must have 99 blue tied to it or there 
is an awful mess. There isn’t any. 
mess because the man is a wizard. 
This process is called tying in. 
We spoke before of rainbow col- 
ored warp beams. Some have many 
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colors. Some are just one, some are 
ombré. This is all part and parcel 
of the infinite number of combina- 
tions and permutations of weaving. 
Another loom works rather like 
a Jacquard carpet loom. It makes 
loops by inserting thin steel wands 
or wires into the weave, just long 
enough to make a slack in the 
thread. Then according to a pre- 
| arranged pattern all or part of the 
|loops are cut forming a design of 
| frieze and velvet. 
It is a happy chance which takes 
| us from the noise of the loom rooms 





way down to the quiet dusky cellar. 
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Here under the rulership of Joe, a 
master craftsman who has been 
with the plant for many years, Jac- 
quard cards are inspected to see 
that they contain no mistakes. Joe 
can take a string of the cards and 
read them back against the master 
point paper drawing and see that 
they're perfect, as easily as you 
read your morning paper. They 
have to be perfect, too, or you will 
be a dissatisfied customer. Then, 
when Joe is sure the first set of 
cards is as they should be, and 
they've been laced together in 
proper order, he operates a ma- 
chine which punches out duplicates. 
These are necessary for the record 
and replacement as cards wear out 
or become damaged in use. Fur- 
ther on we come to a machine 
which valets the fabrics, shears the 
ipiles even to the minutest fraction 
of an inch, steams and_ brushes 
them all in one operation. It is al- 
most done now. The fabric is meas- 
ured (four times in all to check 
weavers’ pay and quantities for cus- 
tomers). A roller-upper makes it 
ready to leave. It is wrapped, 
stacked in rolling bins like travel- 
ing cradles. And so to the trucks 
and trains which are to take it off 
to every corner of America. 
Nearly, but not quite. One more 
room is given over to women who 





sit under wide windows inspecting 
materials, by hand, making good 
any slip the machine may make. 





You remember Mathilda’s women 
in Beauvais, embroidering through 
the years? Some clip away under- 
neath threads which the machine 
has left. And it comes over you that 
through all this business of power 
weaving the human element is a 
vital factor. However loud the ma- 
chines, you come away with your 
most vivid memory—the memory of 
the hands, skilled and silent, direct- 
ing the threads, sorting and _per- 
fecting through all the stages of 
manufacture. To the speed of the 
machine you must add head, heart 
and trained fingers.

husks. Perhaps a few will not come 
up at all, they may have been coy- 
ered too deeply or rotted in cold 
ground. For instance Petunias, re- 
sent deep covering, and whether 
sown in the open or indoors the 
seeds must not be buried. They are 
very small; broadcast them thinly, 
press gently into the soil to a 
depth of not more than 46”, cover- 
ing with sand, or sand mixed with 
peat moss or humus. Keep moisture 
uniform until seeds have sprouted, 
and shade with burlap or wet news- 
paper. They need full sun and sel- 
dom germinate well unless given 
such light and heat. So also each 
seed has its special quirk. Buy only 
from reliable sources, and read 
carefully directions for planting. 
In the matter of seeds things equal 
to the same things do not equal 
each other. A special wrinkle of 
mine is to keep out a little seed for 
a second emergency planting, and 
I usually sow some seed around 
each seedling that is transplanted. 
In this way you do not have all your 
eggs in one basket, if the seedling 
dies the chances are the seed will 
carry on. Cutworms do not get them

One of the uses, in fact probably 
the first, that the Soil Soaker will 
be put to, will be to water the lawn, 





for like many others I am apt to” 
do what I know is wrong, and 
sprinkle lightly every day. Or if 
the whirligig is put in motion, it 
is likely to stay in one place, so 
half the sward is a lake and th 
other half a desert. The result is 
shallow rooted turf in spots whic 
browns quickly in heat. This device 
will do what it should, encourage 
deep grass roots by soaking the 
lawn thoroughly to a depth of 
4” or 5”. Last year the lesson was 
learned not to have the lawn mower 
blade set so that the grass is cut 
too short, as this lets the sun reach 
the crown of the grass and burn 
it. Nothing under 114” should be 
tolerated, 2” works best for me. 
Another hint learned from experi- 
ence, 3 to 5 Ibs. of grass seed for 
1000 sq. feet is needed for a spring 
ration on a lawn supposed to be 
established, and in shade no kind 
grows as well as Poa trivialis. I was 
told that witch grass often comes 
into the ‘garden via the soil balls 
of newly purchased trees and 
shrubs as well as perennial field 
grown clumps. Watch for the green 
spears in such bundles.

Light colored Hollyhocks 
emerge from pale seed, the darker 
varieties are almost black, and it is 
the same with Foxgloves and Morn- 
ing Glories. Such facts make it 
easier to place the seed just as one 
would combine the colors. Then the 
little pellets tell how they should 
be treated. If wrinkled, like Nas- 
turtiums and Sweet Peas, soak over- 
night before planting; where there 
is a hard moisture proof husk as 
on the Morning Glories, file it or 
clip off a tiny end so that the 
dampness can penetrate; remove 
completely any papery husk such 
as is found on Abronia, Sand Ver- 
bena; plant the eye down when this 
feature can be detected on the 
seed, like the bean family (that is 
the way Erythrina went into the 
earth) place a thin flat seed edge- 
wise in the ground so that neither 
root nor stem will have a discon- 
certing surface to grope around, ex- 
ample the Cobea Scandens, Cup 
and Saucer Wine.

in winter. Coarse textures are bet- 


ter, generally, at a distance, and 


fine ones close at hand. Carry over 
enough of the evergreen material 
into the adjacent shrub groups to 
make a transition. 


To assure vigorous growth for a 
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long period, hedge planting should 
be carefully done. Dig a trench at 
least 6” deeper and wider than the 
spread of the roots of the plants 
as you receive them from 
nursery. Spread the roots out in 
the trench and fill around them 
with good soil into which a gen- 
erous quantity of rotted manure, 
compost and/or bonemeal has been 
incorporated. Water copiously, 
and firm the plants into the soil 
by treading. Set the plants at the 
same level they were in_ the 
nursery, or a trifle deeper, but

around to insure a quick come- 
back, and compact growth. Cut 
back evergreens only if new growth 
has started, and then only about 
half of that. Water especially well 
the first season. For the first winter 
mulch with leaves, straw or salt 
hay. Avoid deep cultivation that 
would disturb the feeding roots, 
but keep the weeds down. Fertilize 
every two or three years, more or 
less according to how vigorously 
the plants are growing.

Rose Bampton (Jackson & Per- 
kins). Hybrid Tea. The massive 
flowers have fifty or more petals. 
Color is brilliant china red. In early 
spring occasionally a two-tone vari- 
ation occurs between the outer and 
inner petals. During the summer, 
the entire flower becomes an in- 
tense red and remains so _ until 
frost. Bush is of medium height and 
carries a great amount of green 
foliage. 

NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN (Jackson 
& Perkins). Hybrid Tea. Seedling 
of Mrs. Sam McGredy. Has delight- 


i 


ful form and graceful flowers of 
rich coloring. Salmon overlaid with 
rich bronze tones and re-enforced 
with a touch of orange at the base 
of the petal. Plant is of vigorous 
growth, reaching 314’ to 4’ and 
producing many long stemmed flow- 
ers. Has bronzy green foliage. Al- 
though the spring coloring of the 
Rose is attractive, it is particularly 
effective when it carries the deeper 
fall tones. 

Rose D’or (Jackson & Perkins). 
Flowers are rich golden yellow 
which do not fade in the sun. Fairly 
large, measuring about 5’” and have 
an attractive slightly cupped shape. 
Buds are pointed. Plant grows 
about 344’ and is bushy. Foliage 
rich shiny dark green. Very hardy 
and blooms all summer. 

Mipcet (Conard Pyle Co.). Min- 
iature. Rose-red and pink. A really 
diminutive Rose, only 14” to 5” 
across when fully open, with tiny 
satiny petals that are full to the 
center, making a faintly fragrant 
bloom of shining rose-red that later 
tones to deep pink. The long lasting 
flowers come from exquisitely mod- 
eled 44” pinkish buds that form in 
branching bouquets of 5 or more 
in a setting of attractive, miniature 
foliage. Plants are practically 
thornless.

HEF THEOPHILE who presides over the kitchens of the Sherry- 
Netherland is a realist as well as a master of his craft. In the past, 
for conscientious ladies he has devised some wonderful non-fatteners, and 
now he makes the Lenten diet a delight with a dish modestly called 
Sea Food Pot Pie. The basis, naturally is fish, and you can work it out 
with what you like best and your market affords. He likes to put into it 
small carp, a pike, shrimps, oyster, crab meat, sea bass and filet of 
sole. Combinations and permutations are infinite. Clean your fish well, 
setting aside heads and thin parts, then salt them. Cook in a saucepan 
some minced onions, add the fish heads and extras, and after 2 minutes, 
moisten with white wine, adding a bunch of parsley, garlic if you like 
it, mushroom peelings and salt. Cook for 20 minutes, skim off fat, strain, 
pour into saucepan with creamed butter and some cream and let cook 
for 7 or 8 minutes. Now wipe the fish well and put them in a saucepan, 
wider than it is high, cover with the sauce you’ve been making, adding 
2 doz. cooked mushrooms and let all boil together for 15 minutes on a 
brisk fire, being careful to remove each piece of fish when it is done. Dress 
the fish in a deep, oven-proof dish on thin flat crusts of bread previously 
the the 
stirring constantly. Take it off the fire and add butter, small round pota- 


browned in butter. Surround with mushrooms, reduce sauce, 
toes, herbs to taste, chopped fine, and the juice of a lemon. Pour this over 
the fish. Put pie crust over the whole dish and bake from 25 to 30 minutes. 
This, as you will gather, is the backbone of a meal. Serve with a green 
salad and cheese and you will be well rewarded for the effort you’ve put 
into your pie. 

We are constantly impressed by the amount of effort which the chefs, 
such as M. Theophile devote to a single dish, a far ery indeed from the 
slap-dash methods of the average faster-the-better methods. Yet, all great 
cooking is the result of loving and long preparation, of vigilance and 


accuracy. So now and then turn your back on all the short cuts and give 
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a whole long afternoon to the prep- 
aration of some perfect thing like 
Sea Food Pot Pie. 

If all goes well in the region of 
43rd Street and Broadway, you can 
go on Easter day to the newest of 
Schrafft’s, for with fingers crossed, 
after considerable tribulation, the 
Frank G. Shattuck Company hopes 
to open it then.

SOUTH IS SPRING 


HE birds are coming north now but the canny, romantic traveler is head- 

ing south. Down the Atlantic seaboard the air is soft and the flowers 
sweet, the golf courses green and the world altogether lovely. North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, the names roll off the tongue. In the first 
of these there are some delightful places to stop. Sedgefield Inn, for instance, 
at Greensboro where the Dogwood will be glorious now. It is the center of a 
3600 acre estate, a rambling half-timbered house with a memorable golf 
course. There is a fine stable, too, and miles of bridle trails through the 
evergreens. To the west is Blowing Rock, of which North Carolinians are 
justly proud. You may reach it if you like by the Blue Ridge Parkway, and 
you will find it hung like an eagle’s nest in the Blue Ridge Mountains, 4000 
feet up. Golf, again, tennis, swimming, riding. There are hotels, inns, cottages 
to stay at; Mayview Manor is especially celebrated. Blowing Rock is a good 
take-off place for the Great Smoky Mountains National Park which Americans 
have been discovering with such fervor since the war began. Gatlinburg, 
right on the edge of the park, has the Mountain View Hotel which is well 
worth going out of your way for. 

If shopping is your passion, the Biltmore Industries in Asheville turn out 
homespuns which are honeys. In Tryon the Toy Shop is where the mountain 
people bring their exquisite wood carvings and wood toys, painted brightly 
in a way reminiscent of Russian dolls. There is wine at Tryon which con- 
noisseurs vouch for unreservedly. Then there is pottery, and very good 
pottery it is, and quilts. 

Charleston is not the only place in South Carolina by a long shot, but it 
is enough. This enchanted town, girdled round with fabulous magnolia 
gardens, with its Battery, its wonderful churches and iron grilles and its 
pure romance, should be a mecca for all Americans who are patriotic at all.

‘America’s “premier and_ glorified 
pension, Villa Margarita, serves 
the best food in town, our spies 
report. But the nearby Fort Sum- 
ter Hotel, on the exciting Battery 
site, has a French chef who has a 
way with shrimps and creole dishes 
(shrimps, boiled, you may expect 
to eat at least-once a day, even for 
breakfast with hominy grits). 
Henry’s, a plain, no-tablecloth kind 
of place, serves excellent sea food. 
Tea rooms in atmospheric old build- 
ings in the historic part of town 
are Brewton Inn, Porgy Inn (right 
on Catfish Walk), Lady Baltimore 
Tea Room, Radcklifboro Tea Room.

Simons, it is reached from the 
mainland by a cagiseway, so that 
it has the fun of being an island, 
with none of the tedious business 
of ferrying back and forth. What’s 
more, if you want to arrive at Sea 
Island in a jiffy, and you almost 
certainly do, there is plane service

central cities like Chicago, New 
York, Pittsburgh and _ Buffalo, 
which sets you down at Jackson- 
ville airport where you are met by 
car and whisked to your destina- 
tion.

Although shrubs come first to 
mind in the matter of pruning, 
other garden materials need similar 
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attention with more or less special 
technique, although the generalities 
of Why and When apply to most 
horticultural specimens. Four types 
the amateur will deal with are 
vines, hedges, evergreens, Roses. 
Trees are quite beyond the scope 
of this discussion, and the ap- 
proximate work on perennials is 
called disbudding and disshooting. 
Vines. With one exception, vines 
are treated according to the shrub 
tenets. Clean out dead wood, prune 
spring bloomers after flowering, 
later producers in the spring while 
dormant. Have natural growth the 
measure of the cutting. Wisteria 
is the one with rules all its own, 
and much of the procedure re- 
sembles the principles whereby 
fruit trees are persuaded to grow 
only productive spurs. In the sum- 
mer take out all straggling Wis- 
teria growths except those needed 
for climbing purposes. Cut long 
shoots back from % to 4 their 
length. This encourages short 
spurs upon which next season’s 
flower clusters will be borne. 
Hedges. Since the shaping of 
hedges is a study and a science, 
only generalities of controlling 
new growth can be given here. 
For deciduous types trim during 
late May or early June after most 
of the season’s growth has taken 
place. It may be that one shaping 
will be sufficient during the season, 
but if the hedge is well fed and 
watered, it will usually need more 
attention. Several light clippings 
_—two or three during the summer 
_—are better than:one heavy shear- 
ing, which may leave bare spots 
or result in burning of leaves and 
twigs from the hot sun. As for the 
shaping (sketch No. 7), keep the 
base wider than the top, or base 
and top alike in width. If the 
hedge is larger at the top than 
the bottom, it keeps the sunlight 
away from the root base. Ever- 
ereen hedges of Hemlock, Pine, 
Spruce or Fir are sheared when 
the new growth is well developed, 
‘varying with the locality. In 
moderate zones it is around the 
end of June. Yew, Arborvitae and 
Juniper are trimmed just before 
growth starts in the spring and 
if desired, the latter part 
of June. The double cutting is 
-only necessary where a_ formal 
shape is being kept, otherwise the 
pre-growth treatment suffices.

bare stubs are left which seldom 
produce new buds, hence cannot 
grow out again. There are a few | 
exceptions—Junipers, Arborvitaes, 
include Cypresses—which will 
make a half-hearted attempt to 
regain what has been taken from 
them if conditions of light, tem- 
perature, and soil are favorable. 





Pruning of these may be done at 
any time, but as with approximate 
hedge materials, the 
season is just before the new 
growth begins. Pines, Firs, Spruces 
and Hemlocks do not produce new 
growth from along their branches, 
but from the ends of the twigs, 
and trimming such varieties is 
done after growth has started 
when part of the new wood is of 
course removed. It is a class of 


preferable 


garden subjects best let alone. 
Roses. Go back to what was 
said about purposeful trimming of 
shrubs. This applies to Roses. If 
the Rose is to produce just blooms, 
many of them of mediocre quality, 
the bush is not pruned; if better 
and fewer flowers are desired, the 
cutting is guarded; if exhibition 
blooms are sought, the wood is cut 
low. The object of pruning here is 
to concentrate the plant’s energy 
in fewer eyes in order to force 
these eyes or buds to grow more 
branches and

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the greens people at golf clubs put 
in seed whenever they think the 
greens need it. We did too, and the 
grass got thicker. 

Then there was that beetle busi- 
ness last summer. We found that 
the rascals lit on just about three 
kinds of plants around our place, 
so wé set up beetle traps, and every 
night and morning we did a hand 
picking job. We sent quite a few 
pints of beetles to bug valhalla 
during the season. 

Pretty soon, along came another 
advisor and suggested that we 
spray the whole place with lead 
arsenate. He said it was the only 
way to keep from having every- 
thing green eaten right down to 
the grit. 

I talked to a chemist friend of 
mine about lead arsenate and de- 
cided there’d be none of that 
sprayed around our place in the 
concentration specified by said ex- 
pert. The dog likes to chew grass 
after meals for salad, and the rob- 
ins and the jays and the brown 
thrushes like to eat worms right 
off the ground. Nope. We weren't 
having any. 

Well, the neighbor knew better. 
He sprayed his place from end to 
end. And the next day he had two 
dead robins on his front lawn. A 
couple of days later a cat got one 
of the dead robins and the cat 
passed out. We still have our beetle 
traps and our dog and our birds. 

A few days later I pruned the 
Hydrangeas. Yeah, I know the ex- 
perts prune ’em in the spring and 
was midsummer. But the 
bushes were rangy in August, so I 
pruned ’em in August. Worse than 
that, I stuck some slips in the 
sround to see if they'd root. That 
was just too much for one of the 
experts. He took twenty minutes 
off to tell me how bad it was to 
prune the Hydrangeas off season, 
and how impossible it was to root 
slips except in early Spring when 


this 


the sap is running. 

Of the 12 slips I stuck in the 
ground, 10 rooted and this year, 
as I write this, two of them are 
in bloom. 

Transplanting is another field of 
operation where I seem bound to 
break all the rules. When I want 
somewhere 


where it is the dumb plumber in 


something else than 
me suggests digging it up and re- 
locating it. A Rose of Sharon bush 
is typical of my stubborn behavior. 

This bush was in one spot in the 
front lawn where it looked badly, 
got in the way of the lawn mower 


and shaded it wouldn't 
bloom. So in midsummer I de- 
cided to transplant it. 

It was a big fellow and had a 
lot of roots down. I dug all around 
it and got down a couple of feet 
and it still hung on strong. So I 
slipped a rope through its root 
structure, tied the end on the rear 
bumper of our Ford and started 
down the street. 

The dog was bossing the job and 
got quite excited when a long root 
started to shake up the lawn for 
15 or 20 feet..He polices the place 
for ground moles pretty thoroughly 
and this looked like a proposition 
he’d overlooked. When the roots 
finally let go and the bush flew 
into the air the dog was covered 
with complete consternation and 
a shower of dirt. It took me a 
couple of days to persuade him no 
ground moles lived in that crater. 
He dug it up three times after I 
had filled it in. 

The big news, though, is that 
the experts solemnly assured me 
I'd killed the bush. I put it in a 
new hole where I really wanted it, 
gave it a big drink and left it 
alone. Live? Of course it lived. It’s 
got buds on it right now. 


was so 


Similarly I’ve transplanted Iris 
and Bell flowers and ramblers and 
Lilacs; and the only ones that didn’t 
live were the ones the experts 
didn’t see and didn’t pronounce 
death sentences on. All I need for 
sure success is to have somebody 
lean over our front fence and tell 
me something won’t live. 

We had some bird bath trouble 
this spring that got the experts 
steamed up, too. | made our bird 
bath of field stone and cement. 
When the frost came out of the 
ground early this year it got a 
crack in it and refused to hold 
water. A clinic of experts advised 
a couple of coats of water proof 
sizing and a couple of coats of 
cement on top of that. It seems the 
job of making cracked cement 
water tight is pretty tough and 
cannot be gone about lightly. 

Maybe not, but our robins were 
yelling at me from the flowering 
apple tree demanding a little serv- 
ice. So I chiseled out some of the 
cracked cement in the top, set in 
one of my wife’s white enameled 
cooking dishes that just fitted, and 
covered the whole works with ce- 
ment. The job holds water, the 
birds like it and everybody’s happy 
except the experts and the lady 
who can’t find that enameled pan 
anywhere. 
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annual’s own reason for struggling 
to exist. 

Succession sowings are another 
means of extending bloom. Those 
fast growers can be sown at inter- 
vals of two weeks from April until 
July to insure August and Sep- 
tember as well as June flowers. But 
when July 4 comes, my experience 
has been that it is wise to stop 
planting annual seeds for the year 
and wise also to have my trans- 
planting completed. About that 
time, it will pay to make a last 
seeding of Zinnias, Cornflower, 
Mignonette, Swan River Daisy, 
Baby’s Breath, Candytuft to ught- 
en and diversify the rich golds 
-and reds, blues and purples that 
predominate after Labor Day. 
During July and August is the 
‘time when the slower-growing an- 
‘nuals from outdoor-planted seed 
come into their own. California 
Poppy, Dianthus, Mignonette, Nas- 
turtium, Portulaca, the early-flow- 
ering Cosmos and Zinnias will be- 
gin to spread a gay patchwork 
high and low in every nook and 
cranny. Four O’Clocks will tick off 
every passing day, fluffy mounds 
of Scabiosa (try the new earlier- 
flowering Heavenly Blue and white 
Peace together) will dot the bor- 
ders, and Petunias and Snapdrag- 
ons which thriftily scattered their 
own seed last autumn will offer 
strong if not discriminating com- 
petition. 

In order to have selected varie- 
ties and colors of Petunia and 
~Snapdragen in flower by midsum- 





mer, it is essential that seeds be 
started indoors during March or 
else resort to 
plants, purchased in May, if your 


nursery-grown 


conscience will permit. There isn’t 
one of the fine, new, improved 
varieties of either of these favor- 
‘ites we can’t have flowering by 
July, if the planting of annual 
-seeds is pushed ahead from April 
in the open ground to March in 
seed flats. Brilliant Lobelia, fuzzy 
Ageratum dwarf and tall, Salpi- 
Nemophila and husky 
Strawflowers will round out July 


_glossis, 


if you, the gardener, are willing 
to make the early start. 

Gardeners who take a lengthy 
vacation won't be intent upon 
building up this middle period of 
color and flowers. They can _re- 
strict their selection to annuals 
that take care of themselves, such 
as the little spreading Zinnia line- 
aris and Portulaca, or annuals 
with a prolonged flowering period, 
(not 


such as California Poppy

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Shirleys, which just fade away un- 
less succession plantings are car- 
ried out), Zinnias, Calendula, Bal- 
sam, Ageratum and Dianthus. 
Shearing of early bloom, a final 
sowing of the quick maturing ones 
before departing on vacation will 
take care of late-summer flowers 
if spring planting was  concen- 
trated on slow-maturing varieties. 
Toward the end of August, 
every annual seems to gear itself 
for a final prodigal display. Those 
that were sheared at the end of 
June are back in the race, late sow- 
ings of the same period are start- 
ing to flower, slowpokes such as 
Nicotiana, Stock and Cynoglossum, 
even Cockscomb if you insist, have 
finally decided to display a tenta- 
tive blossom and the true fall- 
blooming annuals are flowering for 
all they are worth. From August 
to hard frost is the time the gar- 
den seems to be largely Marigolds, 
even though only two or three of 
the alluring new varieties have 
been planted; when Calendulas 
and Salpiglossis and Arctotis (the 
blue-eyed, white-petaled African 
Daisy) decide to make up for sum- 
mer deficiencies; when Salvia in 
its new soft tones of ivory, pink 
and violet, or brilliant red if you 
are loyal to the old, insists on over- 
flowing its space. Asters, which 
should never be planted in the 
same space two years if one is to 
sidestep their almost inevitable 
diseases, really come into their 
own in late summer. And Verbena 
takes care of itself so adequately 
and flowers so madly as to make 
any indoor effort to obtain seed- 
lings for May transplanting worth- 
while. Of midsummer 
things such as Petunias and Snap- 
dragon, Zinnias and Cosmos and 
keep on 


course, 


Mignonette flowering 
without a break. 

This lush state of flowers and 
more flowers embodies the last su- 
preme effort of annuals for the 
year. In spite of prolonged drought 
or cloudiness or pestiferous  on- 
slaughts, this culmination of bloom 
seems inevitable, although, to be 
honest, the gardener can help it 
along into a reasonable show of 
bloom for the early and middle 
periods. Adequate moisture is one 
type of insurance. If annuals are 
to give their most satisfying return, 
they must not suffer from lack of 
water for days or weeks at a time.

food. 

The foundation of growing an- 
nuals to near perfection rests on 
buying good seed and sowing it 
thinly. When seed is planted out- 
doors, cover it firmly so as to make 
close contact between warm moist 
soil and seed for prompt germina- 
tion. When seedlings appear, thin 
them out (no one ever sows them 
quite thin enough and poor germi- 
nation is a weak substitute) so 
that there is adequate space for 
the plants to mature. Judge space 
by the plants’ height at maturity 


and description of their habit of 
growth. Here we turn back to the 
seed catalogues. It’s amazing what 
encyclopedias 
catalogues and seed packets them- 


veritable modern 
selves are. 

Although it doesn’t seem possi- 
ble that all the new annuals of- 
fered each year will still be listed 
ten years hence, catalogues also 
can lead us to improved varieties. 
Early-flowering Cosmos, such as 
the Sensation strain; improved 
California Poppy, such as Sweet- 
heart, not nearly as floppy as the 
old varieties; Petunias and Ver- 
benas that grow erect rather than 
sprawling; Stocks that are earlier 
flowering; Asters resistant to the 
discouraging wilt and yellow dis- 
eases—you ll find all these and 
many others. 

It is true that annuals as a 
group prefer an open, sunny loca- 
tion. They aren’t very fussy about

soil or a heavy diet of fertilizer, 
but they do like sun and air and 
plenty of room to grow and show 
off. No one could conscientiously 
recommend annuals for the shaded 
parts of the garden. There are a 
few, however, that will give some 
return for the best of care in the 
partially shaded place. If sun- 
shine, even diluted by shade, is 
available three hours a day, try 
Impatiens Holstii and Vinca rosea, 
Torenia and Pansy, Balsam and 
Calliopsis, Mimulus (Monkey flow- 
er) and Centaureas, and the faith- 
ful Sweet Alyssum. 

Wherever they are growing, cut- 
and-come-again should be the pass- 
word to annuals. For it is as true 
today as when Grandmother sent 
me back three times in the same 
morning to pick more of the end- 
less Cornflowers, sagely command- 


ing, “The more you cut, the more 
theyll bloom!”

Cultivation is obvi- 
ated with its danger of disturbing 
feeding rootlets near the surface. 
In roadside planting where artificial

the plant and are useful in the 
growing of Roses, Carnations and 
Chrysanthemums as well as vege- 
tables, especially the root crops. 
The Rhode Island State College 
makes specific directions for the use 
of this potash source: 

On lawns broadcast evenly 100 
Ibs per 1000 sq. ft. Use sparsely 
unless you desire Clover, as potash 
stimulates Clover. 

For shrubs, vines or Rose bushes 
use 2 to 3 lbs. per large plant. 

For small fruits like currants, red 
raspberries or strawberries use from 
8 to 10 lbs per 100 sq. ft. 

For flower beds, broadcast 8 to 
10 lbs. per 100 sq. ft. 

For vegetables and garden crops 
use 100 to 200 Ibs, per 1000 sq. ft. 
Good for celery and onions, not 
potatoes, 

Grapevines 5 to 10 lbs per vine. 
Keep away from all plants needing 
sour soil such as Rhododendrons 
and members of the heath family. 
Wood ashes may be bought com- 
mercially if the home supply is in- 
sufficient.

Mixing Fertilizer. When seeds are 
planted in rows, either of the vege- 
table or flower variety, unless the 
fertilizer is evenly distributed over 
the area, they are apt to come in 
contact with the unmixed chemical 
or manure with detrimental results. 
Instead of using a hoe, either of 
the bent or straight type, a better 
tool is evolved very simply by tak- 
ing a block of wood 16” long and 
4” square and driving three-penny 
nails into its sides. When this mini- 
ature harrow is dragged by a cord 
along the rows, a safe mixing of 
soil and fertilizer will result. 


Hints. Soil —it 
as for the whole 


Rhododendron 
must be 
Azalea tribe. Planting—d‘¢ a hole 
twice as deep and twice as large 
in diameter as the plant would 


sour, 


seem to require, loosen up the 
earth in the bottom, fill the hole 
over half-full with decayed Oak 
leaves, tramp them down thor- 
oughly. Add 25% peat to the top 
soil and mix; place this soil and 
peat ration up to the proper level 
for the plant. With the Rhododen- 
dron in place, pack the top soil 
mixture around the roots, fill in 
around the outside of the hole with 
more Oak leaves, finally filling up 
the hole with top soil mixture. 
Soak thoroughly with water. Where 
the Oak leaves are not obtainable, 
fertilize after planting, using only 
the peat mixed with the soil as de- 
scribed. Whatever the food used, 
either a commercial one recom- 
mended for Rhododendrons, or a 
homemade one, apply it to the 


plant on the surface of the ground 
under the ends of the branches and 
not directly over the roots. Never 
feed later than May 15th and only 
once during the season. Two for- 
mulas for fertilization are given in 
the splendid book “Rhododendrons 
and Azaleas” by Clement G. Bow- 


ers. One part nitrate potassium 
and two parts acid phosphate, 
about 1% pint of the mixture for 


each 3’ shrub, other sizes in pro- 
portion. The other mixture is to be 
applied at the rate of 4 Ib. to 4 
lb. per sq. yard and is equally 
good for blueberries and cranber- 
ries. 10 lbs. cottonseed meal; 4 lbs. 
acid phosphate; 2 Ibs. sulphate of 
potash. 


The Mystery of Polyantha Rose 
Back in 1870 a French 
gardener shared seed of a culti- 
vated specimen of Rosa multiflora 
with a friend, and from the hy- 
bridizing of these two gentlemen 
a new race of Rose was born which 
was christened R. polyantha, many 
flowered. The plants were small 
and when they reached our shores 
the affectionate reception accorded 
the useful little beauties 
brought the term, Baby Rambler, 
as the multiflora strain was the 
one which had produced the then 
beloved Crimson Rambler. For 
long years the material was mainly 
employed for forcing by the pot 
plant growers, now their excellent 
garden properties are being recog- 
nized, and so many and varied are 
the introductions, that the “babies” 
and the “floribundas” have had to 


Names. 
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be sorted into comprehensible 
terms. Which are to date: Poly- 
antha—Ever-blooming bush Roses 
descended from Rosa multiflora. 
Baby Rambler—The accepted gar- 
den term for small flowered poly- 
anthas. Floribunda—A name coined 
for certain large flowered polyan- 
thas. The first two terms are inter- 
changeable according to the indi- 
vidual vocabulary, examples are 
Cameo; Cecile Brunner; Chatillon. 
The third is represented by World’s 
Fair; Snowbank; Smiles. 


Early Protection. When the first 
warmth brings tender shoots from 
the ground, or impatienc2 plants 
out seedlings before it is the part 
of wisdom, none of these young 
things can guard themselves 
against the drops in temperature 
liable to occur during the coming 
-weeks, so the gardener who would 
help them through such trying mo- 
‘ments must be prepared before- 
shand. For clumps in the perennial 
border, peach baskets fill the bill 
(put them over the Eremurus every 
night) or the commercial Hotkaps 
are inexpensive and practical for 
small specimens. They are wax 
paper cones and sure protection 
against frost, wind, rain and in- 
sects. Then if the garden is a 
dressy place, even so early in the 
season, little thatches on the order 
of what tops the fancy bee hives 
are sightly. Failing any other 
source of supply they are simply 
manufactured from straw matting 
or bottle covers on wire frames. 
For glass protection, cheese covers 
are convenient, and if complete 
protection of a wider area is indi- 
cated by the needs of the garden, 
lath frames covered with cheese- 
cloth do the work, 





Plant Patents. Now that these are 
reaching and passing the 400 


mark, the problematic stage is 


over, and the little parentheses 
after a name—(Plant Patent, No. 
xxx) is a familiar sight. Yet many 
do not seem to understand just 
what it means. Proprietary rights 
in the written word have long been 
protected, and since 1930 Federal 
protection of proprietary rights in 
plant origination has existed. The 
hybridizer’s patent rests on a claim 
of novelty in color, form, habit, 
hardiness or any other unusual 
distinction. The life of a plant 
patent is 17 years, during which 
time the owner is legally protected 
against piracy of his creation, and 
he may do what he chooses with 
it—sell or lease the propagating 
rights.

corn by introducing something 
novel. Some of my novelties—novel, 
perhaps, only to me—have proved 
so successful that I’ve had to adopt 
them as regular features of my 
garden. 

Jerusalem artichokes, for example, 
I introduced as a stunt; 
never been without them since. For 
some years now I have selected my 
best hills, containing the largest 
number of shapely tubers, for use 
in replanting. The  red-stalked 
chard, too, which several seed deal- 
ers are exploiting this spring in 
improved forms, has had a regular 
place in my garden since I first 
tried it for fun some seasons back. 
Its flavor is as much of an improve- 
ment over its white predecessors as 
its color. And then there was wit- 
loof chicory. Last year I planted it 
for the first time. This winter we 
have enjoyed the delicately blanched 
sprouts of this “French endive” in 
many weeks of salads culled from 
our own furnace room. We were 
lucky to have tried the experiment 
at this time, since almost the entire 
American supply of this specialty 
has in the past been imported from 
Belgium. Nothing blends so well 
with witloof, of course, as does 
French dressing made with Roque- 
fort cheese. Roquefort also is un- 
attainable now, but we have found 
a very palatable substitute in a 
somewhat similar South American 
cheese called Argentine “blue.” 

Not all our eccentric specialties 
have proved so much worthwhile. 


~There were those yardlong beans, 


for instance. One year we grew 
them just pour épater les bourgeois. 
They weren’t quite a yard long, but 
they were all of 24 inches, which is 
sufficiently épatant. They weren’t 
much to eat, however. Not unless 
you caught ’em before they were 
one-third full grown. Nor was our 
New Guinea butter vine much more 
of a triumph. We produced those 
curious gourds in vast quantities 
and grotesque shapes but, save in 
their very early youth, they were in- 
different eating. 

Our “Aztec” corn, another year,

flourished marvelously. It was quite 
10 feet high in late August, with 
handsome varicolored ears already 
well formed, and we had visions of 
neatly braided bunches hanging on 
the old beams near the big fireplace 
all winte?.

Perhaps we 
shall try this one again some time. 

And then there was our red-white- 
and-blue year. I still look back on 
that garden plan with fondness and, 
if new fancies didn’t summon me, [| 
might attempt it again. We ran our 
beanpoles round the periphery of 
our vegetable patch that season, 
and every third or fourth pole, in- 
stead of bearing the usual Ken- 
tucky Wonders, was planted to 
scarlet and white Dutch runner 
beans intertwined with blue Morn- 
ing Glories. The resultant display 
was nothing if not patriotic. 

But these are past adventures. 
Plans for the next 
what keep us supplied with table 
talk now. The good wife has cast 
one ballot for Green Giant soy- 
beans and another for a purple 
cauliflower which is reported to 
have a delicious flavor quite its own.

and out, it 1s chock-full of ideas you can make your own.. . 


We the brides of this year; and the brides of yesteryear are 
thinking now, more than at any time in the past, in terms of 
houses. You want, in these uncertain times, the encompassing security 
of a place of your own, something to grow old along with you, a home 
in very fact. Sensing this growing American impulse to build, to buy, 
to remodel, House BEAUTIFUL has set aside a large number of its pages 
to give you a complete house. On these first pages you see its exterior 
and the general plan, while on those which follow are the details of its 
arrangement, its structure, equipment, decoration and planting. We 
have gone to the West Coast for inspiration but it is a house which is 
designed for any part of the United States where the climate is tem- 
perate and outdoor living a vital consideration. 

Eyes west, then. You see a house indigenously American, its roots 
in all the ranch houses ever built. We like to think of this as a pioneer 
house (though it includes every twentieth century comfort) because 
it can be built piecemeal if you like. It’s a house to grow, to expand, 
as you can see by its H plan, toward any of the four main points of 
the compass. Or it could easily go on beyond its final form as shown 
here. That’s part of the charm of the one-story house. 

There are other charms. Long ago William James rejoiced over a 
house he’d bought in New Hampshire because it had so many doors, 
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all of them opening out. This house opens out, in fact and mood. 
The patio is as much its heart as the living room. This secluded sun- 
catching court is a plus to all the rooms which border it, and prac- 
tically all of them do, even the kitchen, so that it’s fun to work here 
as well as to loaf here. Then there is a sort of junior patio in front 
between the garages (one garage wing might be made into servant's 
quarters if required). Modern living and planning emphasize that 
there should be little break between indoors and out, that the house 
and the land should be partners in a merger. 

The plan gives the impression of being casual, comfortable as an 
old slipper. You will find in studying it that it is truly informal and 
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comfortable and it is also well adapted to entertaining. The bed- 
rooms are ranged in one wing with their bath, as private as you 
please. (That guest room may be a nursery, later, convenient to 
mummy’s and daddy’s room.) The big living room, with its terrace 
on which the pergola dapples light and shade in a lively pattern, is 
in the middle of things. The dining room, kitchen, front hall and 
powder room, comprise the third main unit. As clean cut an arrange- 
ment as you can imagine. It resulted from the collaboration of the 
architects, decorators, landscape architect and the editors (these rep- 
resenting you as the future owners). With all these working together 
from the very beginning the result just had to be good. 

This close and skillful planning procedure produced a number 
of small features which will make for pleasure. Cross ventilation or 
through ventilation for instance, has been arranged in all of the rooms. 
Meals on the terrace are easy to serve by going through the dining 
room and out the dining room door, a matter of only a few steps. If 
you arrive home with a car full of groceries, put your car in the 
garage which is next the kitchen and unload direct, all under cover. 
There’s a generous closet for games and such in the living room. 
Also a wide space on one wall for a big sofa to be set opposite the view 
of the terrace, to which wide windows and a door give visual and 
actual access. Plenty of closet room in the bedrooms. A linen closet 
right next to the bathroom and between the two bedrooms couldn't 
be handier. 

The rooms are generously proportioned, except for the kitchen 
which, in scientific modern fashion, is compactly small, just the right 
size to accommodate its equipment. The big entrance hall contributes 
to the uncrowded, easy feeling of the whole interior. 

The total number of cubic feet is about 27,500, of which 4,800 
cubic feet are devoted to the two garages. These figures do not include 


the terrace. The over-all floor area of the house is about 2,125 square 
feet, not including the terrace. 

House BEAUTIFUL is deeply indebted to the architectural firm, 
McCaffrey and Gauthier of New York which worked throughout in 
collaboration with our editorial and decorating staff and with the 
landscape architect. Special problems of decoration were taken into 
account in the designs of all the rooms, making for a well integrated 
whole. The planting was designed by Nelson M. Wells, landscape 
architect, and you will find it unfolded in greater detail on a subse- 
quent page. 





The plan of the complete Bride's House reveals a direct and logical arrangement 
in a building which presents a casual, rambling effect. A sunny patio is the core 
around which the rooms are laid out. This is entirely sheltered and protected from 
the street. It is near enough the kitchen so meals can be served outside with ease

VICTORIAN 


From it camedesign both good and 


bad, but all awash with sentiment 


ROUND the corner of time is Victorianism. So close that in many houses 
aN it is more than a nostalgic memory, it is part of the lives of people. Yet, 
so long was the reign that it reaches straight back to the early days of the 
nineteenth century. From a furniture point of view it is said to begin in 1830. 
Duncan Phyfe’s last period (and worst) was lived under its sway. 

As houses reflect their times, to understand Victorianism you must remem- 
ber that under it lay the industrial revolution. Here began the era of the 
machine. It worked in two ways. It made many folk rich who had never been 
rich before. It made many things common which had been formerly reserved 
for few. The new rich looked to the past for style. It bolstered their mounting 
sense of importance. So Victorian forms, for all the writhing ornament which 
at last crept onto them, look back. The longing for display meant a natural 
affinity with such fashions as the Baroque, but because the age was bourgeois 
and morally and socially exceedingly conservative, the blatancy of the baroque 
line, its vigor and swing, was translated into smaller terms and ended up in 
the most appalling series of excrescences which have ever marked taste. 

Much was bad. But some was good. It is. curiously enough, in the little 
objects that the most pleasant effects were obtained. There were the charming 
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hings like the upturned hands in alabaster, the little fantasies of boots, the 
yets in china on fat china pillows. The world was abloom with roses. Gilt and 
nlay, papier-maché and the flowers under bells were often entrancing, and 
vhether deliberately or not, exceedingly witty. 

The period divided itself into three great parts. The first, which reached 
o about the middle of the century and can be said to culminate with the great 
xposition at London’s Crystal Palace, hewed closely to the classic line, while 
lowing it to become heavier and more overladen than it had been before. 
n the second, there was a barrenness of invention from which little good 
reative material came, though the iron work is of its genre unsurpassed. 
fhe third which arrived with the 70’s is pure nightmare. In the first two 
nahogany held sway, much interspersed with rosewood and walnut. At the 
ast golden and fumed oak and Circassian Walnut were ascendant. And yet 
n this last, bad though it was. the desire to utilize the machine knowledgably, 
o test its capacity, made for a certain invention and originality. Aesthetically 
he results were worse, but certainly the motive was more vigorous than that 
vhich inspired the William Morrises and the Eastlake group, who wore san- 
lals and wove fabrics by hand, to turn to the past as the only conceivable 
ont of artistic inspiration. 

You have then, what? A period of excessive banality and meagreness of in- 
ention in its earliest phases, which gathered vigor as it progressed. Which 
iad as its central problem the stupendous new job of fitting the machine 
nto its world and assimilating the wealth of the machine. Much bad taste. A 
ittle good taste. An artificial and snobbish attempt to remain uncontaminated 
yy the machine which introduced such oddities as a passion for the Japanese, 
Vhistler’s Peacock Room and the like. You had an age uniformly awash with 
entiment. 

From an intense preoccupation with pure modern and with pure period 
tyles, we have turned back to Victorianism. Why? For its sentiment, for its 
umor and sometimes, condescendingly, because we find it funny. The last 
as been so unhealthy an approach that whimsical all-Victorian rooms have 
een short-lived. The desire, however. to lighten and alleviate modernism with 

e sentiment and nostalgia of Victorianism is all to the good. We are learning 
y degrees how to use this style and use it well. It is an estuary for us, not a 
iain stream. It is an escape into an often charming past. It is memory and 

e marker of a really great epoch. As such we may use it to advantage.

All the Old Countries eat broad beans, both fresh and 
dried. These look like a vastly overgrown and somewhat 
hairy Lima bean. If you get them fresh, as you can in 
season from most grocers of Mediterranean origin, you di- 
vest them of the heavy outer shell, and you buy quite a lot 
just as you do with Limas, allowing half to three-quar- 
ters of a pound per person. For best flavor they should 
cook in very little water, and the old trick to keep them 
from burning is to add a generous teaspoon of butter per 
lb. of beans to the water in which they are cooked. This 
water should just cover the bottom of the pot. Then cook 
slowly until they are tender, adding more water if necessary

Try This Quickie! Most times you won’t want to 
bake your own beans except for the odd kinds you 
can’t buy already cooked.

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ET’S eat in the kitchen, a kitchen which is fun to eat in because it’s 
been made bright and gay with color, with gleaming copper, tiles. 
gingham and stencils. Let’s eat in the kitchen because it’s handy if you 
do your own work, because lots of houses haven’t dining rooms and lots 
of us are tired of eating in the living room. And because it’s an old 
American custom. The Pennsylvania Dutch did it. New Englanders did 
it. But mind you, their kitchens were the heart and center of the house, 
warm in mood and warm in fact. So if you do, plan a dining-kitchen 
allowing space enough for both businesses. The gleaming white of up- 
to-date stoves, refrigerators and cabinets is hearteningly clean and efh- 
cient, but not exactly jolly. In building or remodeling your country 
kitchen, range them in one part of the room, for indeed modern kitchen 
planning demands that they be grouped. Then, allow additional space 
(the plans on these pages indicate arrangements) for eating. 

To illustrate this I have taken, as four points of departure, four 
peasant kitchens, each from a different country and each with a special 
flavor of its own. Your point of departure may be a set of Mexican 
pottery plates, decorative in an open-faced rack on the wall, an old clock 
or chest, baskets hung from the ceiling, a window-box herb garden, a 
cherished set of earthenware casseroles, a pair of old casters, big stone- 
ware crocks in which you keep staples. However much color you begin 
with, add more. Hang a canary in the window between gingham cur- 
tains, use paint with a liberal and uninhibited hand. Put colored shades 
on your lights, colored mats or grass rugs or paint on your floor, colored 
runners and mats on your tables. Use fruit, piled high, as a centerpiece, 
lemons, oranges, apples, plums, whatever the season affords. Use lots 
of candles, Christmas red or that loud fine green which candle makers 
know how to achieve, or hand dipped bayberry candles smelling sweet 
and old fashioned as they burn. 

Inexpensive and colorful adjuncts to your kitchen-for-living which 
you can begin collecting any time: Greek honey pots which come in 
superb colors, especially the brilliant turquoise; Mexican tin, available 
in many parts of the United States at unbelievably modest prices; South 
American papier maché bowls of the sort we used to get from Central 
Europe; America’s own pottery (the latest Russel Wright pieces are 
particularly rich in hue and texture); American wood salad bowls. 
large and in individual sizes, ranging from Maple to the amazing Red- 
wood burls you order from California; flower prints which you can 
ferret out in quantity in second hand book stores; ditto birds or fruits, 
maps; fishnet, the real kind which you get from chandlers along the 
water front, buy by the pound and which dyes gloriously; trays which 
you can decorate yourself with decaleomania or freehand with paint or 
with découpage. The results. an added and adorable room.

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WHY I PLANNED MY HOUSE THIS WAY 


BY WALTER F. BOGNER, A.A. 


[J] HAD decided to move. The neighborhood seemed to be 
slipping and, too, we wanted the advantages of country living 
both for ourselves and for our child. We decided to build. This in 
spite of the fact that there were many “bargains” available in old 
houses. While I have the greatest reverence for the past, | had bumped 
my head on sloping bedroom ceilings too often, wrestled to bring 
chairs nearer to the daylight or to make my visitors comfortable, 
and had been barred from the enjoyment of view of hills or gardens 
by traditional small windows. The gardens could be seen by the 
man in the street but not from inside these old houses, and there was 
never sufficient provision for growing things indoors. 

So we determined to build. In order to build a home that would 
meet our needs and suit our way of living we had to break away 
from traditional patterns and design our house our own way. 

It was with all this in mind that we selected a site in an apple 
orchard with a view of a pleasant wooded hill on the south and a 
tree-covered slope extending over half the land on the west. Privacy 
and quiet were essential to me, as a recompense for the half-hour’s 
drive to and from work, morning and evening, and the house was 
planned from the first with this in mind. Windows were suppressed 
on the side toward our nearest neighbor, though this house was 200’ 
away. Fortunately swamps formed the boundary on two sides offer-

The child's bedroom 
is over the maid's room. The garage is large enough for only one 
car; the second is rolled under roof shelter leading to entrance. 
There are only a few windows on side facing nearest neighbor 


ing us protection against future encroachment on our privacy or views. 

The requirements which our house had to fulfill to satisfy us, and 
at a cost which should come to the equivalent of $100 a month in 
rent were: First there had to be room for three, my wife, our 
child and I, which meant two bedrooms. Since we are far from town, 
there had to be sleeping accommodations for occasional guests. There 
had to be a kitchen, maid’s room and bath and provision for two 
automobiles. We felt that only one of these cars needed an enclosed 
space, and that for the other a roofed shelter would suflice. 

The principal requirement was living ‘space; it must facilitate the 
many functions of normal living with the greatest possible comfort. 
First, work. My wife and I each have to have a desk. There must be 
a drawing board and a dark room. The disorder arising in the course 
of work must not interfere with any of the other functions of the 
living space, nor must these others interfere with work which calls 
for room to spread out material. Second, rest and recreation. Space 
must be adjustable. Various moods and activities are included under 
this head, changing day to day and hour to hour. Sunshine, views, 
ease of conversation, the cheer to be had from a fire burning in the 
fireplace. Third, there was reading. Good light for reading in day- 
time and also good artificial illumination in the same place at night. 
Finally, there was dining. Two approaches had to be included, the 
normal needs of the family and the totally different conditions created 
by the presence of guests. Cocktail parties and teas for about thirty 
and dinner parties for eight must be provided for. 

Actual designing started with the creation of an ideal reading and 





This is the huge window which 
opens the living room to the land- 
scape, admits light in copious 
doses. The lawn runs right up to 
the window, and on the inside 
plants are placed on a broad 
stone slab. Beside the window are 
places for comfortable seats. On 
dark nights, artificial light bright- 
ens the outdoors. Above the win- 
dow is the open side of the 
terrace.

lounging alcove which is the refuge we look forward to throughout 
the day’s work. A sofa is provided, with the daylight falling on it 
through narrow horizonal windows placed in a position assuring 
ideal conditions for reading. This light eliminates reflections from 
the shiny paper usually found in magazines. Fluorescent tubes are 
placed over this glazed strip to give at night the same type of illumi- 
nation and to facilitate an ideal transition from day to artificial 
light. The sofa is L-shaped to make conversation pleasant and to 
allow the two principal members of the family to stretch out while 
reading. The fireplace is at the optimum distance from the sofa, back 
of which are bookcases, shelves for magazines, ash trays, etc., as 
well as a photograph pick-up. The alcove itself is just big enough to 
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seat the eight guests after dinner. For teas. and cocktail. parties, 
groups can extend themselves through the adjoining living space. 
While this alcove is partially enclosed, views of the outside can be 
seen through the south and west windows. 

This adjoining living space is thrown completely open to the 
landscape. Sun pours through a window 13’ long, extending from 
floor to ceiling. The lawn runs right up to the window on the out- 
side, and on the inside plants are placed on a broad stone slab. The 
humidity from the sprayed plants, mixing with the heat of the room, 
produces the ideal air condition. The places provided for comfortable 
seats beside the window give a view of the wooded hill. On nights 
when there is no moon, artificial light (Continued on page 102)

ETWEEN the wide waters of the Delaware 

River and the clean steel of the railroad 
there runs a little isthmus, a sort of hyphen, 
near Chester, Pennsylvania, on which are two 
big manufacturing plants. One of them burns, 
the midnight electricity making munitions, the, 
other, more peacefully, keeps night shifts busy 
with the printing of fabrics. We had seen pat- 





tern woven into fabric, we wanted to see it 
printed, so to Chester we went and to the Eddy-: 
stone Print Division of Joseph Bancroft and. 
Sons Co. Its function, we were told as we sat. 
in a bright little office on a hard little chair, is 
service. The wholesale fabric house makes a) 
design for a fabric and sends it to Eddystone. 
Presently the mill says, we're ready to go) 
ahead, and people from the wholesale house, 
come and sit on the little chairs and wait while 
“patches” of the fabric are printed. These they 
edit till they’re to their liking, waiting for one 
coloring after another, book or magazine in) 
hand, through long hours till all the color com- 
binations are complete. The head and stylist of 
a well-known New York firm rode to the plant 
with us and between sorties into the mill, we 
visited with them. 

Our first trip from the office took us across 
a narrow alley and into the wing of the plan’ 
directly opposite. This is devoted to makin

the rollers which print the designs. It is, by 
comparison with the later actual manufactur- 
ing portions of the mill, a paradise of calm 
order. You start your observation on an upper 
floor. Here is a fabric design, a pretty water- 
color sketch. It is taken into a dark room, 
black walls, floor and ceiling, and inserted into 
a magic lantern which projects it, enlarged as 
many times as wanted, onto a zinc plate. This 
plate has been previously varnished with a 
special preparation and over the varnish a coat 
of white water-color paint laid on. This is 
ruled off into squares. The pattern is traced 
_with pencil onto the surface by a hand which 
is sure. When it has been incised into the lac- 
quer, the white coat is washed off and the col- 
ors painted on. These are not the final colors 
to be used but simply differentiators of color 
areas, for each roller will print only one color, 
except in cases of half tones, where two rollers 
print the same area with two different shades 
and a combine is effected. 

The zine plate comes downstairs into a big 
sunny room where the rollers are prepared 
for printing. Beside the foremen in charge, 
the place is presided over by two sleek cats, 
one bob-tailed. When noon rolls round a Scot 
with a wonderful burr feeds them a handsome 
lot of meat, shreds a slice of bread for the star- 
lings outside. 

The plate is attached to a drawing board, 
set like a desk in front of an operator. This 
man or girl traces it, fitting a sharp tool into 
the outlines bordering a specific color. The in- 
strument used to trace is one end of a panto- 
graph.

Lilies and corn—there does not seem to be 
much in common between them. Yet there 
is, in the method of planting, as regards all 
corn and some Lilies. Once [I asked a Jap- 
anese gardener how he kept his tall Lilies 
so upright with little staking. His method 
was to put all base-rooting varieties deeply 
in the ground, and the stem-rooting kinds 
just beneath the surface. Then as growth 
started he kept drawing up around them 
more and more soil until the hil) was ebout

8” high. He lacked appreciation of my ex- 
clamation that that was just the procedure 
for corn. I remembered that the tall late 
sorts nearly always developed a ring of 
secondary roots just above the level of the 
ground, the “prop roots” ‘that stiffen the 
plant, and enough soil was drawn up to 
cover these prop roots on each side of the 
corn plant. This earth provided both food 
and anchorage. Since discovering the simi- 
larity of needs, I treat my Lilies, the stem 
rooters, such as regale, Henryi, longiflorum, 
croceum, Hansoni in the same manner as I 





used to manage the hills of corn—and they 


like it.

Unfamiliar plants are as much to be won- 
dered about as strangers whose ways are 
unknown. To replace Tulips last fall I put 
in some Dutch Iris, and watched them make 
a green growth during October and Novem- 
ber which was disturbing, it looked so fresh 
and tender. For protection, a little twiggy 
brush was cut and the branches stuck into 
the ground among the foliage. As the leaves 
fell they blew in and around the brush and 
in this way a light covering was established 
over the Iris, which did not crush the green 
tops, gave desired protection and let the 
air in. Nothing else was put over this area, 
and now after removing a few brown ends, 
the foliage is in perfect condition, and good 
growth has begun. Apparent winter hardi- 
ness seems to indicate that this Iris strain, 
which was developed by C. J. van Tubergen 
in Holland in 1892 from the Spanish Iris, 
Xiphium precox, crossed with other species.

is practical for Northern gardens, if the lists 
are carefully followed, and only the varieties 
used that are recommended for outdoor 
planting.

It is so easy to spoil a garden with its walks 
—at least the materials used for them. Brick 
can be formal or informal as it is treated. 
Precisely laid in pattern and weedlessly 
kept, it lends itself to a semi-stateliness of 
sorts; but let it be a bit uneven and mossy 
and the result is the perfect path for simple 
surroundings. Flagstones in exactness, the 
interstices filled with well trimmed grassy 
green lines may suit a mansion; lét them be 
stepping stones of more or less convenience 
to length of stride, and irregular ‘m line, 
and they do not look amiss even in the 
wildest wild garden. To my mind the most 
charming in both color and appearance for 
informal paths and walks are fallen pine 
needles, salvaged from the wood. (Or on 
demand the nurseryman will do the haul- 
ing.) This material has many virtues, is 
durable and néat®soft to walk on, dries out 
quickly after a rain, and fits into more sur- 
roundings than most other materials. White 
pine needles are best. Tan bark that has 
seen service somewhere gives about the same 
effect, but with far less naturalness. After 
all it is an artificial thing on the ground.

Phlox Arendsii, here a background for a chart of Phlox heights 
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number are well within the reach of the modest plant allowance. 
No thirty dollar items here. 

For such a group of widely divergent habits and needs, no blanket 
rules of choice or treatment are possible, each division must be con- 
sidered separately. We commence with the smallest and the earliest, 
P. subulata, creeping Phlox, also called Moss Pink or Flowering 
Moss, the first in our recollections as well as in time of bloom. There 
was always a patch of the red purple starry flowers in drowsy 
graveyard corners, and the old gardens used it, a clear color line, 
for their border edgings. When the movement of Thumbs-Down-on- 
Magenta began, the useful little plant was scorned, until hybridizers 
got busy and softened the colors into white, pale pink, light blue, 
lilac, salmon, almost what you will. One catalogue lists seventeen. 
Each gardener has his favorites, but for me the most lovely are G. 
F. Wilson, moonlight blue; the gleaming white Maischnee (May- 
snow), Lilakonigin, deep blue; and the latest and best, according to 
some appraisers, Camla, a pure pink with no trace of magenta. There 
is Crimson Beauty, too, if the spring garden has a place for such a 
brilliant patch. These little plants look humble, but they are im- 
perious in their needs. Full sun, they will not live the season through 
in shade. Dry, sandy soil, moderately enriched. Too much moisture

rots the matted foliage, a rainy spring works havoc. In such a case 
clip the plants close to the ground after they have flowered. Even 
in this group, the various members have no regularity of growth, 
and must be treated accordingly. Camla does not creep, Lilacina 
does, Nelsoni spreads slowly, Blue Hill stays compact. The rampant 
ones are kept in bounds by judicious shearing after the flowering 
period is over, bushy types are fed and let alone. 

Phlox am@na, sometimes known as the Lovely Phlox, is a creep- 
ing form with larger leaves and flowers than Moss Pink. It has a 
dense, trailing habit of growth and is probably the best one of the 
family for carpeting the ground or draping the rock garden. Not 
quite so early as swhulata, it carries on the succession of bloom— 
must have sun and a light gravelly earth. In the days of my garden’s 
genesis, when I thought success was a measure of luck, this Phlox 
was put in the Lily-of-the-Valley corner; the light purplish rose 
flower was going to make such a pretty companion for the white 
bells. It would have, had it lived. Semi-shade and heavy soil killed 
it shortly. This was one of the first lessons in that inexorable garden 
text book—give a plant what it likes, and it will work its lovely 
head off for you; try to make it do what you like and all the royal 
horses and men cannot keep it from quiet disappearance, final and 
complete. 

Later and taller is Phlox divaricata, Blue Phlox or Wild Sweet 
William, one of the most desirable of spring flowers. Unlike its 
predecessors in every way. Does not creep: has stems 10-12” high, 
fragrant flowers of blue and light lavender, prefers some shade. 
Nothing is prettier to plant in the shadow of early flowering shrubs 
or to mingle with the Tulips. I have grown it with pale yellow, Mrs. 
Moon, and this year the Dutch Iris, Golden Lion, should carry on 
the same effect as previously given by the vanished Tulips. The 
native form is good, but perhaps still better, in that it holds its 
color longer, is P. divaricata Laphami, whose flowers are darker, 
almost a blue violet, with a season of bloom touching the first days 
of June. A woods mold soil is needed for the type, or plenty of 
commercial humus dug in. As digging them up at the nursery co- 
incides with the period of bloom, in the spring this plant is sold 
in pots to insure best results, if field-grown clumps are wanted, wait 
until fall. P. ovata has growth and bloom and size which places it 
in this division, but it wants sun for its rosy-red flowers. 

Not only for itself is divaricata of interest, but also because it is 
co-parent with P. paniculata in the production of a little known 
member of the Phlox family, the Arendsii hybrid. Probably less 
grown than any of the others, it should be quite the reverse. Its par- 
ticular value is that it does exceedingly well in the shade, and has a

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long period of bloom, beginning in the spring, going on intermittently 
until autumn. Good soil with plenty of food, it is a gourmand like 
the paniculata ancestor. In color it has the complexion of divaricata 
—lilac, orchid lavender, mallow pink—and in habit of growth it 
forms compact clumps with wiry stems 187-24” high. Emmy, Inga. 
Grete are the three for a shady, difficult place. Louise is a lovely 
lilac-pink. 

The going becomes more familiar now as the P. suffruticosa sec- 
tion is reached. Early Phlox it is dubbed, and follows on the heels 
of the Peonies in June. The long qualifying name means “a little 
shrubby” and the stems are quite woody at the base. Scarcely a gar- 
den that does not possess the amiable white Miss Lingard. With its 
long shiny green foliage absolutely disease free, it starts flowering 
ing June and continues well into July if the panicles are removed 
as soon as their particular display is over. This treatment makes 
lateral branches develop which give a (Continued on page 94) 
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TRANSPLANTING TIPS 





In either planting or transplanting of any- 
thing larger than a seedling: make the hole 
good and big—and then a little bigger. 





If you are not able to set out new purchases 
immediately they are delivered, take care of 
them. Heel in deciduous material. 





Cut in a circle about an evergreen which you 
are going to move. Use a sharp spade. Move 
with a ball of earth. Prepare the new hole 
ahead of time. 





Cut a trench around deciduous trees and 
shrubs and work the earth away from the roots 
as carefully as possible. Replant at once. 





Dig big hole. Spread roots well. Work soil 
about them. Tamp,soil firmly. Fill hole, after 
tamping, with water. When water has drained 
away, fill with earth. Leave top of fill dry.

SHRUBS 


Deciduous—Oetober preferred, espe- 
cially for spring flowering ones. 

Spring (before leaves appear)—any; 
especially summer flowering ones. 

Evergreen—April and May; late Au- 
gust and September.

IT’S YOUR MOyvE

IKE household moving, garden transplant- 


ing falls into three stages: preplanting 
preparations, actual moving and the settling. 
The procedure of moving all woody plants 
is basically the same, whether it be a ram- 
bling trumpet creeper or a neat 12” Daphne. 
It would be better to call in a professional 
to handle anything larger than a small tree. 
But since everyone has a plant to move 
sometime, whether it is an evergreen, a Rose 
or the Peony from Great Aunt Minnie’s gar- 
den, half the battle is won if the job is done 
as professionally as possible, knowing when 
to move and how to handle with dispatch, 
so that plants will reestablish themselves with 
greater ease, suffer minimum shock. 


PREPLANTING PREPARATIONS. If 
new stock is due from the nursery, it will be 
dug and shipped either with bare roots, pro- 
tected with some moisture holding material 
for traveling, or balled and _ burlapped 
(B&B), the manner so indicated beside the 
variety in the catalogue. Evergreens are in- 
varably B&B, most deciduous things with 
bare roots. A reputable nurseryman will 
know and follow the exceptions and the more 
favorable method. If the plants arrive on 
Tuesday and must wait until Saturday for 
replanting, B&B plants may be stood in a 
shady place and the balls watered as needed. 
Bare root plants should be heeled in (soaking 
their roots with water if they seem dry and 
shriveled), as should home dug plants if the 
new space is not ready for an immediate 
transference. 

Heeling in is nothing more nor less than 
covering plants loosely with soil in a trench 
that has been dug in a situation protected 
from sun and wind. The trench need not be 
deep, for plants are laid in slantwise for 
greater ease in removing them. Water, of 
course, if heeling in is a matter of days. 
Heeling in is a sort of temporary planting, 
advisable for even a few hours’ delay, for 
drying out of the roots is the first step to- 
ward transplanting mortality. 

If moving involves only a hop, skip and 
a jump across the garden, it is still impor- 
tant to dig the specimen so that there will 
be the least possible damage to the roots. 
Evergreens should be lifted with a ball of 
earth about their roots. Cut a circle around 
the evergreen with a spade, at least 1’ away 





from the trunk. Dig downward from this 
circle again about 1’ and pry, circling 
around the shrub until it is possible to lift 
it, roots and soil reasonably intact, and slide 
it onto a lightweight board or piece of bur- 
lap to be carried or dragged to its yawning 
new home. 

With deciduous shrubs and other woody 
plants, one need not be so careful to get the 
ball of soil with the roots. But trenching a 
circle around the plant is still a good place 
to start, providing it coincides with the out- 
ermost spread of the branches. With the 
trench made, use a spading fork to dig to- 
ward the plant, throwing soil into the trench 
and taking care to break as few roots as pos- 
sible. When close to the main stem or shrub, 
usually it can be undermined as easily as the 
ballad evergreen. 

No gardener can dig a plant and prepare 
a new place for it at one and the same time, 
though it is decidedly to the plant’s advan- 
tage if it can be reset immediately after being 
dug. If possible, prepare the soil and dig the 
hole before the nursery plant arrives or gar- 
den resident is dislodged. If not, that’s what 
heeling in is for. 

Soil preparation includes thorough turn- 
over, adequate drainage and fertilizing. Ex- 
cavate the hole as deep as possible, 18-24’. 
These plants are perennial, may outlive the 
gardener and deserve a well-made home. 
Break up with a pickaxe any hardpan below 
the loose topsoil. If drainage is poor, remove 
6” of thexsubsoil and replace with gravel 
and sand or cinders. Add fertilizer to the soil 
which has been removed because this is the 
one chance to replenish the soil easily. Rotted 
manure thoroughly mixed with the soil, 
ground bone, bonemeal, hardwood ashes are 
good choices. Soil should be raked over to 
fine it, improve in quality by the addition 
of compost or humus and fertilized before 
the plant is ready to be settled. 

The hole should have been dug wide 
enough to allow roots to spread out normally 
or amply accommodate the ball; deep enough 
to cover the old soil line. Soil at the bottom 
of the hole should be loose and fine with 
drainage insured for encouragement of root 


growth.

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NE good way to lengthen the season of in- 
O teresting pictures in the garden is to plan 
deliberately for fall color displays. This means in- 
cluding in your list of flowering shrubs and trees 
many more than usual native American species— 
and doing it this spring—now. These possess, to 
a degree unknown among European importations, 
that important characteristic—brilliant autumn 
foliage. That is why our American plants are so 
highly prized abroad where fall color is much less 
abundant than it is here. 

Of course floral displays earlier in the season 
must not be neglected to accommodate later show- 
ings, but they need not be for most, if not all, the 
species valuable for fall color also present inter- 
esting blooms at some time during the spring or 
summer. Take, for example, the Flowering Dog- 
wood that produces myriads of white “blossoms” 
in the spring, and which gives the autumn hedge- 
rows and woodlands that lovely dusty old rose 
shading.

OW TO CHOOSE AND GROW THEM 


T IS as a cut flower that the Gladiolus stands out today, although 
the first use made of it was to give a note of color to shrubbery 
mtings. Much of the work of improvement has been along the 
es of developing good flowers for home decoration, for com- 
reial and for show purposes. 

To measure up to the standards of an ideal commercial type, a 
idiolus must embody lasting qualities and stiff, strong stems with 
eral blooms open at one time in colors that will fit easily into all 
‘roundings. Conspicuous in floral shops and summer roadside 
rkets are large, rounded blooms of good substance in self colors 
quietly modulated shadings. Strongly individual sorts do not 
ve good mixers. The ruffled and laciniated, or oddly shaped 
ver, although exceptionally decorative and meriting wider atten- 
1, appeals little to the commercial grower. Lack of fragrance 
*s not count against a Gladiolus for flower arrangements. Rather 
s of advantage when the flowers are to be used in masses. 

The varieties derived from primulinus parentage are unsurpassed 
table decorations, corsages, brides’ bouquets and similar airy 
angements. They are finding greater favor as their dainty charms, 
ceful habits and delicate colorings become more appreciated,

real motive is to catch the judges’ eyes. The bud spike must be long, 
very floriferous, with many large blooms open at once, close ranked 
and well placed. Lasting quality and texture of the bloom are of less 
consequence than having all of the flowers facing in one direction. 

The requisites for a Gladiolus suited to garden or landscape effects 
are quite different. Firm, strong stems produced from a good root 
system are essential. They need not stand stiff and erect; gracefully 
curved stalks are of value in certain garden pictures. They must, 
however, be capable of supporting the bloom head under inclement 
weather conditions without resort to staking. Deep planting, or 
planting in situations where there will be some protection from 
strong winds, will aid here, but the selection of low growing, sturdy 
varieties that do not require staking and are not top heavy with 
huge blooms proves advisable. 

A profusion of bloom is more to be desired in a landscape Gladi- 
olus than size of flower. Speaking generally, those 3” to 4” in diam- 
eter are better than larger or smaller flowers. Again, if too many 
buds open simultaneously there is a tendency for the bloom spike 
to become top heavy and thus less wind and rain resistant. 

A long blooming period is of great importance in most gardens. 
Varieties which open all their blooms in quick succession shorten 
the length of the season. On the other hand, those with only one or 
two flowers in bloom at one time do not make a brilliant display.

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Disbudding. A term applied to the thinning out of unwanted 
growth. There are two applications of the principle in ordinary gar- 
den work. The first is the pinching-off of leaf buds that would other- 
wise form unwanted shoots, and is a form of pruning to control the 
shape and branching of woody plants. More often is the word dis- 
budding applied to the pinching of 
flower buds to remove a surplus, 
thus increasing the size and quality 
of those remaining. Nature is quite 
reckless in the number of blossoms 
produced, her only interest being in 
providing an ample supply for the 
insurance of seed. Disbudding in- 
terrupts the scheme. Each gardener 
has to decide whether he wants a 





dozen mediocre flowers or a couple 
of splendid ones. Roses, Dahlias, Chrysanthemums are always treated 
this way for exhibition purposes. Each plant has its special needs 
along this line, the one general tenet being that disbudding is to be 
done early, to keep any of the plant’s strength from going into buds 
that you decide later to pinch out. For the amateur it is one of the 
garden tasks savoring of heartlessness, but which is needful for 


excellence of result. 


The Handsomest Sage. There is no dispute that the most desirable 
of this many sided family is Clary, Salvia sclarea, the Vatican strain. 
It is taller growing than the ordinary Clary, often an inmate of the 
herb patch, has large square stalks, wide basal leaves and branching 
flower stems with pinkish mauve flowers and big pink bracts which 
from a distance look like flowers themselves. In sandy soil and full 
sun the plant grows to 4’ and has long been used in English gardens 
as a companion for Delphinium. Not only do the blooms comple- 
ment each other delightfully, but the branching flower stems of the 
Clary hide the holes in the border left after the Delphinium stems 
have been cut down. Both plants and seeds are available of this 
choice Vatican strain, which is a rarity from its Italian garden 


origin. 


Tree Feeding. Because this is a fairly recent garden activity. it 
is something regarded as too complicated for the average person 
caring individually for his possessions. Quite the contrary, the rules 
are simple. For feeding use some 
approved formula, from the Tree 
advisors; a complete food, commer- 
cial; bone meal or shredded cow 
manure, or a mixture of 14 muriate 
of potash, 1% nitrate of soda and 
’s Thompson’s phosphate (or any 
superphosphate). The trees may be 


fed any time during the year when 


the ground is not frozen, but no 

moment is better than early spring. Se 

\llow one pound of plant food to each inch of circumference of the 
trunk, measuring the trunk 4’ above the ground. Since the main 
feeding roots of the tree extend out in a circle equivalent to the 
circle made by the drip of the branches, this is the proper place to 
apply the food. Make a series of holes 2” in diameter with a ground

You didn't tell me just what sort of grounds wa 
to be used for the “war cardens") teat seaspalot 
where good gardening has been done before, that's 
one thing. An hour or two with a hired plow and | 
harrow, plus a good complete fertilizer, may giv 
our man a pretty fine start. | 

If, on the other hand, he's going to use say 
that piece of old hayfield across the way—well, 
that's another. He may be in for his hardest wor 
right away. Let's assume it's good land, though, 
and if gray birch brush and the sweet gum sprout 
haven't got too firm a foothold Since it was 
last mowed, then it ought to make a good garden 
in times. 

In any event, it's important to get a plowman 
who knows his trade. Especially if it's old 

sod to be turned under. Just cutting the sod up 
to ribbons and pushing it around won't help. It" 
got to be turned clean over and buried 8” to 10” 
deep. With the liberal use of manure and a 
thorough harrowing, land like that ought to 
grow a good crop of corn. It will provide pretty 
fair going for potatoes, too, if commercial fet 
tilizer be substituted for the manure and if tI 
hoe be plied energetically; though there may be 
some trouble with white grubs. Cucumbers and melor 
will do well enough there if they are planted 
in hills which have been individually spaded ovel 
and enriched with manure and wood ashes. Peppers 
and tomatoes in such soil Should also be set 
prepared pockets, from which any large sod 
chunks have been removed. The Same treatment ma} 
be given to pole beans. Bush beans will do less 
well, and peas rather worse than beans, for peas 
respond best to deep preparation. 

Root crops will be least satisfactory. To

Take off the fire, 
let it cool a little and stir in the 
beaten yolk of an egg diluted with 
z couple of tablespoons of white 
wine. Season the sauce, heat the 
beans in it for a couple of minutes 
—hbut do not boil—and serve 
topped with chopped parsley to 
any favored male on a chilly Sat- 
urday. 

The British who probably met 
the broad bean at Caesar’s camp 
table have never flagged in their 
appreciation of its homely worth, 
A traditional version is the Wilt- 
shire dish of broad beans and 
bacon. Properly this calls for Wilt- 
shire bacon, a collector’s item at 
the moment, but you can substitute 
the similar Canadian bacon which 
is happily at hand. And in a pinch 
you can likewise use a smoked butt.

Soak a couple of cups 
of dried beans overnight, parboil, 
skin and in fresh salted water boil 
a_ couple of hours. The tomato 
sauce is made very much as though 
you had spaghetti in mind. Slice 
2 large or 3 small onions and a

slowly until they begin to color in 


clove of garlie and them 
2 tablespoons of olive oil. Add to 
this 2 tablespoons of tomato paste 
and 2 cups of stock. Season with 
salt, pepper, marjoram, savory 
and a bit of bay. Stir and cook till 
smooth and blended, then pour 
over the drained beans, cover and 
cook slowly for about 2 hours more, 
watching, stirring and adding more 
stock if necessary. Check the sea- 
soning before serving—all these 
affairs need a good deal of salt. 
And if there is any left, it will 
reappear handsomely heated in a 
casserole with a couple of slices of 
bacon crossed on top.

present foundation wall. Using the footing 


as a base, pour a sloping concrete founda- 


tion for the steps. This foundation should 
project out from the house as far as the 
riser of the first or lowest step. Before pour- 
ing the step foundation, clean the old 
foundation wall thoroughlhy, scratching~ it 
if possible, and wetting it. These measures, 


will help to bond the new concrete -to the 


old. Also insert some galvanized-iron ties. 


or straps, into the old wall in such a way 
that they will project out into the new con- 
crete. These ties should be not more than 
one foot apart, and be placed up fairly high, 
under the topmost step. It will be necessary 
to chip or drill holes in the old wall for the 
insertion of the ties. For the treads, use 
flagstone at least 114” thick, laid in a bed 
of cement mortar. Have the treads slope 
away from the house an 14” to shed rain 
water. The risers may be flagstone, rubble, 
brick or cement. The treads, measured from 
nosing to riser, should be at least 12” wide 
—more, if practical. If there is to be a walk 
leading to the steps, this too should be laid 
on concrete (a 3” thick slab will do) over 
a bed of cinders. The accompanying dia- 
gram illustrates the various parts discussed. 
See also House BEAUTIFUL’s Practical Gar- 
den Improvement for this month. 


How should we go about refinish- 
ing the floors of our house? They 
are of oak and the boards them- 
selves are in good condition. But 
the original finish has just about 
disappeared. 


Although it may not be readily apparent as 
you stand looking down at the floor, the 
chances are that the boards have become 
pretty badly roughened by the scuffing of 
shoes. For that reason, it would be best to 
hire a mechanical sanding machine from 
your hardware or linoleum store and sand 
the floors thoroughly. This will remove what 
is left of the old finish (there is probably 
quite a bit left in the corners) and will 
smooth the boards. The one disadvantage 
is the fine dust which is churned up: it is 
extremely difficult to clean up. Of course, if 
you ar? absolutely certain that the floor 
boards are smooth, and if you don’t want 
to spend the time and money on sanding, 
you might try a liquid finish remover. Two 
of the best—because they are cheap 





are 
solutions of oxalic acid or washing soda. 
The oxalic acid comes from the drugstore 
Dissolve a pound of it in a pail of warm 
water and scrub the floor vigorously. Let 
it stand for about ten minutes, or until the 
floor begins to look white, then wash off the 
solution with plain water. Follow the same 
method with soda. About 3 lbs. to the gal- 
lon. If any spots seem recalcitrant about 
disappearing, sand them. As for the new 
finish, you can take your pick between 
varnish and shellac. The former comes in 


several shades; the latter comes in clear 
(which is fine if you like the color of th 
boards) or orange. Don’t apply either unti 
the floor is dry. Top the job with a good 


coat of wax.

cups of beans, and then set them 
to boil in fresh cold salted water 
until tender. Or you could open a 
couple of cans of Gebhardt’s late 
in the afternoon. As for the carne 
part, this calls for 2 Ibs. of lean 
beef, cubed. It really is much bet- 
ter this way than ground. Shake 
over the beef 3 tablespoons of 
flour, to which-you have added 2 
teaspoons of salt, 3 tablespoons 
of chili powder, 2 teaspoons of 
marjoram, 1 tablespoon of pap- 
rika and 2 small cloves of garlic 
chopped fine. Turn this about till 
it is thoroughly mixed. Then in the 
bottom of a heavy iron pot, try out 
1 tablespoon of beef suet in 4 
tablespoons of lard or drippings. 
When the fat is hot and the suet 
tender, put in the meat to brown. 
This will take about 15 minutes 
and a good deal of turning about. 
Then add gradually 1% qts. of 
hot water, lower the heat and let 
it simmer gently till the meat is 
tender. This will take 45 minutes 
to 1 hour. Then add the beans, 
check the seasoning, let them blend 
and serve. 


Frijoles 

Once again you want the red 
beans, a couple of cups of them. 
Soak them overnight, then put 
them in cold water to cover with 
2 teaspoons of salt and simmer for 
14% hours, Then fry an onion and 
a couple of cloves of garlic in 2

they are soft and golden, add the 
beans and enough of the hot water 
they cooked in to cover them. Let

Baked Beans 

The northern part of the conti- 
nent, however, prefers its beans 
baked. They may be any kind of 
beans to start with—Navy beans 
for the traditional New England 
version, black, kidney, soy, mar- 
rowfat, black-eyed, lima—but the 
basic procedure is pretty much the 
same. You start out with 2 cups 
of the bean of your choice. You 
soak in cold water to cover over- 
night. In the morning, you set in 
fresh salted water to boil until the 
skins burst when they are lifted 
out of the water for a minute and 
blown on. This may take anywhere 
from 2 to 3 hours and you can cook 
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14 jb. of salt pork with them if 
you like, in which case you needn’t 
salt the water. Then into the pot 
with 2 tablespoons of dark New 
Orleans molasses, a teaspoon of 
mustard and any other seasoning 
the individual bean seems to call 
for—a small onion, tomatoes, pimi- 
ento, pepper, curry, chili powder, 
whatever fits the dish you have in 
mind. Then you bake them, 6 to 8 
hours in a slow oven renewing the 
water as needed. When they are 
nearly done, they are uncovered. 
for the last 44 hour or so, to brown. 
and then is when the salt pork, if 
any, should be pulled to the sur- 
face to crisp.

This begins to sound as though 
all the interesting and attractive 
beans were dried. Yet nothing is 
more delicious than most of these 
cooked green. And nothing, is more 
delicious—if rarer—than just plain 
string beans well cooked. I think 
the trick is to stop cooking before 
they get limp, drain and _ finish 
them with 10 minutes’ stirring over 
the fire with a generous allowance 
of butter, salt and pepper. When 
this wears thin, add a couple of 
mashed anchovy fillets per lb. of 
beans to the butter. Or if you want 
to be really giddy, try the Provencal 
trick—a couple of teaspoons of 
chopped onion, a bit of garlic, per- 
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haps 2 seeded and peeled tomatoes, 
a small slice of ham minced fine 
and olive oil instead of butter. 
These cook together perhaps 20 
minutes, gently, then you put in 
your drained beans and give them 
perhaps 10 minutes more. Or sur-

Cook 2 Ibs. of lima beans and 
1 lb. of sliced string beans in sepa- 
rate pots until nearly done. Heat 
1% cup of cream and 2 table- 
spoons of butter in a sauce pan 
and when it is hot stir in a cup of 
MeIntosh apple meat diced fine.

fine standstone used to polish the 
roller), is washed and generally 
prettied up. In the acid bath its 
background was nearly black, its 
pattern streaked with shade after 
shade of verdigris green. Now it is 
less fantastic but more beautiful, 
burnished copper at its most golden. 
The rollers weigh anywhere up to 
600 pounds, so there are overhead 
trolleys with leather harnesses like 
the kind used to jack army mules 
onto transports, in which they can 
be slid around the room. 

Near the door there are machines 
for reconditioning used rollers. The 
surface is routed off, no deeper than 
necessary, as these rollers are dead- 
ly expensive, and as the old surface 
is shaved off, baskets under the 
machines fill with copper tinsel 
which glitters like a lighted Christ- 
mas tree. The roller is worked over 
meticulously with bluestone, sand 
and bath till it is as good as new, 
just a fraction slimmer than in its 
previous incarnation. 

We go back to the office. The 
head of the N. Y. firm has wandered 
off to buy some Pennsylvania dried 
beef and the stylist, after figuring 
that she’d be there the better part 
of the night, is writing letters home. 
She says she has been promised 
some cushy chairs and that they’re 
slow in coming but that otherwise 
it’s fun, 

The head of the factory takes us 
in tow, starts off at a breakneck 
speed, which he never subsequently 
abates, in a brand new direction. 
As we gallop along behind him it 
begins to appear that all that went 
before was really a curtain-raiser. 
Now comes the big show. This is 


fabric printing. It is done in the 
greatest possible noise; in a sym- 
phony of competing smells. The at- 
mosphere is frequently a curtain of 
steam. And from first to last it’s 
exciting and often it is beautiful. 
First there is the door which we 
have now learned to expect, which 
leads from a peaceful world into 
the heart of action and violent at- 
tack on the senses. We come into 
a room which is a mass of pots and 
barrels and containers of all sorts 
of sizes and shape. Here are sing- 
ing reds and blues and yellows, but 
predominant shades are caramel 
and variations on mustard, for as 
we learn from shouts, vat colors 
are mysterious chemical elements 
drawn from coal tar, which only 
reveal their true colors at a later 
stage in the game. Vat colors are 
fast colors and so they are greatly 
used. We climb a flight of stairs and 
find ourselves on a small balcony. 
At our feet are the open tops of 
three big vats. In each paddles, like 
the paddles of a Hudson River 
steamer, are stirring round and 
round, In a small white room on our 
right bags like flour bags are 
stacked to the ceiling. These are 
what go into the vats, and they are 
the gums or starches to which the 
pigment (insoluble) will be added 
to form the mix used in printing. 
The seething masses look like un- 
riz dough. They smell doughy, too. 
We had not thought to come so 
soon to printing. We had fancied 
that would be the last great gesture. 
But we trot obediently down a short 
passageway, skid through a door 
and find ourselves, quite taken by 
surprise, in the heart of it. The big 
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rotary presses are here, very little 
different from the ones used for 
wallpaper. Except that into the 
back goes yard after yard of cotton 
cloth, it is swung under the belly 
of the machine where each roller 
lays on its share of color, is scraped 
by a knife, feelingly called a doc- 
tor, which removes a large amount 
of the slopping excess color, and 
swings up out of the machine 
to disappear into regions above 
through a slot in the ceiling. Nine- 
teen of these giant machines there 
are, running full speed ahead. The 
fabric ribbons are all in dull and 
dreary colors, nothing we’d ever 
pick for our living room. But we 
are fortunately stopped from com- 
ment by the noise. Fortunately, be- 
cause a chemical miracle is graph- 
ically unfolded at this moment. An 
operator stops his machine. Our 
source of knowledge says, “Watch 
that” so we do, unprepared for 
what happens in a.part of a minute. 
Suddenly the colors begin to 
change. Mustard turns to cobalt 
blue. Caramel changes to rosy red, 
Rubber cement color is gone and 
in its place is canary yellow. It’s 
like seeing a film develop before 
your eyes, a film which suddenly 
turns out to be in brilliant color 
though you had suspected nothing 
better than sepias of it. This is 
chemistry, a subject we now regret 
never having studied. Air does this 
to these colors and since the colors 
are on the fabrics, to these fabrics. 
It is indeed wonderful. 

The doctor blade cannot remove 
all surplus, so there is a strip of 
fabric being fed into the back of 
the machine to serve as blotter. Not 
really a vastly interesting thing un- 
til you learn that it takes almost as 
much fabric to blot up, as you 
print in the machine, though they 
wash and salvage as much as pos- 
sible to use over. It’s one reason for 
the final cost of material which you 
never would have thought of. 

The cloth, as we have said, 
drawn up through the ceiling. Up- 
stairs it is rolled over big steam- 
filled copper cylinders which dry 
it. It comes down again, far across 
the room, and fed into mobile 
bins by an arm which swings back 
and forth, festooning it. At this 
point colors aré not true, texture 
is starchy. The colors must now be 
developed and fixed on the fab- 
ric. More chemistry. This has some- 
thing to do with forcing the oxygen 
out, most competently done by forc- 
ing steam in, on the basis that they 
can’t both be in the cloth at the 
same time. So in the next room the 
center of action is several perfectly 
huge ovens. We are told that in the 
bottom of each is about 18” of 


water, making steam like mad. The 
cloth is fed in through a narrow 
slot, comes out presently through 
another one. The process is com- 
pleted by “soapers” which do ex- 
actly what you’d expect them to 
do. This is washing on a big scale 
and it is done in a commensurately 
big tank, The cloth travels in a 
series of festoons, is well dunked, 
over and over again into hot soapy 
water. Then it starts a trip through 
a big drying oven with glass ends. 
It goes in wet. It comes out dry. 
Its colors are now true its texture 
soft. It is dry but not quite done. 
If you have patiently followed us 
in our careenings through this 
plant, you will have guessed that 
the cloth which arrived modestly 
as a prim white roll, has been 
through a lot. It’s been hot and 
cold, wet and dry. So toemake sure 
that it will come out of it all uni- 
form in width and pretty as a pic- 
ture, it takes a turn through a 
“tenter.” Your reaction: tenter 
hooks is quite right. But the hooks 
of years ago have been replaced by 
clamps, 

Continuous belts of clamps roll 
down each side of the cloth, set the 
required distance apart. As the fab- 
ric is fed into the one end of the 
machine (which is all of 14 yards 
long if we paced it off right), 
clamps unroll from a wheel, open, 
to catch hold of it, and shut firmly 
on the selvage. It rolls away hand- 
somely for 14 yards, being held to 
width every inch of the way. It is 
rolled up and ready to go. 

Nor is that all we saw; we have 
saved you many an anxious step 
we took. There is a process by 
which the cloth is prepared for 
printing, in the very beginning, sen- 
sitized to receive the color. In the 
course of this it becomes the color 
of young lettuce and rolls about 
handsomely over a number of big 
steam-filled rollers, making an un- 
forgettable picture. There is crink- 
ling, for things like seersucker, 
chemical work again, done by dip- 
ping the cotton off a slatted wood 
horizontal cylinder rather like a 
giant ice cream freezing dasher, 
into chemical which makes it 
wrinkle up like a sear leaf. There is 
singeing, done to take off linty 
roughed-up surfaces. There’s a 
room fairly stuffed with samples 
of textiles and files. There is the 
office again. 

Nothing has changed. You think, 
“This is where I came in,” but 
realize that the stylist has finished 
her letter and is reading a maga- 
zine. The roar and the smells, the 
smells of laundering and ironing, 
of dough and of chemicals, recede, 
bit by bit, fall back into the ac-

You ask a foolish ques- 
tion about salt dyes, hoping that 
there may be some short cut to the 
chemistry of what you have seen, 
and your host, who looks as fresh 
as ever and totally unshaken by 
the trip through the mill, sends for 
two little squares of white cotton 
with pinked edges and dyes them 
up for you in beakers filled with 
yellow liquid with a foam of blue 
on the top.

A Neglected Shrub. Inexpensive, 
free from insect pests, disease and 
drought resistant, hardy, berry 
bearing —the Buckthorns have 
these qualities. They are shade en- 
during, but prefer sun, and while 
a deep moist soil is their natural 
earth, in cultivation their matted 
roots, which are capable of taking 
up all available food and moisture, 
will provide rations for the shrubs 
to grow well in situations too dry 
and shady for other garden speci- 
mens. The berry color varies in 
the beginning, but all types change 
to black when ripe. There are 
three varieties found in the shrub 
catalogues. Rhamnus_ caroliniana, 
the native Buckthorn with a maxi- 
mum growth of 30’, R. Frangula, 
glossy Buckthorn, adjective refer- 
ring to the dark green leaves, 8’-9’, 
and R. cathartica, common Buck- 
thorn with dark green leaves, most 
useful for background, screening, 
or tall hedge purposes.

Sow sparsely. Seeds look so small 


that it is difficult to remember the 
space a single plant will cover, 
and then the thought is usually 
present in the mind that they will 
not all come up.

If 
very fine they should merely be 
scattered on the surface. When the 
seeded area is pressed down lightly 
below surrounding soil surfaces, 
water will be able to settle in the 
depressions and sink in gradually. 
A laundry flatiron of the old type 
does the work of pressing easily 
and quickly, using it to flatten the 
ground before planting and again 
after the seeds are put in and coy- 
ered. 


Bulbs Store Their Energy. One of 
the disappointments of bulb grow- 
ing is the falling off in flower 
quality after one season. A bulb is 
however merely the shell for the 
plant it contains. After it has 
bloomed, it starts at once to form 
within this shell new stems, leaves 
and flowers for the following sea- 
son, getting nourishment for the 
task from its existing top growth 
and roots. Once the new plant has 
formed, these energy producers die 
off and the bulb, with its prepara- 
tions all made for next 
goes dormant.

Vitamin Truths. There is so much 
talk among gardeners as to the 
properties of vitamin Bi it is well 





to keep in mind just what are its 
positive and negative virtues. It 
is of value in the culture of 
the plants in forest undergrowth 
which like partial shade, plenty of 
moisture and liberal quantities of 
humus in the soil. House plants 
are favorably affected by it. Rhodo- 
dendrons, African Violets, Camel- 
lias, ferns, mushrooms respond to 
its use. In moving woody plants, 
and even annuals and perennials, 
this substance enables plants to en- 
dure transplanting with less shock 
than without it. It is not a plant 
food, but stimulates the roots so 
that the plant will have more root 
surface by which to absorb its 
proper foods. It does not create 
new roots, but aids those already 
present. It is of no use in alkaline 
soils. Vitamin Bi will not make 
plants grow where they would be 
unable to survive naturally. Dos- 
ages should always be according 
to directions and well watered in.

MODERNIZED COLONIAL 


OU are never quite sure about this house. One minute it impresses 
V2 as being definitely Modern. In the next, you are equally certain 
that it’s Colonial of the New England variety. The answer, of course, is 
that it is both. Call it Modernized Colonial. 

To date there have been very few examples of this style. The Modern- 
ists have refused to give up their flat roofs and geometrical lines. The 
traditionalists have been just as adamant about the tried-and-true rec- 
tangle with carefully spaced windows and pitched roof. But the day may 
well come when the two schools of thought will meet on the common 
ground so capably expressed by this house, designed by architect Willis 
Mills, of New York, for himself. 

The main block of Mr. Mills’ house, which is at Ponus Ridge, New 
Canaan, Conn., is Colonial. It is rectangular, with a pitched roof, and the 
plan is a modified version of the common central-hall type of house. When 
you add the garage and porch wings and the flat roof over the extension 
of the study, however, the house begins to take on modern aspects. And 
when you go further and consider the placement and shape of the win- 
dows, the use of eyebrows to keep out the sun and the over-all accent on 
the horizontal, it has a pronounced Modern flavor. But still it remains an 
amalgamation—a judicious mixture which should please almost every eye. 

As we have said, the plan is traditional in form; but it also has very 
Modern points. This fact was dictated to some extent by Mr. Mills’ desire 
to create a simple background for both period and Modern furniture: 
The L-shaped living-dining area was chosen because it makes for easy 
entertaining. The porch off the living room is covered and provides 
privacy from the road. Cross-ventilation is achieved by the installation 
of large louvers on the north side. The studio has good north light, can 
be turned into a guest room by pulling down a folding bed. Next door 
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The house is oriented so that it gets the morning sun and plenty of 
light as the sun swings over into the south during the day. The 
large U-shaped kitchen is directly accessible to the front door 
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The interior treatment is simple, a background for period and Mod- 
ern furniture. To the right of the bookshelves is door onto porch 


to it is a lavatory. Set into the corner of the house, off the master bed- 
room, is a sleeping porch. The children and owners use the same bath, 
while the maid’s room and bath are well isolated at the west end of the 
house. The northwest corner of the house is given over to a huge closet 
which goes far to take the place of an attic, impossible under the slightly 
pitched roof. Glass block is used to light the upstairs hall and the master 
bathroom. And an unusual, good idea is the glass-block wall dividing 
the dining room from the front hall and thus permitting better lighting 
of both areas. The eyebrows which top the large casement windows not 
only cut out the high sun, but also throw interesting shadow patterns on 
the outside walls. The roof has just enough overhang to shield the second 
story windows from glare.

SOUTHERN ACCENT 








R. AND MRS. BIRDSALL P. BRISCOE wanted a southern house 
M because they live in Dallas. They wanted one which would be a 
happy setting for old family furniture and one which would house their 
many books logically. Mr. Briscoe is an architect and this house which 
he designed meets not only these requirements but many more. It takes 
advantage of Dallas’ prevailing breeze (south and southeast) both in- 
doors and out, in a covered porch which runs back of the living room 
and library, continues to a passageway joining garage and house. It 
gives cross-ventilation, southeast to northwest and each bedroom has 
three exposures. It has a wealth of closets for both family and servants 
(the latter a feature all too rare), bathrooms reached, not through 
halls, but directly from bedrooms. A lavatory off the library. A fireplace 
in one bedroom. Access from garage to living room under a covered 
way, rather than through the service wing. 

But it has more. Aside from being a house which works, it is a house 
which pleases. The eye is instantly delighted by the balance and pro- 
portions of the fagade. This is very simple, but, analyzed, very skillful. 
The long downstairs windows give it variety, as do the details of the 
door with the jalousie panels, so southern in mood. Old brick was used 
and is attractively handled, especially over the downstairs windows. 
The shape of the redwood shingle roof, and centering of the brick chim- 
ney is authoritative. There is no pretentious note anywhere, but it is a 
house, for all that, in the grand manner. It recalls the fashion of the 
Regency and London town houses, although it is a strictly American 
and southern interpretation of them. It is a house of considered ele- 
gance. even though it is not large, yet a friendly house, one from which 
emanates a promise of the south’s own hospitality. The plan would be

I now live in this house for the 
same amount it would have cost to 
rent a satisfactory apartment or an 
old house adequate to my use in 
Cambridge, or to own a medium- 
priced builder’s house. To produce 
savings, more efficient ways of con- 
struction were drawn on, and, in 
part, developed. Not one bit of 
plaster was used in the building, 
yet the same solidity was conveyed 
by a variety of measures. Aesthetic 
effects grew out of the forms of the 
spaces, the views of the outdoors 
and the inherent qualities of the 
materials, such as the natural grain 
of wood, or the color and texture of 
paint, fabrics or wall and floor 
coverings. All our ideas for the 
house would have been of no value 
had it not been possible to execute 
them for a limited budget. I con- 
sidered it essential to demonstrate 
that modern architecture is not a 
luxury but a means of giving more 
to the owner for the same amount 
that would have to be expended on 
the traditional house. In planning, 
my effort was directed toward a 
tresh use of the freedom-from-pat- 
terns which lies at the roots of 
modern architecture and toward a 
revaluation of the accepted modern 
practices.

present a combined foliage and 
flower effect that is nothing short 
of magnificent. 

Most of these plants also pro- 
duce conspicuous clusters of big 
brightly colored berries late in the 
season. These attract birds, of 
course, but also help make the gar- 
den picture more interesting. Many, 
like the Shrubby Cornels, the 
smaller Viburnums, Black-Alder, 
Vaccinium, and Aronia are all 
compact enough to be 
suitable for the average garden 
situation. Their berries range in 
color from pink to red, purple, and 
shiny black. All have brilliant fall

There are a few species, not all 
natives, that are often effective for 
their fruit alone. Such plants as 
Symphoricarpos, Barberry, Regel 


Privet, and Bayberry are of little 
value for their floral display but 
their berries are abundant and 
usually persistent.

Trees, of course, provide the 
most massive fall color displays 
and if your garden provides sufh- 
cient space by all means include 
some of the more brilliant ones. 
American Beech has an autumn 
foliage that is a translucent yel- 
low, like sunlight filtering down 
through tall Scarlet Oak 
gives a dense, shining scarlet mass 
that lasts long after most of the 
other foliages have fallen.

Put fine soil in the bottom of the 
hole until the plant will stand as 
deep (evergreens) or slightly 
deeper (deciduous) than the old 
soil mark on the trunk indicates. 

Fill the hole with water and let 
it seep away before placing the 
plant. A thorough soaking about 
the roots is of more use than sur- 
face watering afterwards. 

Slide the plant in place clipping 
the burlap from B&B ones but 
leaving it beneath the plant to 
rot away as it will in compara- 
tively few seasons. Examine bare 
root material for breaks and 
bruises, cutting back any dam- 
aged roots to clean, firm growth. 
Let the roots spread as normally 
as possible, downward and _ out- 
ward. Then stand off and look at 
the shrub to make certain its best 
side faces in the right direction. 
If it isn’t twisted to show its best 
face now, it never will be. 

Holding the plant in place, fill 
in soil around the B&B specimens 
without disturbing the ball or 
roots. With other plants, work soil 
in and about the fine roots, tamp- 
ing it down to fill up any air or 
water pockets. When about half

filled, shake the plant to make cer- 
tain soil is settling about the roots 
and when surface level is reached, 
tread down the soil with the feet, 
especially close to the plant to 
avoid heaving. 

If you are afraid of harming 
roots by tamping, try hydraulic 
planting, allowing a 
water to flow steadily over the soil 
as it is being thrown over the roots. 
When roots are covered let the 
water drain away before filling in 
the rest of the hole.

Watering may be vital, for 
nothing is more essential to quick 
reestablishment — than 
available to the roots. Keep your 
mind on the weather and soak the 
ground thoroughly if natural rain- 
fall 


planted shrubs may need this at- 


seems inadequate. Spring 
tention more seriously during the 


first summer than the weeks imme- 


diately following planting. Fall 
planted evergreens should _ be 


thoroughly soaked before freezing 
winter weather. Sprinkling is of 
little value at any time. 

Mulching is a great time and 
worry saver. It does not displace 
the need for watering but may re- 
duce it. A 3”-6” mulch of porous 
material genuinely conserves mois- 
ture for the roots. If this mulch is 
of leaves or blowy material, hold 
it in place with strips of chicken 
wire or branches. Evergreens must 
be mulched, suit your convenience 
for other types. It will do no harm 
and may do much good during the 
first couple years. 

Transplanting provides a perfect 
opportunity for any desirable 
pruning to improve the shape of 
the plant.

Vines may be 
bulkier to handle than the average 
sized shrubs but they are gener- 
ally lusty. Except for Clematis 
which are fussy, they make no 
special demands in soil preparation 
or handling. A deeply prepared 
rich soil is always beneficial, fol- 
lowed up in later years with an 
occasional top dressing.

planted because division is neces- 
sary (House Beaurirut, March 
1941). Just because perennials are 
smaller plants and less valuable 
does not mean that transplanting 
may be less cautious. Prepare the 
soil as well and as thoroughly as 
for a first planting—turning it 
over, raking and fertilizing. 

Set the plants in place deeply 
and firmly, spreading roots nor- 
mally in the mellow soil, and firm- 
ing plants in place by means of 
hands or feet or both. Room to 
grow is a sound reason for dividing 
and transplanting but adequate 
space is again difficult to state with 
exactitude. Perhaps the old axiom 
“half as far apart as the height 
to which they grow at maturity” 
will be a liberal guide. Again a 
mulch may be helpful, not always 
necessary depending on the time 
of year and the plant, but never 
harmful. Again adequate root 


moisture after transplanting is 


indispensable to the perennials’ 
continued growth. And to prevent 
transplanting shock or checking. 
one of the new special prepara- 


tions may well be used.

spikes from one bulb, or to pro- 
duce branches of the main stalk 
are more effective for the garden.

Their graceful, 
airy habits, their small size and 
attractive, star-shaped blooms 
make them delightful subjects for 
low bowls. 

A sweetly fragrant Gladiolus has 
long been the dream of hybrid- 
izers. Development of the “Sweet- 
glads’’, the name of which is trade 
marked, is a beginning in this 
direction. These new Gladiolus 
seem fairly hardy, since they have 
survived the winter in New York 
under a mulch of leaves to bloom 
in the spring, but they belong to 
the fall planted or greenhouse 
class.

FOOD and DRINK BAR 


IGHT plunk in the middle of New York’s doings stands a hotel re- 

markable for its quiet, its breeding and what it has to offer a visi- 

tor. For its manager, the able Miss Esther Tall, has made of the Bedford 

a very grand place, with special emphasis on good food. The chef, Gus 

Boyodjis introduces a wide variety into the Bedford’s menus, to prove 
which we begged two of his recipes from him. 

Adjhem Pilaff: Cut 1 1b. of mutton or lamb in 2” lengths. Brown in 
butter with a chopped onion, 1 garlic clove, salt, pepper. Add 1 table- 
spoon tomato paste, 4 cup tomatoes. Cook 20 to 25 minutes. When half 
done add 1 cup rice, 1 cup strong beef or mutton broth. 

Roast Goose with Red Cabbage: Stuff your goose with 6 peeled apples 
and 1 lb. of pitted prunes, both sliced. Roast 144 to 2 hours. Shred 1 
head of red cabbage, 2 apples, 1 onion. Season, add a lump of butter 
or 14 cup of bacon fat and 1 tablespoon brown sugar. Cook slowly in a 
cup of red wine and the juice of 1 lemon till tender. 

Not many blocks from the Bedford, on Broadway near 47th Street, is 
the town’s most recent, cheery and sound departure in food, Buitoni’s . 
Spaghetti bar. The night it opened they practically had to call out the 
Reserves and it’s been pretty much like that ever since. Excitingly mod- 
ern (a mirror ceiling, a moving counter, plenty of chromium and turn- 
stiles), the decoration is really secondary to the exciting food. The big 
attraction, gluten spaghetti with meat sauce, made by a company which 
is proud that its product is the oldest spaghetti brand in the world.

Service, though it is always a fine art, has become a run-of-the-mill 
commodity. But Robert Day plus Dean’s, have something to offer over 
and above that. Tradition mated with taste. Having ploughed through 
the photographic record of dozens of weddings and huge debut parties 
we were dumb-founded at the sheer beauty of the appointments. What 
Robert Day does with lighting, flowers, marquees and tables is some- 
thing which comes from long training, native taste and ingenuity. Mr.

really be necessary to chop the old 
sod to bits, beat out the humus, and 
cart off all the roots and grass-tops 
to the compost pile, replacing the 
bulk of material thus removed by 
spreading well rotted compost and 
spading it in by hand. So laborious 
a process will hardly be worth 
while over a large area, though it 
may suffice to provide space enough 
at one end of the garden for a 
few rows of stump-rooted carrots, 
radishes, short-season beets, Swiss 
chard and loose-heading lettuce, In 
land like this, however, it will be 
impossible to grow a deep-rooted 
crop like parsnips or a finnicky one 
like onions. 

The planting plan should be kept 
simple. A vegetable patch is noth- 
ing like a perennial border; long 
straight rows are best here—the 
longer and straighter they are the 
easier it will be to weed and cul- 
tivate them. May our man never 
plant a row by hand until he has 
driven in a firm stake at each end 
of it and stretched a strong string 
between to guide him. And let him 
calculate carefully the interval be- 
tween his rows so as to accommo- 
date his full-grown vegetables with- 
out crowding. If he plans to use a 
wheel cultivator, will find it 
handy to standardize his distances 
wherever possible. I, myself, space

my rows for lettuces, parsley, rad- 
ishes, spinach, mustard, onions and 
early beets and carrots 16” apart. 
For chicory, parsnips, turnips and 
bush beans, as well as for long-sea- 
son beets, Swiss chard and stock 
carrots, I set the marking gauge on 
my seeder at 2’.

Under the 
READING LAMP 


Arnold Bennett once said, “The atti- 
tude of the average person toward 
classics of his own tongue is one of 
distrust—I might almost say, of 
fear.” : 


And Mark Twain defined a classic as 
a book everybody admires but no- 
body reads. 


He meant to be clever rather than 
accurate; but there is no doubt that, 
in certain moods, your classic is 
somewhat less welcome than a par- 
son at a poker party. 


Classics are old. They treat of other 
days. They are usually long. Often 
they are prefaced, introduced, foot- 
noted and appendized by two or 
three erudite doctors. Publishers 
have a trick of binding them into 
sets—ponderous, heavy-looking. 


And then they are—well—classics, a 
name that smells of the schoolroom. 


Sometimes its a bit difficult to 
realize that the hearts of these noble 
books beat with eternal youth. They 
have the misfortune to be great. And 
we are not always in a mood for 
awe and reverence. 


And so we turn to the fresher, swifter 
world of contemporary literature, 
created by writers who know our im- 
patience, our complex interests and 
problems, and who speak the living 
language of today. 


Perhaps we feel guilty at times— 
neglectful of our great dead. But 
there is small need of regret. They 
always come home to us when the 
hour is ripe. 


A prominent literary journal once 
wisely said: “Read what you like. 
Do not punish yourself and kill your 
appetite for reading by forcing your- 
self to read ‘best books’ and classics 
for which, at the time, you have no 
affiliation. 


“One may be told, for instance, that 
Thomas Browne’s writings are un- 
surpassed by anything else in the 
English language. You do not expect 
to be enchanted by Thomas Browne’s 
books; instinct tells you that Thomas 
Browne is not in your line. You read 
the introduction and glance over the 
first two or three pages. You see 
nothing but words. The work makes 
no appeal whatever to you, but you 
plod bravely along from a sense of 
duty. You do not smack your lips 
and say: ‘This is good for me,’ but 
you subconsciously concoct little 
plans for reading and then you in- 
vent excuses for breaking your own 
plans.” 


The moral of this is—read what 
appeals to you—writing that comes 
within the realm of your desire. 
You'll find it more pleasant—and 
more profitable too. 


Cosmopolitan stories run the broad 
gamut of human experience. They 
are entertainment for intelligent 
minds.

Some 
seeds need no more than a scratch 
for a furrow, or a handful of soil 
dusted over them before they are 
tamped smooth. Parsley, dandelion 
and celery seed should be covere 
by a scant 14” of soil. Turnip an 
mustard can do with 14”. Cabbage 
chicory and lettuce seed requir 
1%”. Onion seed, parsnips anc 
radishes will take a little more, bu 
never more than 1”. One inch i 
really enough also for bush beans 
From 1” to 2” will be right for pol 
beans, for beets, for sweet corn 
squashes, cucumbers, melons, okra 
spinach and onion sets. Peas wil 
welcome from 2” to 3”, though i 
they are planted when the weathe 
is cold and damp, it may be bette 
only to half-cover them at plantin 
time and to fill in the rest of th 
furrow at the time of first cultiva 
tion. Irish potatoes like 4” of cover 
ing—and here again two instal 
ments are often better than one.

and roomy, with plenty of manure 
or its organic equivalent at the bot- 
tom, but not in actual contact with 
the roots. Pack the soil carefully 
around the roots with feet or with 
a tamp, and see that 
plant nor the location is allowed 
to dry out at any time during the 
first season.

Through some strange quirk of na- 
ture’s gifts, the plants that by size 
and appearance are suited for the 
edges of borders, after their bloom 
has passed, are anything but an 
asset. When the hardy Alyssum is 
in bloom, it is a lovely sight, so 
are Cerastium and Grass Pinks. 
When through blossoming, long 
naked arms reach out on all sides, 
crowding over near-by neighbors 
and getting into grass or pathway. 
There is a remedy which J dis- 
covered when in despair I experi- 
mented a bit on a few of the plants. 
The long arms were cut off one 
half immediately after blooming, 
and in a short time the stub ends 
sent out new tufts along the body 
of the arms left, so that by July a 
mass of fresh green leaves ran in 
proper subjection along the rim of 
the bed.

Where there are creeping ground 
covers on the order of Vinca which 
refuse to take hold and spread, I 
have found the solution is to pro- 
vide a soft cushion into which the 
tiny thread-like hairs along the 
stems may sink without effort on 
their part. Ordinary soil is far too 
hard and compact for these tender 
fingers to grip. So two or three 
times a season, the first one right 
now, I sprinkle a few shovelfuls 
of wood soil or humus over the 
area under the plants, shaking it 
down among them, thus securing 
a soft surface in which the run- 
ners root easily.

THE 
BEL OF RIGHTS 


ARTICLE I 


Congress shall make no law respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech 
of the press; or the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble and to petition the Covernment for 
a redress of grievances. 


ARTICLE I] 


A well-regulated militia being necessary to the 
Security of a free State, the right of the people to 
keep and bear ‘arms shall not be infringed. 


ARTICLE II] 


No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered 
in any house without the consent of the owner, 
nor in time of war but in a manner to be pre- 


scribed by law. 


ARTICLE IV 


The right of the people to be secure in their 
pefsons, houses, papers, and effects, against 
unfeasonable searches and seizures, shall not be 
violated, and.no warrants shall issue but upon 
probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, 
and particularly describing the place to be searched, 
and the persons or things to be seized. 


ARTICLE V 


No person shall be held to answer for a capital 
of other infamous crime unless on a presentment 
or indictment of a Grand Jury, except in cases 
arising in the land of naval forces, or in the mi- 
litia, when in actual service, in time of war of 
public danger; nor shall any person be subject 
for the same offense to be twice put in jeopardy 
of life or limb; nor shall be compelled in any 
cfiminal case to be a witness against himself, nor 
be deprived of life, liberty, or property, with- 
out due process of law; nor shall private property 
be taken for public use without just compensation. 


ARTICLE VI 


In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall 
enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial, by 
an impartial jury of the State and district wherein 
the crime shall have been committed, which dis- 
tricts shall have been previously ascertained by 
law, and to be informed of the nature and cause 
of the accusation; to be confronted with the wit- 
nesses against him; to have compulsory process 
for obtaining witnesses in his favor, and to have 
the assistance of counsel for his defense. 





ARTICLE VII 


In suits at common law, where the value in 
controversy shall exceed twenty dollars, the right 
of trial by jury shall be preserved, and no fact 
tried by a jury shall be otherwise re-examined in 
any court of the United States than according to 
the rules of the common law. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Excessive bail shall not be required, nor ex- 
cessive fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual pun- 
ishments inflicted. 


ARTICLE IX 


The enumeration in the Constitution of certain 
rights shall not be construed to deny or disparage 
others retained by the people. 


ARTICLE X 


The powers not delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
States, are reserved to the States respectively, of 
to the people.

Built in 1758, it now stands restored in all its 


eighteenth-century perfection above the Potomac

N A high bluff overlooking the Potomac River, mellowed by 
age and dignified with a simplicity of architectural design, 
vunston Hall has stood for almost two hundred years, a typical 
olonial manor. This is the manor built by George Mason, author 
f the Virginia Declaration of Rights, generally known as the Bill 
if Rights, which forms the basis of the first ten amendments to the 
‘onstitution of the United States. 

| When, in the year 1746, the fourth American-born George Mason 
eached his majority, he moved from his mother’s home at Chappa- 
samsic and went to live on the plantation at Dogue’s Neck in Fairfax 
jounty which he had inherited from his father. He had been born 
1 1725 in the Northern Neck of Virginia. His father died when he

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was ten, after which he was taught by a tutor and received further 
training under the guidance of his guardian John Mercer, whose 
library was one of the best in the Colony. 

Three years after establishing himself at Dogue’s Neck, George 
Mason was married to Ann Eilbeck, the “lowland beauty” of ““Matta- 
woman” in Charles County, Maryland. A few years later work was 
begun on their new home which they called Gunston Hall for the old 
home in Staffordshire, England, of his Fowke ancestry. A letter from 
George Mason establishes the evidence that the skilled workman and 
adviser who built Gunston Hall in 1755-1758 was William Buckland, 
an English architect of well known ability: “William Buckland 
came into Virginia with my brother Thompson Mason who engaged 
him in London . During the time he lived with me he had the 
entire direction of the carpenters and joiners work of a large house, 
and having behaved very faithfully in my service, I can, with great

justice, recommend him to any gentleman that may have occasion 
to employ him.” 

About the same time Gunston was being built George Mason’s 
neighbor and friend, George Washington, was making preparations ta 
receive his bride, Martha Dandridge Custis, at Mount Vernon, only a 
few miles distant. The two families were on intimate terms. Theit 
estates were separated by Belvoir, the seat of the Fairfax family. 
friends of both the Washingtons and Masons. Pohick Church was the 
usual place of worship of these families; Mason and Washington 
served on its vestry together for 20 years. 

We learn from Washington’s diary of the frequent additions for 
his garden obtained from his neighbor at Gunston. In 1760 Wash; 
ington wrote “Grafted and planted 12 Spanish pears from Coll 
Masons, also grafted 12 Butter pears. These esteemed among my 


finest pears. .. . Grafted 10 of the Winter (Continued on page 127)

| E PLANTED our first herbs because a neighbor gave us 
| some seed. He has a nice “yarb” garden, as he calls it, right 
vear the kitchen door. Each year it’s as neat as a Dutch wife’s floor, 
vith prim, straight rows of Sweet-Smelling Dill, Fennel, Lavender, 
“hyme, Sweet Marjoram, Sweet Basil, Summer Savory, Sage, Borage, 
\nise, Chives, and two kinds of Parsley. The remainder of this 
arden is given over to a variety of salad greens, and off in a corner, 
lint grows like a weed. 

Our neighbor assured us, when he gave us the seeds, that “yarbs” 














vere easy to grow. But then, there was the word “yarb” and those 
ersistent memories of all sorts of esoteric things we had read about 
erbs. We happen to hate cults. We don’t think the horse should 
place the automobile, or fireplaces substitute for an oil-burner, so 
at we may lead a fuller life in this—the twentieth century. Herbal- 
sm carried a suspicious odor of both whimsy and cult. On the other 
and, we couldn’t let good seed go to waste. 

| We’re glad we planted them. We discovered that you don’t have 
wear twelfth century costumes, plant a knot garden, or sing mad- 
gals to grow herbs. You don’t even need especially good soil. 

| Mint likes damp soil, but all the other herbs grow best in a well- 
rained sunny soil—the kind gardeners call friable—the kind that 
fine, light, and easy to work even after a hard rain. 

You prepare a bed for herbs just as you would one for vegetables, 
cept you don’t use manure. Seed should be sown thinly, either in 
ds or in rows. We prefer rows. and have found that a row 7’ to 8’ 
ng, of each kind of herb we like, supplies our family of four with 
1ough—fresh and dried—for the entire year. We use them lavishly.

error. Our experience has been that 

it is merely a matter of being cow-like enough to know what you 
like. We’ve found that Chives, curly leaf and broad leaf Parsley, 
Dill, Basil, Mint, Sweet Marjoram, Summer Savory, Thyme, Borage, 
and Fennel best suit our collective palates, and are important to us 
in just about that order. 

Borage, Basil, Dill, Sweet Marjoram, and Summer Savory are 
annuals, while our other herbs, except Parsley which is biennial, 
are perennials. Each is pretty and pungent. 

Fennel and Dill are tall, slender, and graceful. Fennel grows to 
a height of 4’ to 5’ and the flowers are a golden color. Dill grows 
about 3’ tall, terminating in umbels with numerous small yellow 
flowers. Basil and Borage are also rather tall plants. Both are bushy 
and hairy. Basil flowers are white. Borage flowers are star-shaped 
and intensely blue. Summer Savory, Sage, Sweet Marjoram, Parsley, 
and Chives average from 1’ to 2’ in height. Summer Savory has 
pale lilac flowers, Sage and Chives have purple flowers. Sweet Mar-

joram flowers are white. Thyme is from 4” to 8” high and has pale 
purple flowers. 

We begin to harvest our herbs from two to three months after we 
plant them. Then, just as the plants are beginning to bloom, they 
are highest in volatile oil, which is essential for full flavor. It is 
best to harvest while the dew is on the plants, and perfection if the 
morning is warm. We pull up our annuals by the roots, although 
many people prefer to cut them. The plants are then brought into 
the house where they are washed, dried off and put in a dark, airy 
room to dry out thoroughly. Sunlight causes the leaves to shrivel 


and blacken, which is quite another thing. (Continued on page 112)

O THE rich fertility of Pennsylvania 
there came, in the early part of the 
eighteenth century, a sturdy band of 
farmers, fleeing religious persecution in 
Europe. They were Germans from the 
Palatinate, Swiss Mennonites from Zurich, 
French Huguenots and Swedes, but they 
were soon known as Pennsylvania Dutch. 
They built great white barns and four- 
square stone houses. With peasant art they 
painted signs on their barns to keep witches, 
lightning and other evils at bay. But most 
exciting to us, they painted their dressers 
and Trihe (dower chests), their chairs and 
tables, decorating them with beloved old 
symbols. The tulip meant conjugal love, 
fertility, the home. The seven-petaled pome- 
granate meant prosperity and stood for 
luck. The dove was the human spirit. The 
technique was frequently that of “fractur” 
work, or the painting of German illumi- 
nated manuscripts practiced for books and 
their title pages by teachers and local 
artists. 

The spirit is robustly American as you 
can see from such mottoes as “Catherine 
Raeder, her dish. Out of earth with undery- 
standing the potter makes everything” and 
“Rather would I single live than to the 
wife the breeches give.” 

Today as Americans we are re-examining 
our beginnings. We turn to these stalwart 
ancestors and find they have left us a for- 
tune in bright and vigorous designs. On 
these pages are presented some of the orig- 
inal Pennsylvania Dutch patterns and a 
number of contemporary pieces of furniture

The Loin 

The top side from the hip haliway to the 
shoulder.

From this section come the luxury 
cuts, and you will recognize their shape and 
character easily if you think of them as 
exactly parallel to lamb chops. The porter- 
house is the loin chop, the delmonico is the 
chop from the rib end, the sirloin is the 
rump chop. These cuts are all broilers and 
roasters Inside the ribs, running parallel to 
the backbone but somewhat below it is the 
most delicate and expensive of all beef cuts, 
the tenderloin. It starts as a small pointed 
oval back of the delmonico steak and runs 
toward the rump getting larger as it goes.

LOIN CHOPS 
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EAL is a smaller, tenderer beef, greatly 

simplified as to cuts. Since the animal 
is so young, the connective tissue is far less 
developed, so that a larger proportion of the 
cuts may be roasted or broiled. Small pieces, 
however are apt to cook rather dry unless 
some provision is made for basting or lard- 
ing. Some cuts are tenderer than others and 
consequently command a higher price, but 
an almost equally important factor in the 
price is the amount of waste involved in each 
cut, since there is far less meat in proportion 
to the bone than in beef. 

Shin—also called knuckle. Soup, to which 
it contributes great jellying power, stews, 
pressed or jellied veal, sometimes ground for 
croquettes. 

Heel—solid meat but not very tender, 
comparable to bottom round. Stewed or 
ground for patties and loafs. 

Leg—Knuckle end to dotted line dressed 
as wiener schnitzel, fricandeau, cubed steaks, 
stew, scallopini (in which case it must be 
carefully seamed out before pounding, other- 
wise it curls) and braising. Upper half 
cutlets. Whole leg may be roasted. 

Rump—roasts, often boned and rolled or 
stuffed and braised. Loin end can be cut into 
rump chops, bony but good. 

Loin—chops, which may be boned and 
rolled with a piece of kidney or roasts which 
for company may be boned to make a fillet 
roast. 

Rib—roast, sometimes Newport _ style, 
though it is rather thin, or chops. First ten

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ASKS ITS OWN EDGING

EFINING lines in any garden are elements born of 

necessity and convenience with positive reasons for 
being. Conservation of distinct form was the first parent, 
comfort in circulation the second. In countries where the 
garden could be seen and enjoyed the year through, during 
the winter the interest had to depend upon the pattern of 
the edgings. Rome used Box for the purpose, the custom 
was revived by France, passed into England and over to us. 
Behind these green outlines were spread colored earths or 
in summer the gay colors of flowers. Gardeners who did not 
care to bother with the growing things railed their beds by 
low trellis work, or divided the planted areas from walk or 
turf with oak boards, tiles, shank bones of sheep, lead or 
pebble-stones of varying sizes. As for the ease of getting 
about, the days of flowing draperies made some considera- 
tion of neatness imperative. Whether it was the monk tread- 
ing monastery paths or the knight’s lady wandering in castle 
meade, tall growths irritatingly laid hold on sweeping robes. 
So there came into existence borders of low, soft things 
over which garments could creep unmolested. Thus we have 
precedents for anything we may do. It is a question of 
studying the location and choosing the right materials for 
the purpose we wish to achieve. 

The inert edge is still in use, although we have discarded 
the bones! Bricks are practical, and may be laid in various 
ways, slanting on end like fallen dominoes; the tips alone 
showing in pointed pattern; in a straight row placed on end 
or side, and flat on the ground in simple or definite design. 
They are suitable anywhere the walks themselves are not of 
brick. Wire hoops recall the trellis edge, but are reminiscent 
of parks and commons. Regular pieces of slate or earth 
colored tile are excellent in certain situations, such as the

herb garden. Then there are metal edgings, of rolled steel 
as well as zinc and iron, obtainable in various sizes to fit 
all spaces. A standard product, a metal curbing, approxi- 
mately 14” by 5”, is valuable for sheer practical use. In 
fact I recommend putting this at the edge of the bed, even 
if the border is to be made of plant materials. It will con- 
fine all in proper place, exploring roots on the one hand, 
and gravel or loose stones on the other. 

Coming now to the growing things suitable for the defin- 
ing ribbons, purpose, habits of growth and conditions of 
light and shade are to be considered. Luxuriance of foliage 
as well as capabilities of bloom enters into the matter, for 
when the flowers pass or wane, the leafage must be able 
to carry on the rest of the season. Which brings the query, 
is it best to employ always flowering types for border usage? 
This is the first and most important decision to be made: 
when to use a purely foliage border, and when a line of 
color. Of course anything green is always safe, but satisfac- 
tory gardens seldom come from pussyfoot choices, there 
must be a reason. A general rule would state the matter in 
this way: formal beds or arrangements demand the sim- 
plicity of straight plantings of green; where shape and de- 
sign is to be brought out, the eye must not be distracted 
from the pattern by color, and any effect of perspective 
calls for the neutrality of a one hued line. If beds are full 
of that so-called riot of color (an unpleasant but popular 
term), do not add to it by edging with extra varied shades, 
any more than a brilliant flower painting should be enclosed 
by a frame resembling the rainbow. Even the one-colored 
border is made more impressive if green is used in the 
front rather than low growing flowers of the same tone 


as the basic planting material. (Continued on page 145)

IND friends have showered you with mops and 
brushes and cellulose sponges. You have a 
tidy pile of dustcloths and a choice cut of chamois 
which looks somthing like the map of Australia. We 
trust that you have slyly suggested to the proper 
person that the perfect wedding gift of all time is a 
vacuum cleaner. And so here you are, equipped to 
the teeth and about to tackle the job of keeping the 
house clean and neat for the rest of your married life. 
All this is not as staggering as it may sound. If 
you are the kind of a bride we think you are, you 
have decided that your house is going to be per- 
manently in good living order, swept and garnished 
from the basement up and breathing the pleasant 
graciousness that only a fundamentally clean house 
may have. And because you believe in taking your 
housekeeping seriously but never grimly, you will 
have drawn up your own private bill of rights which 
states that it is you who will run the house, not the 
house you. Thanks to advancing cleaning devices 
and labor-saving gadgets, this sensible state of 
affairs won’t be too hard to achieve, but don’t put all 
your trust in machinery. If you would do the really 
smart thing, get yourself a system, a planned work- 
ing schedule which will keep the house shining day 
by day, week by week, and provide ample time for 
you to enjoy life as a free woman, relaxed and rested. 
We present just such a schedule, devised by Mrs. 
Grace Copley Spangler, who has kept a house in 
order for twenty-five years and gives you the benefit 
of her own trial and error system. The schedule, 
shown on the opposite page, offers a businesslike 
way to handle the operations involved in the physi- 
cal upkeep of the house and furnishings. It doesn’t 
attempt to put you on a time table but rather sug- 
gests what should be done each day, each week and 
each month throughout the year if the work load is 
to be evenly and sensibly distributed.

From north to south along the edge of our home plat such an 
rid soil garden seems to us a special delight every month in the 
sar. One hundred and fifty feet long and some 8’ to 10’ wide. it 
rms a green screen which achieves privacy in a far more interest- 
g way than that usually afforded by a lofty Privet hedge or ailing 
mmbardy Poplar row. It permits us to use to advantage a rather 
ady, untoward location and best of all, it is the one practically 
lf-supporting aspect of our planting. 
Suitable materials for such a boundary garden are, of course, 
ultiple. All the brilliant, colorful varieties of Rhododendrons and 
valeas may be included, although I prefer the species or wild 
faterial which gives an extensive period of bloom without color 
hash and, in combination with Hemlock and Pine has a native, 
2ant-to-grow together look which I find eminently satisfying.

Materials 


Deciduous Trees. Select an Oak or a Sourwood or both, if the 
undary is 100’ or longer, to plant at each end of the border. These 


trees afford the light shade so desirable for most of the woods plant- 
ings and both prefer the acid soil, essential to Rhododendrons, ete. 
Furthermore, their foliage is just what is needed for mulching the 
surface of the woods garden. My vote is for a Red Oak, probably 
because I love ours with its deep toothed leaf form and _ brilliant 
autumn color. 

Evergreens. Consider the graceful, drooping Canadian Hem- 
lock or the interestingly contoured Carolina type for well placed 
emphasis along the boundary and also as a windbreak in exposed 
locations. To set off the deciduous Azaleas, which are inclined to 
burgeon with bloom before they get around to opening out their 
foliage, a Hemlock is also lovely.

1. Yes, do it now 


One predominant thought for the month: 
Don’t let things lie around. So much has to 
be done that it is necessary to run from 
one thing to another, dropping tools as I 
go. The result is an inefficient hodge podge, 
nothing is in place, and the looks of the 
garden discouraging. To keep the whole area 
neat in these intensive moments requires 
thought. The way to accomplish the most 
in a short time is to do the thing directly 
at hand. Cut out dead wood whenever I see 
any in shrubs or hedge, keep the corners 
raked up, dig out young weeds from paths 
and drives (or sprinkle with weed destroy- 
ers), clean and store away flats, pots, hot- 
bed mats and sash that have performed 
their service, get out of the way anything 
that is not in constant use. Remember in 
these first raking days to put the rake aside 
with the prongs downward, then you won't 
step on it with the resultant hopping up of 
the handle to hit you in the face, and the 
children who happen to be about do not 
run the risk of injury. 





2. Stick to the tried and true 


In limited spaces, each inch must be made to 
count. It takes me longer to make out the 
list of the few new things I can accommodate 
than if I had acres to plant. It seems wiser 
where room is restricted, to acquire new 
varieties of what has already done well, than 
to plunge too deeply into the unknown and 
untried. I am looking forward to results of 
the perennials which have just gone into 
the ground. In semi-shade four forms of 
Tradescantia, Spiderwort or Flower-of-a-day, 
to supplement the familiar blue 7. virginica. 
(This is a good plant for the city garden, at 
the base of house or porch where nothing 
else will grow.) The new arrivals are: Iris 
Pritchard, white and light violet; James 
Stratton, pale blue; James C. Weguelin, deep

rose; Lenore, violet blue. Then I am trying 
Pink Domino Verbascum, to companion the 
roadside—gathered yellow Mullein, and a 
small Tritoma (Torch Lily, Flame Flower, 
Red Hot Poker to give it all the names found 
in the lists), 7. Galpini. Instead of 3’ like the 
others this dwarf only tops 20” and _ has 
salmon-safiron bloom spikes. It rates as 
hardy with a little protection. Two Veronicas 
have been put in a sunny spot, Blue Spire, 
an improved V. subsessilis, which last often 
sulks if conditions are not to its liking, and 
a pink flowering variety with silver gray 
foliage, V. incana rosea. The adage of some- 
thing old and something new, etc., is as ap- 
plicable to the happiness of gardens as it is 
to brides. 





3. Watch the Lilacs 


The Expert planted a hedge of Lilacs in a 
~ new garden last year. The ground had been 
well fertilized, perhaps too much so, for the 
bushes became tall and leggy. This spring, 
those of us who were watching what the 
Expert would do (she was one who seldom 


made mistakes) were surprised to see these 
shrubs severely pruned and cut back in the 
late winter as we knew it would destroy the 
flower crop for the current season. Such a 
sacrifice, though, is the only method of sub- 
duing Lilacs when they have once taken the 
bit in their teeth, and new low growth is 
already appearing. Where nothing as dras- 
tic as this is required, the shrubs need a 
certain amount of care this month. Old 
flower heads aie to be removed as soon as 
the flowering season is over, it puts the 
plants in better condition for next year’s 
blooming. Never mind if it is a hateful task, 
it is one I never allow myself to shirk, and 
it requires a certain amount of care as the 
new buds are on either side of the central 
bloom head that is being removed. All

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Monthly Report from THE MAN BEHIND THE HOE

Dear H. B.: 

I don’t know why most folks think of 
making all their good ‘resolutions at New 
Year’s. Certainly the 31st of December finds 
me in no mood for repentance. The old Adam 
of winter is still too strong, and the slowly 
lengthening days of early January hardly 
serve to kindle new hopes. Let the first day 
of spring come, though, as it did today, with 
sun enough to thaw the snowdrifts behind 
the old stone walls and with wind enough 
to whip the big puddles in the lower pasture 
into tiny ripples—then, to be sure, I am 
ripe for fresh resolves. For me this is the 
true beginning of a year. 

Since this is a letter to be read in May, I 
shall let my resolves for the moment be 
limited to things I plan to do better in this 
year’s May garden than ever I did in May 
before. And if, by the time May actually 
comes round, I have lost the first bright 
flush of virtue, perhaps you, reading these 
lines, will be inspired to excel me in good

deeds. I shall not complain. My words and 
not my works shall praise ‘me—the common 
fate of all literary folk and some gardeners. 

My first resolve for this May, then, shall 
be to keep ahead of the weeds. Not to keep 
up with them, note, but ahead of them. This 
means that even during those busy May 
week ends when the tenderer crops are be- 
ing planted or when succession sowings of 
hardier vegetables are going in, I shall not 
neglect to cultivate the first straggling rows 
of seedlings emerging from the ground. Cul- 
tivation just before weeds begin to show 
their green leaves means that many of them 
will never have leaves to show. And _ re- 
peated cultivation after the survivors of the 
first currycombing have dared to show their 
heads again will almost complete the de- 
struction. Once my vegetable rows are well 
established, cast a bit of shade of their own, 
and begin to monopolize their allotted terrain 
—then there is little likelihood that purslane 
and chickweed, ragweed and charlock will 
ever get the better of them. 








SPRAY RHYMES WITH MAY— 


Summer will be here in just a moment, 
so waste no time. Study your whole place 
now, plan a program of weekly activity. 


Trees merit attention as the month opens. 
Don’t try to handle big ones yourself. Call 
in a reputable tree specialist. Feeding may 
be in order. But spraying surely. This is the 
month when you first hear the Canker worms 
chewing in terrifying concert. Catch them 
early or you won’t catch them at all. Then 
come the tent caterpillars. Early does it with 


these, too, 


Come May, come aphis—in several colors, 
with very catholic tastes. Roses, Chrysan- 
themums, Asters, and of course (when the 
shoots barely start) Nasturtiums. Get aphis 
with a contact insecticide, since they are 
suckers, not chewers. Nicotine, dusted, or 


nicotine sulphate sprayed are specifics. 


Roses need weekly attention. Chewers. suck- 


ers, diseases. ... Use a three-way spray un- 
less you are a yeteran and have enough 
plants and experience to make sharp-shoot- 
ing practical. 

Look for mites on Delphiniums. Use a 


rotenone spray or. a propel multipurpose 


spray; dust with sulphur.

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Your Hawthorn will probably need a dose 
of Bordeaux. And watch Ivy, Laurel, Lilies. 
Botrytis blight sounds no worse than it is, 
which is horrid. Spray your Lilies regularly; 
remove and burn infected portions. 


Look out for snout beetles in mid-month. 
These, like Rose slugs, four-lined plant bugs, 
and so many later garden pests, are chewers, 
and the way to their black hearts is through 
their stomachs. 


Spiders and mites may reach you the latter 
part of the month. Spiders on your Ever- 
greens are microscopic and tough. Also 
Hollyhocks and Phlox. Dusting sulphur will 
help. Jets of water from a hose will do better 
but cannot always be borne by the plant. 


At month’s end watch for lacebugs on 
Rhododendrons. Kill them by contact on the 
under side of the leaves. 


If your earliest Gladiolus are up 6”, start a 
schedule of weekly or every-10-day sprayings 
for thrips with: tartar emetic, 114 teaspoons- 
ful; brown sugar, 4 cup; water, 1 gal.

Regu- 
larity will be the most important ingre- 
dient of even the best insecticides.

Bulb Increase 

Owing to the war, the sources of 
many bulbs are cut off, and the 
eardener should watch and care for 
the natural increase of those he 
already possesses. After Tulip and 
Narcissus bulbs are through bloom- 
ing and when they are ripened. as 
shown by the dried yellowed foli- 
age, dig them up with care. In 
many instances it will be found that 
small bulblets have formed at the 





side of the parent. Pull these away 
and plant them separately in some 
odd corner of the garden. Crocus 
bears its new bulbs on top of the 
old ones, do the same removal here. 
Snowdrop and Scilla produce young 
fresh bulbs at the sides of the old 
ones, as well as reproducing them- 
selves readily by seed. For Hya- 
cinths do this: when the leaves have 
died away, take the bulb from the 
soil, and with a knife cut rather 
deeply a cross at the bottom part.

rare combination of virtues. It is 
solid meat, no bone and very little 
fat, it is extraordinarily tender 
even for this part of the beef and 
it is juicy—a muscle though prac- 
tically unused. This and the small 





quantity available in any single 
steer account for its price. Like- 
wise in order to cut it the tender- 
loin side must be removed from 
all the porterhouse and _ sirloin 
steaks on that side of the beef, de- 
preciating their value and making 
this precious nugget practically 
worth its weight in gold. 

The hip—or loin end—may be 
roasted in one piece as the sirloin 
roast the English king is supposed 
to have knighted, or cut up into 
short and sirloin steaks. For roast- 
ing this should have little or no 
flank attached. 

Sirloin—less tender but better 
flavor than that orchid of steaks, 
the porterhouse, Aging and a high 
proportion of fat streaks in the ac- 
tual meat can make it the best 
steak in the world. Fatless and un- 
hung, it can be tougher than a 
good round. Because at best it is 
expensive, here is one spot you 
should call on your butcher’s ex- 
perience or your own to great ad- 
vantage.

rom your description, the condition sounds 
ispiciously like dry rot. This is truly a 
isease that attacks wood which becomes 
amp and, over a period of time. does not 


have the opportunity to dry out thoroughly. 
The disease is progressive—that is, will 
affect adjoining healthy wood unless all 
the dry rot is removed. You should, without 
delay (provided our diagnosis is correct) 
rip out every bit of wood showing any trace 
of dry rot, and replace with new well sea- 
soned lumber. The next step is to find the 
source of the dampness—roof leak, condens- 
ation or whatever it may be, and see that it 
ceases to function. Also you will be wise to 
provide some sort of ventilation for your 
attic, if it doesn’t already exist, so that any 
future dampness will be able to dry out. It 
will help a great deal, too, if the attic wood- 
work is painted, shellacked or otherwise 
sealed. This protects the wood by preventing 
moisture from entering the pores. Of course, 
unused attics are seldom so treated because 
of the expense involved, and because the 
need for such protection is quite rare. 


a Our house is to be built partly on 

gs rock just under the surface, and 
partly on soil. How deep should 
the foundations be? 


The general rule is that foundations should 
go down to solid rock or to bearing soil 
below frost level. The frost level, of course, 
depends upon the regional climate. In the 
vicinity of New York, for instance, it is con- 
sidered wise to go down at least 4’ to escape 
the effects of freezing moisture in the earth. 
Your own climate may call for less, or 
greater depth. That portion of the house 
which is above solid rock need have founda- 
tions no deeper than is necessary to reach the 
rock, even if it’s only a matter of a few

inches. A hazard that you will encounter will 
be that of uneven settlement, since your 
house will rest on more than one type of 
bearing. The soil may be expected to give 
more than the rock, naturally enough. 
Therefore it is important that the footings 
which bear on soil be designed with con- 
siderable generosity as far as spread is con- 
cerned so that settlement will be at an abso- 
lute minimum. Where the foundations that 
bear on soil meet those that bear on rock it 
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will be wise to take precautions against 
cracking (resulting from unequal strains) by 
steel reinforcement or additional concrete.

smooth it down. After a light sandpapering, 
repaint. Should the tears be large, patches 
will be needed. Proceed as for small tears, 
except that the edges need not be tacked 
down. After the leading is done, put a thick 
bed of paint over each tear, and lay a canvas 
patch in the paint. Tack the patch down, again 
using copper tacks %4” apart, and paint over. 
It’s a good idea to use several coats of paint, 
sandpapering each one when it’s dry.

Since moisture will often be present, and not 
infrequently chemical fumes as well, it would 
be best to use a tough paint that will stand 
up under such exposure. A heavy lead-and- 
oil paint or a good grade of enamel should 
be used. It would be best not to try mixing 
the paint yourself, but to buy a ready-mixed 
preparation. You will find, in examining the 
paints carried by your dealer, that certain 
ones are made especially to be proof against 
fumes and moisture. Some, indeed, are made 
to withstand great heat as well—aluminum 
paint, for example.

It’s true that oak is much stronger than the 
pine or fir most commonly used for struc- 
tural framing. However, the pine or fir is 
quite strong enough for the purpose, much 
less expensive and much easier to work.

Shank and Shoulder 

Like the hindquarter, meat from 
the shoulder and foreleg of the 
steer has very good flavor. With 
judicious skillful 
cooking it may be broiled and 
roasted if the beef from which it 
came was unusually good. Other- 
wise it is usually stewed, braised, 
corned, ground or otherwise treated 
to compensate for the toughness 
inherent in well-used muscles. It 
is difficult for the layman to re- 
member how much meat there is 
in this part of the steer. If you 
remember all the bull-fighting pic- 
tures you ever saw, you will realize 
that the forequarters always out- 
weigh the hind. Even in a beef 
steer, obviously bred for steaks, 
more than a fourth of the total 
weight is in the shoulder. With 
your butcher’s judgment to deter- 
mine what you use it for in a par- 
ticular case, you can save money 
and eat well from chuck. 

Chuck—almost any kind of dish 
can come out of this big hunk, 
from the Frenchman’s pot-on-the- 
fire to a minute steak. Stew, boil- 
ing beef, soup meat, pie meat, 
corned beef, pot roast, braised 
beef, a la mode, steak, swiss, cubes 
or otherwise. There is a good deal 
of bone in it, a good deal of fat 
and much dense well-flavored meat. 
The best chuck ribs are those 
toward the rib end, with the least 
shoulder bone. Chuck steak and 
roasts are cut from this section, 
while crossrib steaks, stews, etc.,

Mystery Meats 
























These are the butcher’s triumph 
or his downfall, the backbone of 
his business. They are his means 
of selling odds and ends, unpopu- 
lar cuts, the local left-overs—for 
no two communities are identical 
in their demands, yet they are all 
served from the same staple cuts. 
What he has left and what he does 
with it determines both his profit 
and your degree of confidence. As 
one very good butcher confided to 
me, the motto of the trade should 
be “Remember God is watching 
you even in the icebox.” If you 
can trust your butcher’s hambur- 
ger, the rest of his deeds are cer- 
tain to be beyond reproach. 

Get together with him on his 
surplus and what you can do with 
it. You'll learn new dishes and do 
him the kind of favor he won’t 
forget when you and he start plan- 
ning for your next party. 

Obviously, hamburger is first 
among the mystery meats, It may 
be and often is anything ground. 
“Top round” is what you mechani- 
cally order; actually from your 
point of view it might just as well 
be chuck, well-trimmed flank, 
crossribs, anything well-flavored 
without too high a proportion of 
fat. There’s the catch, really. Put 
him on his honor to deliver the 
flavor but watch him like a hawk 
till you know you can trust him 
not to overload it with fat. Suet 
is fine for the birds.

So a raised design appears on the 
roller at intervals and the pressure 
is transferred to the paper by it. 
Now the traveling stock moves onto 
a moving felt blanket made of the 
finest wools and more water is 
squeezed out of it, the while its 
surface is rolled nice and smooth. 
Nine hot rollers tend to dry the 
traveling sheet and then it goes 
through a sizing bath in order to 
fill in the surface. The sizing looks 
like glue. It is made, heaven and 
Crane probably know why, from 
water buffalo hides from India. A 
final step is performed by a ma- 
chine which with a clacking cuts 
and stacks the paper in big sheets. 
A man sits here watching to see 
that each sheet gets it water mark. 
By this time the paper has become 
something looking rather like 
parchment or doeskin which you 
haye, alas, left out in the rain over- 
night and which the morning sun 
has dried stiff. 

But technically this paper is not 
dry yet by about twelve hours. In a 
loft with quantities of horizontal 
wood bars like the ones in gyms, 
it is hoisted up in bunches on a 
light wood T-square shaped stick 
called a cross and left to dry in the 
presence of a good dose of heat. 

Next day out it comes and is run 
through a small calendering ma- 
chine over a roller, which smooths 
and evens its surfaces to perfection, 
or it is stacked under a steel plate 
and given a good pressing. Using 
this latter method, cardboard is in- 
terleaved between sheets, and for 
special finishes sheets of some fab- 
ric may be attached to the surface 
of the cardboard and will leave a 
faint impression of its weave on the 
surface of the paper. Or paper may 
have a design inked on its surface 
by a roller in what is to all intents 
and purposes a printing process. 
Each sheet is then inspected on 
both sides and held to the light to 
be looked through for any interior 
imperfection. It is hand counted by 
fabulous people who leaf through 
500 sheets while you are muttering 
Jack Robinson to yourself and it is 
stacked and cut to perfect measure- 
ment and wheeled away. Away, as 
far as we are concerned, to the 
plant which converts it into sta- 
tionery. For we leave the mill by 
the river now and drive to another, 
perhaps half a mile away, which is 
the stationery division. 

Although the paper was cut and 
counted before it left the Bay State 
mill, it must be cut again to the 
special sizes demanded for an in- 









































finite number of styles of notepaper 
So the first machine you see her 
is the twin of the last you saw i 
the earlier mill. After the paper ha 
been cut, neat stacks of it are in 
spected all over again, painstak} 
ingly, piece by piece. There’s n 
end to the care taken.

through the final folding process. 

Boxes, too, are made by machine 
and by hand. One machine scores 
the cardboard at the points where 
it must be bent and cuts out the 
corners so that they may be folded 
up. Another takes these prepared 
pieces of cardboard, sticks corners 
together, applies covering paper 
and sticks the edges down with 
shipshape perfection. This is again 


an almost human machine. Card- 


board and paper are fed into it. 
Boxes come out and _ bright-eyed 
Anna has time to pause and smile 
as she supervises the operation.

While drying, the herbs may be 
placed on wire mesh trays or hung 
in bunches. Within three or four 
days they are dry enough to be 
stored. The leaves can then be 
stripped from the branches with 
the thumb and index finger. The 
leaves, whole or powdered, are put 
into small air-tight jars. The easi: 
est methods of powdering them are 
by using a mortar and pestle, or 
by rolling them through a fine 
sieve with a wooden pin. 

Keep the powdered herbs in 
small containers because you never 
need much at one time, and there 
is no point in letting air get at 
them too often. Store your herb 
jars in a dark, cool place.

yearly attention to mulching with 
the Oak leaves which collect at one 
end of the border in autumn. 

It is important, however, to pre- 


pare soil properly for such a plant- 


ing. Conditioning just 12” deep 
will do except where new trees are 


to be set out. Then dig as deeply 


as is necessary to accommodate 
each specimen with generous root 
room. Rhododendron, Azalea, Lau- 
rel, roots, etc., lie near the surface 
and spread sidewise. Hence the 12” 
spading suffices for them. 

After loosening, the soil must be 
made acid and of a proper “physi- 
cal” consistency or friability, to 
encourage comfortable root growth. 
The best plan is to incorporate 
large quantities of leafmold and 
hardwood sawdust (now that acid 
peatmoss is at a premium) with 
the existing soil. Equal thirds are 
a good recipe for those who like 
definite directions. Leafmold may 
be carted in from the woods or ob- 
tained from your grower. He can 
procure the hardwood sawdust, too, 
or you can get it from a mill. These 
two items added to the soil provide 
the consistency pleasing to woods 
plants and also the acidity. Where

feeders and where the growth is 
mature and controlled, a good sup- 
ply of old manure or complete plant 
food goes into the soil around the 
roots at this time. 


4, The snow killed them 


Two shrubs are being moved (they 
are examples of the maxim, Plant 
in Haste), Kerrias and Hypericums. 
Both slender twigged and many 
branched types, they were wrongly 
placed near the driveway edge 
where shoveled snows menaced 
their existence. Various methods of 
winter preparation have been tried. 
Tied together when the weight of 
the snow hit them, all the branches 
broke at once, left in the natural 
loose growth, twigs snapped one by 
one. While in a way such pruning 
did no harm in the matter of bloom 
apparently, the shape of the bushes 
was ragged and uneven. It has been 
a lesson, on which I thought as the 
eight or nine specimens were being 
allotted to a more sheltered posi- 
tion, that only sturdy shrubs which 
are not easily broken should be 
planted where snows will be thrown 
on them in the course of a Northern 
winter. The ideal types for such 
situation are those with high 
growths, stocky branches and firm 
‘central trunks. No waving wands 
of grace. However had there been 
no other corner for them I would 
mot have discarded either. The 
Kerria’s green twigs, what were 
left of them, have been a bright 
spot all winter, and the Hypericum 
Moserianum, St. John’s Wort, keeps 
‘its starry golden blossoms going 
all summer. Speaking of twiggy 
‘things, a new shrub of the ilk has 
jjoined the collection, Lonicera 
‘syringantha Wolfii, the Daphne 
Honeysuckle. Its growth is on the 
jorder of the Hypericum, and the 
‘flowers fragrant and rosy lilac. 


















5. Snow and water 


While I may decry the use of the 
snow shovel in the winter, during 








the summer it is one of the most 
helpful tools in the rack. It is used 
like a dustpan in the house. Small 
gravel, twigs, the various kinds of 
debris that accumulate on grass and 
walks are swept into it, and being 
large and light with a long handle 
it is convenient to work with. The 
water wand spoken of in April has 
already proved its merit, and the 
joy of being able to reach the exact 
spot desired in the border, without 
trying to direct a wobbling yard 
of hose in a certain direction, has 
to be experienced to be properly 
understood. The Powers-that-Be 
insist the same result could have 
been obtained by tying a broom 
handle along the hose to stiffen it, 
but I attribute such appraisal to 
the disappointment incurred upon 
the arrival of the wand, which was 
unwrapped with the thought some- 
one had sent a present of a new 
fishrod! If you are intending to 
purchase one of these watering 
aids, do so quickly—they are made 
of aluminum. The next batch turned 
out may be far heavier. 


6. Liquid soap 


The lace bug has begun its depre- 
dations of the Rhododendrons, or 
rather the holes have not yet ap- 
peared which would come with 
later appetites if the pests were left 
alone. The young bugs mature in 
early June, begin at once to lay 
the eggs that produce future gene- 
rations. They must be put out of 
the running without delay. I have 
used Evergreen with good results 
but when none was at hand for the 
moment have given the shrubs a 
dosage of nicotine and_ soap. 
(When they once begin to eat, 
they have to be poisoned, now they 
are amenable to suffocation.) 10 
ounces of nicotine sulphate to 40 
ounces of liquid soap dissolved in 
50 gallons of water. For my limited 
needs a tenth of the above suffices. 
The use of liquid soap is new to 
me, it is a tremendous time saver 
and fully as efficient as the former 
messes of dissolved and 
scrapings of the soap cake. My 
usual plaint when such a simple 
fact comes to the attention: Why 
didn’t someone tell me about this 
before? The caution to be observed 


boiled 


is to thoroughly cover the under- 
sides of the leaves with the spray, 
for that is where the bugs live. The 
price of liquid soap, not bought 
over the toilet counter but in the 
back of the drug store, is around 
60 cents a pint, which is not pro-

larly as the months that bring them, 
and one of them is a sure remedy 
for cutworms. May is the time 
these pests get in their deadliest 
work, laboring overtime to get all 
done before the hour of their dis- 
appearance in June. (Though farm- 
ers insist that the ninth of June 
sees the last of the worms, I fear 
that is more a matter of tradition 
than fact.) I had never heard they 
bothered Pansies, but in one garden 
last year that was the only thing 
they destroyed. There are children 
and a dog to be considered so no 
poisons were to be thought of. I 
passed on the non-harmful recipe. 
Dissolve one pound of sodium flu- 
oride, obtainable at the drug store, 
in 2 gals of water, and mix with 
16 Ibs. of bran. Smaller portions 
are readily obtained, but in this 
case there were many Pansies, and 
the thicker the bait the better the 
results. The bran should be uni- 
formly wet, but not damp enough 
to ball or drip without pressure. It 
is to be spread after sunset on a 
warm dry evening, though not just 
before a rain is expected. For those 
who prefer protective collars there 
are inexpensive bands at 40 cents 
a hundred, 2” square, or a 3” size 
for 50 cents per hundred.

Keep the plants on a thin 
mixture of mud if large, or take 
only a few at a time from the flat 
or basket if small. Cut back the 
tops of shrubs to hasten recovery 
of the plant. The first young leaves 
die anyway, so they will not be 
missed. The use of a _ prepared 
shock preventive product is often 
beneficial.

Of a retiring disposition, Mason 
shunned rather than sought public 
life. His lovely wife died in her 
thirty-ninth year, and he felt the 
obligation at this time to be near 
his nine motherless children. He 
twice refused offers to serve in 
Congress to fill unexpired terms 
and to become one of the delegation 
for the coming year. To serve Vir- 
ginia in her legislative assemblies 
seemed to him his highest duty. 
During the Period of the Revolu- 
tion, he voluntarily stepped forth 
from seclusion. “On May 15, 1776, 
a Committee of twenty-eight was 
appointed by the House of Bur- 
gesses to prepare a Declaration of 
Rights and a Constitution of the 
new republic, and, notwithstanding 
that it consisted of the best men 
of the Colony, twenty-two of whom 
were lawyers, and that it included 
Edmund Randolph, James Madison, 
Patrick Henry, John Blair and 
others of this type, Mason, the 
farmer from Fairfax, was selected 
to draw both instruments, and did 
it.” (Chas. H. Callahan) 


From George Mason the Gunston 


estate passed to his eldest son _ 


George, thence to the third George 
Mason, all three of whom are 
buried in the quiet cedar-shaded 
graveyard pertaining to the place. 
After Gunston Hall passed out of 
the Mason family, the estate went 
through many hands. When, in 
1912, it was purchased by Mr. 
Louis Hertle of Chicago, the house 
and grounds were in a dilapidated 
state. The house had been seri- 
ously impaired by various erec- 
tions which altered its character 
and appearance. The once well 
cared-for grounds showed evidence 
of neglect, and only the outlines 
of the gardens remained. Mr. 
Hertle, with the competent advice 
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of Glenn Brown, architect, set about 
a thorough restoration of the house 
and grounds. In this work he had 
the valuable assistance of his lovely 
wife, the late Mrs. Hertle. With in- 
finite care and painstaking delibera- 
tion they set about preserving the 
architectural integrity of the his- 
toric manor and restoring it, to- 
gether with the entire estate, to its 
former dignity and elegance. In 
his ‘Recollections’ Mr. Hertle 
writes: “I learned that the Hall had 
a voice in all of our work here, for 
. .. a lack of harmony seemed to 
prevail when lines were threatening 
to break ... I have felt a constant 
growth of respect and admiration 
for the sound judgment every- 
where evident here in the work of 
George Mason, and for his deep 
love for the home he was creating, 
There was apparently no importan 
detail too small for his attention 
An important job was removing th 
large and unsightly tower over the 
center of the house, also the re 
moval of a large bay-window pro 
truding beyond the line of the Hal 
to the kitchen.

The pres- 
ent owner of Gunston has had a 
large photographic copy of the 
Bill of Rights placed as an over- 
mantel. The room is 18’ by 20’. The 
treatment of the windows is the 
same as in the opposite room, Al- 
coves with glass doors on either 
side of the fireplace are now used 
as a repository for books. Mahog- 
any secretaries and bookcases hold 
a collection of rare books relating 
to Mason, and there is an interest- 
ing number of framed photographs 
of distinguished people who have 
visited Gunston. A glance at the 
guest book shows the signatures of 
the great of many lands who have 
come to this historic home. Among 
them are President and Mrs. Taft, 
President and Mrs. Hoover, Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge, President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, Hon. Winston 
Churchill and Mrs. Churchill, Sir 
Esme and Lady Isabella Howard, 
Mr. Robert W. de Forest, Lord and 
Lady Lee, Japanese Ambassador 
Shidahara, Chief Justice Stone and 
Mrs. Stone and scores of other 
names.

SPRING 


O MOST people who have stayed put all winter, the arrival of May 
Pee movement. You want to crawl out of your winter shell, 
stretch in the sun-and fill your lungs with air new and fresh. If you’re 
having difficulty in deciding among our many resorts, all so attractive 
in early spring, my advice to you is: why not try something different and 
a little bit adventurous? In short, I mean go to northern California. 

If you live west of the Mississippi this suggestion should be especially 
welcome because it’s so éasy to follow out. But for that matter, in these 
days of stratoliners and sleeper planes, distance is of little importance. 
So gd to San Francisco and at the same time explore the fascinating 
country that surrounds it. 

Perhaps you’ve never been there in spring, in which case you'd like 
to know something about the weather and clothes situation. Northern 
California in early spring is more like New York in late spring. During 
the day you dress lightly—indeed, I remember having many sun baths 
on the solarium of the Bohemian Club roof in April, comfortable with 
no clothes at all. At noon the sun has real warmth—at night you need 
a polo coat, that garment ubiquitous to the California night scene. 

What about the fogs you hear so much about? You're not likely to 
encounter them at this time of year. They come later in the summer. But 
as a matter of fact, to real San Francisco hounds fogs are one of the 
city’s attractions. You see, they aren’t the pea soup variety—they’re 
nice, friendly fogs that really add to the mystery and charm of the city. 
What’s more, they never tarry long enough to be boring. If fogs roll in in 
the morning, they fly off by lunch time, and if you’ve had a fine, bright 
forenoon, the fogs probably won’t appear until two or three. So don’t 
be frightened off San Francisco by any fog bogey. 

If this California trip is to take the place of one you’d ordinarily take 
to a mid-south resort, then you'll be especially interested to know about 
the question of exercise. And that’s an easy one to answer. Most of 
northern California is fairly peppered with wonderful golf courses, tennis 
courts and bridle paths. San Francisco itself has many and varied links 
well within, or just out of, the city limits. There are the well kept and 
beautiful rolling courses of the San Francisco Country Club and of 
Merced, and right in Golden Gate Park you have links which boast prob- 
ably the most spectacular view of any municipal course in the world. 
Then there’s Marion Hollins’ famous course, Paso Tiempo near town, 
the links long established around Burlingame and Palo Alto. and going 
f iat golfer’s paradise, Del Monte.

the bulbs should be left partly ex- 
posed in potting.

If these respond to your care, 
the other Amaryllis possibilities 
will be irresistible. Vallota or Scar- 
borough Lily and Crinum, al- 
though strictly pot plants every- 
where but in California, are still 
too rarely seen in this country. 
Vallota turns out brilliant red 
blossoms in midsummer, Crinum 
white and rose pink ones.

Jack in the Beanstalk of this 
jumbled group is Galtonia candi- 
cans, the summer Hyacinth.

which would particularly suit their 
own domestic arrangements. One 
of these friends is a professional 
man who spends his winters in a 
comfortable city apartment but mi- 
grates, come April, to a “half-a-

Among 
squashes our enthusiasm of the 
moment is for Buttercup. We har- 
vested ours perforce in the last 
week of August, 1940, after a kill- 
ing frost, and we ate the last of 
our store in February, 1941; it was 
as crisp and flavorsome as when 
first matured. A family vote ranked 
Buttercup this year above Des 
Moines and equal in quality with 
Delicious, though more convenient 
in size. Our winter onions we now 
grow from sets, red or yellow. Ruta-

bagas we keep mostly for soups 
and stews. Winter radishes—the 
big black ones—are milder and far 
pleasanter than anyone outside of 
their native Russia might suspect.

LLEN HAMILTON’S a tiny brown wren of a woman, a bit on the 

prim side with withered apple cheeks and brown eyes hiding their 
laughter behind gold-rimmed glasses. Somehow at first meeting you 
can't imagine her doing either of the two things she loves best—writing 
bits of verse and puttering around in the vast old kitchen mixing her 
sauces and making cakes and trifles laced with port or brandy from 
dusty cobwebbed bottles laid down by her grandfather who built the 
place and named it the White Salute. The High Road crosses the Downs, 
straight as an arrow and the tall chimneyed house of faded brownish 
stone stands bold and beautiful on a rise with the good salt air sweeping 
it, and the surf murmuring at its feet. As the swift English dusk falls, 
garden and lawn, kitchen garden, the yew hedge carved in the shape of 
a sailing ship and the bed of wallflowers are shadowed. The heavy red 
dining room curtains are drawn against the night, the table is candlelit, 
a tiny fire slumbers on the hearth. 

Dinner is leisurely, a clear soup, perhaps a chicken rubbed with 
thyme and bay and golden butter and roasted a deep rich brown. There 
are crisp balls of potatoes flecked with parsley, and asparagus fresh 
from the garden. Dessert is one of Ellen’s creations. She christened it 
Sunset Salute at high tea on the terrace one midsummer evening when 
the sun was just sliding over the rim of the sea and the wind was begin- 
ning to whisper among the shrubbery. The name recalls Ellen, a quiet 
English garden filled with the scent of sea and flowers, and a red sunset 
flaming on the windows of the White Salute. 


SuNsET SALUTE 
14 cup granulated sugar 
14 teaspoon (scant) salt 
11% tablespoons granulated gelatine 
1% teaspoon grated lemon rind 
14 teaspoon grated orange rind 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
114 cups orange juice 
1 cup port wine 
The white of 1 very large or 2 small eggs 


First, combine the grated lemon and orange rind with the gelatine, 
then pour over it 14 cup orange juice and allow to stand till the gelatine 
is soft. Second, heat 4% cup orange juice together with the sugar till 
boiling point is reached, then remove from fire, add the gelatine and 
stir until it is thoroughly dissolved. Third, combine remaining orange 
juice, lemon juice and port wine and add to gelatine mixture, Stir 
vigorously for a few seconds, then turn into a deep bowl and put in the 
coldest part of your refrigerator until it is almost set. Fourth, with your 
rotary beater, beat the egg white till it is stiff and shiny. Then beat 
gelatine mixture until it is mass of bubbles, and very gently combine it 
with the egg white. When thoroughly mixed, turn into one of the freez- 
ing trays in your refrigerator to set. Do not freeze. Serve in tall sherbet 
glasses with thick cream (say 3 tablespoons for each serving is best)

And the result has been the steadily grow- 
ing infiltration of literary folk into Hunter- 
don County. Mrs. Reid is known to the 
trade as Miss Frances Whiting, managing 
editor of Cosmopolitan. 

Captain and Mrs. Reid get quite a kick 
out of the favorite comment of their friends 
who “know” architecture. When people 
enter the house for the first time, their eyes 
light up with a covetous gleam. And sooner 
or later, to show their appreciation of a 
job well done. they are sure to say, “You 
can tell this house is old, because just look 
at those pilasters by the windows.” 

That’s the Reids’ cue to smile. The house 
is old. It was built in 1815 by four brothers 
who were stone-masons. (They had a contest 
to see which one could build the best corner. 
No one knows who won.) But the pilasters 
are as new as they can be. They were con- 
ceived by Paul Jerman, New York architect, 
for the sole purpose of concealing the heat- 
ing pipes to the second floor. 

Little tricks of this nature make the house 
the delightful place it is. Yet surprisingly 
enough, there is no pretense at quaintness. 
The owners argued that, since the house 
wasn’t so terribly old, they didn’t want to 
be quaint. All they wanted was a simple, 
livable home which radiated the effortless 
charm given it by the mason brothers. Some 
difficulty and a great deal of letter writing 
and picture taking was involved in their 
getting just that. 

The difficulty lay in the selection of an 
architect. Mrs. Reid consulted several men 
before she finally hit upon Mr. Jerman. 
But from the very outset he fitted into and 
filled out the picture. He saw the house for

The letter writing and picture taking re- 
sulted from the fact that during the course 
of the remodeling Captain Reid was with 
the government in the Panama Canal Zone. 
In order to keep him posted on what was 
going on, Mrs. Reid unlimbered her camera 


and snapped a picture of everything that 





made sense—and some things, she admits, 
that didn’t. 

The work which was accomplished is per- 
fectly straightforward. The outside of the 
house was virtually untouched. Where the 
mortar was weak, it was patched. And the 
Victorian porch was ripped off the back 
and replaced by a narrow stone terrace. 
That was all. 

Inside, as the before and after plans 
show, the work was more involved. The

basement, which was partly above ground 
and divided by a thick stone wall into a 
storage room and a kitchen with pantry, 
seemed the ideal place for the dining room. 
So windows were broken through the walls; 
the kitchen was moved into the cold room, 
where it was laid out in a workable U shape; 
the pantry was moved and made into a 
utility room with laundry tubs and boiler 
and in the corner a lavatory; and the dining 
room took the place of the old service area. 

This is such a room as you dream about 
but never have unless you remodel. It is 
very big, has a beamed ceiling and a tre- 
mendous fireplace (which, though it is hard 
to believe when you recall that it was used 
for cooking back in 1815, is the poorest 
drawing of the four in the house). And in

n the basement dining room was designed to match an old corner cupboard 
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The living room fireplace adjoins one in the study 


the northwest corner is a handsome cup- 
board designed by Mr. Jerman to match an 
old corner cupboard. 

The main floor was changed so that the 
rooms, instead of running from north to 
south, go from east to west. The old—and 
only—bathroom was made over into a study. 
The dumbwaiter from the basement and the 
wall between the original dining and living 
rooms were torn out to form a long living 
room which opens onto the new terrace 
through two doors. The stairs were then 
turned at the bottom so they would rise 
from the entry, newly equipped with two 
closets with a window seat and cupboard 
between. 

The bedroom floor came in for the most 
extensive work. As in all old houses, the 
closet space was miserable, the bedrooms 
small and the hall over-grown. While Mr. 
Jerman did not add to the size of the rooms, 
he did arrange the plan so that all the space 
is put to good use and there is storage 
aplenty. The master bedroom has two 
closets, lots of cupboards and its own door 
into the tiny vestibule leading to the bath. 
The other bedrooms have extra-large closets 
and good wall space against which to place 
beds. 

In mechanical and comfort equipment, 
the house took a new lease on life. It has a 
new water system, sewage-disposal system 
and plumbing. The old heating system was 
ripped out and replaced with a circulated 
hot-water system. New convenience outlets 
were added as necessary to the wiring sys- 
tem. And the attic has been insulated. 

Aside from these changes, however, the 
house is much the same as when it was 
built—but better. Were the mason brothers 
to come alive and see it today, they would 
undoubtedly be thrilled with the transfor- 
mation and do everything in their power to 
buy back the house from the Reids. 

They wouldn’t come within a million 


miles of success.

GARDENER GROW ? 


HILDREN love to dig. Till they are 8 or 10 the castles, tunnels, moats and 

bridges of the sandbox gratify this desire, and nearly always some form of 
actual growth is included, a leaf or branch to represent wood or garden. For the 
love of things that grow seems, too, to be born in nearly every child. 

The wise and foreseeing parent senses the moment when all this enthusiasm and 
energy can be transferred to the first garden and rejoices in the transition. Few 
things are more important in a child’s training, for body and mind and tempera- 
ment, than the chance to assist nature in her daily miracles. While hands are busy 
with trowel, rake and hoe, the eyes are being trained to see what is happening about 
him. New horizons open and he cannot learn too young the sanity and sense of 
values which comes from working in the basic earth. 

It takes little ground to provide room for all a child will really take care of in 
the way of a garden. He starts work on paper, with a plan, and like many an older 
gardener his enthusiasm will urge him to get over-extended. This is the first lesson: 
from a small beginning, work up to grander schemes, as time and strength lengthen. 
Few children can manage a plot much larger than 9’ by 12’, or even 6’ by 8’. Within 
these limits many lessons of construction and design may (Continued on page 78)

the NURSERYME 


“People ask me,” said Mr. Bobbink, “what it means to be in the nur- 
ery business. Does it mean that I take care of babies? Well, in a way 
- does. You must remember that a nursery is a place where we nurse 
lant material, as patiently as you nurse a child, night and day, summer 
nd winter, year after year.” Mr. Bobbink lives in a gracious old house 
n a little eminence below which the 33 acres of “B-and-A” stretch out 
ke a tidy map. In his own gardens grow a collection of his famous 
ld-fashioned Roses which people come from far to see. He goes home 
» lunch each day, and as he comes back, he walks through the green- 
ouses to see that his plant-children are doing well, getting constant 
roper attention. This is the key of the business, this endless, patient 
atching. 

From the offices we go into a shed, rather like an airplane hangar, but 
pen at one side where a massive green company truck is loading. Birds 
hare the place with the plants, drinking their water from a small tank, 
wooping and twittering. Here stock is packed and you see stacks of 
npromising looking brown stalks which will soon be Roses in your 
arden, tall trees and shrubs, their roots embedded in big balls of earth 
ed up in burlap. The phrase, in the business, for plant material like 
lis is “B. and B.,” which means balled and burlapped. One tree, all 
sady to go, is wrapped as completely as an Egyptian mummy in pic- 
iresque reed bamboo, from the end of which juts the inevitable bur- 
ipped ball of earth and roots. Its tag says it is going to Wilmington, 
lel. Everywhere is damp sphagnum moss, red paper labels, lumber 
acked to be assembled into cartons, towers of red pots. You see what 
yoks to be a big blue-gray van with a heavy door. It is a fumigator and

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into it must go all plant material which is to be shipped out of the 
Japanese beetle zone (in which you are). This gives it a thorough 
dose of methyl bromide, which the beetles deplore, and earns for the 
package a yellow sticker which the government requires. These same 
beetle-free guarantees may be put on plants which have been grown 
in ground treated with lead. Outside, in the gay sunshine, a shabby 
station wagon is driving off, a riot of amazing colored Azaleas. 

We go into a greenhouse. Greenhouse is not a word which you 
hear used by the experts. They say: We have eight acres under glass. 
Which is somehow more impressive and captures some of the amaz- 
ing effect you get when you see that many acres under glass. The 
greenhouses are invariably divided into long narrow units with 
benches on either side, a plank walk down the middle. In this, our 
first one, the benches are filled with spotless white sand. Into the 
right-hand one there seems to have been thrust a whole forest of tips 
of branches, about 3” long from Christmas trees. Actually these are 
baby Taxus, which are just beginning growth on their own. In the 
sanded bench at the left we see what 8 to 10 months from now these 
babies will be like. It gives you a start to realize that a year marks 
no greater progress than this, for they are small plants still, fuller 
and in pots, but looking very young indeed and it will be a decade 





before they reach salable sizes of 2’, 3’ or 4’. It’s a slow business. | 


We glimpse a further greenhouse, solid with Ferns, then go out into 


the sunshine, past a lumber shed and to a white house on the front | 


of which is a sign: Rose Dept. 


Peter, the foreman, has been nursing Roses and other plants for | 


30 years now. They say: He started as a “dirt monkey,” budding 
Roses and taking down dirt hills. His office is a little glass enclosure 


in the outer room which leads into the main storage shed. Here he is | 


surrounded with colored slides of Roses in their prime and real 
flowers blooming in pots for those who want to see how the flower 
whose name they like looks. 


Roses are sold largely in the fall, after 2 years in open fields. The | 
others are held back, so they won’t burst out in untoward fashion at | 
the first blush of spring, to be shipped in April. That is now, so that | 


in the big outer room, a number of overalled men are busy pruning 
and dusting them against pests, labeling them, and preparing them 
for shipment. A pot-bellied iron stove makes the air pleasantly warm. 

The shed beyond is not warm. Far from it. For here Roses sleep.

T IS a tidy house, as it stands back of its neat white fence. That 

is your first impression and that means that it is adapted to 
absolutely any American locality, be it town, suburbs or country. 
But it is much more than that, as you will see when you study it a 
little. It is, first of all, despite its managable and appropriate size, 
a distinguished house. The steep pitched roof is typical of Virginia 
in her historically greatest days. You saw dozens like it when you 
went garden touring this spring or last. You also saw such massive 
outside chimneys as these, though the years had half-smothered 
many of them in vines. You saw dormers whose siding followed the 
roof line and eaves executed in just this fashion. You saw combina- 
tions of materials: brick and siding, lending variety and an effect 
of growth through years and many additions. Other recognizable 
architectural features which link this house to the great past are the 
windows larger downstairs than up, with six over nine panes. The 
front door with the long shutters is French Provincial in feeling.

OUTH or north, east or west the basic plan of the 

grounds would be the same. The planting mate- 
rial suggested here, however, is in many details best 
suited to the climate of our Southern states. 

The landscape architect, Nelson M. Wells, has fol- 
lowed early American precedent which, in turn, was 
based upon European practice of the day, in dividing 
the grounds into separate compartments—for living, 
pleasure, service, vegetables, flowers, fruits. Around 
the grass play area, specifically scaled for strenuous 
moderns, are formal beds softened by free planting. 


Roses dominate the four chief rectangles on the lower 
level below the living terrace. 

The practical aspects of gardening are given special 
emphasis. Fruits in surprising abundance may be 
grown in the miniature orchard in the far corner. And 
vegetables are convenient to the service areas. Especi- 
ally to delight the garden minded bride and groom 
are the garden and work room and the double cold 
frame or hot bed. Thus seasons of both flowers and 
vegetables may be considerably prolonged. More plant- 
ing features and details are on the next page.

NTO the home of Mr. and Mrs. Philip S. Cushing, of Norwood, Mass., architect David 

J. Abrahams, of Boston, has injected all the authenticity of early America and all the 
livability required for comfortable modern living. The combination is inspiring because 
rarely is it achieved with so little effort. From the street in front you feel sure you 
are gazing at the work of a New England settler, a proud but simple man with a love of 
honest lines. Once inside the door, however, you realize that the house could have been 
built but recently—and only by a man well versed in the way we live today. For even 
though it is restricted in size, the plan is convenient, free circulating and, what is prob- 
ably most surprising in a house of this style, designed to take every advantage of the 
lawn and garden in the rear. For this purpose, the dining room was given its casement bay, 
and both dining room and kitchen were connected to a large and airy screened porch.

INCE the Crusaders returned to Europe with garden lore from the East, fountains 
and pools have been a regular aspect of English gardens. Although in a land of 
natural brooks and streams, there was not the same need for water features to cool or 


irrigate as in the hot, desert countries of their origination, still the great charm of water 


in the garden soon led many English gardeners to plan their plots about a little pool of 


formal or informal design. To-day we American inheritors of the English taste in gardens 
are likewise pleased by a garden plan which includes the peaceful beauty of still waters. 
And to increase our delight we plant Water Lilies, perhaps the most exquisite of all flower- 
ing plants. 

Fortunately providing a setting for these handsome plants is a_ relatively simple 
matter. Of course, the owner of a property with a natural pond is in special luck yet the 
gardener on the 50’ plot also has his opportunity, since the very handsomest of the Water 
Lilies will grow and bloom even in the modest confines of a sunken wash tub or half 
barrel. Either of these receptacles, placed singly or in a little group with rocks and rock 
plants concealing their edges and with Hemlock or bright flowering Hibiscus, or clumps 
of Japanese or Siberian Iris for background, soon becomes a most pleasing “natural” 
feature of the garden. Cement pools of regular or irregular design (see House BErAutI- 
FUL April 1, 1941, page 171) are also no great matter to build and can even be done 
without forms. I had a delightful 6’ x 10’ x 3’ pool made for one garden where a heavy 
soil was dug to a proper oblong shape and simply lined to a 6” thickness with a 1-2-3 
cement mixture (1 part cement, 2 parts sharp sand and 3 parts 1%” gravel with enough 
water to make it workable). Pressed first to the bottom and then to the sides of the 
cavity, the cement was covered with burlap and dried hard in 4 days. No finishing coat 
was used. This pool endured winters without cracking and after planting was for years 
a beautiful and inexpensive delight.

N THE May issue House BEAUTIFUL pub- 

lished diagrams and concise discussions 
by Mrs. Ellsworth of the cuts of beef and 
veal available, along with facts to guide you 
in knowing their best uses.

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them in the making of her menu. 

Then, after all, she'll take her butcher’s 
advice. For with the best will in the world 
he cannot buy better meat than is available 
in the market. So a hint from him is no ef- 
fort to palm off what he’s got too much of. 
It’s an honest hope of making one more 
satisfied customer. This rare creature he 
cherishes above rubies. She changes her 
plans with utter amenity, takes ham though 
she wanted veal, knowing that it’s all in her 
own interest and that the butcher knows best. 


POIRIK 


ATTEST of butcher’s meats, so fat that 

it is practically self-basting, this crea- 
ture is unexcelled for roasting, large or small. 
It is sold both fresh and cured, that is brined 
and smoked. It is also a valuable source of 
shortening, both fresh and cured, which is 
taken from the tremendous layer of fat that 
surrounds the whole animal and converted 
into lard, salt pork, fat back. etc. Leaf lard 
is stripped and packed into pails without 
rendering, lard is tried out, fat back is not 
rendered but may be fresh or brined, and 
salt pork is always brined as its name im- 
plies. Since uncured pork cooks best when 
roasted in fairly large hunks, consider the 
economy of leaving your chops and steaks 
uncut and roasting instead of broiling. The 
cooking loss is less, the flavor and texture 
much better. Unless of course, you are the 
one cook in twenty who knows exactly how 
to cope with pork chops, in which case there 
is nothing better. 


Fresh Pork 

Pig’s feet—boiled fresh or with sauer- 
kraut. 

Knuckles—also called shoulder hock, the 
cut between the foot and the shoulder, more 
meat and less jelly than the feet, but like 
them boiled fresh or with sauerkraut. 

Ham-—generally roast, whole or in parts, 
sometimes boned and rolled. In some sections 
it is cut in slices leaving a rump roast. These 
slices are comparable to round in beef and 
are apt to cook dry if pan-broiled or fried. 
Center cut slices are best, having least bone, 
the butt next best, while shank slices are 
often cut double thick, boned and _ sliced 
again almost all the way through, then 
spread flat to give a steak twice as large and 
half as thick. This is called a butterfly slice. 

Loin—roasted whole, as a crown roast 
(rib ends frenched, spine removed and ends 


of rack fastened together to form a circle) 
or flat roast. Also cut in chops of which the 
center cut have the least bone, the hip and 
shoulder having more as well as more fat. 
Shoulder chops are apt to be very tender. 
Chops are also dressed as butterfly chops, 
that is, cut double thick, boned, then the 
remaining nugget of meat sliced almost all 
the way through and spread out flat to twice 
the size and half the thickness. 

Tenderloin—located like beef tenderloin 
inside the loin ribs and somewhat below the 
backbone, lean tender solid meat, excellent 
broiled or split, stuffed and roasted. 

Boston-style butt—roasted with or with- 
out bone, boiled with sauerkraut. 

Shoulder — dressed whole for roasting 
makes a good and economical roast for a 
small family as it runs about four pounds 
and is less expensive than loin; may also be 
boned and rolled. 

Picnic shoulder—lower end of the shoul- 
der, boned, edges fastened together, for 
roasting. Also called calas. 

Spareribs—the lower ribs, a mixture of 
lean, fat and bone with a distinctive flavor 
and a great deal of waste; may be roasted, 
baked, braised or boiled with cabbage or 
sauerkraut. 

Sausage meat—the less tender or 
scrappy pieces from shoulder, butt, jowel, 
shank or hock, ground with seasoning. They 
should be well trimmed of fat, at least 70% 
lean. 

Suckling pig—strictly speaking, not a 
cut at all, simply a 6- to 8-weeks porker 
which will run 10 to 15 pounds dressed for 


roasting.

Smoked ham — whole, 
steam, to boil or braise; precured for roast-

ing. Also cut in slices for broiling, frying or 
roasting. Center cut is best, having least 
waste, butt next, shank is cheapest because 
most bone and is frequently boned before 
using. May also be ground for patties or as 
seasoning with other ingredients in timbales, 
stuffings, etc. 

Smoked butt—also confusingly known 
as smoked tenderloin. This is the Boston 
butt boned, cured and smoked for boiling 





or braising; excellent flavor and less expen- 
sive than ham. 

Smoked picnic ham—more or less of 
the shoulder and shank, depending on the 
locality, cured and smoked. An inexpensive 
and palatable ham for boiling. 

Bacon—side, cut from below the spare- 
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ribs, evenly streaked with: lean and fat, may 
be broiled, pan-broiled, baked or boiled. 

Bacon — jowl, also called squares, less 
choice bacon cut from the cheek, may be 
broiled, pan-broiled, baked or boiled. 

Bacon—Canadian, the hip end of the loin 
of pork, boned, cured and smoked. Practi- 
cally all lean, expensive, excellent for broil- 
ing, baking or boiling with vegetables. 

Bacon—lrish, the loin and flank or side 
meat cut in one piece, boned, cured and 
smoked. When sliced gives a round eye of 
lean (like Canadian bacon) at one end of a 
strip streaked lean and fat, like our side 
bacon. May be used as any other. 

Salt pork—two types, fat back which 
comes from the layer of fat surrounding 
back and shoulder, or side meat which has 
a fair admixture of lean and occurs below 
the spareribs around the bacon. 

Sausage — less tender or scrappy trim- 
mings, ground, seasoned, stuffed in casings 
and smoked.

IKE veai, lamb is young meat, giving a 
high proportion of tender, easily cooked 
meat. Actually from the leg right up to the 
shoulder, the top half is roasts and chops, 
cooked well and easily without any special 
pampering. The meat is neither particularly 
lean like veal nor particularly fat like pork, 
responds well to dry heat with few ex- 
ceptions. 

Hindquarter—leg and rump with chops 
left on, often dressed as a single cut to give 
a large roast. Also cut in half to give an 
“American leg” which is the rump, and a 
small leg roast from which steaks are taken 
at the shank end. 

Leg—roasted whole, boiled, boned, stuffed 
and roasted, braised, cut in steaks for broil- 
ing, frenched. 

Rump — dressed as American leg for 
roasting (see above) and as a sirloin roast 
taken from the sirloin end. 

Loin—the choicest chops. May be broiled 
or planked and roasted. An English chop 
is a double-loin chop, not two ribs as most 
people think, but a cut straight through both 
loins, like a slice (Continued on page 87) 











HE hill itself was far from beautiful. There was a sweeping view, but not much 
else. Trees and rocks were lacking. Only the dry brown grass bent in the winds 
which swept up and down and across the steep slope. To the lay mind, the prospects 
for building an attractive small house on such an unpromising site would have seemed 
hopeless. But John E. Lautner, Jr., Los Angeles architect, did not see it that way. “To 
build something of the hill, rather than in spite of the hill”’—that, he says, was the 


challenge. He felt he could master it. And he did.

Like all such ventures, this one presented problems. The hill was the first and 
most difficult. Second was the odd shape of the lot—a sort of blunt wedge, 50’ wide 
where it fronts on the street, somewhat wider as it progresses down the hill. Third was 
the possibility of earthquakes. Fourth, fifth and sixth were the necessity for providing 
warmth and grace and openness, for assuring saleability and rentability, and for 
holding down costs. 

Others, it is true, have met similar problems and solved them—ausually in stereo- 
typed fashion. As a Modernist, however, Mr. Lautner resolved to go his own way. 
“The angularity of the house,” he says, “was due not only to the lot lines, but also 
to my desire for a warmth, casualness and continuity contributing to a sense of 


greater space. The angles had to be carried through for unity—a particularly impor, 


tant point in a small house, which is likely to resemble a box. And they also give 
that feeling of freedom which American architecture should have.” One broad 
slightly sloping roof covers all, and emphasizes the strong horizontal lines. There, 
in brief, is the explanation of the design of the house. 

See in the plan how the house steps down the hill? The upper level, including the 
kitchen, dining room and terrace, entry and garage, rests on a concrete-slab anchor. 
The lower level—living room and bedrooms—is cantilevered out over the hill on steel 
piles and reinforced-concrete beam foundations. The piles are driven to bed rock and 
offer no resistance to the filled ground—which means that the dirt may slide, but not 
the house. The large chimney, as Mr. Lautner points out, was expensive, but also 
serves as an actual and aesthetic anchor. 

The roof is one of the two secrets to the house’s cheerful openness. It spreads 
like a sun-shade, slopes with the hill. The high side is to the east so that the breakfast 
table is bathed in morning sun. The low side to the west might be likened to the 
transparent, green visor on a tennis cap. It keeps out the hot afternoon sun, but it 
does not obstruct the view from any of the main rooms. Another valuable service of 
the roof is the manner in which it stimulates ventilation. By opening one window 
on the high side or one on each side, you change the air completely and immedi- 
ately, whereas a roof not sloped would keep it stagnant. 

The second secret to the feeling of 
openness is the scarcity of walls and 
doors. The living and dining rooms, 
CONSTRUCTION DATA for instance, are two distinct rooms.

FERNS 


on the woods or from the nursery, im sun or 
shacle, they add! new beauty to your garden 


BY ANDERSON McCULLY 


OST fern gardens are started because it is so difficult to 

find something that will grow nicely on the north side 
of the house; and then they are kept because there is nothing 
quite like the soft cool green beauty to refresh and cheer a hot 
day, or the living winter green to give promise of spring to 
come—that is, if the fern garden has been carefully planned 
and well chosen. 

All ferns are not good for the shady side of the house. Some 
do better in the dappled light and dry soil beneath tall trees, 
others need wet feet all the time, and a few prefer a place in 
the sun. There are evergreen ferns and deciduous ones, big 
ones, little ones, hardy kinds, and tender. They can make a 
beautiful cool green garden all by themselves, or be just a 
tiny corner in the shade of the porch steps, where the tap often 
leaks: but a good many of us like to point their interest with 
a few of the flowers that associate so well with ferns—Be- 
gonias, Columbines, Lilies-of-the-Valley, Primroses for the 
more formal fernery; Soloman-Seals, Trilliums, and Lady- 
slippers for the one that is to bring a tang of the woodsy wild. 

A dank sour place never does make a good home for any- 
thing. It will need deep digging with the clods well exposed 
for aeration, probably rubble or gravel for drainage, sand and 
a great deal of leafmold or peat for the soil. Some ferns live 
almost entirely in leafsoil. Their own fronds with the passing 
years build up the finest there is; but for a beginning we'll 
need our own salvaged leaves or some commercial peat. 

A fern garden of any size demands a good background. 
Sometimes shrubs, trees, or vines supply this; but there are a 
number of ferns large enough to furnish a setting. Largest of 
these for Northern gardens is the Ostrich fern, that reaches 
even 8’ at times, though is occasionally only 2’. The three 
Osmundas, Cinnamon, Royal, and Interrupted ferns, run from 
2’ to 6’, usually around 4’. The Pacific Coast uses the native 
Western Sword fern, Polystichum munitum, that Standardized 
Plant Names calls Giant Hollyfern; while the spreading Aus- 
tralian Treefern makes a luxuriant background in Southern 
California. 

For intermediates, Christmas, Holly, New York (right), 
Crested, and Common Woodferns are all good, with the Lady 
fern on the borderline, as it runs to 3’ or more. For small 
ferns in the front row are the Ebony and Maidenhair Spleen- 
worts, the Rusty Woodsia, and the American Maidenhair. 

If evergreen ferns are mixed in the planting, the fern garden 
will remain beautiful all through the year. The Christmas 


| fern, both the Mountain and the Braun Hollyferns, Common 


Polypody, the Ebony and Maidenhair Spleenworts, and the 
Crested, Clinton, and Common Woodferns are all evergreen, 
as is also the Western Sword or Giant Hollyfern.

Q. How do I go about getting a good paint job? 

A. You hire a reliable contractor and use quality material. Change 
the order of these stipulations if you wish, but it will make no differ- 
ence. One point is as important as the other. 


Q. Well, how do I know a good contractor when I see one? 

A. You ask questions and notice the way he approaches a job. 
Find out how long he has been in business. What jobs he did three — 
or four years ago. How they have stood up under the wear and tear 
of the weather. How they look now. How many repeat jobs he has 
done. Whether he carries compensation and liability insurance. 
Whether he uses drop cloths in protecting furniture and shrubbery. | 
When you have satisfied yourself on these points, ask him to give — 
you an estimate on the painting of your house. Then watch closely. 
Is he deliberate and thorough? Does he check on the presence of 
moisture and sources of leaks? Does he make note of loose boards, 
rust stains, cracks and other defects? And does he include the repair 
of these in his estimate? If he measures up to these standards, he’s 
a reliable man to deal with. 

Above all, do not be deceived by a low estimate. Get bids from | 
several painters. If one of these is way below the others, tear it up. |

Paint has two functions: it beautifies your house and protects 
it from the weather. You must not take these points for 
granted. Because as soon as its paint grows shabby, your house 
is no longer attractive and its walls no longer can be implicitly 
trusted to do their duty. Be paint wise, then, about your home. 
And if painting questions bother you, here are the answers 


renewal. It must wear in such manner that it will continue to be 
attractive and protective. It must stick tight to the surface and expand 
_ and contract with it. It must go on easily and smoothly. An inferior 
| paint, of course, won’t meet any of these tests. 


Q. But I repeat—how can I tell whether the paint for my 
house is good? 

A. If you employ a trustworthy contractor, you can be sure he 
will use good paint. He won’t go to any pains to hide from you the 
brand he’s using. A few contractors use inferior paint. To throw you 
off the scent, they mix it on the job in empty cans which once con- 
tained a nationally known quality paint. This trick, however, is rare. 
A reliable painter, as we said, can be depended on. 

Then, too, while labeling of paint cans isn’t a universal practice, 
most of the quality manufacturers tell you what materials go into 
their paint. This information, required by law in several states, is 
plainly printed on the labels. And, of course, you can always count 
a lot on the reputation of the manufacturer and the record his paint 
has made in standing up on the job. 


Q. What materials should be used in paint? 

A. Let’s concentrate for the moment on outside paint. Paint is 
made up of two basic elements: the pigment and vehicle. The pig- 
_ment is the backbone of the paint, the ingredient which gives it body 
_and character and gives your house color. Many different ones are 
used—for instance, white lead, zinc oxide, titanium, lithopone, iron 
oxide, red lead, blue lead, carbon black. And there are also trans- 
parent pigments, known as fillers, which are used in excess only in 
cheap paints.

1. Garden on Pulleys 


A rear porch overlooking the garden is 
turned into a background asset by means of 
porch boxes and hanging baskets. These last 
are always a problem. Not the soil, that is a 
retentive loam well fertilized at planting 
time and fed during the season, nor the 
plants, which are annuals with trailing vines, 
but the watering. It is difficult to keep them 
properly wet. Exposed on all sides, subjected 
to the sun and wind, water poured on is of 
little benefit as most of it runs off directly 
without reaching the roots of the plants. So 
nine times out of ten the hanging baskets are 
failures. Last summer on a hotel porch in the 
White Mountains I saw the solution, and 
have followed the scheme. The baskets were 
suspended from a cord run over a small pul- 
ley, the end of the cord secured on a hook 
after the fashion of awning cords. A bucket 
of water was put on the floor, the basket 
lowered into it where it remained until thor- 
oughly soaked, then lifted a bit, drained, and 
pulled into place. Simplicity itself, just one 
of the things you don’t think up for yourself. 
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2. Canned Food 


These same baskets were fed via the tin can 
method. A small can, one of the baby puree 
vegetable tins, had a hole punched in the 
bottom, and was set in the soil among the 
plants. Into this went the ration of complete 
plant food, it was filled with water, and the 
invigorating liquid seeped slowly all through 
the earth. Of course this is the same system 
I use in the garden with the sunken tile for 
watering. Where this so-called telephone tile 
cannot be obtained easily, the same eflect is 
reached by digging a hole close to the main 
stem of the plant or beside bush or clump, 
large enough to hold a flower pot which is

sunk in the cavity up to the rim. Water and 
liquid food are poured into the pot, slowly 
filtering down through the hole in the bot- 
tom. In this way any liquid is prevented from 
running all over the soil, a common happen- 
ing in the case of applications made to the 
surface of the ground, especially if the 
ground slopes. Much food and water is 
wasted by running in directions other than 
where they are most needed. 





3. Transplanting Trick 


When may you transplant? Any time, any- 
where, if you do it right, chanted the children 
in the garden class. The words came to mind 
when on the morning of an unseasonably hot 
day I found myself with a box of plants 
which had to go into the ground without de- 
lay, as I was leaving home for awhile. I 
went to the pile of leaves left from the winter 
mulching, put a mass of them in the galvan- 
ized iron tub and let them soak in water until 
they were thoroughly wet. Each hole was dug 
about 2” lower than the destined roots would 
reach, and in this space a layer of the soaked 
leaves was put. Earth went on top of this and 
each plant was placed in the ground and 
firmed in. The wet leaves put the moisture 
where it was needed, at the roots, and the soil 
all around became moist and held the damp- 
ness for several days. Baskets and shingles 
were used for protection against the hot sun, 
and on my return a week later I found 
sturdy clumps with no sign of wilt or setback. 


4, Lost Leader 


Last winter a falling branch broke off the 
leader (the tip-top twig) of a stalwart little 
spruce, which meant that instead of con- 
tinuing in a straight upward line the tree 
would become misshapen. To form a new 
leader one of the uppermost lateral branches 
was tied perpendicularly to a stake driven 
into the ground close beside the trunk. This 
lateral was so pliable that it could be bent 
upward without injury, and it was securely 
tied to the stake. (Continued on page 100)

Monthly Report from THE MAN BEHIND THE HOE 


17 April, 1941. 
Dear H. B.: 

When you read this, the calendar in this 
northern tier of states from the seaboard to 
the Rockies will be putting on its annual 
burst of speed. Hereabouts we have to wait 
for good things a little longer and console 
ourselves with the pretense that patience is 
a virtue. But there’s nothing patient about a 
New England June. April is torpid—with 
more than its share, this year, of warm days 
after the cold nights and frosty sunups. May 
a slow and (with luck) unin- 





is cautious 
terrupted progress towards settled warmth. 
It is the last half of May at least before seeds 
of tender vegetables like beans and melons 
may be planted with more than a gambler’s 
chance of coming through unscathed. But 
June! Overnight summer is on us. 

The moment to take advantage of June’s 
resurgence is just before it happens. Many 
of the best things in our garden go into the 
ground the last week in May. Some may be 
planted all through June, and a few for 


winter use are best planted as late as July. If 
I hadn’t plowed my own garden patch six 
weeks or more before you get this letter, 
I'd repent at once and make it a June garden 
altogether. 

June, of course, is the month for trans- 
plants. If your tomatoes and peppers are not 
already set, then lose no time in setting them 
now. If your nurseryman has them, choose 
stock once transplanted and properly hard- 
ened off rather than mere greenhouse seed- 
lings direct from the flats. Look for sturdy 
tops, not overgrown or spindly, and for 
compact root systems. Remember to protect 
the tomatoes with paper collars against the 
cutworms. Strips of stiff paper or thin card- 
board about 2” wide and 10” or 12” long, 
bent into rings, will do the trick. Cutworms 
travel within 1” of the surface of the ground 
and can do a deal of damage if allowed to 
make a start. Ege plants will thrive on 
similar treatment. 

Field-grown cabbage plants will be avail- 
able at most northern nurserymen’s early in 








[IS JUNE THE ROSE MONTH? 


The answer to that question depends not 
so much on the kind of blooms you get 
this month as on the amount of attention 
you give the Rose plants themselves. 


One of the great rosarians, the late Dr. J. H. 
Nicolas, came to the conclusion that maybe 
September and October Roses were more 
spectacular than those of June. And the 
reason? Perhaps that the high degree of 
excellence being bred into modern Rose 
plants gave them enough vitality to take 
full advantage of the cooler days of early 
autumn. 


Perhaps, too, people are learning to take 
such good care of their Roses early in the 
season that late season bloom simply has to 
be better as an inevitable corollary. 


So—if your fall care of the beds last year 


was faithful, and if your spring doings with 
both old and new plants were wise and 
tender, you will be having fine Roses now. 
Then if you follow with proper attention 
from now on through, your recurrent bloom 
and the autumn efforts of your Hybrid Teas 


vill be something to see. 
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To insure fine fall bloom, keep the foliage 
healthy all the time. Loss of leaves checks 
the plants proportionately. 


Therefore spray or dust regularly accord- 
ing to your schedule (if you haven’t a 
schedule, make one this minute) every week 
for at least the next two months. In the lat- 
ter part of May be especially wary against 
black spot and mildew. Spray with a fungi- 
cide weekly until mid-month. 


Get the Rose bug beetles in their bloom- 
time heydey. A stomach poison thoroughly 
applied may reduce their ranks. Hand-pick- 
ing helps. Suffocate the aphis if you can, 
and you can if you really work at it. They 
get worse as the month goes on. 


For the average-size Rose garden, you will 
do best probably to use one three-way com- 
bined insect and disease treatment. So long 
as you use it regularly. 


And your spray schedule should encompass 
your whole garden. Not all of it, perhaps, 
but some of it every week. Pick a day and 
stick to it. 


June. If you neglected to start your own, you 
may still repair the oversight. By the middle 
of the month field-grown cauliflower will 
be ready. And, after cauliflower, Brussels 
sprouts and broccoli. A few houses also 
offer celery plants, to go in the ground about 
July 4th. Don’t try them unless you can 
supply plenty of water. At least one grower 
in western New York State makes a special- 
ty of muskmelons and watermelon plants. 
These are, strictly speaking, not transplant- 
able at all, but may be handled if grown in 
special fiber pots which contain plant nutri- 
ment and which decompose when plunged 
in the ground, allowing roots to grow 
through them without difficulty. 

It is not too late for seeds, either. Dwarf 
beans, kohlrabi, summer radish, carrots for 
midseason or succession, late beets, turnips 
for tops or roots, and even sweet corn—of 
the early bantam type—all these are still on 
the list. And, of course, seed of all the 
squashes, pumpkins, and melons may safely 
be planted in June without protection from 
weather, though they will need prompt pre- 
ventive dusting with rotenone to discourage 
the beetles and bugs which by then are 
plentiful. 

If your garden got away to an early start 
and you thinned and weeded your rows con- 
scientiously during May, cultivation through- 
out the rest of the season need not take much 
of your time. It will pay you, however, to go 
about it right. The maintenance of a good 
dust-mulch on the surface is your best insur- 
ance against the droughts of July. In my 
boyhood days, the young gardener was ex- 
pected to do all his work with one imple- 
ment—a heavy hoe such as is suitable for 
chopping weeds and hilling corn. There are 
easier methods. Some folks favor the Dutch 
or scuffle hoe, which may be either pushed 
or pulled to sever weeds at the soil-line. My 
own favorite hand-tool is a three-pronged 
cultivator. Manipulated deftly, this weapon 
is almost human in its selective capacity to 
uproot stray weeds, and it leaves the top 
inch or two of ground in fine tilth. Better 
even than the hand-cultivator, though, is 
the wheel-hoe. If your garden covers a plot 
as much as 50’ by 100’, it is big enough to 
justify the use of a wheel-hoe. And a half- 
hour of work twice a week will keep such a 
garden under a good mulch from June to 
September. 

Speaking of hilling corn brings up again 
the old argument (Continued on page 104)

ANSWERS BY EUGENE RASKIN, A.1I.A. 


a Our last home had badly creak- 
ing floors. How can this be 
avoided in the new one we: are 
planning to build? 


The problem of creaking floors is one of 
rigidity. A creak is the sound caused by a 
movement in the flooring or its supporting 
structure. No movement, no creak. First of 





all, the floor joists should be heavy enough 
so there will be no appreciable sag or “give” 
when the loads of furniture and people are 
applied. In determining joist sizes, a general 
rule-of-thumb is that the depth of the joist, 
in inches, should not be less than four-fifths 
of the span, measured in feet. Thus, for ex- 
ample, 2” x 12” joists would be used for a 
15’ span. Of course, this rule is good only for 
the roughest sort of approximation, and must 
be varied according to the type and strength 
of the particular wood used, the spacing of 
the joists and the loads anticipated. Ade- 
quate joists will help to avoid not only 
creaks, but also cracked ceiling and wall 
plaster, loose trim, gaping baseboards and 
a dozen other ills that follow too-slender 
structural design. Assuming that your joists 
are satisfactory as far as size is concerned, 
the next step is to protect them from lateral 
deflection—that is, sideways motion. This is 
done by means of “bridging,” which is a 
criss-cross arrangement of small 1” x 2” or 
1” x 3” members, set in the manner illus- 
trated. The bridging is nailed in fairly late 
in the building process to give the structure 
an opportunity to attain its initial settling. No 
series of joists should be without at least 


or 


one row of bridging. The rows are usually 
between 6’ and 8 


apart, depending upon the 
span length to be subdivided. The next phase 


in your anti-creak campaign will be the selec- 
tion and proper installation of the subfloor- 
ing. Most subflooring is of 6’-wide boards 
laid 14” or so apart, at right angles to the 
joists or diagonally across them. The diag- 
onal method allows the finish flooring to run 
either at right angles or parallel to the joists, 
as the accompanying diagram shows. A good 
many architects, claiming that extra struc- 


tural rigidity is achieved and less waste 
material involved, prefer diagonal subfloor- 
ing for all cases. Another kind of subfloor- 
ing, increasing in popularity, is plywood.

The °%” thickness is usually specified. It 
makes a good rigid base for wood flooring 
laid in any direction or pattern, and also for 
asphalt tile, rubber tile, linoleum or composi- 
tion flooring. Wood finish flooring, to be 
tight and creakless, should be nailed down 
firmly to the subflooring with flooring nails 
not over 8” apart. Be sure the flooring (and 
all lumber used in the house) is well sea- 
soned, so that shrinkage and expansion 
which might loosen it will be at a minimum. 
A protective coating is essential, too. Use a 
wood sealer, followed by varnish and wax, 
or by wax alone. Avoid shellac, as it tends to 
scratch under wear and turn white in spots. 


a What kind of sheathing is best 
for a roof that is to have wood 
shingles? 


It is considered best practice to use no 
sheathing at all under wood shingles, but 
only slim nailing strips. Thus there is free 
circulation of air at the under sides of the

shingles and the danger of dry rot is avoided. 
If insulation is desired, insulating boards 
can be installed at the lower edge of the roof 
rafters, rather than incorporated in the 
sheathing, or, in the case of loose or batt fill, 
an air space can be left between the top of 
the insulation and the under surface of the 
shingles. But many wood shingles today are 
so well protected by saturation in preserva- 
tive compounds that it isn’t really necessary 
to take such steps to insure ventilation, de- 
sirable though it may continue to be. Many 
entirely satisfactory wood-shingle roofs are 


built over ordinary board, insulating board 
or plywood sheathing. Use roofing paper or 
felt between the shingles and the sheathing. 


For our basement recreation 
room and bar we want brightly 
colored cement floors, but all 
those we’ve seen are dull and 
pale. Can bright colors be ob- 
tained? 


When pigment is added to a cement mix, the 
mix becomes weaker in proportion to the 
amount of pigment used, since most pigment 
is a neutral, non-bonding material. It’s like 
adding water to soup. For this reason build- 
ers try to use as little pigment as possible— 
thus accounting for the pale colors you men- 
tion. If bright colors are desired, one way is 
to apply them to the surface of the cement 
floor, rather than integrally, using the special 
paints made for this purpose. These are of 
two types—paints actually made of cement, 
and hard-wearing oil paints especially mixed 
to bond with masonry materials. Your paint 
dealer no doubt carries both types in stock. 
Follow the manufacturer’s directions as to 
the preparation of the cement surface and 
the application of the paint. 


a Is it practical to build a log cabin 
of real logs the way the early 
colonizers did? 


Today’s logs, tools and craftsmanship are no 
worse than those employed by the early set- 
tlers, so there is no reason why a real log 
cabin shouldn’t be built as successfully now 
as then. In fact, more than a few camps, 
summer cottages, country taverns and the

like are so built. The chief drawback is that, 
because of variation in log sizes and straight- 
ness, it is not possible to build very ac- 
curately to specified dimensions. Thus there 
may be additional fussing and fitting, par- 
ticularly in the installation of the mechanical 
equipment. To avoid this extra labor and the 
cost of whole logs (which is an item, unless 
you get them from your own land) many 
“log” cabins are built, not of whole logs, but 
of log siding, which consists of longitudinal 
slices cut from around the logs. This siding 
is applied over an ordinary stud frame and 
sheathing, the chinks being filled with one 
of a number of caulking compounds, mag- 
nesite being perhaps the best known. The 
effect may be almost indistinguishable from 
whole-log construction, except at the corners 
of the house.

. guidance. Here is space for many 


flowers, an herb or two and even 
some vegetables. Naturally the 
flowers for the first garden must 
be those needing little time to yield 
results, and the varieties to choose 
from are staunch specimens which 
will not resent indifference at times 
or even occasional neglect. A child’s 
garden must be a pleasure, not a 
task, if the permanent seed of gar- 
dening is to be implanted. Select 
free blooming types, flowers to be 
gathered with a lavish hand will be 
demanded, as the young gardener 
is more picker than grower and 
shears are the best loved tools. 

Here is the way the garden 
grows: 

First, design. The spot is chosen, 
a sunny one, since shade planting 
is made to try the souls of bigger 
folk than the beginner. Preferably 
the tiny terrain should have some, 
though not too much diversity of 
grade. With pencil and paper the 
garden takes tangible shape, the 
shape the child, not the parent, 
wants. The chances are that the 
child will concentrate first on paths. 
They may well turn out to be two, 
crossing each other and thus un- 
consciously providing the axis 
around which the garden will 
revolve. But if the possessor of 
a wise, inscrutable little smile 
chooses to enter his domain at the 
corner, curve his path, make it go 
up a step or two, and vanish at an 
unexpected angle, don’t curb him, 
he may be a famous landscape 
architect in the making! Throw 
out one hint, however, if he doesn’t 
think of it himself, that the loveli- 
est gardens have backgrounds 
against which to show their treas- 
ures, some barrier to separate them 
from an intruding world. Suggest 
also that the weary worker will 
like a place to rest, and then let 
these two lumps of leaven ferment. 

Second, tools. The fascinating 
joy of buying these knows no age 
limit. A few will do, but within 
reason more are better and family 
peace only is possible when the 
young gardener owns his own im- 
plements and is not tempted to 
promiscuous borrowing from the 
house supply. Let him paint the 
handles the color of his choice, 
so there will be no mistakes about 
thine and mine. Spade and trowel 
for digging, rake and weeder or 
hoe to cultivate with, scissors for 
cutting, simple sprayer to keep the 
pests down, some sort of convey- 


ance, wheelbarrow or basket for 
accumulated trash, a few bamboo 
stakes, bits of raffia, all are assets. 
Labels, too, are not amiss, and 
some sort of appropriate costume, 
overall or smock to induce a proper 
frame of mind. Don’t let it be of 
the scanty type. Mosquitoes and 
midges prey upon the gardener. 
Incidentally, add a watering can 
to the list of indispensables, as 
large as he can cope with filled. 

Third, preparation of the soil, 
which implies fertilizers, and the 
simplest here are the best. Either 
a mixed and rationed one, or equal 
parts of dried pulverized manure 
and bone meal will bring needed 
results, and impress the fact that 
plants have to eat as well as peo- 
ple. Let him—or her—do the mix- 
ing and preparation of the ground 
with his own hands and _ tools. 
Watching someone else do the 
work is only half the lesson. He 
must dig the ground up, turn it 
over, and break up any lumps, until 
it is light and fine. Then rake hard 
and deep, back and forth, to shape 
it up. When finished a garden bed 
should be level on top, and not 
more than a few inches higher than 
the ground around it. Before plant- 
ing he scatters a thin coating of 
the fertilizer over the surface and 
mixes it thoroughly with the soil. 

Fourth, planting. Only after the 
preliminary steps have been dis- 
posed of does the delectable game 
of choices begin. A couple of postal 
cards (of course send these the very 
minute the decision has been made 
to have a garden) will bring the 
young gardener his own catalogues, 
which he can read and mark and 
live with to his heart’s content in a 
way not possible with family pos- 
sessions. Annuals form the back- 
bone of the planting scheme, and 
for the first garden the varieties 
should be chosen which rush into 
bloom with the least delay. Where 
a little more outlay is possible, in- 
stead of just relying on these, I like 
to add a couple of perennials 
(plants) to do two things, satisfy 
the longing for something visible 
immediately, and as an object les- 
son on the two types of plant life: 
annuals which do a complete act in 
one season and then disappear, and 
perennials which provide the thrill 
of seeing the plant go on year after 
year. Often an enthusiasm which 
has waned with autumn and return 
to school, springs into ardent re- 
newal in the spring at the sight of 
tiny green fingers pointing through 
the soil. 


The plan on page 35 is one 
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which has been carried out with 
success, and though it is merely 
meant to be suggestive in design, 
its materials are recommended 
since they will live up to the strin- 
gent requirements listed above. The 
seeds are quick germinators and 
the plants come to flowering matur- 
ity in record time. The child should 
sow with generous hand, and then 
by a 
couple of inches growth that they 


when the seedlings show 
are able to go on alone, thin them 
out. These little green sprouts will 
do what is asked of them if they 
are not crowded, each plant having 
enough room to stand sturdily on 
its own feet. The Sunflowers will 
be found in the vegetable section 
of the catalogues, the stalks pro- 
vide background height, and the 
heads of seeds will come late in the 
fall to be sure, but in time for the 
birds to have a feast. Zinnias re- 
quire little attention, and are bril- 
liant strokes of varied colors. The 
very earliest bloomer is rightly 
named Early Wonder, and flowers 
in 30-40 days, which is a considera- 
tion in the garden for quick results. 
Don’t let the young gardener be 
tempted with any California Poppy 
hybrids, but suggest the original 
kind which grows all over the Cali- 
fornia hills, the deep golden orange 
flower, which will self-sow all over 
the place for reappearance next 
year, as some of the obliging an- 
nuals proceed to do. Eschscholzia 
aurantiaca is the terrific name for 
this variety. A package of tall Cal- 
liopsis, mixed, will give whole 
waves of yellow, orange, maroon 
flowers, or if pure yellow alone is 
fancied, it is found in the earliest 
of all to bloom, Calliopsis coronata. 
Nigella or Love-in-a-Mist is one of 
the old fashioned annuals with blue 
flowers nestled in feathery foliage 
to grow for iis prettiness as well as 
the name. Miss Jekyll is perhaps 
the best variety. Pansies must be 
bought as plants to serve as an 
edging note until the later flowers 
appear, the little baskets full of 
the smiling faces are hard to resist 
either for grownups or children. 
Also they have the merit of requir- 
ing to be picked, as do all the an- 
nuals. If one plant is allowed to go 
to seed, it will flower no more, for 
its mission in life is over. That is 
why they grow, to provide seed to 
carry on with another year. So 
your 
than they are, and see to it that 


gardener must be smarter 
they are never given a chance to 
think their task accomplished. For 
the Sweet Alyssum, either Carpet 
of Snow, or Little Gem will make 
dwarf plants, around 5”, quite cov- 
ered with pure white flowers. 


It is best to secure the herbs al- 


ready started as from seed it takes 
a long time for them to reach any 
size. But if a packet of mixed herb 
is also bought, and 
around the four plants, in a way 


seed sown 
the gardener will be able to have 
his cake and eat it too, results im- 
mediately and results to come. The 
vegetable area must be composed 
of restricted growths unless the 
space is larger than the dimen- 
sions suggested. Beets, Extra Early 
Flat Egyptian; Carrots, Early 
Golden Ball and Radish Rapid Red 
are easy to grow in limits and 
yield their crops in 53, 65, and 23 
days respectively. The beets when 
thinned out will be used for greens. 
These need little care beyond weed- 
ing and a bit of cultivation, while 
pulling them from the ground is an 
unfailing source of joy. 

The enclosure may be formed by 
wire netting between poles, or 
strung wires or cords, any of these 
to be covered with vines. Morning 
Glories, scarlet runner beans, Nas- 
turtiums are all quick workers, and 
of small enough character not to 
overshadow what they surround. 
Paths, if left to the young designer 
will probably be marked with 
stones, but sunken narrow board 
lengths take up less room and do 
not have the tendency to become 
dislodged by hasty footsteps. A seat 
may be just a slab of wood on two 
stones. A center of attraction a 
broom handle topped with crosg 
pieces, string draped and planted 
to Morning Glories or Nasturtiums. 
The principles of what constitutes 
a garden besides mere plants are 
learned from these. 

A garden is a safe way of pro- 
viding energy outlet, an entrancing 
occupation for legitimate dirt ac- 
cumulation, and an_ unexcelled 
chance to make something, three 
factors readily seized upon by the 
average child.

Redwood-Bark Insulation (1) has 
been in use for a decade, and a 
good job it has done in keeping 
out cold and keeping in heat. Re- 
cently, however, it has been im- 
proved by a so-called “saferized” 
process which augments its inher- 
ent fire-resisting qualities. Known 
as Palco Wool (Pacific Lumber 
Co., 100 Bush St., San Francisco) , 
this material is said now to be 
proof even against the flame of a 
blow-torch. The wool is a fill insula- 
tion, and may be packed in by hand 
or blown in. 


Asbestos-Cement Roofing Shingle 
(2). This American Colonial shin- 
gle (Johns-Manville, 22 E. 40th St., 
N.Y.C.) has the texture and grain- 
ing of weathered wood, the same 
clean-cut shadow lines. Your choice 
of colors lies between a red, green 
or blue-black blend or a natural 
eray and white. Best of all, the 
shingle is amazingly inexpensive to 
install, since it is made in a strip, 
and when applied it covers in two 
operations as much area as five 
ordinary shingles. 


Window Spring (3). If the win- 
dows of your summer camp or 
home have to be propped open by 
sticks or rattle in the breeze, the 
Jiffy Window Control Spring will 
probably be of service (Dodge 
Sales Co., 519 N. 66th St., Mil- 
waukee). This is a non-corrosive 
bronze strip slightly curved to exert 
pressure when it is installed be- 
tween the edge of a double-hung 
sash and the jamb. It slips neatly 
into position, requires no mortising 
or recessing,. 


Sereen-Door Latch (4). Now that 
fly season has arrived, screen doors 
are de rigeur. This Non-Mortise 
Latch (H. B. Ives Co., New Haven, 
Conn.) assures a tight-closed door, 
is easy as pie to install. You simply 
drill one hole through the door for 
the spindle, and notch the stop for 
the latch case. No working parts 
need to be concealed within the 
door. 


All-Rubber Outlet Plug (5). The 
picture tells the story. You can 
step on this multiple plug as hard 
as you like and it won’t break be- 
cause it’s made of rubber. Not that 
youre likely to step on it: the 
spring friction blades provide a 
tight connection. But if it should

Co., Mercer, 
Pa.) and it is designed primarily 
for installation (in a utility closet) 
on the floor to be heated. The unit 
comes with a thermostat and neces- 
sary controls, delivers humidified 
air to all rooms, is so made that in 
case of trouble its innards can be 
examined quickly. 


Blue Window Glass. Have you a 
window through which the sun 
pours in such quantities that it 
hurts your eyes? Lustrablu glass 
is made to alleviate such strain. It 
is blue tinted, yet so delicately that, 
according to the American Window 
Glass Co. (Pittsburgh), it does not 
affect color schemes. But it does 
cool and soften the sun’s glare, and 
it tends to add depth to the view.

Strawberry Care 

The term “everbearing” is apt to 
lull the grower into a sense of 
false security, as this quality of 
strawberries only comes when 
proper care of the plants is given. 
They must not be allowed to 
blossom as freely as they like the 
first season. From the everbearing 
strawberries that have been set out 
this spring, the blossoms should be 


picked off until around the first of 





August. In this way the plants 
make a sturdy growth which will 
enable them to produce a good crop 
of berries in the fall. The general 
rule is that berries are ready for 
picking in 3 or 4 weeks from the

Importance of Bulb Foliage 


After the bulbs are through 
blooming, the foliage should not be 
cut or mutilated, for it is through 
this part of the plant, as well as 
the roots, that the bulb stores up 
food for the following season. It 
is the factory of the plant and if 
it does not the food 
diminishes and the bulb becomes 


function, 


a failure. This applies to all types, 
the smallest Snowdrop as well as 
the largest Tulip. To strengthen 
the bulb further, the seed pods 
should be removed when the flowers 
fade, leaving the green stem still 
Cultivate around 
them, taking care not to damage

All 
bulbs benefit by a top dressing of 
good fertilizer about 4 ozs. to a 
square yard, worked into the soil 
when the bulbs are dormant, letting 
take it to roots.

done before the foliage has fully 
ripened, just before it turns yellow. 
On the contrary Narcissus should 
not be taken from the ground until 
the foliage is completely ripe and 
dry, and such lifting and dividing 
is usually advisable once in three 
years. Rats and mice will not touch 
Narcissus bulbs, for they contain 
a poisonous element. This fact ap- 
plies to bulbs in the ground or in 


storage.

tain Hollyferns, with Braun Holly- 
fern an olive-green, yellow-green in 
the Oak and New York ferns, 
gray-green Resurrection fern, 
laciness of the Lady and Maiden- 
hair are only a few of the contrasts 
available with a little search. 

In general, some shade, moisture, 
leafsoil, and stones are necessary 
in more or less degree for the dif- 
ferent ferns, so before ordering it is 
well to know just what we are go- 
ing to give them. Also, will speci- 
men clumps look best in our place 
at hand, or do we need more of a 
ground cover? Ferns are roughly 
classed as those from 
short thick root stocks that termi- 
nate in a crown, and those with 
slender. creeping ones that rapidly 
spread into wide dense colonies. In 
that shady border on the north side 
of the house we might fill in the 
background with a few tall clumps 
of the Royal fern. In a very wide 
border there might be room for a 
plant of the big creeping Goldie 
fern, a form of the Woodfern that 
occasionally reaches 6’. The New 
York fern would run about and 
make a good intermediate filler; 
but as it is not evergreen, some 
clumps of the Christmas and Holly- 
ferns, or the Common Woodfern 
would brighten things through the 
winter. The American Maidenhair 
is always very lovely along the 
edge, and a few groups of Poly- 
anthuses or Primroses could be 
mixed with it. 

In case this border is built above 
the path by stones, the Ebony and 
Maidenhair Spleenworts might re- 
place the American Maidenhair, 
and the Hollyferns replace the 
other intermediates. Use the Moun- 
tain in soil that is not acid, the 
Braun in acid soil. Perhaps an end 
of the border runs out into early 
or late sun. The beautiful Ostrich 
furnish background, 
the Cinnamon would be 
wiser for stronger sun, as hot sun 
sometimes burns the Ostrich. The 
Lady fern will go in front of it, and 
the Cutleaf Grapefern along the 
path, or the Rusty Woodsia in the 
The Cutleaf Grape-

spore-bearing fertile fronds of this 
fern just as soon as they form, the 
others will grow both larger and 
more beautiful. These fertile fronds 
are taller and more erect. The 
spores are carried part way down 
the frond on one to five pairs of 
shortened leaflets (pinnae) that are 
often mistaken for diseased parts 
because of their dark color and 
smaller size. It is one of the Os- 
muda group, as are also the Royal 
and Cinnamon ferns, but the two 
last will not tolerate so dry a soil. 

The Interrupted fern, because of 
this drier tolerance, also does well 
in shade under trees. The Common 
Woodfern, so much used by the 
florists, is fine under conifers, 
while the Toothed Woodfern makes 
a good ground cover under shrubs. 
The New York fern will cover al- 
most any reasonably cool place 
with its mass of plumy yellow- 
green. In nature it grows in fairly 
dry leafsoil under Maples, Birches, 
and Beeches. For very stony soil, 
even in considerable sun, the Rusty 
Woodsia will form a dense carpet 
if it has a little moisture. 

Have you a really wet place? The 
Ostrich fern will thrive happily, 
even though I mentioned it for a 
mildly sunny place. The Crested 
Woodfern will edge the damp and 
shady path to this wet spot, or 
creep down on the shaded poolside. 
The Chainfern, Clinton Woodfern, 
and the Royal may also be used by 
the poolside, the last often grow- 
ing in standing water, though the 
crown rises above. 

There are quite a number of 
ferns for the rockgarden. The 
American Maidenhair is very love- 
ly by a rocky pool. The Narrow 
Beechfern will be happiest where 
the rocks are really wet, whether 
in sun or shade, while the beautiful 
Berry Bladderfern will festoon it- 
self in and out among moist shaded 
stones. The Maidenhair Spleenwort 
and the Walking fern don’t seem to 
care whether the stones are moist 
or dry as long as they are shaded; 
while the Common Polypody will 
make its dense wide mats in mod- 
erately dry leafsoil in the shaded 
rockgarden, and the Purple Cliff- 
brake takes both sun and dryness. 


The Rusty Woodsia also does well 


among sunny rocks if not too dry. 


These are good things to know | 


before the nursery order is placed. 


If you are taking from the wild, be — 


very certain first that you have the 
owner’s permission, also that you 
are not breaking any conservation 
laws. Late spring and early summer 
are usually recommended, as it is 
easier to judge a fern at this time. 
Some of the more fragile ferns that 


send up only one crop of fronds in 
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a season will have to be moved 
during their resting period in late 
fall. The Osmundas are much bet- 
ter moved then. 

Don’t start to dig when you see a 
beautiful fern. Figure the shade it 
is receiving. Can you give it about 
the same? Look at the moisture 
content of the soil. Plan how that 
is to be arranged. Look at the soil 
itself. Can you approximate it? 
But still you are not ready to dig. 
Look again: there may be a sister 
plant you'll like even better. Then 
have you a piece of wet burlap, or 
at least damp newspapers? And a 
basket or carton to put the fern in? 
Now wait, the spade should be big 
enough to really get under the 
roots. I prefer a digging fork for 
ferns, as it is less likely to break 
the roots, and two forks are better 
than one if the ferns are at all 
large. 

But wait again. We are forget- 
ting one of the most important 
points of all! How deep does this 
particular fern rest in the soil— 
crown even with it? Or above? Or 
doesn’t it seem a crown, but rather 
buds about an inch beneath the 
surface? Better write that down. 
Ferns don’t forgive this kind of 
mistake. If possible, take a little 
of the woods soil with you; and if

the demand for indestructibility, 


and each gardener usually has his 
own formula. Two cheap and com- 
pletely durable fluids are the fol- 
lowing. Blue stone or blue vitriol, 
10¢ worth, does innumerable labels. 
Or 1% oz. of hydrochloric acid and 
1% oz. of butter of antimony, which 
comes to around 20¢. With either 


it is too late to plant when you 
reach home, set the ferns in a tub 
of water in a shaded place. 

As a family, ferns need shade, 
moisture, and spongy leafsoil. If 
you buy from the nursery, ask your 
dealer to advise you the depth to 
set them. All Woodferns carry their 
crowns above the surface; but the 
Ebony and Maidenhair Spleenworts 
and the Christmas fern are planted 
with theirs just even. The American 
Maidenhair and the New York are 
set about 1” beneath the surface. 

It is risky to remove the old fronds 
in the fall as these are nature’s 
winter mulch. In cases where it is 
dificult to cut old fronds out after 
the new ones start into growth, cut 
the old just before the new begin, 
and lay them lightly over the plant 
until the weather moderates. 

The ferns mentioned here, with 
the exception of the one Australian 
in California, are native in the 
Northern United States, mostly in 
the East and Middle West. The far 
West has closely allied types. Local 
ferns that are pleasing are nearly 
always successful; but I have 
omitted mention of the Sensitive 
and Hay Scented, as they tend to 
get out of hand in the garden, 
though they are often extremely 
useful in wilder plantings.

Rain Lilies 

The southern Rain Lily, Cooperia 
pedunculata has waxy white frag- 
rant flowers about 2” across, with 
a tube a little over 1” long.

ready for sinking in an appropriate 
garden spot. Place such a pool at 
the far end of a city garden with a 
bench behind it or set it on the 
porch axis of the suburban dwell- 
ing, and you have an utterly delight- 
ful water feature which together 
with planting materials will be of a 
very moderate cost, somewhere be- 
tween $15 and $25 depending on 
size. 

Whatever the receptacle—tub, 
pond or pool—Water Lilies will 
thrive providing they are set out 
in an open, sunny location with rich 
soil and shallow, warm water. Va- 
rieties are listed as hardy and 
tropical Nymphaeas and the tropi- 
cals are either day or night-bloom- 
ing. My vote goes every time to the 
glorious tropicals. These include 
the lovely blue shades and are 
larger and generally more gorgeous 
than the hardy types but their win- 
tering presents such problems that 
they are best considered as annuals, 
to be discarded once their beauty 
is ended by the autumn frosts. This 
makes them necessarily more ex- 
pensive than the hardy kinds but, 
in the manner of Clarence Day’s 
“Mother” I have it figured out so 
that even a $1.00 to $2.50 tender 
Water Lily is absolutely dirt cheap 
since a single plant covers from 
5 to 35 square feet, depending on 
the root space allowed. Bedding 
plants of my favorite, large, white 
frilled Petunias cost far more in 
numbers sufficient for such areas. 
When to this consideration is added 
some small daily deposit for su- 
preme pleasure, it turns out that 
the tropical Water Lily really costs 
nothing at all and I come to the 
end of the summer feeling I actual- 
ly owe somebody money for that 
enchanting succession of white 
blooms of Juno or Blue Beauty. 

When the pool is large enough, 
a selection of both day and night 
tropicals is desirable. The tub, of 
course, can hold but one plant 
while the 4’ by 7’ by 18’ pool can 
perhaps accommodate three. Cer- 
tainly 5 square feet is a not too 
generous allowance for each speci- 
men, since the pool, as a garden 
feature, is far lovelier when part 
of its surface is left free to reflect 
the sky. Indeed this reflection value 
seems to me of primary importance. 
Too often water plantings are al- 
lowed to look like a weed-choked 
marsh. A number of irresistible, 
accessory plants of the marginal 
type 
cause this condition. Unless a pond 
is being planted or the pool has a 


and underwater invariably 


surface of more than 50 square feet, 
I should certainly omit the bog 
plants and let the Lilies hold the 
spot light alone. They are quite 
worthy of undivided attention! 

If your hours of garden enjoy- 
ment tend to be at the end of the 
day, it’s wise to select the night- 
blooming tropicals which open 
about 6 or 7 o’clock and remain 
open in full beauty until near noon 
of the following day, longer if the 
weather is dull. Each blossom stays 
fresh for about five days. Utterly 
lovely for evening are such varieties 
as the large, creamy white Nymphaea 
dentata superba (sometimes listed 
as Juno), the dark crimson Frank 
Trelease and the exquisite pink 
O’Marana. Good day-blooming va- 
rieties include the bright pink Gen- 
eral Pershing or soft pink Mrs. C. 
W. Ward, the sky-blue Mrs. Ed- 
Whitaker (flowers extend 
beyond 12” in diameter and the 
lavender blue is in beautiful con- 
trast to the yellow stamens) and 


wards 


the gleaming white Mrs. George H. 
Pring. A pool featuring one or 
more of each group would be at 
its loveliest in the early hours when 
the day bloomers, which are open 
from early morning until late after- 
noon, would be in full beauty be- 
fore the closing of the evening 
tropicals. 

Together these day and _night- 
blooming Water Lilies include a 
complete color range now that 
yellows are available among the 
tender day-blooming kinds. Two 
beauties are the yellow St. Louis 
and the peach or apricot Golden 
West which was one of the loveliest 
of the Water Lilies growing in the 
New York Botanical Garden Ex- 
hibit last year at the New York 
World’s Fair “Garden of Tomor- 
row. And there, I may say, Golden 
West had real competition for the 
exquisiteness of the varieties dis- 
played was absolutely stunning and 
the long pools were large enough 
to include marvelous color con- 
trasts. Among day-blooming tropi- 
cals suited to tub culture are the 
N. pennsylvania, 
Daubeniana and August Koch, the 
creamy white African ovalifolia, 
and the pink Mrs. C. W. Ward.

Varieties for the pool comprising 
25 square feet or more of surface 
include such whites as the native 
N. odorata and Gladstone; the pink 
Rose Arey and Marliac Rose; the 
red Attraction and James Brydon 
(with a silver petal reverse) the 
two-toned, apricot-red Comanche 
and red to yellow Sioux. Sunrise 
and Chromatella seem to be the 
finest of the pure yellows. 

Hardy Lilies are set out at any 
time from mid-April on but the 
tropicals are not safely planted 
until mid-June when the weather is 
definitely warm. Pools to be stocked 
with these are filled several weeks 
beforehand with the sand-topped 
boxes set in place. If a good reach 
is inadequate for planting, then 
wading into the pool is the best 
means of being on the spot for 
quick transfer of the tender Lilies 
from their 4” or 5” pots to the 
large root boxes. Water is not 
changed during the course of the 
summer but evaporation is made up 
each week by 
syringing the plants with the hose. 
This frees foliage of dust, checks 
any tendency to green and black 
fly, and knocks into the water lurk- 
ing aphids contemplating mass at- 
tack. Once landed on the water 
surface, these insects are rapidly 
devoured by the gold fish with 
which the wise water gardener 
stocks his pool. The fish also clean 
up mosquito larvae. It is often 
thought that a pool means mos-

quitoes but this menace is entirely 
overcome by the presence of fish. 
Two suffice for a tub while 25 will 
stock a pond 100’ across. A few 
snails also help to promote cleanli- 
ness. 

Tubs and small pools are pre- 
pared for planting by covering the 
bottom of the receptacle with rich 
garden soil. To average stuff a third 
of very well-rotted cow manure is 
added or 1 quart of bone meal per 
bushel of soil. Six inches of soil 
and 6” of water are allowed for the 
planting. 

In the larger pool it is better to 
provide each Lily with a separate 
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tined for the restrictions of small 
pools or tubs. When necessary, 
boxes are supported on stones in 
order that the growing crowns of 
tender Nymphaeas will not be cov- 
ered with more than 12” of water. 
Hardy Lilies can stand up to 36” 
depths, particularly when they are 
growing in natural ponds. When 
such places are to be stocked, the 
Lilies are anchored by tying a 
heavy piece of sod or small rock 
to the roots before these are in- 
serted in the mud. When _ hardy 
Lilies are planted in pools, they 
are set deeply enough to prevent 
the freezing of the roots in winter. 
In concrete pools of 4 or more 
depth with hardy Lily roots resting 
30” to 36” deep, no special winter- 
ing is required. In smaller pools, a 
covering of boards with straw or 
leaves packed over them will keep 
out frost from the water in which 
roots and fish continue a normal 
cold weather existence. In shallow 
pools, where winter draining is 
necessary, fish are removed and the 
Lily boxes pushed to one corner 
and covered 18” to 24” deep with 
leaves anchored by evergreen 
boughs or wire netting. These are 
not so thickly packed as to ferment. 
Wooden boxes do not last so well 
this way as when kept constantly 
under water. 

Water gardening thus presents 
few problems. Water is kept clear 
by topping planting boxes or the 
layer of soil in the tubs with 1” of 
clean sand. Sométimes a growth of 
algae discolors the water. Usually 
the patient gardener discovers that 
in the course of time this clears up 
of its own accord. It can be more 
readily disposed of by tying a salt 
bag containing crushed copper sul- 
phate crystals to a pole and swish- 
ing this back and forth over the 
entire surface of the water. Used 
sparingly this material harms 
neither Water Lilies nor fish. About 
1 Ib. is allowed per 500,000 gals. of 
water. For a pool 3’ by 15’ by 35’ 
1 oz. is adequate. 

Sometimes leaves are marred by 
a leaf miner attack. Cutting off and 
burning infested growth seems to 
be the best remedy. Although it 
weakens the plants for a time, they 
soon get over it. Additional plant 
food will speed recovery and may 
indeed be a routine matter from 
July first on, if the plants are well 
established by that time. Applied

Using the Rose Petals 


The best method of making a 
Rose jar is to put the petals, which 
have been taken as soon as pos- 
sible after the flowers are fully 
open, in a basket or very thin and 
open cloth sack. Hang it in the 





shade in the fresh air so that the 
petals will thoroughly dry. After 
they have dried beyond the pos- 
sibility of molding, to every 2 qts. 
of petals add the following com- 
bination: a few sprigs of Lavender, 
or 4 drops of Lavender oil and 1 
or 2 drops of bergamot. This com- 
bination of perfumes is subordinate 
to the Rose odor which must be 
the most pronounced.

from the saddle, dressed with a 
kidney in the hollow. It is often 
boned. The saddle is both halves 
of the loin in one piece and may be 
boned and dressed with the kidneys 
inside for roasting. 

Ribs—chops without tenderloin, 
often frenched, or roasted dressed 
as a crown roast, which is Newport 
style with the rib ends frenched, 
the spine removed and the ends of 
the rack joined to form a circle. 
Noisettes of lamb for broiling are 
made by wrapping the eye of the 
rib chop in bacon. 

Shoulder—more bone and _ less 
tender than the rack and _hind- 
quarter but of good flavor. It is 
dressed as Mock Duck which is the 
whole shoulder boned, shaped and 
sewed with the neck boned and 
rolled inside of it, for roasting; as 
a cushion which is a square piece 
looking like its namesake, and like 
its namesake intended to be stuffed, 


also for roasting; as a square cut 
intended for roasting or braising. 
Scraps of shoulder make good pat- 
ties and stew. Shoulder chops are 
of three types, round bone, blade 
and Saratoga, the latter made by 
boning, rolling and slicing the 
shoulder. The round bone chops 
make lamb squares or can be 
cubed for shaslik. The whole shoul- 
der may be boned and rolled for 


roasting or braising.

Propagating Hardy 
Garden Roses

of increasing the stock of garden 
Roses is by layering, 
simple enough for any amateur to 
undertake.

Delphinium Notes 

Three serious troubles are usual- 
ly to be met in the cultivation of 
these perennials. Cutworms may be 
destructive to young plants, but 
seldom do they create much havoc 
if tobacco dust is added to the soil 
before setting out the specimens. 
Slugs that would eat the crowns as 
they appear are discouraged if 
coal ashes are scattered over the 
plants at the beginning of winter. 
The blight has been known to yield 
to various remedies, but the one 
still most recommended is to spray 
weekly with Bordeaux mixture and 
dig in dry Bordeaux around the 
crowns. They are gross feeders, 
liking a rich heavy soil and one 
that is always moist—not wet. The 
best 
spring just when growth starts, the 


time for division is in the 
holes to receive the plants should 
be deeply dug and fertilized, and 
each clump set 2’-3’ from its near- 
est companion. Mulch 
that the hot sun will not strike the 


them so 


bare ground and water freely. Re- 
plant every 2 or 3 years in fresh 
places. All the Delphiniums give 
the best account of themselves the 
second year, although some will 
bloom the first season from plants 
raised indoors.

IF THE belief prevails today that small houses cannot be as charming 

as large ones, blame it on the hundreds of small home developments 
mushrooming across the country. In all but a few instances, production 
has so over-shadowed design that it is almost impossible to find a de- 
velopment where the houses are really and truly attractive. Of course, 
this need not be so. Small houses should—and can—hboast just as much 
individuality, just as many pleasant features as houses twice their size. 
A case in point is this house designed by Merton Stuart Barrows, archi- 
tect of Lexington, Mass., for himself and his wife. 

Mr. Barrows’ house (14,000 cubic feet in size and costing $4200 to 
build) makes no pretense at grandeur, nor does it strive for cuteness. 
It simply looks and acts its size. The lines are honest, clean, severe. 
Ornamentation is non-existent. Yet the whole effect is delightful. 

This is also true of the interior. The living room, for instance, was 
planned as the center of interest in the house. It was, therefore, designed 
in keeping with the New England Colonial style and given the simple 
character of its 18th century ancestors. The ceiling is beamed, the fire- 
place huge and the fireplace wall paneled in extra-wide pine boards. 

The net result is as unassuming, yet charming a house as you can 
find. You will be happier if, in building, you follow the lesson it teaches.

Q. What is the right time of year 
to paint my house? 

A. Always paint in dry weather, 
when the humidity is low, the tem- 
perature is moderate and the bugs 
are quiescent. 

If your house is of wood, be 
sure the siding or shingles are dry. 
Doors and windows should be 
primed on the edges and exterior 
before installation. If your house 
is of stucco, concrete or brick, 
wait six months after construction 
before painting with an oil paint 
(you don’t have to wait if using 
a Portland cement or resinous 
emulsion paint). 

Don’t attempt to apply the sec- 
ond or third coat until the pre- 
vious coat has dried completely. 
The way to check absolutely is to 
wait until you can sandpaper the 
paint without gumming the paper. 


Q. What special preparation is 
needed before painting? 

A. All broken materials should 
be repaired or replaced. Scrape off 
loose or imperfect paint; and 
if all the paint is cracked and 
chipped, remove every last speck 
with blow torch or paint remover. 
Cracks and open joints in wood 
should be painted with the first 
coat and allowed to dry before 
puttying (in patching plaster walls 
you use what is known as Swedish 
putty) and the same rule applies 
to the 


re-puttying of windows. 


Rust and grease should be re- 
moved from metal, which is then 
primed with red or blue lead 


paint.

Q. What is the commonest mis- 
take made in house painting? 

A. Next to poor preparation of 
the surface and not repainting at 
proper intervals, it is undoubtedly 
the failure to use the same paint 
at all times. In other words, your 
house is originally painted with a 
certain kind of paint. You should 
stick to this type of paint in all 
subsequent repainting. 

If you talk to painters, you may 
hear a lot of argument on this 
point. But one of the outstanding 
authorities, Dr. F. L. Browne, 
senior chemist of the U. S. Forest 
Products Laboratory, maintains 
that different paint formulas are 
very often incompatible. He points 
out that the application of one 
formula on top of a different 
formula paint may cause more 
rapid deterioration of the entire 
surface. He recommends, 
that every home owner

To 
eliminate constant bending down, 
hold a small can of paint in one 
hand. Fill the brush—but not too 
full—and apply it on the sur- 
face, spreading only until the 
brush is empty. Do this about half

surface. Then spread out the paint

with long strokes—always with the 
grain of the wood—and smooth it 
with the ends of the bristles. 

One of the big factors in your 


success is proper care of your 
paint brushes. Always buy a first- 
quality brush. Bore a hole through 
the handle just above the metal. 
When you have finished your day’s 
painting, insert a rod through this 
hole and suspend the brush in a 
deep can of linseed oil, kerosene 
or turpentine. When there is no 
more painting to do, wash out all 
the pigment in painter’s naphtha, 
mineral spirits, kerosene or tur- 
pentine; then wash out in soap 
and water.

It takes less time, but in 
respects the technique is 
more difficult to master than 
brushing. If you don’t hold the 
spray gun always at the same dis- 
tance from the wall, you will apply 
too much at one spot and it will 
drip or run.

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ERE is remodeling on the grand scale. But it was a practical piece 
of work. too. Mr. and Mrs. Edward Klauber were hunting for a 
home in the country when one day, down a back road of Danbury, Conn.. 


they came upon the little old farmhouse shown above. They were im- 
mediately entranced—not by the house, because that was undistinguished 
to a degree, but by the grounds. Along the road stood a row of superb 
trees; behind them the ground sloped gradually toward a brook. It was 
exactly the kind of place the Klaubers were seeking, and they bought it. 

The work which ensued under the direction of architect Robert C. 
Kilborn, of Bethel, Conn., was extensive and delightful. He found that, 
although the room arrangement would never do, the shell of the house 
was in good condition.

All is going merrily so far, and to 
prevent another like mishap next 
winter, a shelter of boards will go 
over the spruce. In the small gar- 
den where each item is close to the 
next, and what happens to one 
usually involves the other, winter 
protection needs to be far more 
thorough than where trees and 
shrubs have room to take care of 
themselves in happy isolation. I 
have found also that most young 
evergreens are benefited by stak- 
ing, it prevents the tree from grow- 
ing out of the perpendicular, and 
can usually be managed by an in- 
conspicuous manner. 


5. Parsley & Pansies 


The combination of the useful and 
ornamental is appealing, and wher- 
ever I am given the chance I bring 
flowers to vegetables and vegetables 
to flowers. Like the radishes and 
spring onions spoken of in the Log 
for May. In a garden just now in 
the making, this practice has been 
carried out with vigor. Poppies and 
carrots, nothing combines’ with 
more grace. The foliage of the car- 
rots sets off the pink and red of the 
Poppy to the best advantage and 
also supports the Poppy plant. So 
a few Shirley Poppy seeds were 
sown in the carrot row, some were 
put along the edge of the asparagus 
bed where they will bring color 
later to the feathery greenness of 
the vegetable plumes. (Special 
instructions to owner: remove all 
blossoms to prevent broadcast sow- 
ing.) Then among the Pansies some 
parsley plants were tucked and a 
few seeds sown to add to the later 
full measure. The parsley with its 
bushy frond-like leaves shades the 
ground around the Pansy plants 
giving them the cool moisture they 
like. When the Pansies get “leggy” 
the bareness of stem is hidden. 
Note: pick the parsley freely, and 
remove the Pansy blossoms by 
reaching down close to the ground 
and breaking off the branch of 
the plant that bears the flower. In 
this way the blossom has its own 
spray of leaves. Severe pruning is 
good for both plants. 


6. Shear Cuttings 


To kill two horticultural birds with 
one stone brings satisfaction. At 
this time the early low varieties 
have become straggly, and must be 
reduced in some manner to neat- 
ness. A bold shearing will do it, 
but far better is to increase the

stock by taking proper cuttings. All 
these plants decline in beauty with 
age, so it is well to have young 
small-fry coming along to push the 
oldsters out of the way. Procedure 
is the same for those usually found 
in the spring gardens. Grass pinks, 
Dianthus plumarius; white Rock- 
Cress, Arabis. albida; Phlox amo- 
ena; Veronica incana:; Santolina 
and all the creeping stone crops, 
Sedums. The cuttings are not cut 
off but pulled away gently, by 
grasping between the fingers near 
the main stem that carries the 
foliage tufts. This gives a good end 
for rooting. The cuttings are buried 
in rows in the seedbed (see June 
Scrapbook) nearly up to where the 
leaves begin, allowing 6” between 
each. They are well sprinkled and 
not allowed to dry out later. On 
very hot sunny days some sort of 
shading is provided. If you have 
lath strips so much the better, but 
I secure equal protection from old 
umbrellas, handles removed, and 
the handle stuck in the ground to 
the desired depth. They fold up too 
when not in use. These plants will 
be ready to put in place in the fall, 
bloom next year, -and grow to good 
size in another 12 months. A cold 
stern heart is needed to recognize 
the fact that in a certain type of 
plant old age means discard.

Never 
sprinkle, this keeps the roots near 
the surface and defeats all prepa- 
ration for the July doldrums. 


8. Tree Moving 


There is much to be learned in 
watching any expert work, and if 


he is not too much engrossed and 
his disposition allows of it, ques- 
tions are in order. A double row of 
Lindens was being put in on either 
side of the walk in front of a house 
nearby, and I pulled up beside the 
curb and saw how it was being 
done. When conversation time came, 
it ran along these lines. Newly set 
trees have to be watched and buds 
that start at a point below where 
limbs are wanted are rubbed off. 
This is called thumb pruning and is 
kept up for 2 or 3 years. The earth 
around the tree is left in the form 
of a basin so that the water will be 
caught and held until it has time to 
seep through the earth and reach 
the roots. A bad mistake is to hill 
up the earth around the base of 
any newly set thing, because the 
mound sheds water, and the most 
important thing in care is to keep 
young trees or shrubs well watered 
during their first year. As to depth, 
spring set trees are best planted a 
little shallower than they stood in 
the nursery, as root growth and 
top growth both start quickly after 
the soil has become warm—an end 


to be desired.

There may be more interesting 
things to study than the life cycle 
of the Rose bug, but it is only in 
understanding the habits of the 
pest that any sort of immunity is 
gained.

This 
pupal stage lasts from 3 to 4 weeks, 
after which the adult comes out to 
feed. If the ground is kept thor- 
oughly cultivated during this time, 
so that the cells are broken up, 
much is done to control the beetles. 
Also the treatment of the ground 
with sulphate of iron makes a con- 
dition which is not liked by the fe- 
male for egg storage. An ounce of 
sulphate of iron, crushed if lumpy. 
is spread over each square yard of

water, either rain or hose. Cultivate 
so that the chemical will be well 
mixed with the soil. Do this once a 
month and the destruction of the 
larvae in the soil will greatly lessen 
the pest of the Rose bugs. 


10. Cut Peonies

also, but here it is “ringed in 
about 8” from the root. All Peony 





feeding should be done the same 
way, with no deep digging near the 
crown of the plant because of the 
new buds which are usually very 
near the surface. The blooms are 
at their best and are most decora- 
tive for the house, if cut right. 
When the buds of the single, semi- 
double and Japanese varieties are 
still fairly tight with the outside 
petals beginning to turn back, is 
the time to cut them. The heavy- 
petaled double types are left on 
the plant until they are about half 
open. I never take much foliage 
with the bloom as the plant needs 
it for proper ripening, but leave at 
least the 2 lower leaves and do the 
cutting with a sharp knife. The 
stems are then plunged deep into 
cold water, and the flowers allowed 
to remain in a cool dark place for 
2 or 3 hours or even a like number 
of days. When taken out of this 
from the 





| storage, I cut an inch 
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stems and put the flowers in deep 
bowls in plenty of water. This is a 
flower needing more water after 
being cut than almost any other. If 
taken when they are still in bud, 
the length of time they will endure 
storage conditions is amazing. 
There was once a July bride who 
had white Peonies kept for weeks 
for the wedding decorations, and 
they were lovely for the right mo-

11. Between Flagstones 


A flagstone walk with grass grow- 


ing in the joints seems a_ great 
waste of opportunity as something 
so much more delightful is possible. 
In the first place grass in such a 





position is difficult to take care of, 
and unless it is given attention it 
looks untidy and gives the path a 
moth-eaten, neglected appearance. 
It can’t be cut with the lawn mower, 
and down-on-the-knees shearing is 
the only treatment possible. On the 
other hand there are many little 
plants that are just looking for 
joints to outline with greenery and 
to spread out over the stone to 
soften them. I like the various 
Thymes best, the low creepers of 
the family which are in the 7. 
serpyllum group. No conditions for 
happy growth are to be found 
suiting better the temperamental 
Wooly-leaved Thyme, 7. ser. lanu- 
ginosus, than flagstone chinks. It 
revels in the warm stone, and finds 
itself in the perfect isolation that 
it requires. This soft gray downy 
thing will not stand being crowded. 
All Thymes of the group are good 
they are close-

Half a Garden— 


An emergency garden is as valu- 
able as the necessary adjunct of 
the store closet, the shelf of emer- 
gency canned supplies. Houses are 
often not ready on time to both 
move into and start a garden in the 
hurly-burly of getting settled and 
valuable time is lost.

age that looked ideal. On the wall 
of a rear porch—in a 3-apartment 





house—a shelf on strong brackets 
ran the full length of the outer wall 
of the kitchen. A cleat along the 
front edge prevented the pots from 
being knocked off, and the slope of 
the shelf was enough to make the 
water drain to the further end, 
where a small hole sends it to ‘drain 
into the eaves. This shelf is on the 
north side of the house, the plants 
get air and light, and the rest they 
need for next year’s service. They 
are quite as well off there as under 
any recommended bushes. 


14. Asters in the Ground 


I find that Aster plants grow in the 
open ground from seed sown the 
first of May give better satisfaction 
than seedlings purchased and set 
out. Disease, notably stem rot is 
less. My troubles from plants be- 
ing killed by root lice has been 
overcome by dressing the bed, be- 
fore the seedlings are transplanted 
from the seedbed, with wood ashes, 
working them in to a depth of 
about 3”, Any commercial form of 
potash will do as well if ashes are 
lacking. They cannot be raised 
twice on the same ground with 
success, but even in the small gar- 
den it is possible to rotate crops. 
A crop does not have to consist of 
an acre! The theory is that a 
bulb crop should alternate a root 
crop, so I have used Dahlias and 
Gladiolus, for succession with good 
results. 


15. For Better 
Propagation 
The best propagating aid I have 


discovered was a find of a couple 
of years ago, and today when there 


was a slight breathing spell in the 
have-to-be-dones, I assembled one 
of the useful units. First sand was 
sterilized in a tin can with bottom 





holes by slowly pouring a kettle of 
boiling water over it, process tak- 
ing about 10 minutes for the trick- 
ling through. After letting the sand 
cool completely, it was mixed with 
an equal amount of peat moss to 
fill a 10” clay pot. In the middle of 
this container a 4” pot with drain- 
age in the bottom was pressed 
down through the sand and moss, 
to about three quarters of its depth 
and-the small pot filled with water. 
The cuttings as they are snipped 
off throughout the garden are 
pressed into the sand-peat mixture 
at a depth of about half their 
length, near the outer rim of the 
large pot. Tomorrow I shall salvage 
cuttings of Geraniums, the sweet 
scented leaved type, Lavender, Tar- 
ragon, Rosemary and stick them 
in to make roots. A paper bag will 
then be slipped over the whole af- 
fair and the only care needed is to 
keep the inner receptacle full of 
water. The Geraniums are for the 
house next winter, the herbs to in- 
crease the garden numbers. Except 
the Rosemary. That is given to the 
greenhouse to be boarded out for 
the duration.

about the practice of hilling in gen- 
eral. The preponderance of opinion 
seems to be against this practice 
today. Some authorities advocate 
level cultivation even for corn and 
potatoes. I myself draw the soil up 
slightly around my corn hills, to 
encourage the bracing roots which 
every cornstalk sends out by way 
of anchorage; and I hill potatoes 
moderately at the first two cultiva- 
tions—partly because I plant my 
seed tubers on the shallow side in 
my rather cold, slow spring soil, 
and partly because my potato patch 
is on relatively low ground and not 
subject to early drought. Excessive 
hilling, of course, defeats its own 


purpose because it encourages too 
great a degree of dryness at the 
root-depth. 

One word of warning is worth 
repeating when discussing late sow- 
ings, too. The earth in June has 
dried out on top. Vegetable seed 
sown at that time should go in 
deeper than the rules call for in 
April. The furrow below the seed 
should be deeply worked before 
sowing, and the seed should be 
well tamped down with the back of 
the hoe after covering in. In this 
way an adequate supply of mois- 
ture for the seed will be insured.
